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ADDRESS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE City CoUNCIL: 


Tue year which has just closed has been one of 
momentous interest in the history and destiny of our 
whole country. 

In the early part of the year, the threats of dis- 
union, and resistance to the constitutional authorities 
at Washington, were causes of great anxiety, and the 
government and people of our city were unremitting 
in their endeavors to avert the storm. Our people 
assembled in Faneuil Hall, and, from that sacred 
temple of liberty they sent their petitions to Congress, 
borne by some of the most illustrious of our citizens, 
to urge the adoption of such conciliatory measures, 
towards the Southern States, as might be acceptable 
to them, without any improper concession of princi- 
ple by the North. But these efforts, and all the in- 
fluence of the venerable CrirrenpEN and his conserv- 
ative associates, in Congress, were unavailing. Per- 
sonal ambition, sectional animosity, and party feeling 


crushed out the sentiments of patriotism and love 
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of Union, and the war of words culminated into a 
war of arms, between the seceding and the loyal 
States. 

The first. overt act of hostility against. Fort Sumter, 
by the confederate army, roused the National Goy- 
ernment to a sense of its danger, and an immediate 
appeal for troops was made to those States which 
remained faithful to the Union. Massachusetts, true 
to her traditions and history, became at once the 
leader in this struggle for the preservation of the 
Republic. The political opponents of the Adminis- 
tration, laid all their differences upon the altar of | 
their country, and by this act consecrated their lives 
and fortunes to the support of our constitutional 
government. 

The military spirit of our people had been, for 
many years, discouraged, instead of being fostered and 
promoted by public opinion or the State Legislature ; 
and, while thousands were gathering and filling up 
the ranks of our neglected but gallant Volunteer 
Militia, to meet the requisition of the President, the 
State authorities were almost totally unprepared to 
send forth the regiments, properly disciplined, or 
provided with clothing and equipments. Animated, 
however, with the spirit of our fathers at Concord 
and Lexington, uncomplaining and undaunted, the 


first regiments marched to the defence of our Na- 
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tional Capitol, with hearts too full of patriotism to 
feel the privations to which they were subjected. 

The Legislature having made no adequate provis- 
ion for this contingency, public and private contri- 
butions, in the cities and towns of the Common- 
wealth, were promptly made to meet the emergency. 
The City Council of Boston appropriated $ 100,000 
in aid of the volunteers belonging to the city, and 
the liberal contributions from all ranks of her citi- 
zens, 1n money and clothing, expressed her deep in- 
terest in the cause, and her earnest and abiding loy- 
alty to the Union. But all these efforts to relieve 
the wants of the volunteers were but partially suc- 
cessful, from the absence of system in the distribu- 
tion, and, as we began to realize that, contrary to 
our hopes and expectations, the crushing out of the 
rebellion was to be a work of time, requirig the 
raising of a mighty army, and involving the entire 
pecuniary resources of the loyal States, it was neces- 
sary to adopt some measures by which the generous 
contributions, which were poured forth from almost 
every purse and home, could be distributed with 
prudence and judgment. 

Impressed with this idea, means were immediately 
taken to establish depots for the reception and dis- 
tribution of the various hospital and other articles 


for the benefit of the soldiers. A large and impor- 
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tant field of labor was thus opened, which was soon 
occupied by various organizations in this and other 
States. 

In consequence of the number of volunteers en- 
listed in Boston and its vicinity, it was deemed ad- 
visable that a special depot should be established by 
the city. Fortunately, through the liberality of one 
of our fellow-citizens, — WritttAm Evans, Esq.,—the 
spacious and magnificent building he had erected on 
Tremont Street was placed in possession of the City 
Government, free of rent, for any purpose which 
might be deemed useful in promoting the welfare of 
our soldiers. 

The City Council forthwith appointed a committee 
to take charge of the building, and make all neces- 
sary arrangements in regard to it, and Mrs. Harrr- 
son Gray Oris having kindly consented to organize 
and superintend it, the Donation Department of the 
city of Boston, was successfully established at the 
‘Evans Housr;” and through her executive ability 
and disinterested devotion, aided by those true wo- 
man’s hands and hearts which she has gathered 
around her, this institution has become identified 
with the just and holy cause in which we are all en- 
gaged. It is with sincere pleasure that I thus pub- 
licly acknowledge the deep obligations she has con- 


ferred upon the government, by her prudent and effi- 
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cient management of this department of our military 
affairs. For it is worthy of remark, that while an 
hundred thousand useful articles have. been distrib- 
uted to the soldiers and the hospitals, and thou- 
sands of dollars paid for sewing and other female 
labor, the whole has been derived from voluntary 
offerings, and not from the City Treasury. 

This is woman’s work; and as the warm garments 
shelter the soldier in his camp, or the guard on the 
bleak outposts, or as the sick and wounded toss upon 
their bed of pain, their sufferings mitigated by the 
hospital stores so thoughtfully provided for their 
relief and comfort, the donors will be remembered 
with the respect and gratitude of every recipient of 
the blessings, so judiciously and beneficently dis- 
pensed. 

In connection with this subject, I also desire to 
express my sense of the invaluable services rendered 
by the chairman of the Donation Committee, on the 
part of the Council,—J. Corrin Jones Brown,— who 
was not only instrumental in the organization at the 
‘ Evans House,” but has ever been the efficient aid 
and co-operator of the superintendent in all her la- 


bors and responsibilities. 


With the approbation of the City Council, I have 
also endeavored to perfect a simple plan for the safe

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transmission of a portion of the pay of the volunteers, 
particularly those belonging to the Boston regiments. 
The remarkable success which has attended this ef- 
fort, encourages me to hope that a similar plan may 
be adopted by the National Government, instead of 
the allotment system as proposed in the recent acts 
of Congress, in which there appears to be practical 
objections that will be difficult to overcome. ‘The 
subject is one of great importance, not only for the 
benefit of the families of the volunteers, but because 
it encourages among the absent soldiers habits of. 
prudence, economy, and temperance. ‘The manner in 
which this effort has been responded to by our Reg- 
iments and Batteries at the seat of war, has rendered 
the duty however arduous, one of sincere pleasure 
to me, and I believe one of profit to the city. 

I have thus, gentlemen, occupied your time and 
attention, with a recital of some of the peculiar duties 
and acts, which has characterized the preceding City 
Government, in relation to the military events which 
have occurred during the last year. And I will now 
proceed to refer to our own municipal affairs, and 
endeavor to give such information in regard to the 
various subjects which are to engage the attention 
of the City Council. as may be deemed proper and 
useful. 
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FINANCES. 


In view of the present state of the country, the 
subject of our financial condition assumes more than 
usual importance, and I will therefore endeavor to 
present a condensed view of the subject, for the in- 
formation of the City Council, and to extend a gen- 
eral knowledge of our fiscal affairs. 

By a prudent anticipation of the wants of the city, 
all prospective payments, during the financial year 
ending April 30, 1862, have been principally provid- 
ed for by the sale of Five per cent. Bonds; which, 
being sold in the early part of the year, and in a 
favorable state of the money market, were disposed 
of at a fraction above par. 

The Report of the Committee on the Reduction of 
the City Debt shows that the City Debt, proper, has 
been increased, in the year 1861, by the amount of 
$ 202,281.54. The increase in the ten years, from 
1852 to 1862, has been $797,195.31, an average of 
less than $80,000 per annum, during which time we 
have paid besides, all ordinary expenses of the city, 
over $7,000,000, which has been expended for the 


following objects: —

To offset this debt, we have the Water Works, the 
gross cost of which is $9,234,000, which a Joint- 
stock Company would probably be glad to take at 
$ 8,000,000, or the whole City Debt; as a small in- 
crease in the present water rates, would produce a 
large and sure income on this amount. Besides this, 
we have over $ 12,000,000 in public buildings, lands, 
and other property, according ‘to a low valuation by 
the Assessors. 

So favorable a state of our finances at this time 
cannot fail to be exceedingly gratifymg to our cit- 


1zZens. 
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WATER WORKS. 


In consequence of the small amount of rain which 
has fallen, during the latter part of the past season, 
the water at Lake Cochituate is lower than it has 
been for many years, and the means of supply has 
been, for some time, a cause of anxiety to the 
Water Board and the City Government. 

The amount of water which flows into the city 
and is used and wasted, is greater, in proportion to 
the inhabitants, than in any other city. New York, 
with a population four times larger, uses but one 
third more water, than Boston. It will, therefore, be 
among the most important duties of the incoming ad- 
ministration to adopt some measures to remedy an 
evil so appalling in its consequences, as a scarcity 
of this element, to our health and safety. 

Dudley Pond is now being connected with the 
lake, but will only furnish a temporary amount. 
Other sources can only be judiciously obtained after 
a careful survey of all the available sources in the 
vicinity. 

I therefore deem it my duty to recommend this 
subject to the immediate attention of the City Coun- 
cil, as considerable time will be required to deter- 
mine the best source, from which our supply can be 


increased. 
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In the mean time, I trust the Water Board will 
adopt all proper measures to prevent the waste of 
water, and introduce such mechanical contrivances, 
for a more economical use of the water, as may have 
been found successful in other cities. 

In other respects the Water Works are in excel- 
lent condition; but few repairs or extensions have 
been required during the year, and the receipts ex- 
ceed the estimate, by about $ 15,000.

The judicious management, which, has so long 
characterized this important department of our city, 
under the charge of the Board of Water Commis- 
sioners; is worthy of our highest praise, particularly 
for the economy and efficiency which has been so 


signally united in the discharge of their duties. 


STREETS. 


The expenditures, in laying out and widening streets, 
during the last year, have been less than usual. But 


the grading and paving, of new and old streets, have 
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been quite as extensive as in former years. In sev- 
eral instances, the grading has been anticipated a few 
months to provide employment for poor laborers dur- 
ing the cold season. In all cases in which this has 
been done, I have been satisfied, that, while it was a 
boon to the laborer, it was rather an advantage than 
otherwise to the city. 

The grading of Dover Street, and several of the 
lateral streets extending north, has not been com- 
pleted, in consequence of the committee being unable 
to make satisfactory arrangements with some of the 
owners of the buildings. The accomplishment of an 
important public improvement, has thus been pre- 
vented, to the detriment of many persons, who were 
willing to conform -to the propositions of the city. 

The contemplated widening, of Washington and 
Tremont Streets, has been referred to the present 
City Council, for such action as they may deem 


expedient. 


PUBLIC LANDS. 


The sales of public lands made by the Land Com- 
missioners, during the year 1861, have been 102,600 
square feet; and the amount received is § 43,979.97.

During the year the estate situated between Wor- 
cester and Springfield Streets, which was sold in 1858 
to the New England Female Medical College, has 
reverted to the city. This estate consists of 40,000 
square feet of land, with a valuable brick building 
and other improvements thereon.

The contract for the completion of this territory 
expired on the first of September, 1861, but the 
work is not entirely finished. The city, however, 
is amply secured against any loss on this account, 


and I congratulate the City Council, that, within a 
3 
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short time it will be ready for acceptance, by the 
Land Commissioners. 

I am gratified to state, that, satisfactory progress 
has been made by the contractors for the extension of 
Albany Street from Dover to Malden Streets. ‘Three- 
fourths of the sea wall has been built, and nearly 
all the other work, except the filling of the street, 
is now completed. 

The most difficult and expensive portion of the 
work has been done, and I have reason to believe that 
this great thoroughfare will be finished, according to 
the contract, in another year. 

For three years past the City Council have had 
under consideration, the subject of new City Stables 
to supersede the present unsafe building now occu- 
pied for this purpose. Within the last month a plan 
has been adopted, and appropriations made, for a 
brick fire-proof structure, 200 by 80 feet, with ac- 
commodations for one hundred horses; and con- 
tracts have been made for its erection in the early 
part of the present year, upon a portion of the 
South Bay Lands. 

The substantial and commodious Stable erected in 
1859, in North Grove Street, has rendered the erec- 
tion of the large and costly building, originally pro- 
posed, unnecessary, while the location of two stables 


in different sections of the city, renders the daily 
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duty of the Internal Health Department less labori- 
ous and expensive, besides giving additional safety to 


the public property. © 


BACK BAY TERRITORY. 


The grading of the streets, and the erection of 
buildings upon this territory, is progressing with 
commendable enterprise. ‘Two churches, and a num- 
ber of substantial first-class dwelling-houses, have 
been erected during the year, and arrangements 
are nearly perfected, to erect a building for the 
Natural History Society, which will be a credit to 
the Society, and an ornament to this portion of our 
city. 

At the commencement of the year, a special com- 
mittee was appointed, by the Board of Aldermen, 
in reference to the streets and drains of this terri- 
tory. This committee reported, that, in view of the 
fact, that this territory comprised within its limits 
a larger area than the whole upland of the town 
of Boston in 1800, it was of the utmost importance, 
that a definite system of streets and drainage should 
be immediately arranged, and recommended the ap- 
pointment of a commission for this purpose. An 


able commission was accordingly elected, consisting 
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of Jonathan Preston, Daniel Davies, M. Denman 
Ross, and James Slade, of Boston, and James B. 
Francis, of Lowell, an Engincer of acknowledged 
experience and ability. The commission entered 
at once upon their duties, mn which they have 
received the cordial co-operation of the principal 
parties interested, and they have nearly matured a 
system of streets and drainage, which they trust 
will be satisfactory to the various interests, and of 
permanent benefit to the city. For although the 
city does not own these lands, still it has a material’ 
interest in having the streets and drains so arranged, 
as to harmonize with a general plan for the benefit 
of the whole city. 

I therefore commend this subject to the favorable 
consideration of the City Council, and recommend 
that such appropriations be made, as may. be requir- 
ed to enable the commissioners to complete their 
labors. 

The Public Garden, which is connected with this 
territory, is rapidly becoming worthy of its name. 
The pond and fountains have been completed, and 
the walks laid out and graded, and when it is sur- 
rounded with a neat and appropriate fence, for which 
an appropriation has been already made, it will be 
a beautiful and pleasant place of resort for recre- 


ation. 
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SCHOOLS. 


Our schools generally, are in a prosperous condi- 
tion, although I cannot but feel some anxiety in re- 
geard to the immense labor, care, and responsibility 
required of the members of the School Committee, 
in consequence of the merging of the Grammar and 
Primary School Committees into one body. Under the 
present system, the average, is five Primary Schools, 
and a portion of the direct care and responsibility of 
four or five Grammar Schools, to each member of the 
Board. ‘The absence from the city, or the neglect of 
‘any one member, throws all his duties upon his as- 
sociates in the district, so that in some cases one half, 
or one third of the members are obliged to do nearly 
the whole.of the labor. When any change is made 
in the City Charter, I regard this an important sub- 
ject to be considered. 

Two Grammar School-houses, with all the modern 
improvements, have been erected during the past 
year. One of these is for the Phillips School, and 
the other is on South Street, and is intended to 
relieve the Boylston School. They will both rank 
favorably with any of. our other school-houses. The 
Girls’ High and Normal School has also been greatly 


improved in, its accommodations, by the purchase

and addition of the premises recently occupied by 
the Natural History Society, on Mason Street. This, 
and the alterations and additions to the Primary 
School-house in Kast Street, [ believe to be judicious 
and reasonable expenditures. 

The introduction of more physical education into 
our schools is a subject of great importance, partic- 
ularly in those for girls. Their intellectual develop- 
ment*is more rapid, and their natural habits are 
more sedentary, than in the other sex, consequently 
more care is required to prevent the desire of liter- 
ary excellence from being gratified at the expense 
of their health. Although physical exercise in the 
schools may not be as necessary for boys, I believe 
that a stated exercise in military drill and move- 
ments would not only give health and vigor to the 
body, but would instil into them a spirit of order, 
discipline, and obedience, which could not fail to 
produce a highly beneficial influence upon their de- 


portment and character. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Our Public Library is now so firmly established, 
and is so universally visited and appreciated by all 


classes of our citizens, that it will be supererogation 
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for me to attempt to give any information of a gen- 
eral interest, which has not been already anticipated 
in some other way. 

I will therefore simply state that the administra- 
tion of its affairs continues to be characterized by 
the same earnest and disinterested efforts, on the part 
of the Trustees, to maintain and increase its popu- 
larity and usefulness, which has already given it so 
exalted a position among our public institutions, and 
in comparison with the hbraries in any other city 
in the United States. 

The large Catalogue of books in the ‘‘ Upper Hall” 
has been completed and printed, during the past 
year, in a manner which reflects great credit on the 
Superintendent, Prof. Cuartes C. Jewerr. It is diffi- 
cult for any one to appreciate the labor and atten- 
tion bestowed upon this work, as it is not only a list 
of the standard and most valuable books in our Li- 
brary, but it furnishes, in a few words, the general 
scope and character of the subjects comprised in any 
particular book. In this respect it 1s not simply a 
catalogue of the Boston Public Library, but it is also 
a most valuable book of reference for the student 
and author. 

All the departments of the Library, are managed 
with a prudence and efficiency, that entitles it to the 


continued favor and confidence of the City Council. 
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FREE CITY HOSPITAL. 


I am gratified to state that the buildings for this 
institution are already commenced, and that they will 
probably be completed during the administration of 
the present City Government. 

The location is on a square of nearly seven acres, 
bounded by Harrison Avenue, Worcester, Concord, 
and Albany Streets. 

The design for the building, recommended by tiie 
Hospital Committee, and adopted by the City Coun- 
cil, was the production of one of our most skilful 
architects, —Griptey J. F. Bryant, — in conjunction 
with Dr. Henry G. CrarK, who for several years has 
given much thought and careful study to this subject. 
It consisted of a centre structure, having six ‘ Pavil- 
ions,’ or separate hospitals grouped around it, at 
proper distances for a free circulation of air, to pre- 
vent contagion, and to preserve agreeable architec- 
tural proportions. 

The Joint Committees on the Hospital and Public 
Buildings have, however, essentially modified the 
original design, so that the present plan includes 
only a central building and fowr pavilions, but two 
of which are proposed to be erected at the present 
time, as the estimated expense of these will absorb 
the whole appropriation of § 150,000.

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As the buildings progress towards completion, it 
will probably be an advantage to have the watchful 


supervision of those who are to be connected with it 


when in operation. It will therefore be expedient 
for the City Council to determine, at an early day, 
the manner in which this institution shall be organ- 
ized and governed. Upon this subject I would re- 
spectfully suggest, that it should be under the gen- 
eral charge of a Board of ‘Trustees,.composed of citi- 
zens at large, to be elected by the City Council, for 
five years, and of certain members of the City Gov- 
ernment, ev officio. 

In this connection I would also suggest, whether 
the present opportunity would not be a favorable one 
to organize a Medical Department for the city, in 
which the Free City Hospital and the medical de- 
partments of all the various Public Institutions should 
be included. If the City Physician was placed at the 
head of this department, which would be eminently 
appropriate, all the medical reports, which are now 
mixed in with a variety of other incongruous mat- 
ters in the reports of institutions and of city officers, 
would then be transmitted to him, and either quar- 
terly or annually we should have a complete but con- 
densed report of the sanitary condition of the city, for 
future reference.

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AMENDMENT OF THE CITY CHARTER. 


The subject of amending the City Charter, is one 
which has been agitated for several years, and, under 
the instructions of your predecessors, will be pre- 
sented to the Legislature as soon as the public busi- 
ness will permit. 

Among the most important amendments for your 
consideration, is that of extending the official term 
of the members of the City Government for a longer 
period than is now the practice. 

If the members of the City Council were elected 
for two or three years, only one-half or one-third of 
the members could be new and inexperienced, which 
would be a great advantage to the public business. 
Every member could then act independently, and the 
ereat public works and improvements, which are too 
often neglected for want of proper information, or 
are acted upon at the close of the year with more 
haste than discretion, would be judiciously and care- 
fully considered, and thus effect an almost incalcula- 
ble advantage in the administration of our city af- 
fairs. 

As it will be proper to appoint a Committee of the 


City Council upon the general subject of amendments 


. 
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to the Charter, I will refrain from occupying your 
time by presenting any further arguments in favor 


of other amendments. 


CITY HALL: 


In recommending the erection of a new City Hall 
of sufficient size to accommodate all the departments 
of the government, I do so from the conviction that 
the present year will be a favorable one for this un- 
dertaking. The Free City Hospital, Public Garden, 
South Bay, and other expensive works and improve- 
ments having been provided for, it appears eminently 
proper, at this time, to erect an appropriate build- 
ing for a City Hall, which has been required for the 
public business for many years. 

I have ascertained that the amount now paid for 
rents for the various premises occupied for city pur- 
poses, exceeds the interest upon any reasonable esti- 
mate of the expense of such a building as would 
be worthy of our wealthy municipality. In antici- 
pation of some action upon this subject, arrange- 
ments have been made by which temporary accom- 
modations for the City Council, and some of the city 
officers, could be provided in the Old State House 
during the erection of the new building; the leases 
of the tenants being predicated upon this contin- 


gency. 
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I trust, therefore, that this subject will receive the 
prompt attention from the City Council which its 


importance demands. 


LIQUOR LAW. 


Notwithstanding the fruitless applications hereto- 
fore made to the Legislature for a modification of 
the existing law, by which the sale of intoxicating 
liquors may be regulated by a license from the mu- 
nicipal authorities, [ deem it my duty to recommend’ 
to the City Council, the appointment of a Commit- 
tee to present this subject to the Legislature, now 
in session, with the hope that this effort may be 
more successful. 

The fallacy of prohibiting the sale of spirituous 
liquors, except for medicinal and mechanical purpo- 
ses, 1S obvious, from the Report of the State Liquor 
Agent to the Legislature. The various brands of 
choice and common liquors, thus sold under the 
sanction of the State, it would be difficult to find 
excelled in any other establishment, while the quan- 
tity kept on hand, and the capital invested proves, 
either that a wide-spread epidemic requiring active 
stimulants for its cure is continually raging in the 
rural towns of the Commonwealth, or that it is used 


as a beverage contrary to the statute made and pro- 
vided. 
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There can be no reasonable objection to the State 
Liquor Agency for the convenience or benefit of the 
rural towns. But to insist upon a law remaining 
upon the statute book which is absurd in its provis- 
ions, — is disregarded by its own agents, — and 1s not 
pretended to be enforced in our courts, — refusing 
all legislation by which it may be regulated, is un- 
worthy of the intelligence of a Massachusetts Legis- 
lature. And I have reason to believe that a candid 
representation of the necessity which exists for a 
license law to promote the welfare of our city might 


at this time be regarded with favor. 


COUNTY AFFAIRS. 


The peculiar relation of this city to the County of 
Suffolk, by which all the duties of County Commis- 
sioners and Surveyors of Highways is vested in the 
Board of Aldermen, increases the labors of that 
branch of the government to an extent unparalleled 
in other cities; and it is in the independent exercise 
of these duties, and those of the Board of Health, 
required by the City Charter, that it has been so 
frequently stated, that the Common Council was not 
sufficiently regarded as a co-ordinate branch of the 


eovernment. 
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In all City affairs the Council have concurrent 
jurisdiction through the Joint Standing Committees, 
and an equal power in the making of all appropri- 
ations, and to limit the general expenditures by the 
Board. 

Therefore, under the present Charter, the mem- 
bers of the Common Council are simply relieved of 
some very onerous duties, which would not only oc- 
cupy a considerable portion of their time during bus- 
iness hours, but would entirely prevent their adjourn- 
ment, for a recess, during the summer months. 

The General Statutes require the duties relating 
to the County and Board of Health, to be performed 
within a certain time, and if neglected, the city, in 
some cases, would irreparably suffer; and conse- 
quently it is seldom that any recess can be taken 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

Again, the small number upon each of the Stand- 
ing Committees of the Board, allows each Commit- 
tee to arrange its meetings with reference to the 
convenience of its members. and it is very rare that 
the meetings are not promptly held and the business 
transacted. This is not so universal in regard to the 
Joint Standing Committees, in which the number is 
much larger. Absence from the city, sickness, the 
claims of business, and other causes, frequently pre- 


vent a quorum from being obtained, and the mem- 
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bers present have not only lost their time, but the 
public business is delayed. 

I respectfully submit these considerations to the 
members of the Council, as the subject is not 
properly understood by them or the community at 
large. 

In this connection, I desire to correct the errone- 
ous impression that our city is peculiarly unfortunate 
in the verdicts upon the suits in court, to which the 
city is a party. That the verdicts rendered against 
the city are occasionally unreasonable, I certainly 
admit; but many of these verdicts are merely nom- 
inally adverse to the city, Imasmuch as the amount 
obtained by the plaintiff is frequently not as large as 
was previously offered by the City Committee. It is 
necessary for us to bear in mind that these suits are 
for damages of some kind, for which the city is gen- 
erally liable, and the question is simply on the amount 
to be paid. The party refusing to accept the propo- 
sition of the city, commences a suit, the city conse- 
quently must be the defendant, and have a verdict 
against it. 

Suppose the plaintiff has claimed $10,000 as 
damages, has refused $7,000, offered by the city, 
and on the trial the jury awards him $5,000, the 
city has in reality gained the case, although the ver- 


dict was against it. During the last year the. city 
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has been peculiarly fortunate in this respect, and it 
affords me great pleasure to give this explanation, 
as an act of justice to the eminent ability and ser- 


vices of our City Solicitor. 


There are many other subjects, which may be 
considered as important as those I have presented 
on this occasion, but I will omit a reference to them 
at this time, reserving them for such special com- 
munications, hereafter, as the public business may 


render expedient. 


Gentlemen of the City Council;—In mingling 
my congratulations with yours in view of the gen- 
eral prosperity of our municipal affairs, let us re- 
member the position of honor and responsibility we 
occupy in reference to the present condition of our 
country. 

The moral influence of Boston is second to no 
other city in the United States.

An OrpDINANCE to further amend the Ordinance concerning the 
Public Lands. 


Be it Ordained, §c. 


Section 1. The tenth section of the ordinance enti- 
tled, ‘‘ An ordinance concerning the public lands,” 
passed December 26, 1856, is hereby amended by add- 
ing thereto the following words, viz: ‘“* And whenever 
hereafter any deed or conveyance of any of the public 
lands of the city shall contain any reference to any 
plan belonging to the city, it shall be the duty of said 
superintendent to file a copy of said plan in the proper 
Registry of Deeds, unless a copy thereof shall have 
been previously filed there.” 


[Passed May 8, 1861. | 
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An ORDINANCE in addition to an Ordinance concerning the House 
of Reformation. 


Be it Ordained, &c. 

Section 1. Agreeably to Section 1, Chapter 22, of 
the Acts of 1843, a separate branch of the House of 
Reformation, for Females, is hereby established in the 
building at Deer Island, now used as a House of Indus- 
try and for other purposes, and the Board of Directors 
for Public Institutions are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to provide accommodations for and to make 
all needful and proper regulations concerning the same, 
subject to the approval of the city council. 

Srecr. 2. The ordinance in addition to an ordinance 
concerning the public institutions, passed May 19, 
1860, is hereby repealed. 

[Passed June 5, 1861. | 


An ORDINANCE in addition to an Ordinance concerning the as- 
sessment and collection of Taxes. 


Be it Ordained, §c. 


SEcTION 1. ‘That as soon as conveniently may be, 
after the treasurer and collector shall hereafter sell or 
cause to be sold for non-payment of any tax or assess- 
ment any real estate in the city, he shall cause to be 
made, under his supervision, and kept in his office for 
public reference, an alphabetical list, where practica- 
ble, of the location of such real estate, as well as of the 
name of the person or persons, if known, against whom 
such tax or assessment was assessed. 


[Passed July 16, 1861.] 
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An ORDINANCE in relation to the Fire Department. 
Be it Ordained, §c. 

Section 1. The fire department shall consist of a 
chief engineer, nine assistant engineers, and of as 
many foremen, enginemen, hosemen, and hook and 
ladder men, and other persons, to be divided into com- 
panies, as the number of engines and the number and 


quantity of other fire apparatus, belonging to the city, 
shall from time to time require. 


BOARD OF ENGINEERS. 


Srcr. 2. There shall be chosen annually, by the city 
council, on the first Monday of January, or within sixty 
days thereafter, a chief engineer, nine assistant engi- 
neers, one at least from each fire district, and a secretary 
to the board of engineers, who shall receive certificates 
of appointment, of the form heretofore used ; shall hold 
their offices for one year and:until others are chosen in 
their places ; and who shall receive such salaries as the 
city council shall from time to time determine ; and the 
board of engineers may recommend to the city council 
a suitable person to fill the office of secretary of engi- 
neers. ‘The assistant engineers shall rank according to 
seniority of service, and all questions relative to such 
seniority shall be determined by the board of aldermen. 

Srecr. 3. The city council may, by a concurrent vote, 
at any time, remove from office the chief engineer, any 
of the other engineers, or the secretary to the board of 
engineers. 

Secr. 4. The engineers so chosen shall, immediately 
after their election, meet and organize themselves into 
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a board of engineers. ‘They shall, at such times as 
they may by their by-laws determine, hold such meet- 
ings as may be necessary for the prompt transaction of 
all business coming before them, at which the chief en- 
gineer, or, in his absence, the senior engineer in service 
present, shall preside. A majority of the whole board 
of engineers shall be necessary to constitute a quorum ; 
they may make such rules and orders for their govern- 
ment as a board of engineers as they may see fit, sub- 
ject to the approval of the board of aldermen. They 
shall be responsible for the discipline, good order, and 
proper conduct of the whole department, both officers 
and men, and for the care of all houses, engines, hose- 
carriages, hook and ladder carriages, horses, furniture, 
and apparatus thereto belonging. They shall have the 
superintendence and control of all the engine and other 
houses used for the purposes of the fire department, 
and of all the horses, furniture, and apparatus thereto 
belonging, and of the engines and all other fire appara- 
tus belonging to the city, and over the officers and 
members of the several companies attached to the fire 
department, and over all persons present at fires; and 
they may make such rules and regulations for the bet- 
ter government, discipline, and good order of the de- 
partment, and for the extinguishment of fires, as they 
may from time to time think expedient ; — such rules 
and regulations not being repugnant to the laws of this 
commonwealth, nor to any ordinance of the city, and 
being subject to the approbation of the board of alder- 
men, and to alteration or rescission by them at any 
time. ‘The assistant engineers shall report their ab- 
sences from fires to the chief engineer, with the rea- 
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sons therefor, who shall keep a record of the same, 
and, once every three months, and oftener if required, 
make a report thereof, stating all the facts to the city 
council. In the absence of the chief engineer, the sec- 
retary shall make said record and report. 

Sect. 5. The secretary to the board of engineers 
shall perform the ordinary duty of clerk to the board, 
and such other duties as the board of aldermen or the 
chief engineer may from time to time direct; and also 
such other duties as the board of engineers, by their 
rules and orders, to be approved by the board of alder- 
men may from time to time determine. He shall keep 
an account of the appropriations made by the city coun- 
cil for the use of the fire department, and of the expen- 
ditures on account of the same, and shall compare his 
account monthly with the auditor’s books, and see that 
the expenditures of the fire department do not at any 
time exceed the amount of the appropriations at their 
disposal. He shall also keep a separate account of the 
expenses of each engine, hose-carriage, and hook and 
ladder carriage, and of the horses, furniture, and appa- 
ratus thereto belonging, and all other incidental ex- 
penses, and shall present to the city council, in the 
annual report of the chief engineer, full and detailed 
statements thereof. 

Secr. 6. Itshall be the duty of said engineers, when- 
ever a fire shall break out in the city, immediately to 
repair to the place of such fire, and to carry with them 
a suitable staff or badge of their office; to take proper 
measures that the several engines and other apparatus 
be arranged in the most advantageous situations, and 


duly worked for the speedy and effectual extinguish-

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ment of the fire ; to require and compel assistance from 
all persons, as well members of the fire department as 
others, in extinguishing the fire, removing furniture, 
goods, or other merchandise from any building on fire, 
or in danger thereof, and to appoint guards to secure 
the same; and also in pulling down or demolishing any 
house or building if occasion require, and further to 
suppress all tumults and disorders. It shall also be 
their duty to cause order to be preserved in going to, 
working at, or returning from fires, and at all other 
times when companies attached to the department are 
on duty. 

Sect. 7. Whenever any fire occurs in either of the 
adjoining cities or towns, it shall be the duty of only 
such and so many of said engineers to repair thither, 
as shall have been previously designated for such pur- 
pose by the chief engineer. _ 

secT. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole 
command at fires, over all the other engineers, and all 
officers and members of the fire department, and all 
other persons who may be present at fires, and shall 
direct all proper measures for the extinguishment of 
fires, protection of property, preservation of order, and 
observance of the laws, ordinances, and regulations re- 
specting fires; and it shall be the duty of said chief 
engineer to examine into the condition of the engines 
and all other fire apparatus, and the horses connected 
therewith, and of the engine and other houses belong- 
ing to the city, and used for the purposes of the fire 
department, and of the companies attached to the said 
department, as often as circumstances may render it 
expedient, or whenever directed so to do by the board 
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of aldermen, or by the committee of the board of alder- 
men on the fire department. Whenever the engines 
or other fire apparatus, engine or other houses used by 
the fire department, require alterations, additions, or 
repairs, the chief engineer, under the direction of the 
board of aldermen or of the committee on the fire de- 
partment, shall cause the same to be made. It shall 
also be the duty of the chief engineer to receive and 
transmit tothe board of aldermen all returns of officers, 
members, and fire apparatus, made by the respective 
companies, as hereinafter prescribed, and all other 
communications relating to the affairs of the fire de- 
partment ; to keep fair and exact rolls of the respec- 
tive companies, specifying the time of admission and 
discharge, and the age of each member. He shall also 
critically examine all the bills and accounts against the 
fire department, and certify, in writing, to the correct- 
ness of each item thereof before sending them to the 
auditor's office for payment. He shall annually, in the 
month of January, and oftener if thereto requested, re- 
port to the city council an account, to be prepared by 
the secretary to the board of engineers as hereinbefore 
provided, of the condition of the engine houses, en- 
gines, fire apparatus, and other property under his 
charge; of the income and expenditures of the fire de- 
partment for the whole of the previous year, specifying 
particularly the expenditure on each engine, hose-car- 
riage, and hook and ladder carriage, and of the horses, 
furniture, and apparatus connected : therewith, as re- 
quired in section 5, together with the names of the 
officers and members of the various companies; the 
number and location of the fire-alarm stations; the 
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number of fires since his last report, and the causes 
thereof, and the extent of damage as near as can be 
ascertained; the general description of the buildings 
and property destroyed or injured since his last report, 
together with the names of the owners or occupants ; 
the amount of insurance, if any; all accidents by fire 
which may happen within the city, with such other 
information or suggestions as may in his opinion be of 
general use ; the same to be published as the city coun- 
cil may direct. 

Sect. 9. In case of the absence of the chief engineer, 
the engineer next in rank who may be present shall ex- 
ecute the duties of his office, with full powers. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the chief engineer, 
and of the other engineers, to report to the board of 
aldermen the name of every person, not a member of 
either of said companies, who shall, contrary to law, 
refuse or neglect to obey any orders of any engineer, 
given at any fire. 

Sect. 11. Whenever it shall be adjudged at any fire, 
by any three or more of the engineers present, of whom 
the chief engineer, if present, shall be one, to be neces- 
sary, in order to prevent the further spreading of the 
fire, to pull down or otherwise demolish any building, 
the same may be done by their joint order. 

Secr. 12. It shall be the duty of the chief and other 
engineers, to inquire for and examine into all shops and 
other places where shavings or other such combustible 
materials may be collected or deposited, and at all times 
to be vigilant in taking care of the removal of the same, 
whenever, in the opinion of any two of them, the same 
may endanger the security of the city from fires, and to 
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direct the tenant or occupant of said shops or other 
places to remove the same; and, in case of such ten- 
ant’s or occupant’s neglect or refusal so to do, to cause 
the same to be removed at the expense of such tenant 
or occupant, who shall, in addition, be lable to a pen- 
alty of not less than two nor more than twenty dollars 
for such neglect or refusal; and any person who shall 
obstruct the engineers or any of them in carrying out 
the provisions of this section, shall also be lable to a 
penalty of not less than two nor more than twenty dol- 
lars. It shall also be the duty of said engineers to take 
cognizance of all buildings in the city in which any 
steam-engine shall be used, and of all buildings in the 
city in process of erection or alteration, and to make a 
record of such theteof as in their judgment may, from 
any cause, be dangerous, and report the same to the 
board of aldermen forthwith. It shall also be the duty 
of said engineers to cause prosecution to be instituted 
in all cases of infraction of the laws relative to the 
erection of wooden buildings, or of any other laws or 
ordinances in relation to the fire department, or for the 
prevention of fire within the limits of the city. 

Sect. 138. The power of making and establishing 
rules and regulations for the transportation and keeping 
of gunpowder within the city of Boston, and of granting 
licenses for the keeping and sale thereof in the city, 
according to the provisions of an act entitled ‘‘ An act 
further regulating the storage, safe-keeping, and trans- 
portation of gunpowder in the city of Boston,” and of 
any other act or acts on the same subject, shall be exer- 
cised and performed by the chief and assistant engi- 
neers, and the power and duty of seizing any gunpow- 
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der kept or being within the city or harbor thereof, 
contrary to the provisions of the said act or acts, shall 
be exercised and performed by the said engineers or 
any of them; and in any case of any seizure being 
made by any engineer other than the chief, he shall 
forthwith report to the chief engineer, and the chief en- 
gineer, shall cause all gunpowder which may have been 
seized as aforesaid to be libelled and prosecuted in the 
manner prescribed in the said acts; and all the other 
powers and duties granted and enjoined in and by the 
- said act or acts, shall be performed by the said chief or 
one of the assistant engineers. 

Sect. 14. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures, 
and penalties arising under this ordinance or the laws 
of this commonwealth, regulating the storage and trans- 
portation of gunpowder, or the erection of buildings 
within the city of Boston, or the prevention and extin- 
guishment of fire, unless by such laws otherwise spe- 
cially provided, shall be paid into the treasury of the 
city, to be applied in such way as is provided in the 
acts of this commonwealth. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS CONCERNING OFFICERS AND MEMBERS 
OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 15. No person under twenty-one years of age 
shall be an officer or member of the fire department ; 
nor shall any person be an officer or member who is 
not a citizen of the United States, and a legal voter in 
the city of Boston. 

Secr. 16. Every officer and every member of the fire 
department shall sign the following statement, to be de- 
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posited with the board of engineers: “I, A, B, having 
been appointed a member of the Boston fire department, 
hereby signify my agreement to abide by all the ordi- 
nances of the city council, and the rules and regula- 
tions of the board of aldermen and the board of engi- 
neers relating thereto.” And any officer or member 
who shall neglect or refuse to sign the same, shall not 
be entitled to any compensation whatsoever. 

Secr. 17. Itshall be the duty of the board of engi- 
neers to report from time to time to the mayor the names 
of such officers or members, of the department, if any, 
as in their judgment should be removed or discharged, 
with their reasons therefor; and whenever, from any 
cause, a vacancy shall occur in the department which 
is to be filled by the mayor and aldermen, the board of 
engineers shall recommend to them for their considera- 
tion the name of some proper person to fill the same. 

Sect. 18. Any officer or member of the fire depart- 
ment, except the chief and assistant engineers, and the 
superintendent of fire alarms and his assistants, may 
at any time by the mayor be removed or dismissed from 
the department, or deposed from any office that he may 
hold therein. 

Secr. 19. In’all cases of removal from the depart- 
ment, the name of the party removed, with a statement 
of the reasons therefor, shall be entered on the records 
of the engineers, and a copy of the same shall be trans- 
mitted to the board of aldermen before their next regu- 
lar meeting. 

Srecr. 20. There shall be paid to each officer and 
member of the department such sum as the city coun- 
cil may, from time to time, determine; and in case of 
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the temporary absence of any member from the city, or 
inability to perform his duties, in consequence of sick- 
ness, he shall provide a substitute, whose name he shall 
return to the foreman of the company for appreval, fail- 
ing in which he shall be subject to all deductions which _ 
may accrue for his absence. 

Secr. 21. Neither the members nor the officers of 
any of the companies shall assemble in any of the en- 
gine or other houses belonging to the department, 
except as herein prescribed, and for taking the engine 
or other apparatus on an alarm of fire, and of returning 
the same to the house, and taking the necessary care 
of said apparatus after its return. 

Sect. 22. Any officer or member of the fire depart- 
ment who shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform 
his duty, or shall be guilty of disorderly conduct or 
disobedience to his superiors in office, shall for such 
offence, besides being subject to the penalty hereinafter 
provided, be dismissed from the department. 

Secr. 23. Every person who shall have served ac- 
cording to law in the fire department for seven succes- 
sive years, shall be entitled to receive a certificate there- 
of, signed by the mayor of said city; and all persons 
who shall receive said certificate as aféresaid, shall be 
entitled to wear the badge of the department, and to do 
duty therein, when desired so to do by the mayor, with 
the advice and consent of the board of aldermen, under 
such organization and management as they may deter- 
mine. 
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ENGINE, HOSE, AND HOOK AND LADDER COMPANIES, AND 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS AND MEN. 


Secr. 24. As many engine, hose, and hook and lad- 
der companies shall from time to time be formed by 
the board of aldermen as they shall deem expedient, 
and each engine, hose, and hook and ladder company 
shall consist of as many men as shall be appointed from 
time to time by the mayor with the advice and consent 
of the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 25. The officers and members of the fire de- 
partment shall be paid quarterly ; and every officer or 
member thereof who shall not serve the whole of the 
quarter, except in case of sickness, death, or removal 
from the city, or who shall be removed from the de- 
partment or deposed from his office for cause, shall for- 
feit any and all compensation that would otherwise 
have been due to him at the time when such service 
ceased, or such deposing or removal took place. 

Sect. 26. Every engine company shall have an en- 
gineman, fireman, and driver, who shall be permanently 
employed, and who shall, at all times, be in or about 
the engine house, except when unavoidably absent, or 
when going to, or remaining at, or returning from fires, 
and, until otherwise ordered, including the foreman, 
eight hoseman; and the enginemen, fireman, driver, 
and hosemen shall be appointed by the mayor, with the 
advice and consent of the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 27. Hach hose company shall have a driver, 
who shall at all times, except when unavoidably ab- 
sent, or when going to, or remaining at, or returning 
from fires, be in or about the house, and shall, until 
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otherwise ordered, also have, including the foreman, 
eight hosemen. ‘The driver and hosemen to be ap- 
pointed by the mayor, with the advice and consent of 
the board of aldermen. 

Secr. 28. Each hook and ladder company shall have 
three or more each of axemen and rakemen; the axe- 
men and rakemen to be appointed by the mayor, with 
the advice and consent of the board of aldermen. 

Secr. 29. The board of engineers shall make rules 
and regulations in respect to a driver and steward, either 
permanent or temporary, of hook and ladder carriages, 
and define their duties; such rules and regulations 
however being subject to approval, alteration, or re- 
scission, as provided in the fourth section of this 
ordinance. 

Sect. 30. Every engine, hose, and hook and ladder 
company shall have a foreman and clerk, and every 
hook and ladder company an assistant foreman in addi- 
tion ; the foreman and assistant foreman to be nominat- 
ed annually at least, or, whenever a vacancy occurs, by 
the members of the respective companies, from among 
their own number, and a return of the same made to 
the board of engineers; and in case of rejection by 
them, the name of the person so rejected shall be re- 
turned to the company, who shall select another person 
for approval; and whenever any person so nominated 
shall be approved by the board of engineers, his name 
shall be sent to the board of aldermen for approval or 
rejection, and in case of rejection, another person shall 
be nominated, as aforesaid, before the next regular 
meeting of the board of aldermen, and the like pro- 
ceedings had as before; and these officers, when ap- 
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proved, shall receive certificates of appointment, signed 
by the mayor, and shall hold their places until removed, 
or others shall be appointed in their stead. If, upon 
rejection by the board of engineers or board of alder- 
men of any person nominated and returned as afore- 
said, a suitable person is not nominated and returned 
by the company as aforesaid, within one week from the 
date of reception of notice of such rejection, the board 
of engineers shall themselves send to the board of alder- 
men, for their approval or rejection, the name of some 
suitable person for the place, to be selected from the 
same company. And if any hook and ladder company 
shall not have a driver, a clerk of such company shall 
be nominated and selected in the same manner as the 
foreman. 

Sect. 831. The engineman shall, under the direction 
of the board of engineers, have the sole care of the en- 
eine house intrusted to him, and of all the property 
therein belonging to the city. He shall be held per- 
sonally responsible for the care and good order of the 
engine, and shall work and manage the same, and see 
that it is at all times in condition for immediate use. 
He shall be accountable for the proper performance of 
all duties required of the fireman and driver, and in 
case of any neglect or delinquency on their part, shall 
report the same to the chief engineer. 

Secr. 32. The foreman of each engine shall, at 
fires, direct the placing of the engine at a suitable 
place to obtain a supply of water, and have the charge 
and direction of the hose and hosemen; and the fore- 
man of each hose company or hook and ladder com- 
pany shall have charge of the apparatus belonging to 
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his company, and the direction thereof, and of the dri- 
ver and men belonging to his company. And the fore- 
man of every company shall preserve order and disci- 
pline, at all times, among the members of the company 
under him, and require of them and enforce a strict 
compliance with the city ordinances, the rules and 
regulations of the department, and the orders of the 
engineers. 

Secr. 33. In the absence of the foreman of any 
company, the assistant foreman, if there shall be one, 
otherwise the senior hoseman, or hook and ladder man 
in service present, as the case may be, connected with 
the same company, shall perform the duties of the 
foreman. | 

Secr. 34. The fireman shall be under the immedi- 
ate direction of the engineman, and shall perform all 
the duties that may be required of him by the engine- 
man, on the engine and in the house, including clean- 
ing the house, the engine, and other apparatus belong- 
ing to the company, and the snow from the sidewalk. 

SecT. 35. The drivers belonging to the respective 
companies shall take care of, and properly groom the 
horses belonging to their respective companies, see that 
the same are at all times ready for immediate use, con- 
vey the apparatus to the place of the fire on an alarm 
being sounded, and perform the duties of and be clerks 
of their respective companies. And it shall, in addi- 
tion, be the duty of such of the drivers as shall be con- 
nected with hose or hook and ladder companies to see 
that the hose or other apparatus is ready at all times 
for immediate use, and to keep such hose and appara- 
tus, and the house and stable neat, clean, and tidy, and

clear the snow from the sidewalks of the respective 
houses, and they shall be under the immediate direction 
of the foremen of their respective companies. ‘The 
driver of each engine shall be under the immediate 
direction of the engineman, and shall, besides the du- 
ties herein prescribed to be performed by hin, assist 
the fireman in the performance of his duties, and per- 
form such other duties as may be required of him by 
the engineman. 

Sect. 36. The clerks of the respective companies 
shall keep fair and exact rolls, specifying the time of 
admission, discharge, and age of the respective mem- 
bers of their companies, and shall also keep, in books 
provided by the city for that purpose, correct and 
faithful accounts of all city property intrusted to or 
connected with their respective companies, and of all 
absences and tardiness of the officers or members there- 
of, which rolls and record books shall always be subject 
to the order of the board of engineers, or to the board 
of aldermen. Said clerks shall also make, or cause to 
be made to the chief engineer, true and accurate re- 
turns, whenever called upon so to do, of all the mem- 
bers, with their ages, and of the apparatus beionging 
to or connected with their respective companies, and 
shall also report monthly, at least, to the chief engi- 
neer, all absences and tardiness aforesaid. 

Sect. 387. The hosemen of each engine company 
and of each hose company, and the axemen and rake- 
men and other members of each hook and ladder com- 
pany, shall perform such duties as shall be required of 
them by their respective foremen. 

Secor. 88. The board of engineers, whenever in their 
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judement it may be expedient, may employ or permit 
to stay or sleep in the house, wherein a hose carriage 
or hook and ladder carriage is kept, one member from 
the same company in addition to the driver. 

Secr. 39. It shall be the duty of the officers and 
members of the several engine, hose, and hook and 
ladder companies, whenever a fire shall break out in 
the city, to repair to the place of the fire with their 
respective engines, hose, hook and ladder carriages, 
and other apparatus, in as orderly a manner as may be 
according to the directions, if any given, of the board 
of engineers, and exert themselves in the most orderly 
and efficient manner possible, in working and man- 
aging the said engines, hose, hooks and ladders, and 
other apparatus, and in performing any duty that they 
may be called upon to do by any engineer; and, upon 
permission of the chief or other engineer, in an orderly 
and quiet manner, to return said engines, hose, hook 
and ladder carriages, and other apparatus, to their re- 
spective places of deposit. Provided that, in the ab- 
sence of all the engineers, such direction or permission 
may be given by the respective foremen. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Sect. 40. Whenever any person shall have received 
his certificate of appointment to any office under this 
ordinance, he shall thereby be immediately invested 
with all the authority conferred, and subject to all the 
duties imposed by the laws, the city ordinances, and 
the rules and regulations of the fire department; and 
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whenever a vacancy shall occur in the department, the 
same shall be filled as soon as conveniently may be. 

Sect. 41. ‘The engineers, officers, and members of 
the several companies regularly appointed shall, when 
on duty, wear such badges or insignia, as the board of 
aldermen shall from time to time direct, to be furnished 
at the expense of the city, and no other person or per- 
sons shall be permitted to wear the same, except under 
such restrictions and regulations as the mayor and 
board of aldermen may direct. 

srcr. 42. No uniform, except such badges and in- 
signia as are prescribed from time to time by the board 
of aldermen, shall be worn upon any occasion, as fire- 
men, by either officers or men belonging to the de- 
partment. | 

Secr. 43. No company shall have power to appoint 
or discharge any officer or member. 

Sect. 44. No company shall leave the city, in case 
of fire in the neighboring cities and towns, except by 
the express order of the chief engineer or one of the 
assistant engineers ; and no company shall leave the 
city on an excursion. 

Srcr. 45. No associations, or organized societies or 
clubs of firemen, as such, shall be allowed in the de- 
partment, except by the express permission of the city 
council. 

Secr. 46. No company shall be allowed to impose 
fines upon its members. For every absence or tardi- 
ness, except in case of sickness, and except those cases 
in which he shall fail to hear the alarm in the night- 
time by reason of the omission to give or sound the 
alarm in the fire district in which he lives, there shall 
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be deducted from the pay of the absent or tardy officer or 
member the sum of twenty-five cents, which amount so 
deducted shall be paid over at the end of each quarter 
to the treasurer of the company to which such officer 
or member shall belong, to meet the incidental expenses 
of the company. Andif any officer or member shall 
have been absent or tardy at more than one third of 
the fires, or alarms of fires occurring during the month, 
if more than five, except in case of sickness, such ab- 
sence or tardiness shall be considered good cause for 
his discharge from the department. 

Secr. 47. The board of engineers, notwithstanding 
the provisions herein contained, may, with the approval 
of the mayor, grant to any officer or member of the fire 
department, if they shall think it compatible with the 
interests of the department, a vacation not exceeding 
two weeks in any one year upon such terms, if any, as 
they shall think expedient. 

And the mayor, with the advice and consent of the 
board of aldermen, may, if they see fit, whenever any 
member or officer of the fire department shall, by rea- 
son of such vacation, or sickness, or otherwise, not 
attend to his duties in the department, select a sub- 
stitute. 3 


DUTIES OF POLICE IN REGARD. TO FIRES. 


Secr. 48. Immediately upon an alarm or discovery 
of fire, it shall be the duty of the members of the po- 
lice department to communicate the fact to the central 
station by means of the signal-boxes in the district in 
which the fire may be, in accordance with the rules 
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and regulations in regard to fire alarms. And it shall 
be the duty of the policemen in the night-time, imme- 
diately upon an alarm of fire being given or sounded 
upon the bells connected with the fire-alarm apparatus, 
to give further notice thereof within their respective 
‘districts by springing their rattles, crying “fire,” (and 
in East Boston by ringing a bell,) and mentioning the 
district and box of the district in which the fire exists. 
And if any policeman shall neglect so to do, he shall 
forfeit and pay a fine of not less than two nor more 
than twenty dollars for every offence. 

Sect. 49. It shall be the duty of such of the police 
officers of the city as may be selected for that service, 
to repair with their staves, or such other badges of 
office as the board of aldermen shall direct, on the 
alarm of fire, immediately to the place where the fire 
may be, and there to use their best skill and power, 
under the direction of the engineers, for the preserva- 
tion of the public peace, and the prevention of theft 
and destruction of property, and the removal of all 
suspected persons. 


FIRE ALARMS. 


Sect. 50. In the month of January in each year, 
there shall be appointed a joint committee of the city 
council, to be called the committee on fire alarms, to 
consist of two aldermen and three members of the 
common council. 

Sect. 51.* The said committee shall have the care 
and management of the rooms, apparatus, and ma- 
chinery connected with the system of telegraphic fire 


* As amended November 26, 1861. 
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alarms, and shall also have the power to appoint, upon 
the nomination of the superintendent of fire alarms, 
suitable persons to assist in the management of said 
system of fire alarms, and also to discharge the same, 
and to establish the compensation of the same, unless 
the same shall be specially provided by the city coun- 
cil; and the said committee shall have power to deter- 
mine the persons to whom shall be intrusted keys of 
the signal-boxes connected with said system of fire 
alarms, and, generally, shall have charge of said appa- 
ratus, and control over the management of the same, 
subject to any special order of the city council. 

Srecr. 52.* There shall be annually appointed by the 
city council, on the first Monday of January, or within 
sixty days thereafter, a suitable person to be superin- 
tendent of fire alarms, who shall have charge of the 
system of telegraphic fire alarms, under the direction 
of the committee on fire alarms, and see that the same 
is kept in good repair and in working condition, and be 
considered responsible for the same. ‘The said super- 
intendent shall hold his office for one year and until 
a successor is elected, and he shall be at all times re- 
movable by the city council, and he shall receive such 
compensation as the city council shall determine. 

Sect. 53. Alarms of fire shall be given by means 
of the system of telegraphic fire alarms, in accordance 
with the rules and directions established by the joint 
special committee on fire alarms, in the year 1853, and 
amended May 12, 1855, which are hereby declared to 
be the rules for giving alarms of fire within the city of 


Boston. 
* As amended November 26, 1861. 
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Sect. 54. The joimt committee on fire alarms shall 
have power from time to time to alter or change said 
rules and directions, and the same shall be binding 
upon all persons after said rules and directions, as 
altered, shall be placed on file in the office of the engi- 
neers of the fire department, and with the city clerk. 
And the same shall then be published in the same 
manner as ordinances of the city are published; but 
the city council shall at all times have power to alter, 
amend, or annul the same. 

Sect. 55. No person shall open any of the signal- 
boxes connected with the telegraphic fire alarms, for 
the purpose of giving a false alarm, or interfere in any 
way with said boxes, by breaking, cutting, injuring, or 
defacing the same, or turn the cranks therein, except 
in case of fire, or tamper or meddle with said boxes or 
any part thereof. 

SEecT. 56. Any person who shall be guilty of a 
breach of any of the provisions of this ordinance, 
shall forfeit and pay a fine of not less than two dollars 
nor more than twenty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 57. The present chief engineer and other 
engineers, and officers and members of the fire depart- 
ment, shall continue in the department and to hold 
their respective offices therein; subject, however, to 
the provisions of this ordinance. 


REPEALING CLAUSE, ETC. 


sect. 58. ‘The ordinance entitled “‘ An ordinance 
establishing a fire department, and providing for pre- 
venting and extinguishing fires,” passed on the eighth 
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day of June, A. D. eighteen hundred and sixty, and 
all ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent 
with the provisions of this ordinance, are hereby re- 
pealed ; but this repeal shall not revive any ordinance 
or any part of an ordinance previously repealed. 

Sect. 59. This ordinance shall take effect from and 
after its passage.

An ORDINANCE in addition to an Ordinance to prevent the 
waste of Water. 


Be it Ordained, &c. 


SecTiIoN 1. The ordinance to prevent the waste of 
Cochituate water, passed April 26, 1858, is hereby 
amended by adding to the second section thereof the 
following words : — 

‘And if this penalty shall be incurred, and shall 
not be paid within two days after demand thereof shall 
be made at such stable, the water shall be cut off from 
the said stable, and shall not be let on again until said 
penalty shall be paid, and also the additional sum of 
two dollars for cutting off and letting on the water.

An ORDINANCE in relation to the Common, Public Garden, 
Public Squares, and Common Lands.. 


Be it Ordained, §c. 


Section 1. The board of aldermen shall have the 
care and custody of the Common, Public Garden, pub- 
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lic squares, and public fountains of the city, subject to 
such ordinances as may from time to time be adopted . 
by the city council; but no money shall be expended 
on the same except for such purposes as shall be 
ordered by the city council. 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of any police officer 
to remove from the Common, Public Garden, or any 
of the public squares or common lands, any person 
who is violating any law or ordinance, or is committing 
any nuisance, or is guilty of disorderly conduct. 

Secr. 3. No person shall ride, lead, or drive any 
horse in or upon the Common, Public Garden, or in 
or upon any public square, or any open ground belong- 
ing to the city, unless by permission of the mayor, or 
duly authorized by the board of aldermen; provided, 
however, that on occasion of military exercise, parade, 
or review, the introduction of any horses on the Com- 
mon, which may be necessary for the purpose of such 
exercise, parade, or review, shall not be deemed an 
infraction of this ordinance. 

Sect. 4. No person shall dig or carry away any of 
the sward, gravel, sand, turf, or earth in or upon any 
part of the Common, Public Garden, public squares, 
or common lands, except by permission of the mayor 
and aldermen, for some public use. 

Secr. 5. No person, except by permission of the 
mayor and aldermen, shall climb any of the trees 
erowing, or which shall hereafter be planted, on the 
Common, Public Garden, public squares, or common 
lands of the city, or in any street or public place of 
the city, nor tie a horse or any other animal to any of 
said trees, or post any bills thereon. 
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Sect. 6. No person, except by permission of the 
mayor and aldermen, shall in any manner carry or 
cause to be carried upon the Common, Public Garden, 
common lands, or any public square or place of the 
city, any dead carcass, ordure, filth, dirt, stones, or any 
offensive matter or substance whatsoever, and no person 
shall commit any nuisance on the Common, Public 
Garden, common lands, or any public square or place 
of the city. 

Sect. 7. No person shall shake or otherwise cleanse 
any carpet on the Common, Public Garden, or on any 
of the common lands, or in any of the public squares 
or places, streets, lanes, or alleys of the city. 

Sect. 8. No owner or keeper of any horse or 
grazing cattle, shall suffer the same to go at large, 
or feed upon the Common, Public Garden, common 
lands, public squares, streets, lanes, or alleys of the 
city. 

Sect. 9. No person shall, without permission of the 
mayor or board of aldermen, carry or cause to be car- 
ried upon the Common, Public Garden, or public 
squares. of the city, any wheelbarrow, hand-cart, or 
other vehicle for the conveyance of burdens. 

Secr. 10. No person or persons shall, without the 
consent of the mayor or board of aldermen, engage in 
games of ball, football, or other athletic sports, upon 
the Public Garden. 

Secr. 11. No person shall deliver any sermon, lec- 
ture, address,:or discourse on the Common, Public 
Garden, public squares, or common lands of the city, 
without the permission of the mayor and aldermen. 
Sect. 12. No person shall walk or stand upon any 
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of the flower-beds on the Common, Public Garden, or 
any public square or common lands of the city, or 
suffer or permit any dog or other animal belonging 
to him or in his charge to stand or walk upon any of 
said flower-beds. 

Secr. 138. No person, without the permission of 
the mayor and aldermen, shall throw or place any 
stone, sand, gravel, tan, earth, filth, rubbish, or any 
other substance, in or upon any pond on the Common, 
Public Garden, or any public square or common lands 
of said city, or upon the ice on any pond aforesaid, or 
cut or break, or remove the ice therein or therefrom. 

Sect. 14. Any person who shall offend against any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, shall forfeit and 
pay for each offence, a sum not less than one nor more 
than twenty dollars. 

Secr. 15. The board of aldermen may from time 
to time make rules and regulations not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this ordinance’in reference to 
the use of the Common, Public Garden, public squares, 
and common lands of the city, but such rules and reg- 
ulations may be altered or abolished at any time by 
the city council.

RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Section 1. The Mayor, and in his absence, the Chair- 
man of the Board, shall take the chair at the hour to 
which the Board shall have adjourned, and shall call 
the members to order, and, a quorum being present, 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meet- 
ing to be read; and in the absence of the Mayor and 
Chairman, the senior member present shall preside as 
chairman pro tempore. 

Sect. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order ; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers ; and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Board, by motion regularly seconded ; 
and no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal shall have been decided. _ 

Secr. 8. He shall declare all votes, but if any mem- 
ber rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return of the 
members voting in the affirmative, and in the negative, 
without debate on the question. 

Sect. 4. He may read sitting, but shall rise to state 
a motion or put a question to the Board. 
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Sect. 5. When the Mayor shall desire to vacate the 
chair, he shall call the Chairman of the Board to take 
it, and in his absence, the senior member present. 
When the Chairman of the Board or the Chairman pro 
tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any 
member to it, but suck substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 

Secr. 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
the Chair shall take the sense of the Board by yeas 
and nays, provided any member shall so require. And 
every Ordinance, Resolution, or Order (except Orders 
of Notice, Papers from the Common Council, Orders of 
Inquiry, and Orders relating to the Departments of In- 
ternal and External Health), after being read, shall be 
laid on the table before its consideration by the Board ; 
and no such Ordinance, Resolution, or Order (except as 
above) shall be considered at the same meeting at which 
‘it is offered, except by special vote. 

Secr. 7. The Chair shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except 
that in the naming sums and fixing times, the idee 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Secr. 8. After a motion is stated or read by the 
Chair, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Board, and shall be disposed of by vote, but the mover 
may withdraw it at any time before a decision or 
amendment. 

Secr. 9. When a question 1s under debate, the Chair 
shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to lay on the 
table, to postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, 
or to postpone indefinitely ; which several motions shall 
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have precedence in the order in which they stand ar- 
ranged; and a motion to strike out the enacting clause 
of an Ordinance shall be equivalent to a motion to post- 
pone indefinitely. 

Sect. 10. The Chair shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order, except on an immediate 
repetition; and that motion, and the motion to lay on 
the table. or to take up from the table, shall be decided 
without debate. : 

Secr. 11. When a vote has passed, it shall be in 
order for any member to move a reconsideration there- 
of, at the same or the succeeding regular meeting, but 
not afterward; and when a motion for reconsideration 
is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 

Secr. 12. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall confine 
himself to the question under debate, and avoid person- 
alities. 

Sect. 13. No member speaking shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising to a call to order, or for ex- 
planation. 

Secr. 14. No member shall be permitted to vote, or 
serve on any Committee, on any question where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 

Sect. 15. Lvery member, who shall be present when 
a question is‘put, where he is not excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote, unless the Board, for special reasons, 
‘ shall excuse him; application to be so excused, on any 
question, must be made before the Board is divided, or 
before the calling of the yeas and nays, and such appli- 
cation shall be accompanied by a brief statement of the 
reasons, and shall be decided without debate. 
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Sect. 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, 
if the Chair shall so direct. 

Sect. 17. Any member may require the division of 
a question, when the sense will admit of it. A motion 
to strike out and insert, shall be deemed indivisible; 
but a motion to strike out, being lost, shall not preclude 
amendment, or a motion to strike out and insert. 

SEect. 18. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration, shall be admitted 
under color of amendment. 

Sect. 19. Motions and reports may be committed or 
recommitted, at the pleasure of the Board. 

Secr. 20. When a vote is doubted, the members for 
and against the question, when called on by the Chair, 
shall rise and stand till they are counted. 

Sect. 21. All questions relating to priority of busi- 
ness to be acted upon, shall be decided without debate. 
~ Secr. 22. Whena motion is made to refer any sub- 
ject, and different Committees are proposed, the ques- 
tion shall be taken in the following order : — 


Ist. To a Standing Committee of the Board ; 
2d. To a Select Committee of the Board: 
3d. To a Joint Standing Committee ; 

4th. To a Joint Select Committee. 


Secr. 23. The following Standing Committees of 
the Board, to consist of three members each, shall be 
appointed by the Mayor : — 

Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — Bridges 
—Cemeteries— Common and Public Squares— County 
Accounts — Fire Department — Faneuil Hall (to be 
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composed of the Committee on Public Buildings on 
the part of this Board) — External Health — Internal 
Health — Lamps, Bells, and Clocks — Laying Out and 
Widening Streets — Licenses — Jail— Market— Paving 
Police—Sewers and Drains — 
Steam Engines and Furnaces. All other Committees, 


and Repairs of Streets 


unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed by 
the Board, shall be appointed by the Chair. 

Secor. 24. At every regular meeting of the Board 
the order of business shall be as follows : — 


1. Communications from His Honor the Mayor. 
2. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon- 
strances. 
3. Papers from the Common Council. 
Reports of City Officers. 
). Reports of Committees. 
6. Motions, orders, and resolutions.

And the above order of business shall not be departed 
from, but by the votes of a majority of the members of 
the Board present. 

Sect. 25. Hach Committee elected on the part of 
this Board shall organize at its first meeting by -the 
choice of a Chairman, and shall report the same to this 
Board, and in all cases where the Chair appoints a 
Committee, unless otherwise provided for, the member 
first named shall be Chairman, and in, his absence the 
member next in order, who shall be present, shall be 
Chairman pro tempore. 

Sect. 26. Committees of the Board, to whom any 
matter is specially referred, may be required to report 
within four weeks, or ask for further time. 
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Secr. 27. No Standing or Special Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen shall have power to make any 
expenditure from the appropriations provided by the 
City Council to an amount exceeding five hundred dollars 
(except where otherwise provided in the ordinances 
of the city, or by express vote of the Board), unless 
authority for such expenditure be first had and obtained 
from the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 28. ‘The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed at any time, except 
by the vote of two thirds of the members of the Board 
present at the time. 


JOINT RULES AND ORDERS

Section 1. At the commencement of the Municipal 
Year, the following Joint Standing Committees shall be 
constituted, viz: — 

A committee on Finance, to consist of seven members 
of the Common Council, to be chosen by ballot, and the 
Mayor and the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, 
ew officris. 

A committee on Accounts, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council, all to 
be chosen by ballot. 

And the following committees shall be appointed, 
ie — 

A committee on Public Lands, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Buildings, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Instruction, to consist of three 
Aldermen, and the President and four members of the 
Common Council. 
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A committee on Institutions at South Boston and 
Deer Island, to consist of three Aldermen and five 
members of the Common Council. 

A committee on the I’ree City Hospital, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 

A committee on Fuel, to consist of two Aldermen 
and three members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on the Treasury Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

A committee on the Assessors’ Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

A committee on the Harbor, to consist of two Alder- 
men and three members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Printing, to consist of one Alder- 
man and two members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Library, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on the Overseers of the Poor and the 
City Crier’s House, to consist of one Alderman and two 
members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Ordinances, to consist of three AI- 
dermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Telegraphic [ire Alarms, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

A committee on Claims, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council, who shall 
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have full power and authority to investigate all claims 
against the city, and to take any measures for the 
defence of such claims that they may deem expedient, 
and also under the advice of the Mayor to adjust and 
settle all claims not exceeding the sum of $500. 

The members of the Board of Aldermen and of the 
Common Council, who shall constitute the Joint Stand- 
ing Committees, shall be chosen or appointed by their 
respective Boards. 

The Mayor, the President of the Common Council, 
and the Chairman of the Committee on Finance on the 
part of the Common Council, shall, according to the 
Ordinance, constitute the Committee on the Redneiian 
of the City Debt. 

The member of the Board of Aldermen first named 
on every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not 
a member, shall be its Chairman; and in case of his 
resignation or inability, the other members of the same 
Board, in the order in which they are named, and after 
them the member of the Common Council first in 
order, shall call meetings of the Committee and act as 
Chairman. 

Sect. 2. In every case of disagreement between the 
two branches of the City Council, if either Board shall 
request a conference, and appoint a Committee of Con- 
ference, and the other Board shall also appoint a Com- 
mittee to confer, such Committee shall at a convenient 
hour, to be agreed upon by their Chairmen, meet and 
state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons of their respective Boards for 
and against the matter in controversy, confer freely 
thereon, and report to their respective branches. 
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Sect. 3. When either Board shall not concur in 
any action of the other, notice of such non-concur- 
rence shall be given by written message. 

Sect. 4. Either Board may propose to the other for 
its concurrence, a time to which both Boards shall 
adjourn. 

Sect. 50. All By-Laws passed by the City Council, 
shall be termed ‘‘ Ordinances,” and the enacting style 
shall be: Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Com- 
‘mon Council of the City of Boston in City Council 
assembled. 

Sect. 6. In all votes, when either or both branches 
of the City Council express anything by way of com- 
mand, the form of expression shall be ‘‘ Ordered ;” and 
whenever either or both branches express opinions, prin- 
ciples, facts, or purposes, the form shall be, ‘‘ Resolved.” 

Sect. 7. In the present and every future financial 
year, the specific appropriations for the several objects 
enumerated in the general appropriation bill shall be 
deemed and taken to be the maximum amount to be 
expended by the several Committees having the charge 
thereof for the entire financial year, and shall be ex- 
pended with a proper regard thereto; and after the 
annual order of appropriations shall have been passed, 
no subsequent expenditures shall be authorized for any 
object, unless provision for the same shall be made by 
special transfer from some of the appropriations con- 
tained in such annual order, or by expressly creating 
therefor a City Debt, in which latter case the order 
shall not be passed, unless two thirds of the whole 
number of each branch of the City Council shall vote 
in the affirmative, by vote taken by yea and nay.

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And no Joint Standing or Special Committee shall have 
power to make any expenditure from the appropria- 
tions provided by the City Council, to an amount ex- 
ceeding three hundred dollars (except where otherwise 
ordered in the Joint Rules or Ordinances of the City), 
unless authority for such expenditure be first had and 
obtained from the City Council. 

Secr. 8. Inall contracts or expenditures to be made 
under the authority of the City Council, whenever the 
estimates shall exceed the appropriations specially 
made therefor, or whenever any Committee shall have 
expended the sum specially appropriated for their use, 
in the order of appropriation for the year, and in 
either case shall require a further sum,—it shall be 
the duty of such Committee having such matter in 
charge, to submit the fact to the City Council for in- 
structions, accompanied with a detailed statement in 
print, of the cause or causes which have created the 
necessity for such application, and the object for which 
the same is needed. And no contract shall be made, 
or expenditure authorized in either case, unless by a 
specific vote of the City Council first making the neces- 
sary provision for the payment resulting therefrom ;* 
and no debt shall be created, or transfer from one spe- 
cial appropriation to another be made, until such report 
or statement shall have been submitted to the City 
Council, by the Committee requiring the same. 


* Committees not only have not the right to make expenditures for any pur- 
pose beyond the amount which has been previously appropriated for it; but 
they have not the right to expend the appropriation, or any part of wt, even, 
unless that right is first conferred upon them by the body from which they are 
appointed.

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Secr. 9. Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records to be kept of their proceedings in books pro- 
vided by the City for that purpose. No Committee 
shall act by separate consultations ; and no report shall 
be received unless agreed to in Committee actually 
assembled. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of every Joint Com- 
mittee, to whom any subject may be specially referred, 
to report thereon within four weeks, or to ask for fur- 
ther time. 

Sect. 11. All reports and other papers submitted to 
the City Council, shall be written in a fair hand, and 
no report or indorsement of any kind shall be made 
on the reports, memorials, or other papers referred to 
the Committee of either branch. All reports shall be 
signed by the writers thereof, unless otherwise directed 
by the Committee. And the Clerk of Committees 
shall make copies of any papers to be reported by 
Committees, at the request of the respective Chairmen 
thereof. 

Sect. 12. No Chairman of any Committee shall 
audit or approve any bill or account against the City, 
for any supplies or services which shall not have been 
ordered or authorized by the Committee. 

Secr. 18. No bills shall be approved by the Com- 
mittee on Accounts for refreshments or carriage hire 
furnished to any member of the City Government, 
unless said bills, so contracted, are approved by the 
Chairman or a majority of some Standing or Special 
Committee of either branch of the City Council ; in 
which cases said bills shall be paid from the appropri- 
ation to which they are incident. 
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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


DUTIES AND POWERS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Section 1. The President shall take the chair pre- 
cisely at the hour to which the Council shall have ad- 
journed; shall call the members to order ; and on the 
appearance of a quorum, he shall cause the minutes of 
the preceding meeting to be read, and proceed to busi- 
ness. 

Sect. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order ; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers, and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Council, by motion regularly seconded ; 
and no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal shall have been decided. 

Sect. 3. He shall declare all votes, but if any mem- 
ber rises to doubt a vote, the President shall cause a 
return of the members voting in the affirmative, and 
in the negative, without further debate on the ques- 
tion. 

Sect. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or to 
put a question, but may read sitting. . 
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Sect. 5. In all cases the President may vote. 

Sect. 6. When the Council shall determine to go 
into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall 
appoint the member who shall take the chair. The 
President may at any other time call any member to 
the chair, but said substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 

Sect. 7. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
the President shall take the sense of the Council by 
yeas and nays, provided one fifth of the members pres- 
ent shall so require. 

Sxcr. 8. The President shall propound all questions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the sub- 
sequent motion shall be previous in its nature, except 
that in the naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 9. After a motion is stated or read by the 
President it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Council, and shall be disposed of by vote, but the 
mover may withdraw it at any time before a decision 
or amendment. 

Sect. 10. When a question is under debate, the 
President shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to 
lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone 
to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have prece- 
dence in the order in which they stand arranged ; and 
a motion to strike out the enacting clause of an Ordi- 
nance shall be equivalent to a motion to postpone 
indefinitely. 

Secr. ll. The President shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order; and that motion, and the

motion to lay on the table, or to take up from the table, 
or to take the previous question, shall be decided with- 
out debate. 

Sect. 12. He shall put the previous question in the 
following form: “ Shall the main question be now put 2” 
and all debate upon the main question shall be sus- 
pended until the previous question shall be decided. 
After the adoption of the previous question, the sense 
of the Council shall forthwith be taken upon amend- 
ments reported by a committee, upon all pending amend- 
ments, and then upon the main question. 

Secr. 13. All incidental questions of order, arising 
after a motion is made for the previous question, shall 
be decided without debate, except on an appeal; and 
on such an appeal, no member shall be allowed to 
speak more than once without leave of the Council. 

Secr. 14. When two or more members happen to 
rise at once, the President shall name the member who 
is first to speak. 

Sect. 15. All Committees shall be appointed and 
announced by the President, unless otherwise provided 
for, or especially directed by the Counicil. 


RIGHTS, DUTIES, AND DECORUM OF MEMBERS. 


Sect. 16. In the absence of the President, the senior 
member present shall call the Council to order, and 
preside until a President pro tempore shall be chosen by 
ballot; and if an election is not effected on the first 
trial, on a second ballot a plurality of votes shall elect. 

Sect. 17. Every member when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the President; shall con- 
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fine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
personalities ; and shall sit down when he has finished. 
No member shall speak out of his place without leave 
of the President. 

Srecr. 18. No member speaking shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising to call to order, or for expla- 
nation. 

Sect. 19. When a vote has passed, it shall be in 
order for any member who voted in the majority, to 
move a reconsideration thereof, at the same or the 
succeeding meeting, but not afterwards; and when a 
motion for reconsideration is decided, that vote shall 
not be reconsidered. 

Sect. 20. No member shall be obliged to be on 
more than two Committees at the same time, nor Chair- 
man of more than one. 

Secr. 21. No member shall be permitted to stand 
up to the interruption of another, while any member 
is speaking ; or to pass unnecessarily between the Presi- 
dent and the person speaking. 

Sect. 22. When any member shall be guilty of a 
breach of either of the rules and orders of the Council, 
he may, on motion, be required by the Council to make 
satisfaction therefor; and in such a case, he shall not 
be allowed to vote or speak, except by way of excuse, 
till he has done so. 

Sect. 23. No member shall be permitted to vote or 
serve on any Committee, on any question where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 

Srecr. 24. Every member who shall be present when 
a question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, 
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shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special 
reasons, shall excuse him; application to be so ex- 
cused, on any question, must be made before the 
Council is divided, or before the calling of the yeas 
and nays, and such application shall be accompanied 
by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be 
decided without debate. 

Sect. 25. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, 
if the President shall so direct. 

Sect. 26. Any member may require the division of 
a question, when the sense will admit of it. A motion 
to strike out and insert shall be deemed indivisible ; 
but a motion to strike out, being lost, shall not pre- 
clude amendment or a motion to strike out and insert. 

Sect. 27. No motion or proposition, of a subject 
different from that under consideration, shall be admit- 
ted under color of amendment. 

Secr. 28. Motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted at the pleasure of the Council. 

Sect. 29. At every regular meeting of the Council, 
the order of business shall be as follows : — 


1. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

2. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

3. Communications and Reports from City Officers, 
Presentation of Petitions, Remonstrances, and Memo- 
rials. 

4. Reports of Committees. 

5. Motions, Orders, or Resolutions. 


Secr. 80. When a vote is doubted, the members 
for and against the question, when called on by the 
President, shall rise and stand till they are counted. 
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Secr. 31. All questions relating to priority of busi- 
ness to be acted upon, shall be decided without de- 
bate. ) 

Secr. 32. When a motion is made to refer any sub- 
ject, and different Committees are proposed, the ques- 
tion shall be taken in the following order : — 


A Standing Committee of the Council ; 
A Select Committee of the Council ; 

A Joint Standing Committee ; 

A Joint Select Committee. 


Secr. 35. The seats of the members of the Council 
shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of 
members, and the numbers of the seats, simultane- 
ously ; and each member shall be entitled for the year 
to the seat bearing the number so drawn against his 
name; and shall not change it except by permission of 
the President. 

Secr. 34. No member shall call another member by 
his name in debate, but may allude to him by any in- 
telligible and respectful designation. 

Secr. 35. If the reading of any paper is called for, 
and any member objects thereto, it shall be decided by 
the Council. 

Secr. 36. -No rule or order of the Council shall be 
dispensed with, altered or repealed, unless two thirds 
of the members present consent thereto.

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PETITIONS, MEMORIALS, ETC. 


Sect. 37. All papers addressed to the Council shall 
be presented by the President, or a member in his 
place, and shall be read by the President, Clerk, or 
such other person as the President may request; and 
shall be taken up in the order in which they are pre- 
sented, except when the Council shall otherwise de- 
termine. 


POWERS AND DUTIES OF COMMITTEES, ETC. 


Secr. 38. The rules of proceeding in the Council 
shall be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far 
as they are applicable. A motion to rise, report pro- 
gress, and ask leave to sit again, shall be first in order, 
and shall be decided without debate, and the previous 
question shall not be moved. 

Secr. 39. A Standing Committee on Elections and 
Returns, and a Standing Committee on Streets, shall 
be appointed at the commencement of the municipal 
year, and shall consist of five members each; and 
Standing Committees, consisting of three members 
each, shall be appointed upon the following subjects : 


Common and Public Squares, 
Fire Department, 

External Health, 

Internal Health, 

Paying, 

Police Department, 

Licenses, 

Military Affairs. 
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Secr. 40. No Committee shall sit during the ses- 
sions of the Council, without special leave. 

Secr. 41. All Committees of the Council, chosen by 
ballot, or consisting of one or more from each ward, 
shall be notified of their first meeting by the Clerk, by 
the direction of the President; they shall organize at 
their first meeting, by the choice of a Chairman, and 
shall report the same to the Council; and members on 
the part of the Council, of Joint Committees chosen, 
as aforesaid, shall choose a Chairman at their first 
meeting, and report to the Council in hke manner. 

In all cases where the President appoints a commit- 
tee, unless otherwise provided for, the member first 
named shall be Chairman, and in his absence the mem- 
ber next in order, who shall be present, shall be Chair- 
man pro tempore. 

Sect. 42. All Select Committees of the Council 
shall consist of three members; unless otherwise or- 
dered. 

Sect. 43. No Report of any Committee shall be 
entitled to be received, unless agreed to in Committee 
assembled. 

Sect. 44. No meeting of any Committee shall be 
called upon less notice than twenty-four hours. 

Sect. 45. It shall be the duty of all Standing Com- 
mittees to keep a record of their doings, in books pro- 
vided by the City for that purpose. 

Secr. 46. Committees of the Council, to whom any 
matter is specially referred, may be required to report 
within four weeks, or ask for further time. 
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ORDINANCES, ORDERS, ETC. 


Sect. 47. All Ordinances, Orders, and Resolutions 
shall have two several readings, before they are finally 
passed; and no Ordinance, Order, or Resolution, im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of 
money, whether the same may have been appropriated 
or not,—and no Order or Resolution authorizing a 
loan, shall have more than one reading on the same 
day ; provided, however, that nothing herein contained 
shall prevent the passage of an order at any meeting 
of the Council, to authorize the printing of any docu- 
ment relating to the affairs of the City. 


ELECTIONS, ETC. 


Sect. 48. In all elections by ballot on the part of 
the Council, the number of blanks and ballots for inel- 
igible persons shall be reported, but shall not be counted 
in the returns. 

Sect. 49. All salaried officers shall be voted for by 


written ballots. 


DUTIES OF CLERK, ETC, 


Secr.-50. The Clerk shall keep minutes of the votes 
and proceedings of the Council, enter thereon such 
orders and resolutions as are adopted, by their title or 
otherwise, — shall notice Reports, Petitions, Memorials, 
and other papers which are presented, and shall enter 
all accepted Reports of Select Committees of the 
Council, at length, in a separate journal, to be kept for 
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that purpose, and provided with an index, — shall draw 
up all messages to the Board of Aldermen, and send 
them by the Messenger, and shall attend the meetings 
of Committees of the Council, and make their records 
when required. 

Sect. 51. The members of the Council shall not 
leave their places on adjournment, until the President 
shall declare the Council adjourned.

A constant watch is kept at the Central Office, Court Square, 
night and day, by the operators. Hach operator serves two 
alternate terms of four hours each, as principal, and the same as 
assistant operator; so that sixteen hours’ service at the office, 
out of every twenty-four, is required from each operator. No 
operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless expressly 
relieved by some one else, and by consent of the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for any 
omissions or mistakes that may occur at the Central Office during 
his hours of duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each alarm, 
and of the District and Station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information.

The City is divided into seven Alarm Districts. Each District 
is subdivided into Stations, at each of which is a Signal Box. 
There are now fifty-two Signal Boxes or Stations, the number in 
a District varying from six to twelve. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Signal 
Stations or Boxes, by turning a crank in the Box. The Police 
Officers and one other person resident near each Box, have keys 
to the Boxes. 

_ Alarms are usually given in less than a minute from the time 
the crank is turned in any box. 


DIRECTIONS TO THOSE WHO HOLD SIGNAL KEYS. 


1. If a fire is discovered in your vicinity, go to the nearest 
box in the District. 

2. Turn the crank twenty-five times, rather slowly at first, 
then quite fast at last. If convenient, wait at the Box so as to 
direct the firemen where to go. 

38. If you hear no reply at the Box, or on the bells, turn 
again. If still no reply, go to another Box in the District. 

4, The Police, upon hearing the bells, will spring their rat- 
tiles, and call the number of the District and Station. 

The alarm will be given from the Central Station by striking 
the number of the District on the bells, and tapping the number 
of the Station in the Boxes. 


CAUTIONS. 


1. Be sure that your Box is locked before leaving it. 

2. Never open the Box or touch the apparatus, except in 
case of fire. 

3. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless called 
for by the City Authorities.

LAWS. 
SecTION 1. All vessels in the upper harbor are to anchor ac- 
cording to the directions of the Harbor Master. 
Sxct. 2, All vessels in the upper harbor, not intended to be 
hauled into some wharf immediately, must anchor below the 
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range of India Wharf, and the easterly point of East Boston, 
either on the north or south side of the channel, designated by 
the following marks, viz: on the south by the tall steeple in 
Hanover Street, in range with the granite block on Long Wharf ; 
and on the north by Long Island Light, in range with the half 
moon battery on Governor’s Island. 

Sect. 3. The master, commander, or owners of vessels shall, 
as soon as practicable, after having hauled to the end of any 
wharf that extends to the channel in said harbor, cause her lower 
yards to be cock-billed, and her top-sail yard to be braced fore 
and aft, and her jib-boom to be rigged in, and the yards and 
jib-boom shall be kept so arranged, while such vessel lies at the 
end of the wharf, as aforesaid, and until she is preparing imme- 
diately to leave her birth. 

Srot. 4. All vessels found lying in the stream, not anchored 
according to the regulations, and not having a sufficient crew to 
move them, will be moved by the Harbor Master at the vessel’s 
expense. 

Sect. 5. No person shall throw or deposit in said harbor, or 
any part thereof, any stones, gravel, ballast, cinders, ashes, dirt, 
mud, or other substances, which may, in any respect, tend to 
injure the navigation thereof. 

Srot. 6. No warp or line shall be passed across the mouth of 
any slip, for the purpose of hauling any vessel by the said slip 
before the vessel shall be within one hundred feet of said slip, if 
the owners or occupants thereof object, unless the Harbor Master 
may think it necessary. 

Sor. 7. All vessels at anchor in the harbor of Boston shall 
keep an anchor watch at all times, and shall keep a clear and 
distinct light suspended at least six feet above the deck, during 
the night ; and whenever the provisions of this section shall be 
violated on board any vessel, the master or owners shall be ha- 
ble to a penalty of not more than twenty dollars, to be recovered 
in the manner provided in the act to which this is in addition, 
and shall be held lable to pay all damages that may be occa- 
sioned by such violence. 
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Under no circumstances whatever are vessels permitted to 
anchor in the track of the ferry boats, or in Fore Point Channel. 
[Stat. 1847, ch. 234. | 


An Act in addition to an Act to establish Regulations concerning 
the Harbor of Boston. 


Section 1. The Harbor Master shall have authority to regu- 
late the anchorage of all vessels in the upper harbor of Boston, 
and, when necessary, to order the removal of such vessels, and to 
cause the same to be removed in obedience to such order, at the 
expense of the master or owners thereof; and if any person shall 
obstruct said Harbor Master in the performance of any of his 
duties, as prescribed by this act, or by the act to which this is in

HARBOR COMMISSION. 


At the suggestion of His Honor, Frederic W. Lincoln, Jr., 
Mayor of the City, in 1859, the City Council, ordered a scientific 
survey of Boston Harbor to be made, and, in accordance with 
the unanimous vote of the City Council, Prof. A. D. Bache, of the 
U. 8. Coast Survey, Gen. Joseph G. Totten, of the U. S. Corps 
of Engineers, and Commander Charles H. Davis, of the U.S. 
Navy, were specially detailed by the U. S. Government as a 
Commission to make the proposed survey of said Harbor. The 
results of these surveys will be found in City Doe.

Although the need of a public library had been for a consid- 
erable time felt and acknowledged, and a small number of vol- 
umes of a miscellaneous character had been sent to the City Hall 
with a view to the future formation of such an institution, nothing 
definite in relation thereto was done until the fifth of August, 
1850, when Hon. Joun P. Biaetow,. then Mayor of the City, 
contributed the sum of one thousand dollars for the purpose of 
establishing the Public Library. This donation, being the first 
money that was given for the object, was received joyfully and 
funded by the City Council ; and the Committee on the Library 
were directed ‘to proceed with as little delay as possible to 
~ earry into effect the establishment of a free Public Library.” 

JosHuA Batss, Esq., of London, whose early life was passed 
in Boston, having offered to this city the munificent sum of fifty 
thousand dollars towards the purchase of books for the Public 
Library of the city, if the city would erect a suitable building for 
that purpose, —on the 24th of February, 1858, an order was 
passed by the City Council, authorizing the Committee on the 
Library, in conference with the Board of Trustees, to purchase a 
suitable site for the erection of a building which should be fully 
adapted for the purpose of the Library, including Mr. Bates’ do- 
nation. Accordingly, said Committee purchased 23,384 feet of 
land on Boylston Street, opposite the Common, upon which an 
elegant and commodious edifice has been erected, at a cost to the 
city, for land and building, amounting to about § 365,000. 

This building was finished and delivered into the custody of 
the City Council, and by the City Council was transmitted to the 
eare of the Trustees of the Public Library, with appropriate cere- 
monies, on January 1, 1858. 

Besides the above-mentioned donations in. money, the sum of 
ten thousand dollars was subsequently given by Hon. JONATHAN 
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PHILLIPS, who, by his will, bequeathed an additional sum of 
twenty thousand dollars for the maintenance of the Library. 
Another sum of ten thousand dollars was bequeathed by the late 
Hon. Apporrt Lawrence. All of these sums have been funded 
by the City Council, and the annual proceeds are expended for 
the purchase of books of permanent value. 

The suin of one thousand dollars was given by the late SAMUEL 
APPLETON, Esq., and the same amount by Mrs. Satiy I. K. 
SHEPARD, for the purpose of procuring books for the immediate 
use of the public. 

Very valuable donations of books have also been made by the 
late Ruy. THEopoRE Parker, the heirs of Hon. NATHANIEL 
BownpitcH, GEORGE TICKNoR, and others. 

The Library is open every day, with the exception of Sundays 
and the legal holidays, for the delivery of books for home use, 
from 10 A. M. to 8 o’clock, Pp. M.; and the Reading Rooms con- 
nected therewith are opened from 9 a. M. to 10 o’clock, P. M.; 
both which privileges are enjoyed freely by all of suitable ages 
who agree to conform to the regulations of the Public Library.

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HORSE RAILROADS. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 


To be observed on the several Street Railroads in the City of 
Boston, where Cars are drawn by Horses. 


[Passed June 27, 1857, and amended January 18, 1859. | 


In the exercise of the rightful power reserved to this Board 
in the several and respective charters of the Metropolitan, Cam- 
bridge, Dorchester Avenue, Middlesex, and Broadway Railroads, 
it is 

Ordered, That the following rules shall be observed by the 
officers, agents, and servants of the aforesaid corporations, in the 
mode of using the rails of their respective roads in the streets of 
Boston; and the same rules shall be applied to all other rail- 
roads which may hereafter be located in the streets of Boston. 

First. — No car shall be drawn at a greater speed, in the city 
proper, in any street north of Dover Street and the Federal 
Street Bridge, than five miles an hour, nor in any other street 
in the city, at a greater speed than seven miles an hour. 

Second. — While the cars are turning the corners from one 
street to another, the horses shall not be driven faster than a 
walk, 

Third. — Cars driven in the same direction shall not approach 
each other within a distance of three hundred feet, except in case 
of accident, when it may be necessary to connect two cars together, 
and also, except at stations. 

Fourth. — Cars running in different directions shall not be 
allowed to stop abreast each other, except at stations. 

Fifth.—No car shall be allowed to stop on a cross-walk, 
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nor in front of an intersecting street, except to avoid collisions, 
or to prevent danger to persons in the street. 

Sixth. — When the conductor of any car is required to stop at 
the intersection of two streets to receive or land passengers, the 
car shall be stopped so as to leave the rear platform slightly 
over the farther crossing. 

Seventh. — The conductors and drivers of each car shall keep 
a vigilant watch for all teams, carriages, persons on foot, and 
especially children, either on the track or moving in the direction 
of the track; and on the first appearance of danger to such 
teams, carriages, persons, or children, or other obstruction, the 
car shall be stopped in the shortest time and space possible. 

Highth. —The conductors shall not allow ladies or children 


to enter or leave the cars while in motion. Other passengers | 


may be allowed to enter the cars and depart therefrom, while 
the cars are at full stop or nearly stopped. 

Ninth. — Conductors shall announce to the passengers the 
names of the squares and principal streets as the car reaches 
them. 

Tenth. — Whenever there shall occur a fall of snow of suf- 
ficient depth to allow vehicles to pass over the same on runners, 
no snow-plough shall be allowed to pass over the several tracks 
of the Street or Horse Railroad Corporations, within the limits 
of the City of Boston, nor shall the respective corporations cause 
or allow snow to be removed from their several tracks without 
consent being first obtained of the Superintendent of Streets, with 
the approbation of the Committee on Paving. The consent for 
the removal of the snow for the opening of the tracks being 
refused, the several corporations are authorized to use a suffi- 
cient number of sleighs to convey passengers requiring a transit 
over their respective roads, day by day, until the cars can be 
used on the tracks. 

Lleventh. — The several corporations shall not sprinkle salt 
or any article of a decomposing nature on their tracks or rails, 
or cause or allow the same to be done by any of their agents, for 
the purpose of melting the snow; or wash, or cause to be washed 
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by any of their agents, the said tracks and rails with brine or 
pickle, for a lke purpose, unless a permit is granted by the Su- 
perintendent of Streets, allowing the same to be done, and said 
permit shall only be granted when the use of said articles will 
not be detrimental to vehicles on runners crossing the tracks and 
rails. 

Twelfth. — The several corporations shall place and keep 
placed, a printed copy of all the rules and regulations of the 
Board of Aldermen, in a conspicuous position in each car run 
upon their respective roads. 


HORSE RAILROAD TAX. 
Ciry oF Boston. — In Board of Aldermen, Jan. 2, 1861. 


Resolved, That in all cases of new locations of Horse Rail- 
roads hereafter to be made by this Board in any streets or ways, 
whether such locations be of new roads, or the extension of roads 
already in operation, or rights to use tracks in common with any 
other corporation or corporations, the same shall be made upon 
the condition that the corporation owning the road so located, or 
using it either solely or in common with any other corporation 
or corporations, shall pay into the Treasury of the City a reason- 
able sum for each car which shall be run on said company’s 
road, or any part thereof, within this City; such sum to be paid 
by semi-annual instalments on the first of January, and first of 
July in each year, and said condition shall be inserted in the 
terms of each location when the same shall be made. | Approved 


by the Mayor, Jan. 5, 1861. | 


COMMUTATION TICKETS. 


Crry or Boston. — In Board of Aldermen, Aug. 26, 1861. 


Ordered, That in all cases where any Horse Railroad Com- 
pany shall connect with or run cars over the track or tracks of 
any other Horse Railroad Company, within the limits of this 
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city, a system of exchange, or commutation tickets shall be 
established by the companies interested, for the accommodation 
of the public, pursuant to Chap. 199 of the Statutes of 1861. 
[Approved by the Mayor, Aug. 28, 1861. ] 


LOCATIONS. 


The following Horse Railroad Locations comprise all which 
have been granted from time to time by the Board of Aldermen, 
and which have been accepted and operated by the several Corpo- 
rations. 


METROPOLITAN RAILROAD. 


The tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad shall be located as 
follows: but on the express condition to the location, that said 
railroad company shall, at all times after the rails are laid down, 
keep im good order and complete repair, at their own expense, that 
portion of all streets through which the said rails are or may be 
laid, lying between the rails, and also that portion of the street 
lying outside of the rails and adjacent thereto, extending one 
foot and a half from and outside of each rail throughout the 
whole length of said road in the streets of the City of Boston. 

Two tracks in Washington Street, from the boundary line be- 
tween the cities of Boston and Roxbury to Dover Street. 

Two tracks in Tremont Street, from the boundary line between 
Boston and Roxbury to the Boston and Worcester Railroad 
Bridge crossing. 

One track in Tremont Street, from the Boston and Worcester 
Railroad Bridge crossing to Boylston Street. 

Two tracks in Tremont Street, from Boylston Street to a point 
opposite the Granary Burying Ground. 

One track in Shawmut Avenue, from the boundary line be- 
tween Boston and Roxbury to Dover Street. 

One track in Springfield Street, from bhbee esis Street to 
Tremont Street. 
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One track in Waltham Street, from Washington Street to 
Tremont Street. 

One track in Dover Street, from Washington Street to Tremont 
Street. [Passed Aug. 7, 1855.] 


Second Location. 


In addition to the right already granted to the Metropolitan 
Railroad Company, to lay down tracks in several streets of the 
City of Boston, the said Company shall have the right to lay 
down a single track through Washington Street, from Dover 
Street to Boylston Street, thence through Boylston Street to 
Tremont Street. 

The said single track to be laid down in the centre of the 
roadways of said Washington and Boylston Streets ; and the dis- 
tance between the edge-stones and the rail on each side shall 
not be less than nine feet, except at the curve at Tremont 
Street. 

The right to lay down this additional track is under the 
proviso, that said Metropolitan Railroad Company agree to com- 
ply with the express conditions contained in the order of location 
passed by the Board of Aldermen, August 6, 1855, in relation 
to keeping in good order the portion of the streets lying between 
the rails and that portion of the street lying outside of the rails 
and adjacent thereunto, extending one foot and a half from and 
outside of each rail; also, that the whole work of laying down 
the tracks granted by this order, and by the order of August 7, 
1855, be done under the direction, and to the satisfaction of the 
Committee on Paving and the Superintendent of Streets. The 
form of rail to be used to be satisfactory to the Committee on 
Paving and the Superintendent of Streets, and to be approved 
by them. [Passed Aug. 7, 1856. ] 


Third Location. 


In addition to the rights heretofore granted to the Metropoli- 
tan Railroad Company to lay down tracks in several of the 
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streets of the City of Boston, the said Company shall have the 
right to lay down a single track in Tremont Street, from its 
present terminus in said street, to and across the open space, 
southerly of Scollay’s Building, to the junction of Court Street 
and Cornhill; in Cornhill to Washington Street; and in Wash- 
ington Street from Cornhill to its present track, located at the 
junction of Boylston and Washington Streets. The said single 
track to be laid down in the centre of the corte or roadway of 
the streets above mentioned. 

The right to lay down this additional A hy is under the ez- 
press proviso and condition to the location, that said Metropolitan 
Railroad Company shall at all times, after the rails are laid 
down, keep i good order and complete repair, the whole of the 
roadway or cartway of the streets in which the track is located 
by this order, at their own expense, and to the satisfaction of the 
Superintendent of Streets; and whenever the Board of Aldermen 
shall from time to time determine and order that any portion of 
the said streets, through and in which the track is located, by the 
terms and under authority of this order, shall be repaved, with 
what they shall deem to be the best of stone material, the whole 
expense of such paving shall be paid by the Metropolitan Rail- 
road Company, the work to be done by the Superintendent of 
Streets, under the authority of the Board of Aldermen. 

This location is granted under the further express proviso and 
condition, that the Board of Aldermen reserve the right to per- 
mit the Middlesex Railroad Company, and any other Horse Rail- 
road Company, to run cars over the track so located by authority 
of this order, for such compensation to be paid to the Metropoli- 
tan Railroad Company, and upon such terms and conditions, as 
the Board of Aldermen for the time being shall prescribe. Also, 
under the further express proviso and condition, that the whole 
work of laying down the track granted by this order, shall be 
done under the direction and to the satisfaction of the Committee 
on Paving and the Superintendent of Streets. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
said Metropolitan Railroad Company shall run the cars over the 


a 
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track granted by this additional location, down Tremont Street 
to Cornhill, down Cornhill to Washington Street, and up Wash- 
ington Street to Boylston Street; that is to say, the cars shall 
come in and pass down Tremont Street and Cornhill, and go out 
over Washington Street. 

Also under the further express proviso and condition, that in 
the construction of said track, granite blocks of such size as the 
Superintendent of Streets shall direct, shall be laid down inside 
and outside of each rail. 

[ Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that no 
higher rate of fare shall be charged in the Neck line, and Tremont 
Street line, within the limits of the City of Boston, than four cents 
for each passenger. **| 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
form of rail to be used shall be satisfactory to the Committee on 
Paving and the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be ap- 
proved by them. Also, that the work of laying down the tracks 
granted under the authority of this order, shall not be commenced 
before the first day of April, 1860. 

Also, on condition that the said Railroad Company shall, when 
they file their acceptance of this location with the City Clerk, 
pay into the City Treasury the sum of four thousand dollars 
towards the widening of Washington Street, near Milk Street. 

Also, under the further proviso and condition, that the said 
Metropolitan Railroad Company shall run no omnibuses what- 
ever in Washington or Tremont Street, after the cars shall com- 
mence running over the track granted in this location. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
said Metropolitan Railroad Company shall accept this order of 
location, and agree to its several provisions and conditions within 
ten days of the date of its passage; otherwise it shall be null and 
void. 

The roadway or cartway, mentioned in this order, is to include 
the whole space between the edge-stone supporting the sidewalks

The, Metropolitan Railroad Company is authorized to construct 
and maintain a turnout, seventy feet in length on a straight line 
in Washington Street, between Northampton Street and Camden 
Street, on the westerly side of the tracks now laid down upon 
said Washington Street, and used by said Company. The said 
turnout is to commence to leave the outer rail of the westerly 
track opposite the corner-stone of the sidewalk on the southerly 
side of Northampton Street, and connect with the outer rail of 
the westerly track at a point distant one hundred feet from the 
corner-stone on the northerly side of Camden Street. The said 
turnout to be not exceeding seventy feet in length on a straight 
line. The right to lay down this turnout is under the express 
proviso that said Metropolitan Railroad Company agree to comply 
with the conditions contained in the order of a location passed by 
the Board of Aldermen, August 6, 1855, in relation to keeping in 
good order the portion of the street lying between the rails, and 
that portion of the street lying outside of the rails and adjacent 
thereto, and extending one foot and a half from and outside the 
outer rail of the said turnout; also, that the whole work of lay- 
ing down said turnout be done under the direction and to the 
satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets; and to be completed 
on or before the Ist of May, 1859. Also, under the further pro- 
viston that the said Metropolitan Railroad Company shall start a 
car from the said turnout on Washington Street, between North- 
ampton and Camden Streets; and also from the terminus on 
Tremont Street, near the Tremont House, as follows: — 
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From November to April, — each day. 
Every 10 minutes from 73 o’clock, A. M. to 8 A. M. 
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The first time of starting, as above provided, to be from the 
turnout on Washington Street, near Northampton Street. And 
that said Metropolitan Railroad Company shall sell Twenty-Five 
(25) tickets for one dollar, which tickets shall be good for a pas- 
sage in the cars running from the terminus on Tremont Street, 
near the Tremont House, to and from the turnout on Washing- 
ton Street between Northampton and Camden Streets; also in 
the Tremont Street line of cars to and from Camden Street, and 
the terminus on T'remont Street, near the Tremont House; also, 
under the further provision that whenever the said Metropolitan 
Railroad Company shall refuse to sell Twenty-Five tickets (25) 
for one dollar, to be used as above described, the Board of Alder- 
men may order the Metropolitan Railroad Company to take up 
the turnout granted by this order, and put the street in complete 
repair. If said Metropolitan Railroad Company shall refuse to 
comply with said order, then the Superintendent of Streets is 
directed to cause the same to be removed at the expense of said 
Metropolitan Railroad Company. 

The acceptance of this order of location of this turnout by said 
Metropolitan Railroad Company, shall be filed in writing with 
the City Clerk before the turnout shall have been laid down. 
[Passed March 8, 1859. Accepted by Metropolitan Railroad

A temporary location in East Dover Street, Harrison Avenue, 
and Essex Street was granted to the Metropolitan Railroad 
Company to expire on May 1, 1861. 
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Fourth Location. 


In addition to the rights heretofore granted to the Metropoli- 
tan Railroad Company to lay down tracks in the streets of the 
city of Boston, the location of a single track in Essex Street from’ 
Washington Street to Harrison Avenue; in Harrison Avenue 
from Essex Street to Dover Street; in Dover Street from Harri- 
son Avenue to Washington Street, temporarily granted to said 
Company, is hereby made a permanent location upon the follow- 
ing provisions and conditions, viz: — 

The said Metropolitan Railroad Company shall have the right 
to lay down a single track in Essex Street from Washington

Metropolitan Railroad Company shall be subject to such restric- 
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tions as to the running of the cars upon their tracks as the Board 
of Aldermen from time to time shall decide that the public good 
shall require. | 

Also under the further express proviso and condition that said 
. Metropolitan Railroad Company shall at all times after the rails 
are laid down keep in good order and complete repair the whole 
of the roadway or cartway of the streets in which the tracks are 
located by this order, at their own expense, and to the satisfac- 
tion of the Superintendent of Streets ; and whenever the Board of 
_ Aldermen shall, from time to time, determine and order that any 
of the said streets through and in which the tracks are located, 
by the terms and under the authority of this order, shall be re- 
paved with what they shall deem to be the best of stone material, 
the whole expense of such paving shall be paid by the said Me- 
tropolitan Railroad Company, the work to be done by the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, under the authority of the Board of Aldermen. 

Also under the further express proviso and condition that the 
whole work to be done under authority of this order shall be un- 
der the direction and to the satisfaction of the Committee on 
Paving and the Superintendent of Streets. 

Also under the further express proviso and condition that the 
said Metropolitan Railroad Company shall make a correct return 


’ to the Board of Aldermen of the number of cars used and run 


upon any of the tracks of the said Metropolitan Railroad from 
without the city of Boston, and shall pay into the City Treasury 
for each successive six months, ending with the months of De- 
cember and June, in each year, the sum of one dollar for each 
ear as before mentioned within ten days from the day said return 
was due; provided, that said Company shall acquire no right not 
otherwise granted to it by the payment of said sum. 

Also under the further express proviso and condition, to the lo- 
cation granted under the authority of this order, that said Metro- 
politan Railroad Company shall accept this said order of location, 
and agree to comply with its several provisions and conditions in 
writing, within twenty days of the date of its passage, and file 
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said acceptance and agreement with the City Clerk ; otherwise it 
shall be null and void. 

The roadway or cartway mentioned in this order is to include 
the whole space between the edge-stones supporting the sidewalks 
on both sides of the street. [Passed Sept. 5, 1861. Accepted 
by M. R. RR. Co. Sept. 9, 1861. ] 


CAMBRIDGE RAILROAD. 


Commencing at the intersection of the West Boston Bridge 
with Cambridge Street, thence with a double track through Cam- 
bridge Street from the bridge to Chambers Street [ thence with a 
single track through Chambers Street to Green Street and Green 
Street to Bowdoin Square,”*| across Bowdoin Square to Cambridge 
Street, thence down Cambridge Street to et Street, with 
suitable turnouts in Bowdoin Square. 

In the streets where the double track is laid, the outer rail of 
each track shall be not less than nine feet stx inches distant 
from the curb-stone; and where a single track is laid, the outer 
rail shall be not less than twelve feet and three inches from the 
opposite curb-stone, excepting the necessary curves at the corners 
of the street. 

The gauge of the tracks shall be four feet eight and a, half 
inches in width; the rails of the same size and pattern as those 
now in use on the Third Avenue Railroad, in New York city. 
The method of construction to be similar to that adopted on the 
railroads in the city of New York, and the whole work to be done 
subject to the directions and to the satisfaction of the Board of 


Mayor and Aldermen and the Superintendent of Streets. [Passed 
December 4, 1854. ]

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Second Location. 


In addition to the rights heretofore granted to the Cambridge 
Railroad Company to lay down tracks in the streets of the City 
of Boston, the said Cambridge Railroad Company shall have the 
right to lay down a single track in the centre of Leverett Street 
from Cragie’s Bridge, so called, to Minot Street; a single track 
in the centre of Minot Street from Leverett Street to Lowell 
Street; asingle track in the centre of Brighton Street from Lev- 
erett Street to Lowell Street; two tracks in the centre of Lowell 
Street; [two tracks across Causeway Street from Lowell Street to 
Merrimac Street; two tracks in the centre of Merrimac Street 
from Causeway Street to Chardon Street; *| [a single track in the 
centre of Chardon Street to the northerly corner of Hawkins Street,

and June in each year, the sum of fifteen dollars for each car 
run into this City over Cragie’s Bridge, within ten days from the 
day said return was due, provided that said sum may be at any 
time increased or decreased by the Board of Aldermen whenever 
it may see fit; and provided further that said Company shall 
acquire no rights not otherwise granted to it by the payment of 
said sum, and said Company shall accept this said order of loca- 
tion and agree to comply with its several provisions and condi- 
tions in writing within twenty days of the date of its passage, 
and file said acceptance and agreement with the City Clerk, 
otherwise it shall be null and void. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, to the 
location granted under the authority of this order that said 
Cambridge Railroad Company shall provide such reasonable ac- 
commodations for passengers waiting to take the cars, as the 
Board of Aldermen shall, from time to time, require. 

The roadway or cartway mentioned in this order is to include 
the whole space between the edge-stones supporting the sidewalks 
on both sides of the street. [Passed, July 25, 1860. Accepted 
by Cambridge Katlroad Company July 28, 1860.] 


Third Location. 


In addition to the rights heretofore granted to the Cambridge 
Railroad Company to lay down tracks in several of the streets of 
the City of Boston, the said Cambridge Railroad Company shall 
have the right to lay down two tracks in the centre of Causeway 
Street from Lowell Street to Portland Street; a single track in 
the centre of Portland Street from Causeway Street to Merrimae 
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Street; a single track in the centre of Lancaster Street from 
Causeway Street to Merrimac Street; a single track in the cen- 
tre of Merrimac Street from Lancaster Street to Chardon Street.

Cambridge Railroad Company agree that the provisions and condi- 
tions contained in the order of location for the Cambridge Rail- 
road of July 25, 1860, in relation to keeping at all times the 
whole of the roadway or cartway in complete repair and the re- 
paving of it, the running of the cars from certain parts of Cam- 
bridge, etc.. the manner in which the work of laying down the 
tracks shall be done, the form of rail and the size of the granite 
blocks to be used,-and the sum to be paid into the City Treasury 
semi-annually, shall be complied with in their full force and 
effect in the construction of the tracks granted under authority 
of this order. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition to the 
location of tracks granted under authority of this order, that said 
Cambridge Railroad Company shall accept this order of location 
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and agree to comply with its several provisions and conditions in 
writing within twenty days of the date of its passage, and file 
said acceptance and agreement with the City Clerk, otherwise it 
shall be null and void. 

ORDERED: That so much of the order passed July 25, 1860, 
in relation to the location of additional tracks of the Cambridge 
Railroad Company, as authorizes said Company to lay down two 
tracks across Causeway Street to Merrimac Street, and two tracks 
in Merrimac Street from Causeway Street to Chardon Street ; and 
the proviso and condition, that before the tracks granted under 
authority of said order of location are laid down, the whole ex- 
pense of widening Merrimac Street at the northeasterly corner of 
said Merrimac Street and Causeway Street shall be contributed 
by the said Cambridge Railroad Company, be and the same 
hereby is rescinded and declared null and void. [Passed Nov. 
22, 1860. Accepted by Cambridge Railroad Company, Dec. 1, 
1860. | 


Fourth Location. 


In addition to the rights heretofore granted to the Cambridge 
Railroad Company to lay down tracks in the streets of the city 
of Boston, the right is hereby granted to said Cambridge Rail- 
road Company to extend their single track from its present ter- 
minus in Chardon Street at the northerly corner of Hawkins 
Street, southerly up Chardon Street a distance of ninety-five feet, 
with authority to construct a turnout fifty-two feet in length 
alongside of said extension. 

The right to lay down the extension of track authorized by 
this order of location is granted under the express proviso and 
condition that said Cambridge Railroad Company agree that the 
provisions and conditions contained in the order of location 
eranted to the said Cambridge Railroad Company, July 25, 
1860, in relation to keeping at all times the whole of the road- 
way or cartway in complete repair and the repaving of it, the 
running of the cars from certain parts of Cambridge, the manner 
in which the work of laying down the tracks shall be done, the

by direction of the Committee on Paving, or this Board, to repair 
the same, said Corporation shall, twenty-four hours after such 
notice, have neglected to attend thereto, said repairs shall be 
made by the said Superintendent, and the expense thereof paid 
by said Corporation, and said Corporation shall be further liable 
to reimburse to the said city of Boston all damages that may be 
recovered against the same in consequence of the state of any 
street or any part thereof, the keeping whereof in good repair or 
order is a condition of any location granted by this Board. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition to the 
location of the extension of track and turnout granted under the 
authority of this order, that said Cambridge Railroad Company 
shall accept this order of location and agree to comply with its 
several provisions and conditions in writing within twenty days 
of the date of its passage, and file said acceptance and agreement 
with the City Clerk, otherwise it shall be null and void. 

ORDERED: That so much of the order of location passed July 
25, 1860, as authorizes the Cambridge Railroad Company to lay 
down a turnout in Chardon Street northerly of Hawkins Street, 
be and the same is hereby rescinded and declared null and void.

Fifth Location. 
So much of the location granted to the Cambridge Railroad 
Company, approved July 25, 1860, as provides that the North 
Avenue, Porter’s Hotel, West Cambridge and other cars, shall 
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be run over the tracks granted under the order of said location, 
be and the same is hereby rescinded upon the following provis- 
ions and conditions being agreed to in writing and filed with the 
City Clerk, viz: — 

That the provision and condition in said order of location of 
the Cambridge Railroad Company of July 25, 1860, which pro- 
vides for a semi-annual return of the cars upon the tracks over 
Craige’s Bridge, and the payment into the City Treasury, semi- 
annually, of the sum of fifteen dollars for each car, be altered 
and amended so that the returns to be made each year shall 
embrace the entire number of cars run into the city of Boston

MIDDLESEX RAILROAD. 


Commencing at Warren Bridge, and running thence across 
Causeway Street to Beverly Street; thence upon and as near the 
centre of said Beverly Street as may be, to Charlestown Street, 
and upon the centre of said Charlestown Street, to a point where 
the northerly line of Haverhill Street, extended easterly, would 
intersect the line of said track; thence turning back upon said 
Charlestown Street and upon the centre of said street to Cause- 
way Street; thence upon said street and in the centre of the 
same to Charles River Bridge, —the same to be with a single 
track only, except upon that portion of Charlestown Street be- 
tween Beverly Street and Haymarket Square: the gauge of said

By an order passed September 27, 1856, the Middlesex Rail- 
road Company were authorized to lay down the “ Dorchester Av- 
enue Rail,” instead of the rail mentioned in the order above. 


Second Location. 


Commencing at the termination of the track, as already lo- 
cated and laid down in Charlestown Street, and running there 
with a double track across Haymarket Square, between the Bos- 
ton and Maine Railroad depot and the “ Fountain Enclosed,” to 
a point on the line with the edge-stone on the northerly side of 
Merrimac Street, there to terminate. The distance between the 
edge-stone and the outer rail on each side shall not be less than 
nine feet, except at the “ Fountain Enclosed.”

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
said Middlesex Railroad Company shall accept this order of loca- 
tion, and agree to its several provisions and conditions within ten 
days of the date of its passage, otherwise it shall be null and 
void. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
Board of Aldermen reserve the right to permit the Suffolk Rail- 
road Company, and any other Horse Railroad Company, to run 
cars over the track so located by authority of this order. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
said Middlesex Railroad Company shall run no omnibuses within 
the limits of this city. 

It is further provided, that in laying down the rails, granite 
blocks of such size as the Superintendent of Streets shall direct, - 
shall be laid down inside and outside of each rail. 

The work of laying down the track, granted under the author- 
ity of this order, shall not be commenced before the first day of 
April, 1860. 

The roadway or cartway mentioned in this order is to include 
the whole space between the edge-stones supporting the sidewalks 
on either side of the streets. (Passed, Dec. 31, 1859. Accepted 


by the Middlesex Railroad Company January 4, 1860. |

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DORCHESTER AVENUE RAILROAD. 


Commencing on Dorchester Avenue, at the dividing line between 
the town of Dorchester and the City of Boston, and running upon 
or near the centre of said avenue to the North Free Bridge, thence 
upon and over the centre of said bridge to Sea Street, thence upon 
or over the centre of Sea Street to Broad Street, thence upon or 
near the centre of Broad Street to a point near the junction of 
Broad Street and State Street; said track to be a szngle one 
throughout said route, with two turnouts, one on Broad Street, 
near the foot of Summer Street, and one on Dorchester Avenue ; 
said turnouts not to exceed 100 feet each in length.

Commencing with a single track at the Worcester Rail-

The location of the turnout above specified in Federal Street, 
between the Federal Street Bridge and Kneeland Street, is grant- 
ed upon the express condition that it shall not be laid down until 
the assent is given in writing by the Dorchester Avenue Railroad 
Company, and said assent filed with the City Clerk, that the

In addition to the location already granted to the Broadway 
Railroad Company to lay down tracks in several of the streets of 
the City of Boston, the said company shall have the right to lay 
down a single and independent track across the Federal Street 
Bridge; thence in Federal Street to Kneeland Street, there to 
connect with the present track of said Broadway Railroad Com- 
pany; in Beach Street from Federal Street to Harrison Avenue ; 
in Harrison Avenue from Beach to Essex Street; in Essex Street 
from Harrison Avenue to Washington Street, there to connect 
with the track of the Metropolitan Railroad Company. Permis- 
sion is* hereby granted to said Broadway Railroad Company to 
run cars over the track of the Metropolitan Railroad in Tremont 
Street from West Street to the space in front of Scollay’s Build- 
ing, thence to Cornhill; in Cornhill and in Washington Street 
from Cornhill to Essex Street, with the right to connect with the 
Dorchester Railway Company’s track in Federal Street at Beach 
Street. . 

The location of the single and independent track across the 
Federal Street Bridge, and in Federal Street from the said 
Bridge to Kneeland Street, is granted under the express proviso 
and condition to the location, that it shall not be laid down until 
the assent is given in writing by the Dorchester Railway Com- 
pany, and said assent filed with the City Clerk, that the track of 
the said Dorchester Railway Company, now located in said part 
of Federal Street, shall be so changed that, when the two tracks 
are laid down, they shall occupy the centre of the cartway or 
roadway, so that the distance shall be the same from the outer 
rail of each track to the edge-stone of the sidewalk on either 
side. | 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that said 
Broadway Railway Company shall, after the rails are laid down, 
keep in good order and complete repair the whole of the road- 
way or cartway of the said Federal Street Bridge and Federal 
Street, and the streets in which an independent location is granted

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by this order (viz: Beach Street, Harrison Avenue, and Essex 
Street), at their own expense, and to the satisfaction of the Su- 
perintendent of Streets; and whenever the Board of Aldermen 
shall, from time to time, determine and order that any portion of 
the said streets through and in which the track is located, by the 
terms and under authority of this order, shall be repaved with 
what they shall deem to be the best of stone material ; the 
whole expense of such paving shall be paid by the said Broadway 
Railroad Company; the work to be done by the Superintendent 
of Streets, under the authority of the Board of Aldermen. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that, in 
the construction of the said track, granite blocks, of suchssize as 
the Superintendent of Streets shall direct, shall is laid down 
inside and outside of each rail. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
whole work of laying down the track granted by this order shall 
be done under the direction and to the satisfaction of the Com- 
mittee on Paving and Superintendent of Streets. 

Also, that the form of rail to be used shall be satisfactory to 
the Committee on Paving and the Superintendent of Streets, and 
shall be approved by them. Also, that the work of laying down 
the tracks granted under the authority of this order shall not 
be commenced before the first day of April, 1860. Also, that 
said Broadway Railroad Company shall run no omnibuses in the 
city proper. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
said Broadway Railroad Company shall accept this order of loca- 
tion, and agree to its several provisions and conditions, within 
twenty days of the date of its passage, otherwise it shall be null 
and void. 

Also, under the further express proviso wid condition, that the 
compensation to be paid by the Broadway Railroad Company to 
the Metropolitan Railroad Company, for running their cars over 
the track built by said Metropolitan Railroad Company, shall be 
such as the Board of Aldermen for the time being shall pre- 
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scribe, if the two corporations do not mutually agree upon the 
terms. 

The roadway or cartway mentioned in this order is to include 
the whole space between the edge-stones supporting the sidewalks 
on either side. [Passed Dec. 31,1859. Accepted by the Broad- 
way Railroad Company Jan. 13, 1860.] 


Third Location. 


In addition to the location already granted to the Broadway 
Railroad Company in the several streets of the city of Boston, 
the said Company shall have the right to lay down a single 
track across the Federal Street Bridge, and thence in Federal 
Street to Beach Street, as the tracks are now laid down. Also a 
single track in the centre of Beach Street to and across South 
Street; also, a double track in the centre of Beach Street, from 
South Street to Harrison Avenue ; also, a single track from Har- 
rison Avenue, on the southerly side of the roadway of Beach 
Street, so as to leave a space of nine feet between the outer rail 
and the edge-stone of the northerly sidewalk of said Beach Street, 
to Washington Street, with authority there to connect with, and

The right to lay down and use the said tracks is under the 
express proviso and condition that the said Broadway Railroad 
Company shall take up their tracks now laid down in Summer 
Street and in that portion of South Street which hes northerly of 
Beach Street, and put down the same in the streets in which 
they are hereby located, and shall repave said Summer Street 
and South’ Street, after the tracks shall have been taken up, in a 
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manner satisfactory to the Committee on Paving and Superin- 
tendent of Streets. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition that the 
said Broadway Railroad Company shall, at all times after the 
rails are laid down, keep in good order and complete repair, at 
their own expense, the whole of the roadway or cartway of Fed- 
eral Street Bridge, Federal Street to Beach Street, and Beach 
Street. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that, at 
the time the track is laid down in Beach Street, the whole of the 
roadway of that portion of said Beach Street, between Federal 
and Lincoln Streets, shall be repaved with the same material 
which now constitutes the pavement on said street, at the ex- 
pense of said Broadway Railroad Company, and to be done un-. 
der the supervision of the Superintendent of Streets, and to his 
satisfaction. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that said 
Broadway Railroad Company shall be subject to such restrictions 
as to the running of the cars upon their tracks as the Board of 
Aldermen from time to time shall decide that the public good 
shall require. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition that in 
the construction of the track granted by this location, granite 
blocks of such dimensions as the Superintendent of Streets shall 
direct shall be laid down inside and outside of each rail, if the 
Committee on Paving and Superintendent of Streets shall so 
direct. | 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition that the 
whole work of laying down the track granted by this order shall 
be done under the direction and to the satisfaction of the Com- 
mittee on Paving and the Superintendent of Streets. Also, that 
the form of rail to be used shall be satisfactory to the Committee 
on Paving and Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved 
by them. ° 

The right to lay down these additional tracks is granted under 
the further express proviso and condition that the said Broadway 
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Railroad Company shall make a correct return to the Board of 
Aldermen of the number of cars used upon the tracks of the said 
Broadway Railroad Company, and run, and owned by them, and 
shall pay into the City Treasury for each successive six months, 
ending with the months of December and June in each year 
the sum of one dollar for each car run over the tracks of said 
Broadway Railroad, within ten days from the day said return was 
due, provided, that said company shall acquire no right not other- 
wise granted to it by the payment of said sum. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
said Broadway Railroad Company shall accept this order of loca- 
tion, and agree to its several provisions and conditions within ten 
days of the date of its passage, and file the same with the City 
Clerk’; otherwise it shall be null and void. 

The roadway or cartway mentioned in this order is to include 
the whole of the space between the edge-stones supporting the 
sidewalks on either side. [Approved Aug. 20, 1851. Accepted 
by Broadway Railroad Company Aug. 24, 1861. 


SUFFOLK RAILROAD. 


The Suffolk Railroad Company shall have the right to lay 
down a single track in several streets of the City of Boston, as 
follows: Commencing at or near the People’s Ferry Company 
slip; thence over the avenue leading to Commercial Street ; 
thence northerly in said Commercial Street to Hanover Street ; 
thence in Hanover Street to Court Street ; thence on the track of 
the Middlesex Railroad Company, in Court Street and Tremont 
Row, to the open space lying southerly of Scollay’s Building, so 
called; thence on the track of the Metropolitan Railroad Com- 
pany, in said open space, and in Cornhill to Washington Street ; 
thence on the track of said Middlesex Railroad Company in 
Washington Street, also in Dock Square and in Union Street ; 
thenee from Union Street to North Street; thence in North Street

to North Square; thence in North Square to Moon Street ; thence 
in Moon Street to Fleet Street; thence easterly in said Fleet 
Street to Commercial Street; thence in said Commercial Street 
to the avenue leading to the People’s Ferry, with a right to lay 
down a track in Eastern Avenue, so called, to the East Boston 
Ferry Company’s slip; also with the right to lay down a branch 
track in so much of that part of Hanover Street lying east of 
Commercial Street to a point at or near the Chelsea Ferry Com- 
pany’s slip, as is dedicated as a public street. The location here- 
by granted is with the express provision and condition that the 
rails shall be laid at such distances from the edge-stones in the 
aforenamed streets as the Committee on Paving and Superinten- 
dent of Streets shall designate, and shall be approved. by them. 
It is further ordered, that the said Suffolk Railroad Company 
shall have a right to lay down a single track in several of the 
streets of that part of the City of Boston called East Boston, viz: 
Commencing at or near the slip of the East Boston Ferry Com- 
pany in Lewis Street; thence in said Lewis Street to Maverick 
Square; thence in the southeasterly side of said Square to Chel- 
sea Street ; thence in said Chelsea Street to Chelsea Street Bridge. 
Again commencing with a single track at or near the People’s 
Ferry Company slip; thence in the Avenue leading from said slip 
to Sumner Street ; thence in said Sumner Street to Belmont Square. 
Again commencing on Maverick Square and uniting with the 
track on Sumner Street; thence in the northwesterly side of said 
Square to Meridian Street; thence, with a double track, in said 
Meridian Street to the north end of Chelsea New Bridge, so called, 
with the right to construct suitable turnouts on Belmont Square, 
Central Square, and Maverick Square. Also, with the right to 
lay down a single track in Saratoga Street, uniting with the tracks 
in Meridian Street. This location of the Suffolk Railroad is 
granted under the express proviso and condition that the said 
Suffolk Railroad shal, at all times after the rails are laid down, 
keep in good order and complete repair, at their own expense, that 
portion of all streets through which the said rails may be laid in 
that part of the City of Boston ealled East Boston, and the ave- 
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nues leading from the People’s and Kast Boston Ferry Companies’ 
slips to Commercial Street, lying within the rails, and also that 
part of the street lying outside of the rails and adjacent thereto, 
extending one foot and a half from and outside of each rail. A1so, 
that said Suffolk Railroad Company shall, at all times after 
the rails are laid down, keep in good order and complete repair the 
whole of the roadway or cartway of the streets in which the track 
is located by this order in the City proper, viz: in Hanover, North, 
Moon, and Fleet Streets ; also, twenty-five feet of the roadway or 
cartway of Commercial Street and North Square, at their own 
expense, and to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets ; 
and whenever the Board of Aldermen shall, from time to time, 
determine and order, that any portion of the said streets through 
and in which the track is located by the terms of and under the 
authority of this order, shall be repaved with what they shall deem 
to be the best of stone material, the whole expense thereof shall 
be paid by the said Suffolk Railroad Company ; the work to done 
by the Superintendent of Streets, under the authority of the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
whole work of laying down the track granted by this order shall 
be done under the direction and to the satisfaction of the Super- 
intendent of Streets. Also, that the form of rail to be laid down 
shall be satisfactory to the Committee on Paving and the Super- 
intendent of Streets, and shall be approved by them.  A\|so, that 
in laying down the rails, granite blocks of such size as the Super- 
intendent of Streets shall direct, shall be laid down inside and 
outside of each rail. Also, that the work of laying down the 
track granted under authority of this order, shall not be com- 
menced before the first of April, 1860. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
compensation to be paid by the said Suffolk Railroad Company to. 
the Metropolitan Railroad Company and the Middlesex Railroad 
Company, for running their cars over the tracks built by said 
Metropolitan and Middlesex Railroad Companies, shall be such 
as the Board of Aldermen, for the time being, shall prescribe, if 
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the said corporations do not themselves mutually agree upon the 
terms. , 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
Board of Aldermen reserve the right to allow any other horse 
railroad company to run cars over the track, the location of which 
is granted by this order. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
said Suffolk Railroad Company shall accept this order of location, 
and agree to its several provisions and conditions within sixty 
days after its passage, otherwise it shall be null and void. 

The roadway or cartway mentioned in this order is to include the 
whole space between the edge-stones supporting the sidewalks on 
either side of the streets. [Passed Dec. 31,1859. Accepted by 
the Suffolk R. R. Co. Jan. 7, 1860.] 


Second Location. 


In addition to the right heretofore granted to the Suffolk Rail- 
road Company to lay down tracks in several of the streets of the 
City of Boston, the said Company shall have the right to lay 
down a single track in Court Street from Hanover Street to a 
point westerly of the westerly corner of Brattle Street, there to 
connect with the track of the Middlesex Railroad, said point of 
connection to be determined by the Committee on Paving and the 
Superintendent of Streets. Also, in that part of the City called 
Kast Boston, a single track in Orleans Street from Sumner Street 
to Webster Street, in Webster Street from Orleans Street to its 
junction with Sumner Street.

In addition to the right heretofore granted to the Suffolk Rail- 
road Company to lay down tracks in several of the streets of the 
City of Boston, the said company shall have the further right to 
lay down single tracks with the necessary curves and turnouts, 
with permission to run their cars over the tracks of the Metropol- » 
itan, Middlesex, and Cambridge Railroads in certain streets as 
hereinafter provided, as follows : — 

Commencing in Washington Street, at or near the corner of 
Boylston Street, with a curve track to connect the track of the 
Metropolitan Railroad, in Washington Street, with their tracks 
on Boylston Street; thence in Boylston and Tremont Streets, 
with permission to enter upon and use the tracks of the said Me- 
tropolitan Railroad in said streets to the open space southerly of 
Scollay’s Building. 

Again, commencing at the corner of Union and Hanover 
Streets, there connecting the track of the Suffolk Railroad, now 
down on said Hanover Street, by a curve track with the track of 
the Middlesex Railroad in Union Street, thence upon the tracks 
of the said Middlesex Railroad in Union Street and Haymar- 
ket Square; thence across the Middlesex Railroad tracks by a 
single track to Haverhill Street; thence by a single track 
in the centre of Haverhill Street to Causeway Street; thence 
westerly, by a single track in the centre of Causeway Street 
to Portland Street; thence in Portland Street upon the tracks 
of the Cambridge Railroad Company, so far as they now are 
or hereafter may be constructed by said Cambridge Railroad 
Company, and if not constructed by that Company, then upon a 
single track to be built by the said Suffolk Railroad Company ; 
thence by a single track across Merrimac Street to Portland 
Street; thence by a single track in the centre of Portland Street 
to Sudbury Street, there to connect with the track of the Middle- 
sex Railroad; thence in Sudbury Street and Court Street, and in 
Tremont Row upon the tracks of the Middlesex Railroad to the 
open space in front of Scollay’s Building, thence in Cornhill and 
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in Washington Street on the tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad 
to Boylston Street. 

Again, commencing at the corner of North and Union Streets, 
there connecting the track of the said Suffolk Railroad by a curve 
track with the track of the Middlesex Railroad in Union Street, 
with the right to run cars over the same through Union Street 
to Hanover Street, thence across Hanover Street to the track of 
the Middlesex Railroad to Union Street. 

The right to lay down these additional tracks in Haverhill, 
Causeway, and Portland Streets, is granted under the express 
proviso and condition that the said Suffolk Railroad Company 
shall make a correct return to the Board of Aldermen of the 
number of cars used upon the tracks of the said Suffolk Railroad 
Company, and run and owned by them, and shall pay into the 
City Treasury for each successive six months ending with the 
months of December and June in each year, the sum of one dol- 
lar for each car run over the tracks of said Suffolk Railroad, 
within ten days from the day said return was due, provided, that 
said sum may be at any time increased or decreased by the Board 
of Aldermen, whenever it may see fit; and provided further, that 
said Company shall acquire no right not otherwise granted to it 
by the payment of said sum. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
Board of Aldermen reserve the right to permit any other horse 
or street railroad company to run cars over the new tracks, au- 
thorized to be constructed by authority of this order, and also to 
regulate the number of cars which may be run to and from the 
depots on Causeway Street by this or any other company, and it 
is expressly provided, that the Metropolitan Railroad Company 
may run such number of cars to and from the said depots over 
the track granted by authority of this order as the Board of Al- 
dermen shall from time to time prescribe, not exceeding one half 
of the whole number; upon the express condition, however, and 
not otherwise, that the said Metropolitan Railroad Company shall 
give their assent in writing, which said assent shall be filed with 


the City Clerk, that the Suffolk Railroad Company may run their 
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cars over the tracks of the said Metropolitan Railroad Company 
in Washington, Boylston, and Tremont Streets, as provided in 
this order.* 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that at 
the time of laying down of the tracks in Causeway Street, the 
portion of the said street through which the tracks are laid shall 
be wholly repaved with same material which now forms the 
pavement, now down on said street, by said Suffolk Railroad 
Company. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that said 
Suffolk Railroad Company shall, at all times after the rails are 
laid down, keep in good order and complete repair, the whole of the 
roadway or cartway of that portion of the streets in which the 
tracks are located by this order, at their own expense, and to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets; and whenever 
the Board of Aldermen shall, from time to time determine and 
order that any of that portion of the said streets through and in 
which the tracks are located, by the terms and under the author- 
ity of this order, shall be repaved with what they shall deem to 
be the best of stone material, the whole expense of such paving 
shall be paid by the said Suffolk Railroad Company, the work to 
be done by the Superintendent of Streets, under the authority of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
whole work of laying down the tracks granted under the author- 
ity of this order of location, shall be done under the direction 
and to the satisfaction of the Committee on Paving and the Su- 
perintendent of Streets, and that the form of rail shall be satis- 
factory to the Committee on Paving and the Superintendent of 
Streets, and shall be approved by them. Also, that the repavy- 
ing of that portion of Causeway Street, specified in this order, 
shall be at such “crown” as the Superintendent of Streets shall 
determine, and the said work to be done under his supervision 
and direction. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that in

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the construction of the said tracks, granite blocks of such dimen- 
sions as the Superintendent of Streets shall direct, shall be laid 
down inside and outside of each rail. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
right to enter upon and run cars over the tracks of the Metro- 
politan, Middlesex, and Cambridge Railroad Companies under 
authority of this order, shall be upon the condition that said 
Suffolk Railroad Company shall pay to said Metropolitan, Mid- 
dlesex, and Cambridge Railroad companies such compensation 
for the use of their several tracks as may be agreed upon by the 
respective companies, and in case of disagreement, the compensa- 
tion to be thus paid shall be determined by the Board of Alder- 
men for the time being. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that said 
Suffolk Railroad Company shall run no cars over the tracks of 
the Metropolitan Railroad Company in Boylston or Tremont 
Streets, to wit,in oylston Street from Washington to Tremont 
Street, —in Tremont Street from Boylston to Bromfield Street 
without the assent of said Metropolitan Railroad Company. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, that the 
single tracks authorized to be located by authority of this order, 
shall be laid down on or before June 1, 1861, otherwise the 
right so granted shall cease and be of no effect. 

Also, under the further express proviso and condition, to the 
location granted under the authority of this order, that said Suf- 
folk Railroad Company shall accept this said order of location 
and agree to comply with its several provisions and conditions in 
writing within twenty days of the date of its passage, and file 
said acceptance and agreement with the City Clerk, otherwise it 
shall be null and void. The roadway or cartway mentioned in 
this order, is to include the whole space between the edge-stones 
supporting the sidewalks on both sides of the street. [Passed 
Jan. 5,1861. Accepted by Suffolk Railroad Company Jan. 12, 
1861. ] 

A Fourth Location granted to Suffolk Railroad Company, Oct.

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PRELIMINARY REMARKS. 


MAYORS. 


THE asterisk denotes the deceased. 

‘The Junior of Theodore Lyman omitted in 1889. 

The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested 
than in any former year. There were not less than eight sey- 
eral ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the 
twenty-first of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the mean time, from J anuary to February 27, 1845, Wil- 
liam Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the first Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the City Government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr. was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. 

Benson Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chair- 
man of the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis 
and the election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851, Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an 
Alderman of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for 
said year. 

At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three

ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In 
the mean time, the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin 
L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 


ALDERMEN. 


Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re-elect- 
ed; and Thomas B..Wales and Redford Webster, elected 1825, 
declined. 

George Blake, re-elected for 1826, declined. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organiza- 
tion. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845, William Parker resigned. 

In 1848, George E. Head resigned, and was afterwards chosen 
one of the principal Assessors. 

In 1858, Lyman Perry, Esq., who had been duly elected an 
Alderman, died before his qualification. 

In 1856, Levi B. Meriam, Esq. died while in office. 

In 1858, Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards 
appointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859, Timothy A. Sumner, Esq. resigned on account of 
illness, and soon afterwards died. 

At the municipal election in 1852, nine Aldermen had a ma- 
jority of ballots; but in accordance with the statute, the eight 
who had the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. )

City Document No. 7, for 1861, and City Document No. 16, for 
1862.

William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qual- 
ify himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision 
for affirmation, except for Quakers.

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, 
Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the 
organization. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 8, re-elected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 38, took the intermediate name of Perry, 
1830. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln omitted 1851. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was 
elected Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1855, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

There have been seven successfully contested elections. 

The Ffirst, ebruary 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 6, on the ground that “closing the poll before the 
hour at which the voters were notified it would be closed, was a 
violation of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the 
highest number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket ; 
adjournment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, 
and other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 

The third-case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three 
members of Ward 12,’on the ground that a number of illegal 
voters, sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
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December 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident can- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers”) 
were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby pre- 
venting the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the 
said four votes, were by the decision of the Council declared 
elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two mem- 
bers from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an 
adjourned meeting, which was illegally held. At the subsequent 
trial the same members were again returned to the Common 
Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 18538, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 38, on the ground that they were chosen at an 
adjourned meeting which was illegally held. 

The seventh, in accordance with the Report of the Committee on 
Elections, vacated the seats of three members from Ward 11, on 
the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had no right to issue 
warrants for election of members of the Common Council, after 
the annual election, and before the organization of the Govern- 
ment elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question were con- 
ducted bona fide and no other informality was apparent, and as 
this custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue for 
twenty years, the members thus elected were by the votes of the 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. The passage 
of the Plurality Law of 1854 will remedy most of these cases for 
the future.

There is also one steward at each Station House, and 
one at City Prison, paid by the Department. 

In addition there has been a small Special Police 
force on duty a part of the time during the year. 

The increase of some twenty men in the Department, 
and an occasional employment of a special force, be- 
came necessary to meet the demands for extra ser- 
vice required by the State and General Government, 
and which has been done at a cost of about twelve 
thousand dollars. This was an emergency which was 
unforeseen and unprovided for in my annual estimate, 
and I shall be under the necessity to ask further appro- 
priation to meet the extra expense. 

The records show a less number of officers dis- 
charged, and a less number of other changes than on 
former years, which is a credit to the Department, 
thought to be worthy of note. | 

The peculiar state of affairs the past year, has intro- 
duced many new features in the duties of the Police. 

The continual rallying of troops, the great gathering 
‘of people in our streets and public places, the high 
pitch of excitement pervading all classes of our com- 
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munity, have on many occasions made it necessary to 
keep the whole Police force on the alert day and night, 
and ready to meet any emergency if called on, at a few 
moments’ notice. ' 

Although this arrangement has required great care 
and watchfulness, and a large amount of extra labor, 
yet the ordinary business entrusted to the supervision 
of the Captains of the several stations, has been in no- 
wise neglected by them; but the interests of the city 
in that respect have been promptly and faithfully 
attended to, and I have good reason to believe, that 
these duties have been performed to the satisfaction 
of all interested parties. 

The Detective force, also, have had a large field of 
labor the past year, giving ample scope for the full 
exercise of their powers in their particular branch of 
the service, and the record of their doings most satis- 
factorily shows that their efforts have proved both 
efficient and effective, and I take great satisfaction in 
here tendering my most grateful acknowledgments to 
the officers in charge of the several stations, the men 
of their respective commands, and to all the members 
of the Department, for the promptness and cheerful- 
ness with which they have on all occasions responded 
to orders, and for the general ability and faithfulness 
with which they have performed their various duties. 

In all my instructions to the officers and patrol- 
men of the Department, I have endeavored to inculcate 
a mild yet frm and gentlemanly tone of conduct in 
the discharge of their duty towards every citizen; 
believing as I do that the time has gone by when 
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roughness or uncouth language, or conduct, should be 
countenanced. 

To my view the duties of a Police Officer can be 
performed without justly giving offence to any, but on 
the contrary, so as to give satisfaction to all reasonably 
disposed citizens.

HARBOR POLICE. 


The duties of this branch of the Department differ 
materially from the others, the service being mostly of 
a maritime nature, and is becoming of much impor- 
tance. 

The Station House is located on Commercial Street, 
convenient to the harbor, and has a detail of twenty- 
seven men, having been increased five men the past 
year. 

The Station is provided with a harbor police boat, 
the schooner “ Quarantine,” of some fifty tons burden, 
completely rigged and furnished, and manned with four 
officers, having a small row boat for special service. 

It is the duty of the officers with this vessel to patrol 
the waters of the harbor; to take general supervision 
of the islands and beaches, and prevent the removal of 
gravel therefrom ; to board foreign vessels and furnish 
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them with copies of the Quarantine Laws, and to assist 
in their enforcement; to take charge of vessels in diffi- 
culty at request of masters or owners; to challenge 
suspicious boats ; to suppress mutiny and disturbances 
on board vessels; to aid vessels in distress and assist 
in the recovery of wrecked property ; to safely guard 
by day and night the large amount of unprotected 
property on shipboard, and about the wharves; and to 
render themselves serviceable in aiding and protecting 
the great commercial interests connected with the bus- 
iness in Boston Harbor. 

The constant vigilance required consequent upon the 
large quantities of gunpowder in transit through the 
city and in deposit on board the powder hulks in the 
harbor the past season, amounting to millions of pounds, 
has added largely to the duties of this branch of the 
service. 

There are five powder hulks anchored off Fore Point 
Channel kept for this purpose, with tons of powder on 
board most of the season, and the night police boat is 
under instructions to visit each hulk hourly during the 
night to see that no one boards them to remove the 
powder. ‘This alone is no small item of duty, and 
although one of much importance makes no show 
before the public. 

In this connection I desire to recommend the es- 
tablishment of a telegraphic communication with the 
Harbor Police Station by connecting the wires of the 
Hull Station, which already connects with the Station 
at the Highlands of Cape Cod, by which means vessels 
can be signalized and communicated with, broad off in 
the ocean, a distance of over twenty miles from the 
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Highlands and sixty-five miles from the Harbor Police 
Station. These vessels reaching this point from sea, 
wanting assistance either through being disabled by 
stress of weather, sickness on board, or otherwise, might 
receive help many hours earlier than it could be ren- 
dered in any other way, and thereby render essential 
service to the commercial community. To carry this 
plan into effect it would require one set of Rogers’s 
Marine Signal Flags, costing some forty dollars. 

The wires might also be connected with Fort War- 
ren, and all other forts in the harbor, as well as the 
Navy Yard at Charlestown, by which communication 
might be kept up with officers in command at these 
several stations, and also with the Government, at all 
times. 

The sum expended in the purchase and furnishing 
the schooner Quarantine for Police Service amounts to 
about three thousand dollars, which was not provided 
for in the estimate for Police Appropriations. 


CONDITION OF THE STATION HOUSES. 


Upon the completion of the new Station House on 
Joy Street, for Sation No. 3, which is being erected 
under the direction of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings, with great good judgment and an enlarged liber- 
ality towards the Department, being furnished with 
every modern improvement and convenience for the 
purposes for which it is intended, the Stations Nos. 1, 
2, 3,5, 6 and 7, will be provided with houses as well 
located and arranged as any building used for any like 
service in the United States, having every convenience 
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for the comfort of prisoners and temporary lodgers as 
well as the necessaries for supplying the wants of the 
officers during the hours of duty and their absence 
from their homes. During the past year many changes 
have been made in the internal arrangements at the 
Station Houses, among them one which I deem of infi- 
nite value to the Patrol Officer. There has been fur- 
nished to each-Station a cooking range suitable for 
making tea and coffee; and this is always kept hot, so 
that the officer who is aroused from his bed to go on 
duty, can refresh himself with a cup of either before 
going out on morning duty, and the officer just in from 
his beat can do the same before retiring to rest for the 
remainder of the night, thus relieving them from the 
need of stopping while on duty on that account, at 
places where, perhaps, temptations would surround 
them which might not always be withstood. 

I feel it my duty to call your attention to the condi- 
tion of Station Houses Nos. 4 and 8. The first isa 
leased building in the rear of the Boylston Market, the 
lease of which has, I am informed, about two years to 
run. This building is cooped up between other build- 
ings, so that the sunlight is nearly entirely secluded, 
causing a dampness which must, I think, be unfavor- 
able to the health of those stationed there, as well as 
causing an otherwise unnecessary expense by the use 
of gas, which, during some parts of the year, is needed 
during all the day. The cells also are insufficient, and 
every way unsuitable, being very damp and but illy 
ventilated. 

The Eighth Station House is also ‘*‘ cooped” in be- 


tween other buildings so that the sunlight is entirely 
3 
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excluded from three sides of it, causing a large use of 
gas, — it being kept burning of necessity through the 
day; and another and greater objection is the circum- 
stance of the ebb and flow of the tide in the cells sev- 
eral times during the year, which renders them damp 
and unsuitable for the confinement of any living thing. 

I am of opinion that a suitable location more appro- 
priate, and of less valuable land, could be found in this 
neighborhood, and a proper house erected, the present 
house furnishing a great part of the outlay. 


POLICE SERVICE RENDERED THE STATE. 


On the 17th day of April last a requisition having 
been made by the President of the United States on the 
Governor of this State for volunteers to aid in sup- 
pressing the Southern rebellion, and his honor the 
Mavor having tendered the Governor the services of 
the Police to aid him in the emergency, the Depart- 
ment has at all times been held in readiness to respond 
to the call of the State at the shortest notice. 

Details have been made for escort duty for public 
military receptions, processions, parades, and reviews, 
of from two to one hundred and ten officers on one 
hundred and thirty-six different occasions. 

The Harbor Police have been in almost constant 
requisition, and, it is believed, have rendered efficient 
service in inspecting vessels and persons about leaving 
port, and in preventing the improper shipment of mili- 
tary stores and merchandise. 

At the time of the arrival at Fort Warren of the po- 
litical prisoners and prisoners of war, by the special 
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request of the commandant of the fort, the police boat 
was on guard day and night, and made trips each day 
from the city to the fort, for the purpose of conveying 
to the sick and dying such contributions of medicines 
and other necessaries as were solicited by the surgeon 
and furnished by the humane. ‘This service was con- 
tinued up to the time when some newly-appointed offi- 
cial procured an order from the Government at Wash- 
ington, prohibiting the visits, not only of the officers of 
the city, but the State government, when it was discon- 
tinued. 

By the special request of the Secretary of State of 
the United States and other officials, vessels about to 
leave port have been examined; deserters from the 
army and navy have been arrested and returned to 
their quarters. Recruiting officers have been encour- 
aged and protected, contributions have been collected 
and forwarded to our soldiers at the seat of war, and 
every facility within reach of this Department has ‘been 
most cheerfully extended to aid in the common cause. 

For all of these services this Department have re- 
ceived no compensation, either from the State or Gen- 
eral Government, although the work has been done at 
a cost of many thousands of dollars, — necessarily in- 
creasing the expenditures of the Department much 
above the original estimate. 


FIRE POLICE DUTY. 


Previous to the year 1860 special officers were ap- 
pointed distinct from the regular force to do Police 
duty at fires. These officers were paid out of the Fire 
Department Appropriation. 
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and 


Since that date the regular Police have performed 
that service. Under the present regulations a certain 
number of officers at each Police Station form a regular 
detail to do the Fire Police duty on their respective 
stations. 

Officers who are on duty on two or three certain 
beats at opposite extremes of the Station, whether by 
day or night, are under instructions to repair to any 
fire occurring on the Station at the earliest possible 
moment, and others, if necessary, are sent from the 
Station House as soon as practicable. 

This method is thought to be an improvement on the 
plan of sending all from the Station House, especially 
in the night-time, as officers patrolling their beats can 
reach a fire much earlier than officers at the Station 
House, who would have to be called from their beds, 
could possibly do, and an early arrival at the fire 1s 
considered to be of the very highest importance. 

It is confidently believed that this arrangement has 
aided in preventing the destruction of a large amount 
of property the past year, many instances having occur- 
red where fires have been subdued by officers, and those 
who they have called to their aid before the engines 
could reach the spot; and also in many cases, as seen 
by the annexed table, in which fires have been extin- 
guished by officers without raising a general alarm, or 
calling out the Fire Department at all. 

The regulations require the officers on adjoining 
beats to cover the beats left vacant by officers at the 
fire, so that none of the territory is left unprotected. 

As it has been customary for other Departments to 
charge this Department for services rendered, and as 


betel 
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the Fire Police are strictly under the direction of the 
fire engineers when on duty at fires, and as heretofore 
the officers performing this duty have been considered 
an appendage to and have been paid from the Fire De- 
partment Appropriation, at a cost of some two thousand 
dollars, and as the performance of this duty is certainly 
the cause of an increase of expenditure to this Depart- 
ment, ought not the Police Department to be accredited 
for doing Fire Police duty ?

BUILDING IMPROVEMENTS. 


By the annual report of the Captains of Police, the 
building improvements in the city have been much 
less than last year, each of the stations showing a large 
decrease excepting Station No. 4, which, owing to the 
very desirable building lots on the Back Bay Lands, 
and to former preparations for building, shows an in- 
crease over last season.

A matter of no small importance to the tax payers of 
Boston is the frequent and often exhorbitant demands 
made by individuals on the city for damages or injuries 
incurred while passing through our streets. 

‘To prevent this as much as possible, great pains 
have been taken to remedy everything that could be 
construed into a defect or obstruction on our streets 
and sidewalks. 

The Police are under instructions to report at this 
office all defects in streets and sidewalks, and notices 
are forthwith issued to owners or agents of unsafe side- 
walks to repair without delay. If this notice is not 
immediately complied with, notice is sent to the Super- 
intendent of Streets, who is empowered to repair at 
the expense of the owner. 

By this arrangement, as will be seen in the miscel- 
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laneous work, a very large number of unsafe places, 
through the instrumentality of the Police, have been 
repaired during the year, and it is believed that the 
streets and sidewalks throughout the city were never 
in better condition. 


CABINET OF BURGLARS TOOLS. 


A cabinet of tools may be seen at the Central Office, 
which are apparently but a part of what has been ac- 
cumulating for many years, and which were found ina 
promiscuous condition. ‘These have been cleaned and 
arranged in a case for preservation and inspection. 

The collection numbers some one hundred and fifty 
specimens, some being of very nice and ingenious 
workmanship, and have heretofore been dangerous 
implements in the hands of persons known to the Po- 
lice as ‘‘ Cracksmen,” ‘“‘ Screwsmen,’ ‘‘ Cutters,” ‘‘ Nip- 
permen,” ‘“‘ Tobbeycoves,” ‘‘ Queersmen,’ “ Speillers,” 
‘¢Thimbleriggers,” and others of like quality, who, too 
modest to beg and too lazy to work, manage to make a 
living by their wits, regardless of the rights of man or 
the laws of God. 

Connected with some of these implements lie hidden 
crimes of the deepest dye, and mysteries of the most 
thrilling interest, the secrets of which are locked darkly 
in the hearts of the perpetrators, save here and there a 
gleam faintly peering through the medium of some 
disaffected accomplice. It is much to be regretted that 
specimens of this class of implements have not been 
more generally secured, and more carefully preserved ; 
had all opportunities of this nature been fully improved, 
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the Burglars’ Cabinet might now have been one of the 
greatest objects of interest in Boston. 


THE ROGUES GALLERY. 


A collection of the likenesses of persons who have 
been in custody for crime, was commenced at the Cen- 
tral Office a few months since. and although the means 
for obtaining sittings is at present quite limited, yet we 
have been able to secure thus far of both sexes a gal- 
lery containing one hundred and fifteen specimens. 
Small as the collection now is, 1t has become an object 
of interest, not only to our own citizens, but to stran- 
gers visiting the city, and it has already proved of such 
service to the Department as to have many times remu- 
nerated for the original cost. , Could more convenient 
facilities be provided for taking the hkenesses of those 
who are arrested by our Police, and an interchange of 
likenesses be made of such of the travelling profession 
as are in the possession of the police of other cities, 
the Rogues’ Gallery might be made an appendage of 
great value to the Police and to the public. 


FENCEMEN. — RECEIVERS OF STOLEN GOODS. 


The most difficult class of rogues the Police have to 
contend with, are the fencemen, — those who buy the 
stolen goods from the thieves. The ‘“ Frncr,” as he is 
called by the thief, is generally a person who keeps up 
appearances in the business world, and among his fam- 
ily and business acquaintances is thought to be a cor- 
rect business man, doing a legitimate trade, and withal 
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an honorable man. If he is suspected by the Police, 
and they dare approach him, he immediately throws 
himself upon his dignity, says to the officer, ‘‘ Here are 
my keys; search my premises,” —which he may safely 
say, as the stolen goods, if bought by him, were taken 
to some place remote from his place of business, exam- 
ined in presence of the thieves, and bought of them for 
perhaps one third of their value, when they are re- 
packed and sent to some distant market, to be dispos- 
ed of by some person in company, it may be, with 
the party here. ‘Thus it will be seen the Police force 
labor under many disadvantages ; and after a robbery, 
no goods being found here, it is often charged to the 
remissness of the officers ; and when it is known almost 
to a certainty to the Police that parties are in the busi- 
ness, it is even then almost impossible to obtain such 
testimony as will convict, as from the nature of the 
business the thieves and fencemen are the only parties 
in the secret of the trade, and the oaths of the former 
will have but little weight in a court of law. 

It will be seen by this, that if this class of men can 
be prevented from buying, the thief’s occupation is 
gone. He dare not peddle his stolen goods. The risk 
is too great, and then he has no inducement to steal, 
and may turn his attention to some useful employ- 


ment. 


PAWNBROKERS. 


For many years past there has been a class of traders 
in the city known as pawnbrokers, or dealers in sec- 
ond-hand articles. 

This class has become quite numerous, and do a 
4 
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large amount of business in their line, some even hay- 
ing gone so far as to obtain the privilege of corporate 
powers. 

Although this class of trade may very properly claim 
to rank equal in character with other trades, and it is 
not to be expected of them to depart from the Yankee 
rule of buying as low and selling as high as opportuni- 
ties offer, yet there is no class of trade so lable to be 
imposed on by persons having stolen goods to sell, or 
where the temptation held out to purchase goods at a 
low figure (without first acquiring a proper knowledge 
of legitimate ownership) is so great. 

In turning to the Statutes and City Ordinances, I find 
it was considered necessary, as early as the year 1839, 
to place this class of trade under a license law, to be 
regulated in this city by the Board of Mayor and Al- 
dermen. 

Dealers in second-hand articles were required to pro- 
cure a license, to keep books of entry, with names and 
dates, to be open at all times for the inspection of an 
officer especially appointed for the purpose. 

This. system was in successful operation up to the 
year 1855, when some alterations were made in the 
law, at which the dealers demurred, and a question of 
law arising in a case of prosecution, the question was 
carried before the Supreme Court, and a decision ren- 
dered adverse to the Government. 

Since then the law has been a dead letter, and I 
am informed on high authority that the statute is at 
fault. 

At present the Police have no authority or control of 
_ these shops, and no person is licensed. 
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If there was a necessity for a law of this kind as 
early as 1839, there is certainly a much greater neces- 
sity for something of the kind now; and my own opin- 
ion is that a salutary license law for regulating the 
trade in second-hand articles, and pawnbrokering 
would not only prove a great advantage to all honest 
men engaged in the trade, but that it would materially 
curtail the business of some hundreds of thieves who 
prey upon the community, by shutting up some of the 
shops, where these light-fingered gentry find a safe de- 
pot for their hasty and ill-gotten goods. 

My attention has been called to this subject in conse- 
quence of the large amount of stolen property that has 
been traced, directly and indirectly, to these shops, and 
from other circumstances coming to my knowledge. 

I would most respectfully call the early attention of 
the Government to this subject. 


GAMBLING HOUSES. 


Among all the vices of large cities, none are more 
general, and none more productive of evil than gam- 
bling houses, where youth and the middle aged, as 
well as the veteran in ‘“‘chances,’ are in the habit of 
congregating, lured by the hope of gain in some, but 
in most cases by the fascinating and winning manners 
of gentlemanly appearing companions, who meet them 
at hotels, fashionable restaurants, and drinking saloons, 
and who are stationed at these places and are known 
to the “fancy” as ‘‘ ropersin,’ whose business it is 
constantly to keep on the look-out for “‘ greeneys” and 
“ flats” newly arrived in the city, to dine and drink 
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with them, and then entice them to enter the gorgeous 
halls of the gambling house, which to many a youth 
has proved but the portal to their graves. Many a 
parent and son with this mania for gambling upon 
them, have deserted the altar and the hearthstone, for- 
getful alike of deity and kindred, throwing aside every 
tie of blood and friendship, and through despair and 
desperation they come to an ignominious end, leaving 
many bleeding hearts to mourn their sad untimely fate. 
And frequent complaints are made to the authorities 
that such establishments should be allowed to exist in 
our midst, but very few of those that complain are 
aware of the difficulties the authorities have to contend: 
with; an admission to these places guarded as they are, 
as troops guard citadels with outposts and pickets, none 
but the initiated can enter unless introduced by the 
‘“ropersin” before alluded to; an ever-watchful look- 
out is also kept upon every movement of the Police, 
and even many blocks away from the entrance to the 
gambling house, sentinels are stationed to note the 
action of the Patrolman upon his beat. 

Under these unfavorable circumstances it is seldom 
that a successful descent can be made upon them. 

Such places always have existed with greater or less 
mischievous results, and I fear will continue in spite 
of all the efforts of the Government, or at least until 
a much larger penalty is fixed for the offence than the 
stereotyped fine of three dollars and costs, wpon the pay- 
ment of which the party is discharged to commence 
anew, it may be, the very next hour. 
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DISREPUTABLE HOUSES. 


This class of houses are found in all large cities, and 
are of that class of evils impossible to suppress, and 
difficult to control. 

The number in this city certainly has not increased 
the past year, and the deeds of crime reported to have 
been committed in their particular localities, numbers 
much less. 

Many of these cases have been laid before the grand 
inquest of the county the past year, but the cure for 
this moral evil lies much more in the virtue and chas- 
tity of our people, than in the strong arm of the law. 


COUNTERFEIT MONEY. 


The frequent attempts to put in circulation counter- 
feit bank-bills has assumed an alarming feature in our 
catalogue of crimes, and calls for a passing notice from 
me by way of caution to the shopkeepers of this city, 
to whom the bills are almost exclusively offered. 

In several of the cities of the Eastern and Middle 
States, new issues of counterfeit bills are made almost 
weekly, and many of them so well executed as_ to 
deceive the most experienced experts, except upon the 
closest scrutiny. The parties who utter them seem to 
be almost ubiquitous, appearing and doing their work 
through the day, and to-morrow being heard from in 
some distant place, leaving their ‘ tokens” behind 
them, and still pressing on, and hence arises the great 
difficulty in the way of detection, when notice reaches 
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the Police, the bird has flown, and is not to be found here; 
this shows the necessity of giving early notice at this 
office, or to the Captains of Police Stations, immediately 
upon its being known that attempts are made to pass 
suspicious bills. 

For the past few months, however, the officers have 
been quite successful in making arrests and procuring 
convictions. Several parties, who it is believed, have 
been systematically engaged in the business for some 
time past, have been convicted in our courts, and sen- 
tenced severally from three to ten years, and this 
through the correct manner in which the cases have 
been worked up by the Police, aided, supported, and 
encouraged, as they always have been, in these as well 
as all other cases, by the two able prosecuting officers 
of the Government. 


DRUNKENNESS. 


By reference to the Police records it will be seen 
that there has been a gradual increase of drunkenness 
in the city for several years past, much more than 
keeping pace with the increase of population; the past 
year showing a greater number of arrests for drunken- 
ness than any former year. This may be in part owing 
to the great influx of strangers, the continued marshal- 
ling of troops, and the general excitement that has 
pervaded all classes of our community. There has 
been one improvement made in the law which is most 
humane, and which may have had its influence — For- 
merly the law made it the duty of the officer to com- 
plain of every person arrested for drunkenness ; under 
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the present law the officer is allowed to detain the 
drunken man till sober, and then, with an admonition, 
send him home to his family. Under the former law, 
humanity would dictate as small number of arrests as 
possible. Notwithstanding an increase of the number 
of arrests for drunkenness appears on the Police books, 
yet the same record shows that the commitments and 
complaints at court for the same offence is several hun- 
dred less. Nor is this all. A respectable number of 
those whose names are recorded on the list committed 
for drunkenness have been discharged from the City 
Prison without being taken before the court, on their 
own application to be permitted to enlist in the service 
of their country. ‘These men are generally of the ma- 
terial to make good soldiers, and the course pursued 
with them has not only secured to the Government the 
services of men who, under proper discipline, may 
make themselves useful and respectable, but it has also 
removed them from a life of idleness and dissipation, 
which would eventually prove a tax on the public 
treasury. 

The average number of arrests for drunkenness on 
the Sabbath for the year is but about one half the ay- 
erage number on week days ; and were it not for the 
practice of a certain class of families to prepare them- 
selves with well-filled jugs on Saturday evenings for 
the accommodation of themselves and visiting friends 
on Sundays, the number would be much less. 
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YOUTH AND CRIME. 


One of the most alarming features in the annual po- 
lice reports, and one which I do not feel at liberty to 
pass in silence, is the large number of minors included 
in the arrests for crime. 

And although the records of the past year does not 
compare unfavorably with those of former years, yet 
the number is of quite sufficient magnitude to show 
that the subject is one of most fearful importance, and 
well worthy the attention of every parent, guardian, 
teacher, and philanthropist. 

This subject: has not escaped the notice of some 
thinking men; but very little do they, or those more 
deeply interested, realize the power and danger of the 
temptations that are presented to the young and sus- 
ceptible mind as it assimilates with surrounding asso- 
clations and influences prevalent in large cities. 

Our prisons and penitentiaries are filled with crimi- 
nals, many of whom have not yet reached their major- 
ity. Our reform schools and homes for idle and disso- 
lute youth of both sexes are overflowing in numbers. 
The files of our courts are swollen with the records of 
juvenile depravity, and instances of the most revolting 
and sometimes startling character, which are not made 
public, often fall under the observation of the Police, 
developing degrees of moral degradation in the minds 
and character of youth of tender age, that might crim- 
son with blushes the brow of maturer years. 

Where is the cause of this sad state of things, and is 
there a remedy ! 
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The limits of this Report will not permit the mention 
even of the name of all causes that may combine to 
produce the result; but among the many I cannot let 
the opportunity pass to mention one stimulating agent 
in this work, that finds its way to almost every hearth- 
stone, doing its work quietly but surely, and has done, 
and is doing more to corrupt and demoralize the minds 
of youth, has done and is doing more in uprooting and 
destroying the principles of virtue and chastity, sowing 
the seeds of vice and immorality, and. paving the way 
for the commission of crime than all else put together. 
I mean the ocean of yellow-covered literature that 
floods our city. 

Of this class of reading some portions, perhaps, may 
be comparatively harmless; yet to mark the point 
where the evil begins may be no easy task, and the 
least objectionable may but pave the way for the more 
licentious. 

Some of the most pernicious portions of this literary 
malaria that circulates in this community appears in 
weekly issues in newspaper form. ‘These sheets are 
filled with histeries of the most obscene transactions, 
noting the localities, making vulgar inquiries and lewd 
remarks in relation to disreputable persons and places, 
and picturing, in the most glowing terms, the most re- 
volting scenes; in fact comprising a weekly directory 
to all places of evil resort, and a complete dictionary 
of all that is vicious and immoral. 

These articles are often written with talent worthy 
of being engaged in a better cause,— are couched in 


language calculated to excite the basest passions, and 
5 
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are ingeniously prepared so as to evade the penalty of 
criminal law. 

Another feature that lends enchantement to these 
publications, and no doubt is the means of greatly in- 
creasing their circulation, is the numerous attacks made 
on private character, some of which may have some 
foundation in truth, but more generally the offspring 
of revenge, or a desire to levy black mail, fearlessly 
insinuating slanders the most false and foul, but giving 
names and places in an abbreviated and garbled form, 
readily understood, but not easily reached by civil or 
criminal justice. 

It is a fact too true that this class of reading is ea- 
gerly sought, especially by the young, and these papers 
stealthily find their way without the knowledge of par- 
ent or teacher, into families and schools, and are clan- 
destinely and eagerly read by children of tender age 
of both sexes, and leading unmistakably to the most 
demoralizing and pernicious results. And what are 
the results? The seeds of licentiousness have been 
widely strewn by an unseen hand—the germ has 
taken deep root in a sunny soil—the harvest is pre- 
mature moral death. 

Several cases relative to these licentious publica- 
tions have been carefully prepared and laid before 
the grand inquest of the county, but although the 
justice of the prosecution and the necessity for action 
has been freely admitted, and strongly urged, by 
those high in authority, yet we have been told that 
however pernicious these publications may be, that 
cunning evasions has left the criminal law at fault. 

I would most respectfully suggest that this subject is 
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well worthy the further consideration of the assembled 
wisdom the State. 


LIQUOR LAW. 


That intemperance with fearful progress, is sweep- 
ing over the fairer portion of our land, scattering 
broadcast the seeds of vice, misery, and crime, and 
rearing in our midst one of the greatest moral and so- 
cial evils that ever demoralized a Christian people, are 
facts but too solemn and too true. 

How to arrest it is the great moral problem of the 
day. But a question of so much importance, one 
which has so long and so earnestly engaged the atten- 
tion of the most devoted philanthropist, and so long. 
puzzled the brains of the most distinguished jurist, will 
not be expected to meet with a solution here; a few 
facts and figures, with perhaps a Pre suggestion, 
is all that will be offered. 

The main features of the license law passed in 1832 
remained in force up to July 22, 1852, when the first 
prohibitory law went into operation. 

Under that system the Mayor and Aldermen of Bos- 
ton were empowered to regulate the liquor trade in 
the city as was deemed for the best interests of the 
publi. 

By the law for 1852, the sale of intoxicating liquors 
was prohibited throughout the State except for medi- 
cinal and mechanical purposes. 

On the 2Ist day of April, 1855, what was then 
known as the “Maine Liquor Law” was engrafted 
upon our statute books, which, with slight alterations, 
remains the law of Massachusetts. 
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The following table, which is derived from the 
Police records, shows for the twelve years commencing 
January 1, 1850, the estimated number of population, 
the number of liquor shops, and the number of persons 
arrested for drunkenness in the city each year.

The first three years were under the liquor law of 
1832, and the average annual number of arrests for 
drunkenness amounted to about one and one fourth per 
cent. of the population, including but a very few non- 
residents. 

For the two succeeding years 1853-4, under the 
Prohibitory Law of 1852; the average annual arrests 
for drunkenness was a little over three per cent. on the 
number of population, and for the last seven years un- 
der the operation of the more stringent ‘“‘ Maine Law,” 
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there has been an average annual increase of about one 
per cent. until the present year, when the number of 
arrests for drunkenness in the city amounts to the fear- 
ful proportion of over ten per cent. of the whole pop- 
ulation, being full 8 per cent., after deducting the four 
thousand included in the arrests who live out of the 
city. 

The prohibitory law may have proved salutary in 
agricultural districts, m towns and villages where 
uniform public sentiment is the Police to enforce it; 
but its influence over a commercial community of one 
hundred and eighty thousand persons is but too plainly 
seen in the foregoing table. 

Will it be said that the Executive and the Judiciary 
have not done their duty in enforcing the law? [I an- 
swer, it is no easy task to enforce a law opposed by a 
large majority of the people under its jurisdiction ; but 
the fact that over one thousand cases have been pre- 
sented to the grand inquest of the county since the en- 
actment of the Maine Law, and that the number of 
liquor shops in Boston at the present moment are less 
in number than in 1856, will show that our Police have 
not been entirely idle, and I desire further to say that 
since occupying my present official position I cheer- 
fully bear witness that these cases have ever been pre- 
sented to the courts by the learned District Attorney 
and his able Assistant, with that characteristic zeal 
and ability for which these gentlemen are so highly 
esteemed. Elaborate charges from the Bench have 
been impressive and impartial, and juries selected from 
among the people have been judges of the law and the 
facts; but the evil is not stayed. 
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I am free to say that the sale of intoxicating liquors 
is beyond the control of the Police under existing laws. 
Arrests, fines, and imprisonment have not suppressed 
or abated the evil. 

An opposition to the law is manifested by a very 
large majority of our people, and a great consolidated 
interest, prompted by the stringency of the law, is 
_ forced into an imposing barrier to its execution. 

This combination includes the responsible and the 
irresponsible, the honest and dishonest, the seller of a 
pure article to proper persons, and the vender of adul- 
terated compounds to drunken husbands and destitute 
women and children, who in the eye of the law are 
equally guilty, and who are necessarily forced into a 
common defence. 

The law that discharges a criminal because he gives 
evidence against an accomplice, that sends the officer 
alike to the closet of the family and the lowest grog 
shop without a warrant, that sends to the penitentiary 
alike the respectable citizen and the profligrate crimi- 
nal, has for the nine years past met with but little fa- 
vor among our citizens. Many more cases of viola- 
tions of the liquor law might be presented at every 
term of the criminal court of this county ; everybody 
who is acquainted with the forms of trial, and the 
delay in defences, which cannot be denied, well know 
that the result must be as in like attempts hitherto 
made, it has been possibly a few convictions, more dis- 
agreements, and the whole to end in a larger docket 
at the next term of court than at the last. It is appar- 
ent, therefore, that the existing laws for suppressing 
illegal sales of intoxicating liquors are a failure, 
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either in their construction or the impossibility of their 
execution. 

They have in effect become a dead letter on the 
statute book, and leave the bad effect upon the commu- 
nity of laws enacted for moral reforms, that cannot be 
enforced against public sentiment and legal obstruc- 
tions. It is manifest that the hquor law cannot be 
made more stringent, unless possibly they should go 
one step further and equally punish him who buys a 
drink with him who furnishes or sells it, and then the 
inquiry arises, whether the machinery of legal convic- 
tions would not be still more encumbered and imprac- 
ticable ? .Under the laws as they now exist, every sin- 
ele sale of intoxicating liquor down to lager beer and 
cider or keeping it with intent to sell, is punishable by 
imprisonment in the House of Correction; all liquors 
owned or kept, or transported for sale, or with intent 
to sell, however concealed, and all implements of. sale 
are outlawed as nuisances, and are subject to seizure 
and destruction; with all the possible aids of search- 
warrants, not excepting dwelling-houses, and every 
room or place in which they are kept for use or sale, 
is declared a nuisance ; all officers either Constables or 
Police Officers may without warrant arrest any person 
in the act of selling, transporting, or distributing in- 
toxicating liquors, and seize the lquors, vessels, and 
implements of sale whenever found; and every person 
convicted of a single violation is not only to be impris- 
oned in the House of Correction, but shall be required 
to give bonds of not less than one thousand dollars, 
that he will not for one year violate any provision of 
the liquor law, and stand committed until he gives such 
bonds to the Commonwealth. 
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The civil courts are also open to suits for assaults 
and damages to persons or property committed by an 
intoxicated person against the unlawful seller or fur- 
nisher of the liquor; and all such actions and all cases 
of complaint or indictments take precedence in court 
of all other business, except only criminal trials of par- 
ties imprisoned for want of bail. 

Thus, legislation in the direction of prohibition has, 
to my mind, been exhausted in its guards against this 
evil, and yet the evil has continued to increase, while 
the vigilance of the police has been more active during 
the last year than before, and the places of resort have 
been, many of them, effectually closed, especially on 
the Sabbath ; yet mainly without the machinery of 
prosecutions. 

But how shall these two thousand receptacles of 
daily and nightly violations of law be suppressed: by 
force of the existing statute? Where shall the pros- 
ecutions begin, and where end? ‘There must be pro- 
cess and witnesses, and the parties will defend and 
appeal; and when the court is crowded with com- 
plaints, each to be tried by a jury with or without dis- 
agreement, how much progress can be made by the 
utmost vigilance of the Police, and courts, and pros- 
ecuting attorneys? What then remains? 

The present condition of things operating almost as 
a universal license is intolerable, and is growing worse 
under existing laws. Is it practicable to relieve it by 
a return to a law of possible regulation rather than of 
impossible prohibition? The objections to a license 
law may be many and obvious; but where an evil must 
exist under any form of law, there is a choice in that 
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form which will produce the least evil. We can only 
be guided in this case by experience and _ practical 
results. Legislation in the direction of prohibition has 
failed of its moral and philanthropic object, and is 
worse in its results than ever was a license system ; 
can such a system be desired and applied to this great 
evil as it now exists in the large towns and cities of 
this Commonwealth? I merely suggest; it belongs to 
the wisdom of legislation to decide.

To THE HoNORABLE City COUNCIL: 


In compliance with the provisions of the fifth section of the 
Ordinance concerning Streets, the Superintendent of Streets has 
the honor to submit to the City Council his annual report of the 
expenditures of the Paving Department during the municipal 
year 1861, which period embraces a part of the financial years 
1860-61 and 1861-62, the financial year of the city commencing 
May ist of each year. 

The amount originally appropriated for paving, &c., for the 
financial year 1861-62, was $140,000, to which was added 
$60,000, making the total amount appropriated for the present 
financial year, terminating April 380, 1862, $200,000. The 
amount asked for by the Committee on Paving at the commence- 
ment of the present financial year, was $190,000. ‘The $10,000 
appropriated above that asked for at first, was to meet expenses 
incurred in supporting Dover Street Bridge wall, which was en- 
dangered by excavations required in the construction of Albany 
Street. 

The amount expended during the part of the financial year 
1860-61, from January 1, to May 1, 1861, was § 32,212.60. 

The amount expended during the present financial year 1861— 
62, from May 1, 1861, to January 1, 1862, was $144,766.16. 
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Total amount expended during the municipal year 1861, and 
charged to both appropriations for paving, grading, Wc., was 


$176,978.76. 


This amount of $176,978.76 was expended for paving, repav- 
ing, grading, and repairs of streets, and for grade damages on 
the various streets of the city in detail, as follows : —

Total amount appropriated for paving, Wc., for the present 
financial year, (1861-2,) $200,000; total expenditures of the 
present financial year to January Ist 1862, $144,766.16; bal- 
ance of appropriation January 1, 1862, $55,233.84. 

The amount of bills for constructing sidewalks, &c., (including 
bills against the Suffolk Railroad Company, of 616.85, for 
paving on North Street, and the Metropolitan Railroad Com- 
pany, of $734.20, for paving on Boylston Street,) lodged with 
the City Treasurer during the year 1861, for collection, was 
$11,701.68. The amount paid into the city treasury during 
the same period and credited as having been paid in by the 
- Paving Department, was $9,789.70. Of this amount $3,244.85 
was paid in during the present financial year, since May 1, 
1861. « 

The above embraces, in detail, all the operations of the Pay- 
ing Department during the municipal year 1861, provided by 
the regular standing appropriations. I now proceed to give a 
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statement of the operations of the Department carried on by 
special loans, and to other matters connected with its affairs. 


THE RAISING OF THE GRADE OF DOVER STREET. 


In my last annual report to the City Council I reported that 
under a special loan of $100,000, the grade of Dover Street, 
between Shawmut Avenue and Tremont Street had been raised, 
and that the grading of it to the new grade was commenced 
July, 1860, and had been successfully carried on, but not com- 
pleted that year, in consequence of the inability of the Commit- 
tee on Paving of 1860 to make satisfactory arrangements with — 
the owners of twelve houses on the northerly side of Dover 
Street, between Emerald and Suffolk Streets, to have them ear- 
ried up to the new grade. The Committee on Paving of last 
year, after much earnest effort, finding themselves unable to 
arrange with the owners of said block of houses, to have them 
raised, asked and obtained of the City Council a loan of § 90,000 
for the purchase and finishing of said houses after they had been 
raised, and then to be disposed of. Having obtained this special 
loan, the Committee on Paving found it impossible to complete 
the purchases of the estates in season for the raising of the houses 
last year. The committee, however, gave much time and atten- 
tion to the matter, and succeeded in purchasing all the estates, 
and the deeds of ten of them have passed into the hands of the 
city, and deeds of the remaining two will also be in possession 
of the city in a short time, and the completion of this impor- 
tant work, so long unavoidably delayed, will be accomplished 
at an early period this coming spring, to the great gratification 
of both those who have had it in charge and the citizens gen- 
erally, as the original contract with Messrs. Brown & Blair 
embraces the raising of this block of houses at a stipulated price. 
The roadway and sidewalks of all the street, except one half of 
that portion of it directly in front of the block of houses spoken 
of, were paved in a most thorough manner in July last. 

The amount expended on this Dover Street improvement, 
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including the cost of the houses purchased to January 1, 1862, 
was $167,158.64. Balance of loans unexpended at that date, 
§ 22,841.86. This balance is to pay for the one house in the 
block to be raised, the cost of raising of the block of twelve 
houses, and the making the necessary repairs and alterations 
upon the same, and the completing of the grading and paving 
of the roadway and sidewalks. 

The total amount paid for the sixteen houses on Dover Street, 
purchased by the city, was $106,575. Five of these were pur- 
chased by the Committee on Paving of 1860, and one of them 
sold that year for $5,000, without any cost to the city for re- 
pairs. The Committee on Paving of 1861 caused the remaining 
four of these houses, which had been put in complete and thor- 
ough repair, to be sold, two at private sale and two at public 
auction, for the total sum of $25,250. Total receipts from the 
sale of the five houses, $30,250. The repairs on these houses, 
exclusive of the raising, was $4,060.76. Total amount paid for 
the eleven houses purchased by the Committee on Paving of 
1861, $78,895. The sales of the several estates to the city, 
were upon the condition that a bond should be given satisfactory 
to the City Solicitor, relinquishing all claims for damages against 
the city. Total amount expended on the Dover Street improve- 
ments, to January 1, 1862, $167,158.64. Total amount ex- 
pended for sixteen houses, $106,575. Leaving a balance which 
has been thus far expended on the raising of fifty-two brick 
houses and outbuildings, grading, paving, and repairs on the five 
houses sold, of $60,583.64. Five of the houses it will be seen, 
as stated before, sold for a total of $350,250, and at a low esti- 
mate, the other twelve will bring, say § 65,000, consequently the 
cost of this important and desirable undertaking will not prob- 
ably exceed the amount contemplated at its commencement, of 
§ 100,000, as the sale of the houses will reimburse the treasury 
some $95,000 of the $190,000 borrowed for the prosecution of 
the work.

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THE RAISING OF THE GRADE OF TREMONT STREET. 


The grading of Tremont Street from the railroad bridge to 
Milford Street to the new grade was completed in December, 
1860, and the paving of the roadway and sidewalks was accom- 
plished in the early part of the summer of 1861. The five 
houses purchased by the city at the northwesterly corner of 
Dover Street at a cost of § 28,500, were sold at the close of the 
year, one at private sale, the other four at public auction, for a 
total sum of $20,925. The repairs on these five houses, and 
one in the same block not purchased by the city, upon which the 
city agreed to make the repairs, were § 8,118.61. It should be 
borne in mind that the cost of the houses includes, like those 
purchased on Dover Street, a relinquishment of all claims for 
grade damages. Total amount expended on this improvement 
exclusive of the cost of grading, paving, and watching the 
houses, which were charged to the regular appropriation for 
paving, &c., $74,734.70. The amount appropriated by special 
loans for the settlement of the claims for grade damages and 
land taken to widen this street, was $68,000. There are a few 
outstanding claims to settle, amounting to, say $600. Total 
cost of this improvement, including the paving, grading, Wc., 
less the amount which the houses sold for (§ 20,925), to January 
1, 1862, $76,301.72. 


THE RAISING OF THE GRADE OF ALBION STREET. 


The raising of the grade of Dover, Tremont, and Chapman 
Streets, renders it necessary that the grade of Albion, Emerald, 
Village, Suffolk, Middlesex, and Hingham Streets, between 
Chapman and Dover Streets, should at once be made to conform 
to the new grades of the three first named, and the houses thereon 
raised to the new grade, and the subject received the early at- 
tention of the Committee on Paving of last year, who reported 
on the same to the City Council. An agent was employed by 
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the committee for the purpose of visiting the abuttors on the 
streets in question and making satisfactory arrangements for the 
prosecution of the work, and the result of the labors of the com- 
mittee and their agent, was the obtaining from the abuttors on 
Albion Street of a bond of agreement as to the terms upon which 
their houses could be raised by the city. A special loan of 
$10,000 was obtained from the City Council for the accomplish- 
ment of this work, and the ten brick houses and one wooden on 
Albion Street, between Chapman and Dover Streets, were suc- 
cessfully raised to the newly-established grade, and the whole 
work of grading completed. Total expenditures on this im- 
provement to January 1, 1862, $10,281.69. There is a balance 
due the contractors for raising the houses of § 500. The cost of 
this improvement, it will be seen, will exceed the amount of the 
loan by about g 1,000. 

I most respectfully call the attention to the City Council to 
the fact that justice to those of our citizens who are willing to 
meet the city upon equitable terms of settlement of their claims 
for damages, would dictate that it was the wisest policy of the 
government to at once proceed to raise the houses on the re- 
maining portion of the territory above alluded to, thereby secur- 
ing more healthy tenements for the people, and at the same 
time enhancing the property for taxation. This subject is a very 
important one, and should receive prompt action on the part of 
the City Council of the present year, for at no period could the 
work be more economically prosecuted than during this year. 


THE NEW IRON PAVEMENT. 


The new “cellular iron pavement” laid down in Congress 
Street, in December, 1860, solely at the cost of the owners of 
the patent-right, proved a failure, inasmuch as it wore so slip- 
pery on its surface that it afforded no security whatever for horses, 
and petitions were made to the Board of Aldermen, by the abut- 
tors on said street to have it removed in consequence of the con- 
tinued slipping of horses thereon to their injury. The pave- 
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ment was accordingly taken up by order of the Board of Alder- 
men, and replaced with “trap rock blocks.” The iron blocks 
have been stored subject to the action of the Committee on 
Paving. 


GRADING OF STREETS. 


The additional appropriation for paving, &c., was to a con- 
siderable extent granted for the purpose of enabling the fulfill- 
ing of contracts entered into under authority of orders of the 
Board of Aldermen, for the grading of streets in Hast Boston 
and South Boston, and the undertaking of the grading of other 
streets in both localities, petitioned for. The work of grading is 
now going on in both sections of the city, the weather this sea- 
son having proved quite favorable for the doing of this kind of 
work, furnishing employment to laborers at a time of the year, 
peculiarly this year, when there is a stagnation in the demand 
for them. The grading of the streets will also serve as an in- 
ducement to the owners of land abutting upon them to improve 
their estates by the erection of houses thereon, thereby enhanc- 
ing the value of the property for taxation. 


‘TRAP ROCK BLOCK”? PAVING. 


During the year Congress Street, between State and Lindall 
Streets, Mason Street, West Street, Winter Street, Beacon Street 
between Bowdoin and Park Streets, Boylston Street between 
Washington and Tremont Streets, and Cambridge Street between 
Chambers and Bowdoin Streets, have been repaved with “trap 
rock blocks,” the last mentioned at the sole cost of the Cam- 
bridge Railroad Company. This style of pavement was laid 
down at a great reduction of cost from that of the preceding 
year, on account of the fall in the price of the blocks and 
freights. Thus far this pavement has worn well, and stood a 
good test. An order was passed by the last Board of Aldermen 
for the repaving of Tremont Street between Park and Boylston 
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Streets, with “trap rock blocks.” A portion of the expense of 


this repaving will have to be paid by the Metropolitan Railroad 
Company. 


HORSE RAILROADS. 


The Cambridge Railroad Company in the early part of the 
year completed the laying down of tracks in Causeway, Port- 
land, Lancaster, Merrimac, and Sudbury Streets, and continued 
their double track up Cambridge Street from Chambers Street to 
opposite Dr. Lowell’s Church, and relaid and straightened their 
track in said street between that point and Bowdoin Street, under 
authority of the order of 1860, granting an additional location 
to said company. ‘The roadways of all the above named streets 
except that of Sudbury Street, also those of Lowell and Brigh- 
ton Streets in which the company laid down tracks in the fall of 
1860, were wholly repaved at the cost of the Cambridge Rail- 
road Company, under the direction of the Superintendent of 
Streets, and the sidewalks in said streets were at the same time 
relaid at the cost of the city. The Hast Cambridge and other 
ears are run over the new route which has its termination in 
Chardon Street. 

The Suffolk Railroad Company, under authority of an order of 
location of 1860, laid down tracks in Haverhill, Causeway, and 
Portland Streets, and connected the same with the tracks of the 
Middlesex Railroad in Haymarket Square and Sudbury Street, 
and with those of the Cambridge Railroad Company in Portland 
Street, but owing to the right to run the cars and horses of the 
Suffolk Railroad Company over the tracks of the Metropolitan 
Railroad Company in Washington, Boylston, and Tremont 
Streets, not being confirmed by the Mayor and Board of Alder- 
men, as required by a special act of the Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, no cars have been run over the above, or depot route, as it 
is called. 

The right temporarily granted to the Metropolitan Railroad 
Company to lay down single tracks in Essex Street, Harrison 
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Avenue, and Dover Street, was confirmed to said company by an 
order of the Board of Aldermen of last year granting to them a 
permanent location. 

The Broadway Railroad Company, under authority of an order 
of the Board of Aldermen of 1861, August 20, laid down double 
tracks in Beach Street from South Street to Harrison Avenue, a 
single track in Beach Street from Harrison Avenue to Washing- 
ton Street, and connected said tracks with those of the Metropol- 
itan Railroad Company down in both Washington Street and 
Harrison Avenue. Under the provisions of this location the 
Broadway Railroad Company derived the right to run their 
horses and cars over the tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad in 
Washington Street, Boylston Street, Tremont Street, Cornhill, 
Essex Street, and Harrison Avenue, and the cars from South 
Boston are now run over this route. In accordance with the 
terms of this location the tracks of the Broadway Railroad Com- 
pany in South Street between Beach and Summer Streets, and 
in Summer Street between the Church Green and Federal Street, 
were taken up altogether. 

The subject of commutation tickets between the several horse 
railroad. companies was considered during the last month of 
the year by a committee of the last Board of Aldermen, too late 
for any scheme to be agreed upon, and the subject was referred 
to the early attention of the present Board of Aldermen. The 
commutation system, if carried out in good faith, upon a fair 
basis, will be a source of economy of money and time to the 
great mass of the people, who will improve this cheap method of 
riding from one section of the city to the other, and at the same 
time afford a reasonable profit to the several companies. 

I again recommend to the attention of the Board of Aldermen 
the question of a revision of the rules and regulations for the 
government of horse railroads, to meet the new cases which 
have arisen since their adoption. An act of the: Massachusetts 
Legislature of 1861, gives authority to the City Council to pro- 
vide penalties for violation of rules and regulations. 
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Annexed to this report is a schedule of the property belonging 
to the Paving Department. 
All of which is most respectfully submitted.

SEWERAGE. 


Continued complaints of sewerage of all the lands between 
Church Street and the Back Bay Territory requires me to again 
call your attention to this subject, as one of vital importance to 
the owners and occupants of real estate in this locality ; at the 
present time a nuisance is created by a back flow of waste water, 
and until a remedy is provided by good and sufficient drainage, 
this portion of our city must suffer severely. 

A new sewer on Harrison Avenue, from Dover to Waltham 
Streets, should be constructed early in the spring. During the 
past year repeated complaints have been made of back drainage, 
and cellars on this territory have suffered severely; this subject 
was alluded to in my report of 1860. 

The sewer on Plymouth Street has been reconstructed during 
the past year, and the nuisance of long standing, consisting of 
bad drainage, low lands, &c., is a subject which calls for early 
legislation. 

NUISANCES. 

Thirty-eight orders to abate nuisances have been passed dur- 
ing the year 1861, and of this number ten have been executed. 
Complaints during the past year have been much less than in 
previous years, and a disposition to conform to the laws relating 
to health have been manifested by the citizens generally. 

The nuisance of long standing on the track of the Midland 
or New York Central Railroad from First Street to the sea on 
Dorchester Avenue has claimed the attention of this Department 
for a long time, and on the second day of December last an 
order was passed directing me to furnish teams, men, and mate- 
rial to abate said nuisance, the work to be under the direction 
of the sheriff of the county of Suffolk. All that can be done 
for the present, has been done, and to complete the same. Flood 
gates must be placed in the culvert that keeps the tide from 
flowing therein; at the present time it is impossible on account 
of the ice in the harbor to perform the work required, but as 


soon as a favorable opportunity shall present itself the necessary 
work will be completed. 
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NORTH CHARLES STREET. 


The filling in of this territory is rapidly progressing; during 
the past year that portion inside the bridge has been kept flowed, 
thereby removing the nuisance so often complained of in years 
past. There has been placed upon this territory the past year 
43,973 loads of ashes, dirt, &c., making, since its commence- 
ment, 122,846 loads. About two years will be required to com- 
plete the work. 


SMALL-POX HOSPITAL. 


This building, located on the Fair Grounds, has received but 
two patients during the past year, the building has been occu- . 
pied and properly cared for. Should occasion require its con- 
tinuance for the same purpose, there will be required considera- 
ble alterations and repairs, as the interior is not calculated for 
the wants of those who may occupy the same. 


PAUPERS, PRISONERS, AND THE SICK. 


There is required of this Department to accomplish the trans- 
portation of the above class of persons, three vehicles which are 
daily running from the several stations houses, city lock-up, jail, 
and back, steamer Henry Morrison, public institutions and rail- 
roads, for which two departments only are charged 25 cents for 
each person, the amount of which for the year 1861, as per bills 
rendered, was § 1,261.50.

REPORT. 


Boarp or Directors For Pusuic Institutions, 
Boston, January 1, 1862. 


To THE Mayor AND Crty Councit oF Boston: 


THE Board of Directors for Public Institutions herewith submit 
their Fifth Annual Report. The reports of the Superintendents, 
annexed, present a statement of the condition of the institutions 
under their several charge, to which may be added that, for order 
neatness, economy, and discipline, it is believed they are unsur- 
passed, if equalled, by any similar institutions in this country or 
the Old World. They are confidently referred to as models worthy 
of imitation. A statement of the business of the office, and of 
the receipts and expenditures of the institutions, will be found in 
a report of the Clerk of the Board, which is also herewith. By 
reference to it, it will be seen that the expenditures have been 
considerably diminished. 

A comparison of the cost of supporting the institutions for the 
two past years, is as follows: — 

The whole expenses at the House of Correction for the year 
1860, were $47,318.77. Deducting $3,781.34 for extraordi- 
nary expenditures, such as cost of gas works, and lumber, We., 
incidental to improvements, leaves $42,537.43 as the current 
expenses of the year. The average number of prisoners for the 
year was 390, which gives a cost per week of $2.13 for each 
convict. In 1861 the whole expense was $48,160.05, or deduct- 
ing $1,168.15 for extraordinary expenditures, $41,991.90. The 
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average number of prisoners was 395, and gives $2.04 as the 
weekly cost of each, being a decrease of 9 cents per week in favor 
of the last year. 

The total expense of the Lunatic Hospital for 1860 was 
8 27,622.02, and deducting $3,409.45 for new barn and other 
improvements, leaves $24,212.57. ‘This sum div ided by 155, 
which was the average number of inmates for the year, gives 
$3.00 as the weekly cost of board for each. In 1861 the total 
expense was $26,406.02, or, deducting § 2,575.78 for cost of 
stockade enclosure at the shore, fences, &c., was § 28,830.24. 
The average number of inmates was 178, and gives § 2.57 as 
the weekly cost for each inmate, being a decrease of 48 cents per 
week in favor 1861. 

The total of expenses for the Houses of Industry and Reforma- , 
tion for the year 1860, was $93,130.80. Deducting $17,483.15 
for new barn, repairs, and improvements of buildings, and hay 
purchased to replace that lost by fire, &c., leaves $75,647.15 as 
the current expenses of the year. Divided by an average num- 
ber of inmates, which was 697, it gives $2.08, as the weekly 
expense of each. In 1861 the total of expenses was § 68,680.78, 
and deducting expenditures for new piggery, alterations and im- 
provements of buildings, steam apparatus, furniture, plumbing, 
&e,, amounting to $8,200.00, leaves $60,430.78 as current ex- 
penses. The average number of inmates was 688, and gives 
$1.69 as the weekly cost of supporting each, being a decrease in 
expenses of 39,7; cents per week in favor of the last year. 

By plans which have been adopted, and the active co-operation 
of the Superintendents, which the Board is happy to have occasion 
to acknowledge, it is hoped that succeeding years will show a still 
further reduction of expenses. 

Since the consolidation of the different institutions under the 
present Board, and the establishment of a settled policy, that the 
institutions were to continue at their present locations, considera- 
ble expenditures have from time to time been required for per- 
manent Improvements. Accommodations have been provided for 
increased numbers of inmates, and many necessary conveniences 
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furnished to more fully insure an economical administration of 
the affairs of the institutions. With perhaps the building of a 
storehouse at the House of Correction, and improvements de- 
manded at the Lunatic Hospital, as suggested in the reports of 
the Superintendents of those institutions, but little will be re- 
quired for improvements during the ensuing year, as all the 
buildings are believed to be now in a perfect state of order and 
preservation. 

Attention, however, is called to the report of the Superintend- 
ent of the Lunatic Hospital, in relation to the crowded condition 
of that institution, and the fast-growing necessity for additional 
accommodations. Originally intended for only one hundred in- 
mates, it now contains nearly double that number. The increase 
of patients last year over those of previous years, was so great 
as to compel the Board to decline receiving many boarders who 
desired to avail themselves of the advantages of the Hospital. 

As additional patients would increase the expenses of the in- 
stitution only by the extra cost of supplies, it would have the 
effect to reduce the ratio of the cost of board per week, as will 
be seen by the comparison given of the expenses for the two past 
years. It becomes, therefore, a question whether it would not be 
good economy to extend the conveniences for patients by an 
enlargement of the premises. 

Another and an important suggestion of Dr. Walker, is that in 
relation to cases of Oinomania, of which there is a large class. 
Humanity dictates that. these should be provided for somewhere. 
There is now no place to which such patients can be sent by their 
friends, many of whom are able and willing to pay liberally for 
their care and treatment. Occasionally, as mentioned in the re- 
port of the Hospital, they are admitted as insane. The duration 
of their suffering is generally short, and it would be better, if 
they are to be received, that they should be provided with apart- 
ments separate from the general inmates. Accommodations of 
this kind are furnished in some institutions of high character, 
and are made a considerable source of revenue. It would be 
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creditable to the city to be first in this section of the country in 
providing for a want that has long been felt in the community. 

Though the Board are uot prepared at this time to recommend 
the erection of additional wings to the Hospital, such an exigency 
is not very distant. Should the City Council, however, agree 
with the Board and the Superintendent in the necessity of pro- 
viding for persons suffering with delirium tremens, such an 
enlargement would be requisite at once. 

The plan of refusing permits for persons to visit the Lunatic 
Hospital from mere curiosity, has proved of beneficial tendency. 
The same class of visiting at the Houses of Correction, Industry, 
and Reformation, which has also been much curtailed during the 
past year, should, as far as possible, be dispensed with, and no 
permits granted except for special purposes. No advantage can 
acerue to inmates of penal institutions from being made objects 
of amusement for idle gazers, but on the contrary, much harm 
may be done by its effect in contributing to mortify the convict 
and tend to destroy his future self-respect. As such refusals 
would not prevent examinations of the institutions by all proper 
persons, the Board feel assured that this course will meet the 
approval of the City Council and of all persons desiring the best 
interests of the institutions and their unfortunate inmates. 

In April last the Directors were called to mourn the loss, by 
death, of one of their associates, Pelham Bonney, Ksq., who had 
been connected with the Board from its first organization. Clear 
headed in all business transactions, frank, and honest in his avow- 
als of opinion, uncompromisingly opposed to whatever he believed 
wrong, strictly devoted to the interests of the city, and of a 
kindly disposition which led him to sympathize keenly with the 
unfortunate inmates of the institutions, he was eminently fitted 
for the position he held.. His absence will be regretted by many, 
and his memory will live long with those who knew him best. 

In May, Ezra H. Baker, Esq., a former member of the Board, 
was elected to fill the vacancy occasioned by the decease of Mr 
Bonney. 

The steamer Henry Morrison, with the exception of the time 
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required in the spring for thoroughly repairing and furnishing 
her with a new boiler, has made her trips regularly through the 
year without any accident. 

In anticipation of an expected advance in the price of certain 
articles of supplies, particularly coffee, tea, sugar, molasses, and 
flour, the Board unanimously, though not in strict accordance 
with the Ordinance, ordered the purchase of larger quantities of 
such articles than were required for the immediate demand. 
The result was a saving of several thousand dollars. 


LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


The stockade enclosure in the rear of the Lunatic Hospital, 
mentioned in the last report, was built during the summer at a 
cost of several hundred dollars within the appropriation. The 
new fencing in front and between the institutions at South Bos- 
ton, so long required, and a considerable quantity upon the sides 
of the premises has also been completed during the year at a 
moderate expenditure of money. The whole of the labor, car- 
pentering, painting, &c., was done by the convicts of the House 
of Correction, under the direction of Captain Robbins, who, in 
addition to his ability as master, has evinced much of mechani- 
eal skill. The cost of the lumber, paints, and ironwork for the 
whole line of fence in front, nearly nine hundred feet in length, 
was only about one thousand dollars. 

The Board have nothing especial to say further in relation to 
this institution than the references made elsewhere to the report 
of the Superintendent, except that it continues to do its good 
work. Its deeds are the best of eulogy upon the skill and 
untiring devotion of Dr. Walker to the duties of his office and 
his warm sympathy for the patients under his care. The city 
has no better charity than the Lunatic Hospital. 
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HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


The agricultural knowledge of the new Superintendent of the 
House of Industry is readily recognized by the changes made at 
the island in a single season. Many improvements, such as 
roads, drains, and filling and grading land, have been projected, 
and some of them completed. With the same policy and energy 
continued, it will not require many years to transform the island 
so as to become one of the model ‘farms of the commonwealth. 
lis cultivation then, instead of yielding much less than is re- 
quired for the wants of the institution, may be made to contrib- 
ute something towards its support. 

Up to last summer, the wooden mansion house at the island 
had been under the care of the former directors of the House of 
Industry, and subsequently of this Board, and occupied as the 
residence of the Superintendent. When the Board took charge 
of the institution it was claimed that it was in charge of the 
External Health Department, and, by vote of the Board of Al- 
dermen, was assigned, together with the furniture and fixtures, 
to the use of the Port Physician. 

It thus became necessary to provide a residence and new fur- 
niture for the Superintendent elsewhere. The brick building 
originally intended for his use, and the only suitable place for 
him, was occupied by the assistant superintendent and family 
and the subordinate officers. To provide accommodations for 
these last named rooms were constructed in the wings to the 
main building. Though the change involved a considerable 
expenditure it is believed, on the whole, to be highly beneficial 
to the institution. As now arranged the Superintendent and all 
the officers reside within the walls of the brick building. The 
Superintendent and family in the centre, and the officers and 
matrons in the several rooms constructed for them in the wings. 
By this arrangement a better oversight and supervision of the 
inmates is maintained in the night as well as in the daytime. 

The charge of the medical department of the House of Indus- 
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try was formerly merged with the duties of Superintendent. The 
Board deeming it advisable to separate the office from that of 
Superintendent, and have a physician who could devote his 
‘whole time to the care of the patients, and dispense with stu- 
dents, elected Dr. Theodore W. Fisher, formerly assistant physi- 
eian at the Lunatic Hospital, a course which they have had no 
occasion to regret. 

During the summer an alteration in the Hospital accommoda- 
tions was made, which had been in contemplation for several 
years, but deferred from time to time in consequence of more 
pressing matters requiring expenditures. The change consisted 
in transforming the large open wards into a series of dormitories 
well warmed, lighted, and ventilated, but with grated doors. Its 
excellent effect, as shown by the great decrease of sickness, was 
very remarkable. The lazy, who found it rather a luxury to be 
invalids under the congregate, or “social system,” repudiated 
the occupancy of single apartments, and left them for the com- 
fort and quict of those really sick. 

A new piggery, to supply the loss of the one destroyed by fire, 
was completed early in the fall, and immediately occupied by 
about one hundred and fifty hogs and pigs. It is built in the 
best manner, and with all the conveniences that experience could 
suggest. Its practical operation has proven that there is no oc- 
casion to purchase pork for the institution as heretofore. While 
the porcine family has been kept up to its full number, the sup- 
ply of pork raised has been ample for all wants, and left a toler- 
able surplus on hand at the expiration of the year. The saving 
to the institution, in this item alone, was some seventeen hundred 
dollars over the cost of the preceding year. 

Encouraged by the result of the piggery, the subject of an ex- 
tensive one for the use of the city swill engaged the attention of 
the Board. The matter was fully and carefully considered by a 
committee, whose report established the feasibility of the plan, 
and the advantages, particularly as a sanitary measure, of such 
a disposition of the swill. It was also demonstrated that it would 
be an excellent operation in a financial point of view. The 
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' Board was about to ask the attention of the City Council to it, 
when a discovery was made that the contract with the parties who 
now receive the swill gave them the extraordinary right, upon 
the expiration of their present term, to renew for five years more, — 
upon the same conditions, and at the same rate of compensation. 
As the contract seemed imperative, without any right on the part 
of the city to amend or cancel, except for breach of conditions, 
the project has been abandoned. 

The attention of the Board having been called to the condi- 
tion of the shores at Deer Island, and the constant wearing away 
of the land from the effect of storms, and the flooding of the 
lower parts during high tides, with consequent injury to the water 
of the wells from the infiltration of salt water, a committee was 
appointed to examine the whole matter and to propose a remedy. 
After full consideration and consultation with numerous practical 
experts, it was deemed advisable that a substantial sea wall 
should be built the length of the southwest shore, from the steam- 
boat wharf, to the point at Shirley Gut. By this plan, in addi- 
tion to protection, a large area of land could be made by the 
labor of the inmates with filling of earth from the adjacent hill. 
They so reported to the Board with a recommendation that appli- 
cation should be made to the City Council for an appropriation 
to carry it into effect. This report and recommendation were 
adopted and application was duly made. It was referred to a 
committee of the City Council, who subsequently reported that 
it was inexpedient to grant the same. 

It was understood from members of the committee that this 
result was determined upon on the ground that the great expense 
necessarily attendant upon the present condition of the country, 
would not warrant such an expenditure at this time. The Board 
however confidently believe that their views will eventually be 
concurred in, and respectfully ask a consideration of the subject. 
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HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


By the new rules, approved by the City Council early in the 
year, the management of the House of Reformation was changed. 
It placed the whole under the charge of a Superintendent, instead 
of the Teacher as before, thus rendering the latter subordinate 
to the former. This course was rendered necessary from the 
press of duties consequent upon the care of the institution, other 
than those pertaining to the schools, and to which the teacher 
could not properly attend. Its visible effect, in the economy of 
clothing and advantageous employment of the boys, early became 
apparent. 

In the early part of the year, the “ Girls’ Reformatory School,” 
which before had only an anomalous existence, was, by Ordinance 
of the City, made a branch of the House of Reformation, as 
authorized by Statute, and brought under the Superintendent. 
The improved condition and discipline of the girls under the 
change is very marked, as is also their improvement in study and 
useful labor. 

In the month of May the contract with Messrs. Cole, Wood & 
Co., for the labor of the boys at shoemaking, was terminated by 
the mutual consent of all parties. 

During the year two fires occurred in the premises occupied by 
the reformation boys. The first was during the month of April, 
but no material damage was done. The origin of the fire was never 
satisfactorily ascertained, but was supposed to have been caused 
by the spontaneous combustion of some oiled rags in a closet in 
in the boys’ dining hall. 

In the month of June, a fire was discovered in a closet of the 
same room, among some brooms and adjoining a wooden parti- 
tion. It was not extinguished till after considerable damage had 
been done. The coolness and energy of the officers on that occa- 
sion cannot be too highly commended, as, but for their efforts, 
the fire would in a few minutes have obtained such headway as 
to be beyond control, and have eventuated in the loss of the entire 
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premises. The incendiary was Patrick Dempsey an inmate of 
the house, about eighteen years of age, who was committed for 
vagrancy in 1859. He made a voluntary and full confession to 
the Superintendent and to the President and other members of 
the Board, and when arraigned in Court upon indictment plead 
guilty. He was sentenced to the State Prison for seven years. 

In the month of July, Mr. L. D. Lincoln, in pursuance of a 
long cherished purpose, resigned the position of Teacher of the 
House of Reformation, an office which he had held for twelve 
years with acceptance to the Directors and credit to himself. 

In the last annual report mention was made of the establish- 
ment of the nautical branch of the State Reform School and of 
the accommodations afforded there and at Westboro’, open equally 
to the city of Boston, in common with other cities and towns of the 
State. As the school at Deer Island was very crowded, and the 
commitments rapidly increasing the impolicy of receiving any 
more boys, when by law they could be sent to the State institu- 
tions, upon the payment of fifty cents per week, was also sug- 
gested. Subsequently, upon full examination of the subject, the 
Board on March 22d, voted that it was inexpedient to consent to 
the admission of any more boys. 

The report of the committee giving the reasons upon which 
this action was based, will be found in an Appendix. 

The wisdom of this decision soon became apparent, and the ad- 
vantages anticipated at once began to develop themselves. With 
no fresh infusion of evil element from the city, the manner and 
behavior of the boys, and their attention to study and discipline, 
rapidly improved. 

Karly in the summer the larger boys, numbering about one 
half the school, were put at work upon the farm, and, so far as 
they were concerned, studies were abandoned. The effect upon 
their physical condition was most salutary, particularly to many 
of them, who from time to time had been afflicted with diseases 
of the eye. It rendered them rugged and cheerful, and in the 
fall they returned to their books with an increased zest, giving 
earnest that they would learn more during the winter than they 
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could have done if continued in school all the year round. Many 
of them now manifest a desire for education, while before they 
were indifferent to it: 

By the arrangement adopted, the boys will have ample oppor- 
tunity to acquire knowledge of farm labor, for which some of 
them express a predilection. As the time allotted for schooling 
is longer than that afforded to farmers’ sons in the country, there 
is no reason why they may not receive equally as good an 
education. 

With this satisfactory state of affairs, the Board were some- 
what surprised to find that the Inspectors of Prisons for the 
County of Suffolk, in a report of their semi-annual visits to the 
institutions, which states the examination of the House of Refor- 
mation to have been made on January 18, 1861, should have 
thought fit, apart from the regular report of their visit, to pre- 
sent “remarks” in relation to that institution upon a condition 
which did not at that time exist, and to volunteer suggestions 
which are believed to be out of their official province, and not 
warranted. 

The Directors by no means dissent from the right of the In- 
spectors, “twice in each year at intervals not exceeding eight 
months,” to “fully examine into everything relating to the govern- 
ment, discipline, and police” of all prisons, and “as soon as may 
be after such inspection make and subscribe such a detailed report 
to the Aldermen in relation {o the prison in the city of Boston” of 
“ any evils or defects in the construction, discipline, or management 
of such prisons,” “and whether any provisions of law in relation 
to such prisons have been violated or neglected, with the causes, if 
known, of such violation and neglect.” 

The report referred to was presented in the Board of Aldermen 
October 28, 1861, and states the visits to the institutions to have 

been made in the following order. To the House of Reformation 
‘on J anuary 13th, to the House of Industry on January 24th, to 
the Lunatic Hospital on February 20th, and to the House of Cor- 
rection on March 7th. Their report upon the House of Retforma- 
tion is as follows: — 
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“The Inspectors visited the House for the Employment and 
Reformation of Juvenile Offenders on the thirteenth day of Jan- 
uary last past, and made the usual inspection of the buildings 
and grounds, and examined each of the inmates as to any cause 
of complaint which he might have. They also made all neces- 
sary inquiries of the person having charge of them, and submit 
the following. 

“The whole number of boys committed since last inspection is 
279. 683 were admitted, and 57 discharged, leaving 222 now | 
in the House, six more than at last inspection. 


** HEALTH. 


“No deaths have occurred among the boys since the last report, 
there have been a few cases of Ophthalmia, but the disease | is 
gradually disappearing from the school. 


“* SCHOOL. 


“The Schools are organized into three divisions, as heretofore, 
and are in a prosperous condition. Most of the boys are much 
anunated in their studies, and give good attention to moral in- 
struction. The common English branches are taught them. 
The text-books are the same as recommended by the Boston 
School Committee for the Public Schools. 


‘‘ EMPLOYMENT. 


“One hundred of the boys are employed upon the farm until 
October. Since then the same number have been put to shoe- 
making, on a contract with Messrs. Cole, Wood & Co., and are 
doing well. The remainder are employed in knitting, and in | 
the domestic work of the house. 
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‘* CLOTHING, FOOD, ETC. 


“The boys are well supplied with clothing, beds and bedding, 
and are furnished daily with three meals of good and wholesome 
food. Their rations are as follows: For breakfast, chocolate, 
and bread; supper, tea or shells, and bread; dinner consists of 

“Sunday. — Baked beans and pork, with bread. | 

“Monday. — Beef soup, potatoes, other vegetables, with bread. 

* Tuesday. — Stewed beans and pork, with bread. 

“Wednesday. — Beef soup, potatoes, other vegetables, with 
bread. 

“Thursday. — Stewed beans and pork, with bread. 

“Friday. — Salt fish, pork, potatoes, and bread. 

“Saturday. — Beef soup, potatoes, other vegetables, and bread. 

* Vegetables consist of beets, turnips, onions, carrots, and cab- 
bages, in their season. Time occupied at each meal, about 35 
minutes. The boys’ tables are furnished at morning and evening 
meals with white stone china bowls, and spoons. At noon, with 
knives and forks, stone china soup-plates and bowls.” 

Surely this report would appear to be satisfactory, but the 
subsequent action of the Board in refusing to consent to the ad- 
mission of any more boys seems to have elicited the “remarks ” 
which are appended to their report. They appear to be a review 
of the history of the House and of the action of the Board, to- 
gether with suggestions as to the powers and duties of the Direc- 
tors, and an avowal of the opinions of the Inspectors, how such 
an institution should be conducted. 

With all due respect for the views of the Honorable Inspectors, 
the Directors believe they have exercised good judgment and 
discretion in the matters alluded to—that they have acted for 
the best interests of the city, and of the community at large, 
and by no means transcended or fallen short, of the powers and 
duties conferred upon them by the laws of the State and ordi- 
nances of the City. 

In the preparation of the “remarks” referred to, an evident 


misunderstanding of the state of affairs at the institution is mani- 
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fest. A knowledge of the facts would have satisfied the Inspect- 
ors that it was an error to state that “ the schools for both boys and 
girls have been in part, or entirely, suspended, and the boys put to 
work with wheelbarrows and picks in excavating and filling up 
land on the island, while the girls have been put into the kitchen, 
to do the work there.” The facts are, that the school for the girls 
has not, at any time, been suspended in whole or in part, — that 
only a part of the boys, the larger ones, have been put at work 
on the land, and that the girls have not been put into the kitch- 
en, to do the work. 

Even were it true that the girls had been employed as stated, 
the Directors submit whether the most valuable instruction that 
can be given them is not such as would fit them for useful em- 
ployment in after life, according to their station in society. The 
only regret is that there are no accommodations in the building, 
apart from the adults, where they could be employed in doing, 
at least, their own cooking and washing. 

The Board intend that all the inmates shall be treated with 
proper kindness, but they do not believe that the object of re- 
formatories can be accomplished by merely keeping boarding 
schools for boys and girls. The latter course would virtually be 
a premium to the vicious, by affording them better educational 
advantages than are enjoyed by the children of the virtuous 
poor. 

The food too, it is believed, should be wholesome and abun- 
dant, without the addition of luxuries. The official report of the 
Inspectors states the food furnished the boys to be “ three meals 
of good and wholesome food,’ but in the “remarks” it is implied 
that there should be a change. It says, ‘* Instead of the fare of 
a prison, we would suggest a greater variety of simple food,” and 
“would tt not be well to give these children milk to eat at times, 
and would not the allowance of butter at least once a day, with an 
occasional biscutt, do more to soften their dispositions and subdue 
their natures?” 

Again, having seen the statistics of the cost of the bare materi- 
als of the meals provided at the Lunatic Hospital, they suggest 
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that “ these children,” a majority of whom are upwards of fourteen 
years of age, and some of them men in stature and nearly so in 
years, should be fed like the boarders at the Hospital. The sys- 
tem of softening dispositions with “butter at least once a day, 
with an occasional biscuit,” the Directors do not believe appropri- 
ate for the Boston House of Reformation, or of any other. 

A little knowledge of the working of such institutions would 
have satisfied the Inspectors that finding masters to receive the 
boys is not very easy, and that the plan recommended of “ em- 
ploying one or more competent persons to canvass the country and 
procure places” to bind out the children, and “ requdring the party 
to whom the child is apprenticed to pay a small sum to the agent 
thus employed,’ though very pretty in theory, would be entirely 
futile in practice. 


HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The House of Correction continues to maintain its excellent 
reputation as an undesirable place of abode for “rogues and vag- 
abonds,” for whom it was more especially established. A change 
in the state of the times has reduced the number of inmates from 
four hundred and twenty-four on the 1st of January, 1861, to 
two hundred and eighty-one at the present time. With this re- 
duced number, however, it has not always been easy to find the 
employment “at labor” to which they were sentenced. 

On the ist of January, 1861, Messrs. Harvey, Burton & Co. 
commenced upon their contract for the labor of one hundred pris- 
oners at brush-making, occupying the room formerly used as a 
shoe-shop. The men so employed were those formerly used by 
Messrs. Townsend, Mallard & Cowin, whose contract had been 
cancelled agreeable to its conditions, 

The brush business was successfully and satisfactorily pros- 
ecuted till the 10th of August, when, in consequence of the gen- 
eral depression of business, the contractors asked to be relieved 
from the performance of so much of their contract as required 
the employment of their full number of convicts. After a full 
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consideration it was mutually agreed that the prisoners should 
only work the first three days in the week. On the 25th of No- 
vember the contractors again commenced working the men full 
time. 

On the 21st February the American Whip Company threw up 
their contract for men, having previously given notice agreeable 
to the conditions of the same. 

In consequence of the termination of the whip contract, and 
the prisoners on the brush work being employed only half the 
time, a large number of convicts were without any employment. 
It being necessary, in order to keep up the discipline of the prison, 
that they should have work, and it being found impossible to con- 
tract with any parties for their labor, they were employed in 
making improvements about the grounds of the establishment. 

In this way their labor was turned to good account in setting 
the posts and building and painting the fences, grading the street 
in front of the institutions, building a new gate-house, setting out 
trees, digging a cellar under the whip-shop, laying sidewalks, 
and general improvements of the premises, in addition to filling 
a large patch, formerly used as a receptacle of rubbish in the 
rear of the grounds.. This last has been covered with good loam 
from the city. lands in the vicinity, and converted into an excel- 
lent piece of land, to be used as a vegetable garden, for which it 
is admirably calculated. 

Though the want of regular employment rendered the prison- 
ers restless and difficult of management, and required much ad- 
ditional vigilance, it is a fact worthy of comment that there was 
no outbreak, or important violation of the rules, during the year. 
The prisoners competent to labor are now all employed, and the 
general affairs of the institution in most excellent condition.

REPORT 


Of a Committee of the Board of Directors for Public Institutions in 
reference to the admission of Boys to the House of Reformation. 


Boarp or Drrecrors For Pusuic INstITUTIONS, } 
Boston, March 8, 1861. 

Tux Committee to whom was referred the Resolve, ‘‘ That in the opin- 
ion of this Board it is inexpedient to consent to the admission of any 
more boys to the House of Reformation,” have considered the subject, 
and submit the following, report: — 

The House of Reformation was established March 4, 1826, for ‘“ the 
employment and reformation of juvenile offenders.” In the early years 
of the institution it, in a great measure, accomplished the purpose for 
which it was established. The number of its inmates was comparatively 
limited. They were of better material than those of the present day, 
and great care was exercised in their training, the Directors being of 
those whose hearts were in the work, and who gave the subject of refor- 
mation their special attention. As a consequence, large numbers were 
fitted to be apprenticed, and, finding good masters, they have done 
credit to the institution, and grown up to be good citizens. Many sub- 
stantial farmers, and many prosperous master mechanics in the towns of 
Massachusetts, who stand high in the respect of their fellow-citizens, 
have no hesitation in avowing that the Boston House of Reformation was 
the rock of salvation that saved them from a life of shame and crime. 
In later years the character of the school has been gradually deteriorat- 
ing. The boys have not been of so good a class, and much difficulty 
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has been found to exist in procuring masters willing to take them as ap- 
prentices. They were fitted to go out and were fast becoming of an age 
that rendered them unsuitable to remain longer in the House. From 
the year 1850 up to the time of the organization of the present Board, 
the Directors felt the difficulty to be continually increasing. Under 
these circumstances they turned their attention to procuring situations 


for them on board Indiamen, Whalemen, and other vessels bound on 


long voyages, and some six or eight were from year to year pardoned 
and sent to sea. It is believed that many of them have done well. In 
May, 1851, the Truant law was enacted, but it does not appear to 
have materially increased the number of the school, till in 1854 and 
1855, when it rapidly advanced from its lowest point of fifty-nine inmates 
to one hundred and forty-four. This increase was occasioned by a raid 
upon the truants, as many as four, six, eight, and even twelve having 
been committed in one day. In January, 1851, the whole number of 
inmates was eighty-four. There have since been admitted, apprenticed, 
and pardoned, as follows: —

The highest point the school has ever reached was in May, 1860, 
when there were two hundred and thirty-four. The lowest point was in 
June, 1854, when there were only fifty-nine. Of the large number par- 
doned were those reformed or sent to sea, while others were given up to 
parents or guardians, upon condition of removal from the State. 

At the time of the removal of the Institution to Deer Island, in July, 
1858, the whole number was one hundred and sixty-one, of which one 
hundred and five were committed, on terms of from one to two years, 


— 
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for truancy. There have been since committed three hundred and fifty- 
six, of which one hundred and fifty-five were for truancy. There were 
committed last year one hundred and twenty-seven, of which only thirty- 
nine were for truancy. The number there at this time, or on March 1, 
of the present year, is two hundred and twenty-one, of which only sixty- 
eight are committed for truancy. 

Thus it will be seen that since the removal of the Institution to 
Deer Island, its character has become completely changed. Then it 
contained one hundred and five, committed on short terms for tru- 
ancy, in the hope that they might be benefited, to fifty-six sentenced 
during minority, who became our wards, to bind out or otherwise 
manage for their good. If the school was now constituted as it then 
was, we might hope, by apprenticing and the discharges from expira- 
tion of sentence, to keep within a reasonable number that might be 
benefited; but now, we find the class of inmates reversed, and that 
there are only sixty-eight truants to one hundred and fifty-three sent 
during minority. 

These statistics and an examination of the subject have led the 
Committee to doubt whether our House of Reformation is beneficial 
in its tendency. A house of reformation is not intended to be a house 
of correction, though much of its discipline may assimilate thereto, 
nor should it be a prison for the reception and punishment of those 
whose habits have confirmed them in vice or crime. Only certain 
classes are calculated to be benefited by a residence therein, Only such 
as are of tender years and just commencing a course of vice should be 
admitted, for of such there may be hope of reform, while even a few un- 
suitable inmates may work more harm than all that can be accomplished 
for good by the most strenuous endeavors of those having charge. Boys of 
feeble intellect and those manifesting incipient insanity, and others who, 
though young in years, have fixed characters and are matured in vice, 
are not suitable for such an institution. That there are many such in 
our House is not a matter of question. They cannot be benefited, but 
on the contrary the effect is to make them still worse, and, by’their 
presence, to destroy discipline and prevent the reformation of others. 
Too great care cannot be exercised in regard to the condition and char- 
acter of the subjects admitted, and yet it does not seem to have been con- 
sidered at all. The committing magistrates have not time, even if they 
had the disposition, and, a boy being complained of, they have probably 
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felt that they had no option in the matter; and hence we find that 
nearly, if not more than, one half of the inmates of our House of Refor- 
mation are not suitable subjects for such an institution. Most of them 
are irreclaimably bad, while many are fast approaching manhood. In 
this view the question naturally arises, What is to be done with them? 
No suitable masters can be found who will accept any such as appren- 
tices; indeed it is difficult to find places for the few who are good and 
can be recommended. What is to be the future of the school if the 
present system continues? According to the statistics given, we have 
shown that if it continues to increase in the same ratio as for the past 
two years, we shall ere long need accommodations for some four to five 
hundred, with many of them men grown.

Association with such must be detrimental to the young and those 
sent for truancy, as experience has already proven. Many who have 
had terms of from one to two years for truancy, instead of being benefited 
thereby, seem to have grown worse from contact with the more vicious, 
with whom they first became acquainted at the Institution, and soon after 
being discharged have been returned on conviction for larceny or other 
offence, under sentence during their minority. If good is to be expected 
from the continuance of the school, it can only be under a new order of 
things. To accomplish this it seems to the Committee that it will bet 
better to decline receiving any more inmates till the number shall be so 
decreased as to satisfy the Board that it can be worked so as to benefit 
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the community, and then, that it shall not be increased again till ayr- 
rangements are made to prevent the admission of improper subjects. 
By adopting this course at the present time no harm can come to the 
public, inasmuch as there are ample accommodations at the State Reform 
School, at Westboro’, and on board the Nautical Branch Ship. It would 
also be a large item of economy to the city. Thus far Boston has been 
content to bear all the expense of supporting her reformation subjects, and 
has not availed herself of the advantages of the State school, which are 
open equally to her with every city and town in the State, while she pays 
by her proportion of the State tax one third of the expense of support- 
ing the same. By Statute law the city or town from which any boy is 
sent to the State institution, is holden to pay at the rate of fifty cents 
per week so long as such inmate remains therein. As the cost of main- 
taining inmates at Deer Island is something over two dollars per week, 
it will be seen that a saving of some seventy-five dollars per year can 
be made to the city on each boy, to say nothing of the fact of being 
relieved of the care and responsibility of the charge of a very unsatis- 
factory and undesirable class. The Board are compelled to receive 
those convicted under the truant law, but none others. The law author- 
izing the establishment of the school, after enumerating the kind of 
cases that may be committed thereto says, that before passing sentence 
of the law, ‘‘ notice shall be given to the Directors of said House ; and 
in case said Directors shall declare their assent to the admission of such 
child into said House, the judge or justice shall sentence him or her to 
said house of employment and reformation.” 

It will be seen, therefore, that no legal obstacle exists to prevent the 
Board taking such measures as will lead eventually to a more moderate 
number, which might ultimately become such a class of inmates as 
could be benefited by a residence at the Institution. The Committee 
have, therefore, no hesitation in recommending the adoption of the

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


To tur Boarp or Directors ror Pusiic Institutions: 


GxNTLEMEN: The Report of the Boston Lunatic Hospital for the year 
1861 is herewith respectfully submitted. 

There were remaining, at the date of the last Report, one hundred 
and sixty-seven patients. There have been admitted since, one hun- 
dred and ten. Two hundred and seventy-seven have been under care 
during the year. Of these, eighty-four have been discharged. Forty- 
six were recovered; fifteen more or less improved. Seven were unim- 
proved, and sixteen have died. One hundred and ninety-three remain 
under treatment at this date. 

In this succinct statement it appears not only that our former history 
is repeating itself, but that our experience conforms to that of all other 
hospitals of this kind, whose inmates are not exclusively private. The 
number of our permanent residents is steadily increasing, and our means 
of active and extended usefulness correspondingly diminishing, for the 
simple want of room. Applications for the admission of patients are 
multiplying monthly, and we are more and more frequently compelled 
to refuse them. Many of these do not come under your notice, for the 
reason that the friends apply directly to the Hospital, and being told 
that we cannot suitably accommodate them, they go elsewhere, or do the 
best they can at home.

The health of the Hospital, during the past year, has been excellent. 
About the middle of September we were surprised, one morning, by the 
appearance of some twenty cases of diarrhoea among the patients. But 
by immediately washing out all the soil-pipes and drains, and increasing 
our fires, (which it is our custom to light as soon as the nights begin to 
be damp,) so as not only to warm, but to thoroughly dry the atmosphere 
of the halls, all traces of it were removed in the course of thirty-six 
hours. With this exception, the sickness of the year has come in the 
form of those diseases usually prevalent in hospitals of this sort, as will 
be seen by a glance at the ‘‘ Causes of Death.” Although we have had 
many cases with strong suicidal tendencies, no violent death has added 
to our anxieties. One death, not from natural cause, has occurred. 
The patient had been here about two months, and was slowly recovering. 
He was quite inoffensive, and was deemed entirely safe. For three 
weeks he had been allowed the freedom of the enclosure, a privilege 
which he highly prized. One day he was found drowned on the beach..

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From his position in the water, it was thought that he had an apoplectic 
fit, or what was more probable, from his disposition and habits, that he 
sat down on the sunny side of the sea-wall and fell asleep. A coroner 
was called. 

The number of those who have recovered and improved, is gratifying 
and encouraging. Our success in these particulars would doubtless have 
been greater, did the community properly appreciate the vital impor- 
tance of subjecting this discase to suitable treatment in its earliest stages. 
More than three quarters of all recoveries are of those admitted during 
the first three months of the disease. And yet sensible and well-informed 
people, who promptly call their physician at the first slight cough or 
twinge of rheumatism, are found trifling with and neglecting this most 
subtle and fearful of maladies. This is due in part to the natural 
reluctance to send the loved one, at such a time, away from their own 
personal care and tender services; but also, in no small degree, to a 
lingering participation in the old belief, which has passed away with the 
whips and chains and dungeons of former times, that insanity necessa- 
rily involves disgrace. What is true of recoveries is equally true of 
those cases which, unfortunately, are susceptible of improvement only. 
How important that such cases be placed under the moulding influences 
of experienced management before their wrong habits of thought and 
action become confirmed. 

One case in point you will doubtless recollect. The patient under a 
strong delusion that he was divinely commissioned, had for more than 
two years before admission here confined himself to bed, where the sub- 
ject of uncontrollable impulse to shout, ‘in season and out of season,” 
with the full powers of a splendid pair of lungs, and of spasms which 
would shake the room he occupied, and during which he would inflict 
severe blows upon his own person, he destroyed the comfort of his family, 
and rendered his neighborhood unendurable. In such condition he was 
brought here late at night. While in the reception-room he was seized 
with a terrible spasm, and in that state was borne to bed. In four days 
he was up and walking in the ward, and in one week was out of doors, 
and kicking football. Firmness and persistence of purpose, with the 
kindliest treatment, wrought this sudden and wonderful change. Who 
can doubt that had he been subjected to treatment at an earlier day, he 
would ere this have been restored to his family, the kind, generous, 
thoughtful husband and father, he was by nature ? 
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If it be important that the insane be placed early under hospital care, 
it is not less important that they be not removed until recovery has been 
fully confirmed. More than half the relapses which occur in this dis- 
ease, are in consequence of such premature removals. Nothing is so 
disheartening to the conscientious Superintendent as the unadvised re- 
moval, to scenes and influences he is wholly unprepared to encounter 
successfully, of one who has cost him weeks of anxious care and thought- 
ful labor at the very time when he knows, that if undisturbed, he has 
the entire control of the result. In one case during the past year, we 
successfully resisted the repeated demands of friends, and within a few 
days have received their united and hearty thanks for so domg. In 
another case our efforts were unsuccessful, but shortly after the patient 
was readmitted at the urgent request of a whole family. 

During the year several cases of Oinomania have been admitted. 
Some of these when received were suffering with delirium tremens. 
All of them are unsuitable cases for treatment in a hospital for the 


_ insane. They demand and should have privileges which it is difficult 


\ 


to afford them, without creating excitement and discontent among the 
other patients. Moreover, wholly unable to see insanity in those most 
troublesome and difficult cases, in which the experienced eye alone can 
detect the insidious evil, they foster by their conversation and influence 
that restlessness under necessary and wholesome restraint, and that 
suspicion of the motives of those who have charge of them, which are 
among the greatest obstacles to the successful treatment of the insane. 
Still, with the present needs of our city, I do not see how we can well 
refuse to receive this class, and I therefore respectfully ask your atten- 
tion to the propriety of providing separate wards for them, where they 
can be treated with greater advantage to themselves and less injury to 
others. 

In this connection, permit me also to present to your consideration 
the subject of further and better dining-room accommodations. At pres- 
ent, nearly one half of our inmates are obliged to take their meals in 
the wards. This arrangement seriously disturbs the good order and 
discipline of the wards, and the proper classification and comfort of the 
inmates. Your frequent observation of its inconveniences renders it 
unnecessary to say more in regard to it. It is proper to add, however, 
that our present dining-rooms are greatly needed for reception or visiting 
rooms, where the friends of the patients can comfortably see and con- 
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verse with them without unnecessary contact with others. I allude to 
this matter with some hesitation, not knowing how the proposed opening 
of a new avenue from a point near us to the city proper may affect the 
question of further permanent improvements here. 

The improvements in our buildings and grounds are not less useful 
than ornamental. The erection of a neat, open, front fence, built in ex- 
cellent taste and with good judgment, under the direction of Captain 
Robbins, of the House of Correction, to whom we are also indebted for 
useful suggestions and valuable assistance in grading our grounds, re- 
moving the out-buildings, and rebuilding the division fences, and the 
use of neutral colors in the paint and washes, have entirely removed the 
almshouse and prison aspect given to our grounds by the old, close, 
white enclosure, which was so distasteful to our sensitive inmates. The 
completion of the water fence, besides enabling us to place all the out- 
buildings in a compact and convenient position, has given us the means 
of reclaiming a considerable tract from the beach and the flats. Twenty- 
nine thousand three hundred and fifty-six feet have thus been made 
available for garden purposes. Most of the labor necessary for this 
work, except that of carting the loam, was the voluntary offering of the 
patients, with an incalculable amount of good to themselves incidentally. 
Besides adding materially to our yearly supply of vegetables, this 
addition to our garden will enable us to furnish for the inmates more 
active out-door employment, a means of good more needed than any 
other in this institution. 

Our sources of amusement and recreation are the same that have 
heretofore supplied us. The bowling-alley and billiard-room are con- 
stantly in use. Football and other games out of doors, and cards, 
chess, draughts, dancing, and the like amusements, within doors, re- 
lieve the monotony of hospital life. The great event of the year how- 
ever, in this connection, was the harbor excursion. A few years ago, 
and he would have been thought a madman who should have seriously 
proposed to take a party of insane persons out upon the water. Yet, 
for several years, we have done so with entire success. During the 
past summer one hundred of our patients, through your kindness, went 
on board the Henry Morrison and, with a band of music, proceeded 
down the harbor. By invitation of Brigadier-General Andrews, then 
commanding at Fort Warren, they landed there, and witnessed a dress 
parade, ordered, for their gratification, by Colonel Webster. Through- 
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out the visit their deportment was marked by greater propriety than 
that of any other party present. Although there were two thousand 
other visitors at the fort, and another boat at the wharf when we left, 
all reached home in safety, and with no excitement but that of a pleas- 
ant and healthful character. More recently, you have witnessed our 
festivities under the Christmas-trees, and observed the deep and lasting 
nature of their influence. The late dance, on New Year’s night, was 
more keenly enjoyed by a larger number than any before it. Through 
the continued kindness of Director Kimball, the patients have enjoyed 
frequent access to the Boston Museum during the year. This fall we 
commenced a course of weekly lectures for further entertainment and 
benefit. We hope to be able to make them a permanent feature of our 
winter life. Mr. Clapp, of the Saturday Evening Gazette, has frequently 
remembered us in large bundles of ‘‘exchanges.’’ They have been ea- 
gerly sought after, and many of them carefully treasured. 

The diet, of which a statistical report was made at your request, 
some months ago, has not been materially changed. It is plain, but 
substantial, and of good variety. The substitution of brown bread (rye 
and Indian) for flour, at dinner, has proved beneficial and satisfactory. 
We regret that the high price of apples prevents our using them to the 
extent we otherwise might do with advantage.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE HOUSE 
OF INDUSTRY. 


To tHe Boarp or Directors ror Pusuiic INstiItTuTIONs: 


GrentLumMEeN: The Superintendent of the House of Industry has to 
report as follows, to wit: — 

The Statutes of Massachusetts provide that persons convicted of cer- 
tain minor offences may be sentenced to the House of Correction or 
House of Industry within the city where the offence is committed, at the 
discretion of the Court. Boston, to a far greater extent than any other 
city in the State, avails herself of this provision of law, and therefore 
her House of Industry presents the anomaly of containing two classes of 
persons — paupers and convicts — with the latter class in the majority.

A large proportion of the paupers are either advanced in years or chil- 
dren. The remainder are imbecile in mind or crippled in body, or both. 
Unable to maintain themselves outside of the institution, they are also 
unable to contribute, in any considerable degree, to their support within 
it. The duty of Superintendent, so far as this department is concerned, 
seems to be fulfilled, if the aged and imbecile are made comfortable in 
their poverty, and the young fitted, as far as may be, by proper physi- 
eal, moral, and intellectual training, to labor honestly to get their own 
living, and to become useful members of society. This duty it has been 
my endeavor faithfully to discharge. 

A school for the pauper boys is kept throughout the year. Until 
August last this school was in charge of a mistress. It has since been 
under the care of a master. The change was a good one, and has been 
the means of relieving me, not from responsibility, but from annoyance. 
The boys needed to have over them — not occasionally, but immediately 
and constantly —a stronger hand and a firmer rein. Their habits and 
demeanor have been improved by it, and their interest in study stimu- 
lated. The following extract from the Master’s report will give a very 
intelligible idea of the condition of the school: — 

‘The number admitted during the year has been 20; discharged 17 ; 
leaving, as the present number, 46 boys, the average of whose ages is 
103 years. 

«‘ Nearly all were born in the city, and possess the usual dispositions 
and capabilities of native children. 
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‘“¢ Most can read and the majority write; while not a few have shown 
worthy abilities, and made commendable progress in their studies. 

‘¢ With the exceptions of an occasional visit of a few wecks to their 
friends, and Saturday afternoons, they spend six hours of each day in 
learning the common English branches, and the remainder in sport in 
the open air. 

‘“¢They are reasonably free from all vicious faults; while physically 
they have been very healthy, having entirely escaped both petty and 
severe sicknesses. 

‘Their library has recently been replenished in part with new books, 
and by selections from the old libraries of the House of Reformation, 
and now contains a good number of excellent books which are earnestly 
read. 

‘These boys are comfortably clad, generously fed, kindly cared for, 
and have every reason to be, as they appear, contented and happy.” 

Nothing further need be said in reference to this department, except 
to add that these boys have been semi-weekly, or oftener, instructed in 
music, and have performed the duties of choir at chapel exercises in 
an acceptable manner. 

The number of deaths in the Pauper Department has been 16, viz: 
Males 10, Females 6. 

The number of births 2: Males 2, Females none. 

Of the convicts male, eighty-seven per cent. are sentenced as common 
drunkards. Of the females, sixty-four per cent. are sentenced as com- 
mon drunkards, and about seventeen per cent. as nightwalkers. The 
smal] remainder, male and female, are either vagabonds, idlers, or petty 
thieves. 

A large proportion of these unfortunate persons, as weak as wicked, 
come in feeble in body and with constitutions broken down by their 
excesses. Their commitment undoubtedly prolongs their lives, for while 
it lasts, they have wholesome and sufficient food, warm clothing, well- 
washed bodies, with regular hours of labor and rest. 

But with such elements, and so large a number committed, there 
must of necessity be much sickness. The report of the Resident Physi- 
cian is annexed, and to that you are referred for specific information in 
relation to his department. Dr. Fisher entered upon his duties the first 
of June. It is doing him simple justice only to state the fact, that if 
we take the average of the sick during the five months preceding his 
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appointment, and the same average during the seven months since, the 
latter period will show a reduction in the amount of sickness of consid- 
erably more than fifty per cent. The whole number of deaths in this 
department has been 10, to wit: Males 2, Females 8. Births do. 5. 
Males 2, Females 3. pS 

Of the condition of the institution in the matter of discipline, it is 
sufficient, perhaps, to say, that there has been neither concerted nor 
individual insubordination. Exceptional cases of wrong doing there 
always will be, where exact obedience to rule is required, so long 
as men and women have tempers and tongues. Human nature, under 
like circumstances, is uniform in its developments. But there has been 
no case of misconduct during the year attended by such circumstances 
of aggravation as to demand severity of punishment. Violation of rules 
has generally been the result of accident or heedlessness rather than 
design. 

So far as relates to the economy of the institution, the aim has been 
to encourage liberality without extravagance, so that in the midst of 
abundance there should be no waste. How far this has been accom- 
plished is not for me to determine. A larger experience on my part, 
would probably have been attended with better success. 

The amount expended for repairs during the year, especially upon 
water-tanks and pipes, and steam-pumps and pipes, has been very large. 
In this connection, a suggestion as to the feasibility of obtaining a sup- 
ply of soft and pure water is not inappropriate. As bearing upon the 
economy of the institution, to say nothing of the conveniences and com- 
fort to be derived from it, this, in my judgment, isa matter of sufh- 
cient importance to demand serious consideration. The corrosion of 
boilers and pipes and tanks, the rapid destruction of machinery, the 
premature decay of all cloth fabrics, which require frequent washing, 
and other ill-effects resulting from the impure character of the water 
we are now forced to use, create bills of cost, none the less real nor less 
in amount because the daily waste is not easily seen and cannot be 
readily computed. Besides, this brackish water, if not unhealthy is ex- 
ceedingly unpalatable. Especially is this the case whenever the tide 
rises high enough to overflow the beach. This overflow of the sea both 
during its continuance and for a long time afterwards, renders the water 
unfit either for drinking or cooking. Complaint and annoyance is the 
result. But your attention is now called to it, on account of its cost 
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rather than its inconvenience. To avoid the latter is desirable. The 
former, if only a single decade of years is taken into account, will be 
found to be enormous. 

There have been other considerable outlays within doors, which may 
without question be termed extraordinary. In order to accommodate 
the Superintendent, it became necessary to provide new quarters for the 
subordinate officers. This was done by erecting and finishing commo- 
dious apartments, and convenient of access to their occupants, located in 
the main building where the room could be best spared. Thereby the 
officers were accommodated and their removal left a house for the Super- 
intendent, but left it unfurnished. To supply carpets, furniture, wares, 
and the other necessary household articles for his constant use, and for 
the occasional convenience of the government of the institution, involved 
large additional cost. 

Another item of expense was occasioned by the erection of separate 
rooms in the attics of the north and south wings, for hospital use. The 
utility of the change, however, will probably in a single year more than 
counterbalance the cost. To the lazy and shiftless, who would at any 
time feign sickness to avoid work, the hospital now has no attractions. 
These remain there no longer than is absolutely necessary. On the 
other hand, the really sick, being entirely free from the annoyance of 
children, the complaints of querulous neighbors, and the ravings of rum- 
crazed companions, are made much more comfortable than they could be 
before. By the Physician’s report it appears that the anticipated bene- 
fits of the change were not overestimated. 

The most important’ change, out doors, is the transformation of the 
wings of the old hospital into a new piggery. In this case, as in the 
last, the cost of the improvement is small in comparison with the bene- 
fits which may fairly be expected to result from it. Pork will always be 
a large item of consumption here, and if a continuance of healthy grow- 
ing crops is expected, the land must be paid back liberally for the pro- 
ducts it furnishes. The hogs will supply a sinking fund for this repay- 
ment, and at the same time a ready and remunerative home market for 
the surplus products of the farm. 

By a report, made early in the year, it appears that eighty-five barrels 
of pork were purchased for the House of Industry in 1860, in addition 
to what was produced there. The case for the year just ended may be 
thus stated: Four barrels of pork have been purchased; three and a 
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half have been sold. No hams have been bought during the year. 
Several shotes and a considerable quantity of lard have been sold. On 
the first of January, 1861, there were eight barrels of pork on hand. 
To-day there are sixteen barrels. The number of hogs and pigs on 
hand is 17 per cent. larger now than then. The fact that the island 
can make its own pork needs no further demonstration. 

A triangular bit of land below the barnyard, which lay idle and was 
a little unsightly in appearance, has been occupied by a neat and sub- 
stantial henhouse. The building with its enclosure gives a finish to the 
corner, which makes it much more agreeable to the eye. It is hoped 
that hereafter the institution will be able to produce eggs enough for its 
own supply. 

A new dairy-room has been constructed. To some extent its advan- 
tage is already manifest. The quantity of butter consumed at the in- 
stitution, besides what was produced there last year, was something in 
excess of three tons. With the same number of cows in milk this year 
as last, the excess of consumption above the production is a little more 
than one ton. There.is the promise of a larger reduction next year. 

In accordance with the recommendation of a committee, authority 
was given by the Board to purchase and keep a larger number of cows. 
This recommendation was based upon the supposition that the farm 
would carry more stock. The foundation of this supposition rested 
upon the reported hay crop of 1860, and the fact that several acres, 
then in grain but now in grass, would give a larger area of mowing 
land, and by consequence a larger crop of hay this year than last. 
Contrary to expectation the actual product of hay this year is less than 
the estimated product of last year by at least fifteen tons, so that the 
keeping of additional cows might beget the necessity of buying hay, a 
contingency to be avoided if possible. Another year may, and probably 
will, justify the experiment. 

The industrial resources of the institution, whether directed judi- 
ciously or not, have certainly been diligently employed. The entire 
female labor has been expended upon the wants of the two houses. 
To manufacture clothing and bedding, to keep these at all times 
thoroughly cleansed and repaired, to prepare the food and attend the 
sick, to secure cleanliness in all parts of the building, and perform all 
other kindred offices which two institutions of such magnitude and 
character imperatively require to be done, is no trivial or holiday task. 
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There is, therefore, no difficulty in finding constant and profitable em- 
ployment for the women. | 

The labor of the men, except mechanics, boatmen, and those employed 
in and around the building in various capacities, has been mainly ex- 
pended upon the farm. Fewer men have been sentenced this year than 
formerly, and as it requires as many in the workshops and other in-door 
offices, whether the whole number be greater or less, the farm labor is 
more affected by this diminution of numbers than any other department. 
The attempt has been made to compensate for the deficiency by increased 
diligence. The success or failure of this attempt, either in whole or in 
part, will be determined by its results. 

These may be stated briefly and generally as follows, to wit: — 

A larger area of land than heretofore has been put under cultivation, 
some five acres of pasture having been planted this year for the first 
time. . : 
The hoed crops have been kept free from weeds and twitch-grass, so 
that no noxious seeds of this year’s growth are left in the soil to give 
birth the next season to an endless offspring. Much of the labor spent 
on this work, however, should be credited to the reformation boys, for 
nearly all the hand-weeding has been done and wel/ done by them. A 
schedule of farm products would be in substance, this,

Besides these, there has been raised a liberal supply of squashes, 
tomatoes, and other vegetables in their season, for the use of the insti- 
tution. 

Most of the soil of the island inclines to clay, and is of such a char- 
acter as to render underdraining essential. This has been done to as 
great extent as time and the pressure of more immediately important 
duties would allow. 
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A wet, unsightly spot near the farm-house, evidently for a long time 
past the receptacle of rubbish, has been filled and sown with grass. 
The depth of filling varies from two to four or five feet. An acre of 
productive land has been thereby added to the farm, and the locality 
very much improved in appearance. 

A large area of beach under and around the new piggery has been 
filled. The main part of this work, however, is to be credited to the 
reformation boys. An average number of about ninety, except when 
engaged in weeding, were employed here from the latter part of June 
until about the first of November. This filling is from two to ten feet 
in depth, averaging about four and a half feet. The extent of surface 
is two acres and five eighths. The quantity of earth, therefore, which 
these boys have removed is not far from 200,000 cubic feet. Its weight 
would exceed 3,500 tons. This filling is to be extended, and when 
completed will add much both to the attractiveness and productive 
capacity of the island. A low but substantial sea-wall on the line of 
high-water mark, should be constructed to give a finish to the work, as 
well as to prevent the otherwise constant abrasion to which it will be 
exposed. : 

A piece of marsh land lying in the valley of the island, which con- 
tains several acres, and has been hitherto neglected, being covered with 
water during a considerable part of the year, has been put in process of 
reclamation. A flood-gate to exclude the tide and allow the fresh water 
to escape, has been inserted near the mouth of the main drain, and the 
whole piece has been ploughed. A road has been laid out through it 
and partially built, with good underdrains on both sides for the escape 
of surplus water. Much additional labor must be expended before this 
land is brought into proper condition for successful culture, but when 
that is done, it will without doubt, be the most productive and profitable 
portion of the farm. 

Besides this road through the bog, another is commenced to be ex- 
tended over the top of the hill. Its completion will require time. 

These, in substance, are the fruits of the year’s industry. They have 
consumed a great amount of labor, and are looked upon as so much 
accomplished. Yet when viewed in connection with what remains to be 
done, they dwindle into insignificance in the comparison. 

Other improvements have been projected which need not be mentioned, 
the period of their completion being only a matter of speculative com- 
putation. 
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These are the principal items which appropriately come within the 
province of my report as Superintendent of the House of Industry. To 
go more into detail would be wasting paper. Before closing, however, 
the fact should be mentioned and set to their credit, that the Agent of 
the Tract Society, and others, have from time to time fayored us with 
copies of religious publications. The Editor of the Pilot, also, has favored 
us weekly with several copies of his newspaper. All these have been 
distributed among the inmates, and received with thankfulness. 

Neither should the fact be forgotten, that once at least during the 
year, we have narrowly escaped total destruction by fire. One of the 
boys in the House of Reformation, after long watching his opportunity 
without being suspected, set fire to brooms and other combustible mate- 
rial deposited in a portable wooden cupboard, which stood against the 
painted wooden partition of the reformation dining-room. Before the 
means of checking it could be procured, a large surface of this partition 
_ and of the wooden ceiling overhead, together with the cupboard itself, 
presented a threatening shect of flame which had gained sufficient head- 
way to appear defiant of control. It was with difficulty checked, and 
finally subdued without having done extensive damage. The author of 
it, convicted upon his own confession, was sentenced to the State Prison 
for seven years. 

It seems as if the recurrence of a similar casualty may be avoided, 
but “what man knoweth the things of a man save the spirit of man 
which isin him?” The event is now called to mind with deep grati- 
tude to God for the past, and a fervent prayer for future preservation. 

Allow me, in conclusion, to express my thanks for the courteous and 
considerate kindness which both individually and in a collective capa- 
city, you have uniformly extended to me. The best assurance which I 
can give of its proper appreciation, is so to demean, myself in future as 
to merit its continuance.

Although unable to institute any extended comparison between the 
past and former years, the health of the House of Industry seems to 
have been remarkably good. There has been no unusual or serious epi- 
demic, and the majority of the diseases under treatment have been such as 
naturally arise from the former habits and mode of life of the inmates. 

On referring to the list of diseases, it will be seen that intemperance 
leads all the rest. The cases reported under this head serve to fill the 
wards, but are generally unimportant, and require but little treatment. 
Those of the persons daily admitted to the institution, who from recent 
intoxication are unable to commence work at once, are sent to the hos- 
pital, as the most available place in which to sleep off the effects of their 
last debauch. The period required is rarely more than three days, un- 
less some complication exists; but as it is during this time that the pre- 
monitory symptoms of delirium tremens present themselves, it is well to 
have this class of cases under supervision, in order that by early treat- 
ment it may be prevented or its duration shortened. 


* Died suddenly on day of entrance. 
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During the month of September certain alterations were made in the 
hospital wards of the House of Industry, which have proved in the high- 
est degree satisfactory. Under the old arrangement the spacious attics 
over the right and left wings of the house were appropriated to the sick 
among sentenced persons. The beds were arranged up and down the 
sides of the wards, and in the female attic one end was set apart for a 
nursery, which often contained as many as twenty or twenty-five chil- 
dren, besides attendants and nursing mothers. This plan interfered 
greatly with the comfort of the sick. In the female attic the nursery 
was in every way objectionable, and in both the unrestrained intercourse 
which the open wards permitted, was found almost entirely to subvert 
that discipline which is so necessary in any hospital, and especially in one 
connected with a penal institution. By the changes referred to, these 
objectionable features are completely removed. The children have been 
transferred to a large and airy room on the second floor, where they are 
under the immediate supervision of a matron. Lach of the attics have 
been divided into ten large rooms, five on a side, with a wide and well- 
lighted area between. Each room includes a window and a portion of 
the steam-pipes which pass around the attic, and will amply accommo- 
date two beds, though there are seldom more than ten patients in the 
ward at once. The partitions are not carried completely to the roof, the 
space of a foot being left, which, with the widely-grated doors, renders 
the ventilation of the ward, as a whole, perfect, and at the same time 
affords protection from draughts. This plan has the decided approval 
of those who are really sick, while to such as would otherwise be inclined 
to prolong their convalescence indefinitely, it offers fewer attractions. 

Similar accommodations have been made for the female poor, while 
the male paupers’ ward remains as formerly. 

The Reformation School for Girls has been almost exempt from sick- 
ness of any kind. 

Aside from ophthalmia, the same might be said of the reformation 
boys. This disease which furnishes more than four fifths of the cases 
under treatment, is dependent upon scrofula as a predisposing cause, 
and when children are permanently associated, as in many of our public 
institutions, it appears from time to time as a contagious epidemic. 
How to insure a community of children against its attacks is a question 
of great importance, and one which involves the expediency of the usual 
methods of providing for such as from poverty or crime become public 
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charges. It is necessary however to deal with the evil as it exists, and, 
by improving the general health, to endeavor to diminish its frequency 
or lessen its severity. 

The plan so wisely adopted the past season, of employing a consider- 
able number of the boys in farm labor, has already been productive of 
much good. Regular exercise in-the open air and daily sea-bathing, 
have produced a marked improvement in their health and appearance, 
and it is only to be regretted that the whole school could not have par- 
ticipated in the same benefit. 

Ophthalmia has prevailed most extensively among the smaller boys 
who were retained in school during the summer, and it is also signifi- 
cant that convalescent cases, when discharged to the farm, recovered 
sooner and were less subject to relapses than when returned to school. 
The extreme mildness of the symptoms in most cases, is apparent in the 
fact that not a single case of permanent injury to the sight has occurred, 
and that nearly all the boys in the hospital during the summer were 
able to make the tour of the island, and indulge in a sea-bath every 
pleasant day. 

Early in July there were forty-four boys affected with night-blindness, 
that is, an indistinctness of vision and sometimes a total loss of it, 
coming on regularly at sunset. Most of them had previously had oph- 
thalmia. In a fortnight after commencing work on the farm, the num- 
ber had diminished to thirty-five, and in a short time the affection had 
entirely disappeared. Not a case has been known to exist for a long 
time. 

The general management of the boys, in a hygienic point of view has 
been good, and I have no doubt, should the same course be pursued, 
another year will exhibit results much more favorable than the past.

About two fifths of the boys, and all the girls, for various offences are 
sentenced during minority. The remaining three fifths of the boys are 
sentenced for two years or less. Their offence is truancy. The fact 
that there has been very little sickness, and not a single death during 
the year, furnishes the best evidence of the sanitary condition of the 
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institution. Nor has there happened, since my election in May, any 
remarkable event which deserves especial notice 

The attempt to fire the building, mentioned in my report as Superin- 
tendent of the House of Industry, is the only casualty which has occur- 
red. For these peculiar blessings it becomes us to render to God the 
tribute of thanksgiving. 

Further statistics in tabular form, and running into minute detail, 
would possess little interest. Such tables serve to swell a report, and 
although somewhat formidable in appearance are not difficult of prep- 
aration. Their more important particulars may be given in a single 
sentence. 

Two hundred children and more, the average of whose ages is thir- 
teen years; nearly all of foreign parentage, whether born in this country 
or out of it; children of poverty, of ignorance, it may be of sin; des 
titute of one or the other parent or both ; or with parents who are them- 
selves guilty of intemperance and its kindred, if not more heinous 
vices; children neglected — whose personal habits are uncleanly, whose 
tendencies to idleness and immorality have been encouraged rather than 
checked or reproved, and whose minds have been corrupted from infancy 
by intimate companionship with the vulgar, the dissolute, and the profane 
are placed here, for a longer or shorter period, in order that these habits 
of idleness and vice may be eradicated, and these tendencies to sin sup- 
planted by virtuous inclinations. 

The work is one of time, of labor, and immense responsibility. This 
responsibility rests upon the Superintendent alone. The labor can be 
shared with subordinates. 

During the past year, changes have been made in the management of 
the House of Reformation, no less marked than important. Near the 
end of the month of May, the present Superintendent was elected. Up 
to that time and for many years previous, the institution had been in 
charge of the principal teacher, Mr. L. D. Lincoln. Almost immedi- 
ately after the election of Superintendent, it was determined to put the 
larger boys at work on the farm during the warm months, and so far as 
they were concerned, to abandon the school altogether during those 
months. They had previously worked in doors at shoemaking, being 
employed in the school and workshop alternately, and a certain number 
of hours in each. Immediately following the adoption of this arrange- 
ment, the Teacher tendered his resignation to take effect the first of July. 
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His principal assistant did the same. Certain other employees were 
discharged, and strangers substituted. The entire month of June and 
something beyond was an unsettled transition period, particularly un- 
favorable to good discipline. With these various changes, occurring at 
about the same point of time, it would have been by no means surpris- 
thg if a spirit of insubordination had manifested itself among the boys. 
This, however, was not the case. There only appeared in some quarters 
the very natural inclination to test the strength of the new government, 
by measuring the calibre of the men placed in authority over them. 
A few reconnoisarices, and a few only, were made in that direction by 
some of the larger boys. From the fact of their not having been re- 
peated, it is presumed that they were entirely satisfactory. 

The change in the employment of the boys was not made hastily and 
without deliberation. Nor was it because their labor might be made 
profitable. So far from this, grave doubts existed whether it would not 
be expensive rather than remunerative, even.” The health of the boys, 
and the physical training necessary to make them vigorous, industrious, 
useful men, imperatively demanded a change in the system of manage- 
ment, and it was made. Its immediate results have proved its wisdom, 
and, in my judgment, a longer trial will more fully confirm it. 

When first taken out upon the farm, the boys were very like young 
cattle set free from long confinement in the stalls. If not quite as im- 
patient of restraint, they were certainly more mischievous. This con- 
dition of things, however, was but for a little while. The hot sun told 
upon faces and necks unused to his rays. Tools left their impress on 
hands that were not callous. Muscles called into unaccustomed exercise 
painfully felt the strain. Labor was tiresome. Work had no charm. 
The boys were inclined to be disheartened. One good result, however, 
thus early showed itself: there was no disposition to disturbance in the 
sleeping halls at night. All went readily to sleep, and slept soundly. 

Blistered hands and faces do not smart long, and the boys became, in 
a short time, not only satisfied but generally very much pleased with 
out-door labor. Predictions that they would spoil the crops which they 
were set to weed, or destroy the tools given them to use, signally failed 
of verification. After they understood the proper mode of doing their 
work — and very few of them were dull scholars— the crops received 
no injury at their hands; and if a single implement used by them was 
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intentionally broken or damaged even, during the entire season, the fact 
has not yet come to my knowledge. 

The immediate and more important result of the change in their em- 
ployment has been to strengthen the boys, to make them more manly 
and less impatient of control, and by cutting them off from study for a 
time altogether, to give them a relish for study, and a more real appre- 
ciation of its importance. You are referred to the Physician’s report 
for information as to its effect upon the health, and particularly upon 
the eyesight of the boys. 

The secondary and less important result, although stated in the re- 
port of the House of Industry, may very properly be repeated here. 
The farm crops have been kept free from weeds, which required no 
trivial amount of labor. An area of beach, two acres and five eights in 
extent, has been covered from two to ten feet deep, with soil from the 
adjacent highland. The average depth of this filling is four and a half 
feet. To accomplish this has required the removal of 200,000 cubic 
feet of earth, weighing over 3,500 tons. The arable breadth of the island, 
therefore, has been increased by just that extent of good land. 

Early in November the boys were all again put to school, and no work 
of consequence is required of them except to keep their own wing of the 
building in good order. Schools, three in number as formerly, are kept 
by three masters. But the basis of classification is entirely different. 
Heretofore, behavior alone determined a boy’s division. They are now 
classified, as near as may be, in accordance with their scholarship ; those 
most advanced composing the first division; those in the next stage of 
progress, the second ; and those least advanced, the third. By the for- 
mer mode, boys in all stages of advancement were in each school, which 
involves the necessity of such a multiplicity of classes that a teacher can 
give very little time to any. This, and other reasons perhaps more suf- 
ficient, induced the change in the basis of division. The boys, especially 
the larger ones to whom it is more important, are pleased with the ar- 
rangement, and the progress making by all is commendable and grati- 
fying. There is a general disposition to learn as much as possible before 
the work of spring commences. 

The demeanor of the boys will bear criticism. Rigid discipline, severe 
if necessary, but always kind and never for the fractional part of a 
moment remiss, is doing much for them. This fact may be stated in 
proof, that with one single exception, no boy has been found guilty of 
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an offence more heinous than whispering in school, for over a month. 
Most of those sentenced during minority, if apprenticed judiciously will 
prove valuable to their masters, and in the end useful members of 
society. | 

A judicious change of employment has been inaugurated in the female 
department also, toa certain extent. Since July, the work in the dining- 
hall, formerly done by the boys, has been done by the girls. Although 
there may be other branches of housework which it would be more use- 
ful for them to learn, the knowledge and. practice of this is certainly 
much better than nothing. If hereafter they are to gain an honest live- 
lihood, they are to do it by the labor of their hands. The training 
therefore which shall best fit them for this, is the training most needed 
by them. It is very much to be regretted that there are neither kitchen 
nor laundry accommodations connected with the House of Reformation. 
The girls ought to wash their own clothes as well as mend them; pre- 
pare and cook their own food as well as make their own beds, and be 
thoroughly instructed in housewifery as well as in the necessary rudi- 
ments of learning. Not that this training should take precedence of 
the culture of the mind, and certainly not of the improvement of the 
heart. They should all be carried on together if the best results are 
to be obtained, and in my judgment it will be found that labor, physi- 
cal labor, no matter how severe, provided it does not overtax the body, 
is the best auxiliary to good discipline and healthy reformation. 

For particulars relating to this department of the House of Reforma- 
tion, you are referred to the accompanying report of the Teacher.

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During the year the general health has been excellent. Since the 
school first commenced, there have been but two cases of ophthalmia. 

From January to June the girls were employed in sewing out of 

-school'hours. During that time they made 132 jackets for the boys, and 
- made and mended all of their own clothing. 

Since that time ten of the girls have been constantly employed in 
doing the work in the boys’ and girls’ dining-hall. The arrangement 
has been such that the girls so employed have each had an opportunity 
of attending school one half of the time. School is kept five hours per 
day, and the intervening time is employed in sewing, knitting, and 
recreation. Much improvement in the common English branches has 
been made. Writing has been particularly attended to, and the writing 
books show a commendable degree of neatness and skill. 

The girls admitted this year have been generally more advanced than 
at any former period of the school. When girls are entered who have 
received the rudiments of education, much more can be accomplished for 
them than for those who come to us entirely ignorant; but there has 
been even in cases like these some remarkable progress. 

The girls have done well in sewing and knitting, and perform labor 
of any kind assigned them cheerfully and well. 

In so far, then, as respectful conduct towards the officers and towards 
each other, improvement in their studies, neatness and despatch in per- 
forming the ordinary duties connected with the familyand school, in 
improvement in personal neatness, and other matters of dicipline are 
concerned, I may safely pronounce the school decidedly improved since 
the commencement of the present year. 

The great object of the school is, undoubtedly, moral reformation. It 
is said that ‘cleanliness is next to godliness,” and if the condition of 
the intellectual and physical has the influence upon the moral portion of 
our being usually ascribed to them, then there must be a corresponding 
degree of improvement in this respect; and there is, I think, among 
the younger portion of our scholars, but the ‘instances are very few 
that girls beyond the age of childhood have really proved themselves 
reformed. There have been some instances where there seemed to be 
real reformation, and one or two where there was a real awakening of 
conscience. 

To those, then, who come to us in childhood, who have not yet en- 
tered upon the broadest roads of sin, are we to look for the fruits of our 
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labors ; and in God’s abounding goodness, I think we may look for such 
a result as shall in the end prove the school to have been wisely estab- 


lished.

In submitting my fourth annual report, I am happy to state the dis- 
cipline of the prison has been as well sustained in every respect, as it 
has been during any previous year. 

The continued deplorable condition of our country has had an injuri- 
our effect upon almost all branches of mechanical industry ; and it is 
natural to expect that the same causes which have produced a depress- 
ing influence upon business and labor outside of a prison, must also 
produce the same paralyzing effect within. From May 16th to Novem- 
ber 25th, the contractors for the manufacture of brushes have worked 
but half time, but from November 25th they have been in full operation, 
and have employed their full complement of men, and I trust that they 
will be enabled to continue to do so. 

The whole number of men now under contract is as follows: — for 
the manufacture of brushes, one hundred; for the manufacture of trunk 
nails, seventeen. The above are all the available men now in the prison, 
the other prisoners being incapacitated for contract work by being halt, 
lame, or blind; by being deficient in intellect, or by having too short a 
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sentence to be put on mechanical labor, good for nothing in fact except 
to keep bread from moulding. 

The female prisoners have been in full employment during the greater 
portion of the year, in the making of shirts and drawers for Messrs. 
Whiting, Galloupe, Bliss, & Co. 

The general health of the institution during the past year has been 
good, four of the prisoners have died, viz: — 


Ann Littleton, March 15th, delirium tremens. 

John Paget, July 15th, heart disease. 

Daniel Sullivan, August 16th, debility. 

Elizabeth Sadt, September 11th, suicide by hanging. 


From November 27th to December 17th there were none sick, either 
in the male or female hospital, a fact which speaks well for the diet and 
discipline of the prison, and also for the efficient and judicious treat- 
ment which the sick have received at the hands of the skilful officer, the 
Physician of the institution. 

The fence in front of the prison on the line of First Street, which I 
mentioned in my last report as being in a dilapidated condition, has 
been replaced by order of the Board of Directors, by a substantial and 
ornamental enclosure ten feet in height, and eight hundred and forty in 
length, this includes also the fence in front of the Lunatic Hospital. 
Between the front gardens of the two institutions a division fence has 
been put up similar to that on the street, and in exact keeping with it 
one hundred and eighty-two feet long, and eight feet in height. On the 
opposite side of First Street an open fence has also been erected, corre- 
sponding in its general style to the prison enclosure, about six hundred 
feet in length, and eight feet high. This has been constructed out of the 
material of the old fence. These two structures, by their light and 
graceful style, contribute much to the beauty of the street. The Board 
of Directors have also ordered the planting of sixty-five linden and 
elm trees, which have been planted on each side of the street, and are 
well guarded by cedar posts. These trees, when they have attained to 
some size, willadd much to the general appearance of this portion of 
the city. 

In addition to the above, a new fence has been erected on the wharf or 
northerly side of the prison yard, two hundred and forty feet in length, 
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and fourteen feet high, with red cedar posts and boarded on both sides. 
Also a division fence running north and south between the grounds of 
the prison and those of the Lunatic Hospital, three hundred and ninety- 
five feet in length, and fourteen feet high; this, like the one last named, 
is constructed of cedar posts and boarded on both sides. They are sub- 
stantial structures, and will need no repair for many years, All this 
work has been done by the labor of the prisoners. 

There have been reclaimed twenty thousand four hundred square feet 
of the grounds which were formerly used for wharf purposes, but lat- 
terly have been of no available value, a mere receptacle for rubbish, 
which by order of the Board I have added to the grounds cultivated for 
garden purposes, whereby it becomes a valuable addition to our premises 

The avenue leading from the front gate or main entrance has been 
graded, and edgestones and a brick sidewalk have been laid on the 
westerly side, which is a very great improvement, adding both to the 
convenience and to the beauty of the approach to the house and to the 
office. 

The sidewalk in front of the prison has been relaid and extended to 
the division fence of the Lunatic Hospital grounds. The stone posts 
and iron gate, which formerly formed the entrance to the Lunatic Hos- 
pital, have been erected in the yard of the male prison, on the line of 
the north side of the prison, and two small gates, one on either side, 
have been added. A measure which has been very much needed for the 
safety of the prisoners. 

I would again call the attention of the Board of Directors, to the re- 
building of the old shed, for the reasons I have stated in my previous 
reports. ' 

In former reports I have called the attention of the Board of Direc- 
tors to the great need of more room in the male prison. That necessity 
now no longer exists. I am happy to say that I have now one hundred 
and four rooms to let. I have at this time a smaller number of prison- 
ers than at any period since 1838. I will state, in this connection, a 
fact which I think will not have less interest for the Board than it has 
had for myself, which is, that since my appointment as Master of the 
House of Correction in June, 1833, I have had under my charge no less 
than twenty-six thousand three hundred and ninety-nine commitments. 

The gas works have been in full operation during the year, and have 
required but very little repair since December, 15860. One retort has 
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given out, and a slight alteration has been needed in the water-pipe 
leading to the washer. All other necessary repairs have been made by 
ourselves, and all that is now wanted is a reservoir to mix the lime- 
water for the purificr.

I am pleased to state that the services in our chapel have been at- 
tended with as much interest as in any previous year. Although our 
numbers have been reducing, I cannot attribute this falling off and 
large decrease of his parish to any fault of our Chaplain, as I believe he 
is much liked by all his parishioners. 

The music, upon which so much of the interest of public worship de- 
pends, and which I know has a salutary effect upon many of our rough 
and half-civilized inmates, has been admirably sustained by the efforts 
of our accomplished organist and our efficient choir. 

The diet of the prison has been the same as that furnished to the in- 
mates in former years; the only exception being a slight change in the 
bread. Three months since the plan was adopted of serving out brown 
instead of white, three days in each week. This plan is recommended 
by its economy, and it is believed that the brown bread is quite as nu- 
tricious as the white. 

We have raised a sufficient. quantity of garden vegetables for the con- 
sumption of the family and of the prisoners. There has also been 
enough pork raised and fattened to supply the wants of both the house. 
and the prison. The crop of fruit, however, has been a total failure 
here, as it has been in all this portion of the country. 

The amount received for fines and costs from J anuary 1, to December 
31, 1861, was $ 60.82, which has been paid into the county treasury. 

The bread for the Lunatic Hospital has been baked at this institu- 


tion, and also 1,094 days’ labor, digging, wheeling, and building fence, 
done for that institution,

To tHE Crry CovuncIL: 


Tue Cochituate Water Board, in submitting to the 
City Council their Annual Report for the year 1861, 
regard it as a matter of congratulation that the Works 
are in a safe and efficient condition; that the various 
subordinate officers connected with the administration 
of this important department have been faithful in 
the discharge of their respective duties ; and that the 
quantity and quality of water supplied to the citizens 
have been entirely satisfactory. 


The expenditures and receipts on account of the 
Water Works to January 1, 1862, may be stated as

The increase of expense for the year was caused by 
repairs upon the line of pipe to Kast Boston, and upon 
Beacon Hill Reservoir, which together amounted to 
the sum of $4,200. 


The embankments, culverts, waste weirs, and bridges 
connected with the aqueduct in the Western Division, 
have all been thoroughly repaired during the year, and 
are now in good condition. 

The Superintendent of this Division has several 
times thoroughly examined the interior of the aque- 
duct, and on one occasion was accompanied by mem- 
bers of the Board. 

In August last the interior received a thorough 
cleansing throughout its whole extent. No new cracks 
were discovered, but the Superintendent reports that 
some of the old ones have enlarged. One in Brighton 
will require particular attention, but it is obvious that 
repairs of this sort are attended with great difficulty, 
as the Brookline Reservoir is not large enough to keep 
the City supplied while the water is shut off from the 
aqueduct for the purpose of repairing the same. 


The Superintendent of the Eastern Division has 
‘presented his Annual Report, which is annexed. 'The 
usual amount of iron pipe has not been laid in this 
division, owing to the limited amount of building in 
the city, while the repairs have been more than usual. 
At Chelsea Creek it was discovered that the worms had 
destroyed the woodwork that supports the pipes, to a 
considerable extent, and immediate repairs were deemed 
necessary, and were made. At Warren Bridge a new

outside fender has been put on the entire length, and 
made secure. P 

Repairs on the Beacon Hill Reservoir were com- 
menced, but have been postponed on account of the 
difficulty of procuring cement. ‘They will probably be 
resumed in the spring. 

The aggregate length of pipes laid from the com- 
mencement of the Works, to January 1, 1862, is over 
one hundred and thirty-one miles. 

The line of pipe to East Boston has been repaired. 
The bridges and the box across the creek between 
Chelsea and East Boston were very much decayed, and 
the Board desire to call particular attention to the sub- 
ject of the East Boston supply. If this pipe across 
the creek should give out from any cause, the citizens 
of this portion of the city would be wholly deprived 
of water, for the pipe which is under water cannot be 
repaired. We recommend the laying of another pipe 
across Meridian Street bridge, of a larger size than 
the present one. 


By the Act of the Legislature of this Common- 
wealth of 1860, (ch. 184,) the City was authorized to 
raise the dam at the outlet of Lake Cochituate to the 
height of ¢wo feet above the floor of Knight's flume 
(so called). In accordance with this Act the dam was 
raised, and in the judgment of this Board, we have 
now reached the greatest capacity of Lake Cochituate 
for the supply of water. In case the supply is insufti- 
cient, recourse should be had to other sources, which 
may or may not be connected with this lake. 

To raise the lake any higher will réquire legisla- 
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tive action, and would be attended with such expense, 
and with difficulties so great and so numerous that the 
Board are decidedly of the opinion that it will be a mis- 
taken policy to attempt it. 


The Board have visited the lake and made a careful 
examination, with the view of obtaining more water ; 
and after the most careful consideration of the whole 
subject, decided to connect Dudley Pond with the lake 
by an iron pipe about eight hundred feet in length. 
It was thought that a portion of the distance could be 
tunnelled, but upon examination this was found impos- 
sible, there being so much coarse gravel; and it was 
found necessary to dig a trench, the deepest part of 
which is sixty feet. The estimated cost of this con- 
nection is less than $14,000. 

With this addition to the source of supply there 
ought to be water enough for this City without any 
additional expense, and the Board are confident there 
would be, were it not for the wasteful use of the water 
in the city. This has been a topic of discussion in the 
various Water Reports for several years. The present 
Board have adopted energetic measures, by the aid of 
the police, in preventing this evil, and these measures 
have been attended with marked success.----At the same 
time, the only efficient remedy must be found in the 
citizens themselves in the use of water, and in giving 
information of any wasteful use by others, or by the 
general adoption throughout the city of water-meters, 
and an entire change in the assessment and collection 
of water rates. 

The Board are satisfied that some methods of using 
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the water, heretofore allowed, are highly objectionable, 
and should be changed at once. One of these is the 
use of hopper water-closets. In order to test this 
manner of using the water, a meter was attached to a 
pipe that supplied five hopper water-closets at the 
Boston and Maine Railroad station, and in twenty-two 
days the meter indicated 543,187 gallons as the quan- 
tity consumed, or 24,690 gallons per day, which, at the 
tariff-rate of two cents for each one hundred gallons 
per day for three hundred and sixty-five days, would 
amount to $1,802.37. The amount actually charged 
in the tariff now adopted for five hopper closets, in 
1861, was $25! 


The Board have not hesitated to adopt a rule that 
no more water shall be supplied to hopper closets 
made on and after January 1, 1862. 

The Board also caused two. meters to be attached to 
the factory of Messrs. Grover & Baker, with the fol- 
lowing results: In thirty-five days, the meter that 
supplied the engine of twenty-eight horse-power con- 
sumed 124,657 gallons, or 3,561 gallons per day, which, 
at the tariff-rate of two cents for each one hundred 
gallons for one year, amounts to $213.66. The amount 
paid for this engine in 1861 was $217.76. 

The meter that supplied nine water-closets and six 
sinks, in the same establishment, indicated in thirty-five 
days, 698,565 gallons to have been used, or 19,959 gal- 
lons per day, which, at the tariff-rate of two cents for 
each one hundred gallons for one year, amounts to 
$1,197.36. The amount actually paid for these clos- 
ets and sinks for the year 1861, was $80! 


oe aaa 
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A meter was placed during the year in the house of 
the President of the Board, in Chestnut Street. The 
family consisted on an average of six persons, and the 
quantity of water used was the same as before the 
meter was placed there; that is, no change was inten- 
tionally made in this respect. The result was, that for 
two hundred and forty-five days the quantity of water 
used was 20,670 gallons,—an average of eighty-four 
gallons per day, or 30,660 per annum, which, at the 
tariff-rate of six cents per one hundred gallons, amounts 
to $18.39. The rate charged and paid for this house 
was $21. From which it appears that the occupant 
actually paid more by the rate than he would have 
paid by actual measurement. 

These results speak for themselves, and show that 
some radical change in this enormous disparity be- 
tween the amount of water used, and paid for, is desir- 
able; and it is quite certain that the most just, satis- 
factory, and equitable method of charging for the 
water, would be by actual measurement, so that each 
citizen may pay for just the quantity he uses. Hence 
many are ready to advocate the immediate introduction 
of water-meters over the whole city. Perhaps this 
may be the result in time. But there are practical dif- 
ficulties in this matter that deserve serious considera- 
tion before any such radical change is made; and such 
a plan would require the expenditure of something 
like half a million of dollars at the present cost of 
water-meters. In certain cases, however, where a meas- 
urement of water seemed absolutely indispensable, the 
Board have caused meters to be introduced; and 
during the year they have procured forty-two meters, 
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and have expended about three thousand dollars for 


this purpose. 


The Board are happy to be able to state that the 
change which was made in the tariff in regard to 
hotels, has been sustained by a decree of great impor- 
tance, made by the Supreme Judicial Court. The case 
was brought before the Court by the proprietor of the 
Parker House, in a bill in equity to restrain the City of 
Boston from cutting off the supply of Cochituate Water 
therefrom, or otherwise enforcing against the plaintiffs 
the water rates assessed upon them in the year 1859. 
The facts in the case were, that, under the provisions 
of the City Ordinance, the Water Board and Registrar 
put into a portion of the hotels of the city, including 
that of the plaintiffs’, a water-meter, for the purpose of 
determining the quantity of water used therein; that 
the water used in plaintiffs’ hotel exceeded ten thou- 
sand gallons a day; and the Water Registrar, under the 
direction of the Water Board, made an assessment 
thereon, for the quarter ending December 51, 1859, at 
the rate of two cents for each one hundred gallons ; 
that the amount of the assessment so made was 
$206.19; while, if made according to the provisions 
of the City Ordinance, applicable to hotels into which 
no meters have been put, it would have been only 
$57.40, and that the plaintiffs were notified, Decem- 
ber 27, 1859, that unless the amount assessed was paid 
within three days the water would be cut off. 

The counsel for the plaintiffs contended —1. That 
the power to fix the price and rents of water was in 
the City Council alone, and could not be delegated to

the Water Board or any other city officer. 2. That 
the citizens using water had a right to have the judg- 
ment and discretion of the City Council upon the price 
tobe paid. 3. If the Ordinances were otherwise within 
the authority of the City Council, they were uncertain, 
unreasonable, and therefore void. 4. But the plaintiffs 
were charged several times as much under these pro- 
visions as under the price fixed by the City Council. 
5. Hotelkeepers using the same quantity might, under 
these provisions, be charged at rates differing as one to 
four, at the will of the Water Board or Water Regis- 
trar. 6. Even if the Ordinance was valid, this spe- 
cific water rate should have been assessed by the Reg- 
istrar, and not by the Water Board. 7. It should have 
been assessed on the last of January, for the year, and 
not quarterly. 

In the elaborate opinion of the Court, all these 
points were overruled, and it was decided, that upon 
a proper interpretation of the provisions of the stat- 
utes and ordinances bearing upon the subject, none of 
the objections urged by the plaintiffs against the pro- 
ceedings of the Water Board in fixing the price or 
rent to be paid for water taken by them, could be 
sanctioned. Judgment was accordingly rendered for 
the City. As this was a test case, the other hotel pro- 
prietors who had refused to pay the rates assessed, 
subsequently paid them, amounting to $9,526.50. 


In concluding this Report, the Board desire to call 
attention to a subject which has been alluded to in for- 
mer Reports, and that is the annexation of more terri- 
tory to the limits of the city. Of course this Board 
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have no right to refer to this subject in any other point 
of view than the one affecting the water supply. They 
believe the present Water Works are sufficient to sup- 
ply the present limits of this city and any population 
we are likely to have within our present territory ; but 
there will not be sufficient for the people in case other 
cities should be annexed; and,in such an event, it will 
be indispensable to look to other sources of supply. 

It will be false economy and a great municipal error 
to obtain more service from the present Works than 
they will bear. They have been constructed with the 
view of performing a certain amount of supply. If an 
attempt is made to increase this amount, it will cer- 
tainly be attended by a disarrangement of the system, 
and to constant difficulties which may seriously impair 
the whole character of the Works. It will be far more 
economical for the citizens in case more territory is an- 
nexed, to consider at the same time what measures be 
taken for a further supply of water, than it will be to 
impair a system which now works to general satisfac- 
tion, and which is believed to be as good as any in the 
world.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
HASTERN DIVISION. 


Boston, January 5, 1862. 
EBENEZER JOHNSON, Esq., Pres. of the Cochituate Water Board: 


Siz: In compliance to the Rules and Regulations of the Water 
Board, I present the Annual Report of the general condition of 
matters connected with the Eastern Division. There has not 
been the usual number of pipes laid the past year, owing to the 
small amount of building that has been going on. There has 
also been less call for the extension of the main and service 
pipes. The repairs for the past season have been more than 
usual. Having time to attend to it, all of the small matters that 
have been deferred have been brought up and put in good condi- 
tion. Among the most important repairs were those at Chelsea 
Creek. Upon examination in the spring, it was found that the 
worms had destroyed the woodwork that supported the pipe, to 
such an extent that immediate repairs were required. Piles were 
driven by the side of the old ones, and sawed off low enough to 
put in timber 12 x 12 as caps, and then wedged up to the pipes, 
and properly secured. The old bearings were not disturbed. A 
new plank box has been built on both sides of. the creek, and ad- 
ditional piles have been driven to protect it from vessels and the 
ice. At the Warren Bridge the outside fender was so much de- 
cayed as to be unsafe, and a new one has been put on the entire 
length of the bridge, together with new piles and braces to make 
it perfectly secure.

CITY DOCUMENT. —No. 9. 


Reservoirs. 


Repairs on the Beacon Hill Reservoir were commenced this 
fall. Not being able to procure suitable cement, it has been 
postponed until spring. A very favorable result was shown by 
the work done on it. The reservoirs at South and East Boston 
remain the same as they were last year. A drain has been laid 
on Brooks Street to take the waste water from the banks of the 
East Boston Reservoir. An average of sixteen feet of water 
is kept there, that being as much as is prudent to retain. The 
water is confined in the three reservoirs at the present time as a 
reserve in case of accident to the pipes, or an extensive fire. 

Everything connected with this division of the works is in good 
condition, so far as it is possible to know.

Of leaks that have occurred in pipes of four inches in diame- 
ter and upwards, eighty-five were caused by the loosening of 
lead in the joints, seven by defective pipes, seven by defective 
stop-cocks, eight by settling of earth, two by frost. Total, one 
hundred and nine in pipes of four inches and upwards. 

Of the leaks that have occurred in service and two-inch pipes, 
are as follows: One hundred and twenty-two were caused by the 
settling of earth, thirty-eight by stiff connections, nineteen stopped 
by rust, twenty by frost, forty-one by defective pipes, twenty-six 
by defective couplings, sixty-four stopped by fish, fifteen by de- 
fective cocks, eleven gnawed by rats, twelve struck by picks, 
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fourteen defective joints, nine by digging drains, four stopped by 


gasket, three by cocks blowing out, one by tenants.

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Seventy hydrants have been taken out for repairs, and replaced 
by new or repaired ones. One hundred and twenty-nine hydrant 
boxes have been renewed. ‘Two important hydrants at South 
Boston, (corner of 4th and A Streets, and 4th and D Streets,) that 
was taken from the 12-inch stop-cocks, have been changed, so as 
to come direct from the pipes, thus doing away with the necessity 
of shutting off the 20-inch main line on 4th Street, to make 
any repairs on them. 

The hydrant in May Place has been taken out at the request 
of the owner of the property where it was located. A change 
has been made in the hydrants, so as to adapt them to the Steam 
Fire Engines, as was recommended last year, and all the 
hydrants set in future will be of the improved pattern. In con- 
nection with the hydrants, additional precaution has been taken 
to insure an abundance of water in case of fire, by connecting the

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
WESTERN DIVISION. 


Natick, January 5, 1862. 
Epenezer Jounson, Esq., Pres. of the Cochituate Water Board. 


Str: In compliance with the Rules and Regulations of the 
Board, the Superintendent of the Western Division respectfully 
submits the following Report of the condition of the work in his 
Division : 

The gate house, outlet dams, roads, culverts, and the grounds 
around the lake, are all in good condition. 

Agreeably to your order, I have raised the lower dam, and 
strengthened the upper one; and have built a dam across Wash- 
burn’s meadow, at the south end of the lake, to keep back the 
stagnant water. | 

About eleven hundred feet of slope wall has been laid, at places 
where it was most needed, to keep the banks of the lake from 
washing away; and I would recommend a continuation of this 
work to some extent another year, or the purchase of more land, 
in order to retain the five rods around the lake. 

The embankments, culverts, waste-weirs, and bridges, con- 
nected with the aqueduct, have all been thoroughly repaired 
during the past year, and are now in good condition. 

The seventh of last May, some person or persons, — thinking, 
perhaps, to obtain employment during part of the dull season, — 
attempted to make a breach in the aqueduct, about one hundred 
feet east of the east pipe chamber at Charles River. I immedi- 
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ately notified you, and, accompanied by the Mayor and members 
of the Water Board, you proceeded to make an examination of 
it, and ordered a strict watch to be kept on the whole line. [ 
immediately employed men to guard it, and they were kept on 
duty until November 19th, when I was ordered by the Board to 
discontinue their services. 

During the year I have several times thoroughly examined 
the interior of the aqueduct, and on one occasion was accompa- 
nied by members of the Board. In August last, the interior 
received a thorough cleansing throughout its whole extent, as is 
usual during each year; no new cracks were discovered, but 
some of the old ones appear to have enlarged. The crack at the 
clay-bank at Bennett’s land, in Brighton, in particular, has shown 
the past season that it would not be safe to allow it to remain 
much longer without being repaired; but repairs are attended 
with great difficulty, as Brookline Reservoir is not large enough 
to keep the city supplied, while the water is shut off from the 
aqueduct. I was ordered by the Board to point these cracks this 
fall, so that any scttling of the work would be discovered ; but 
it has been impossible to shut off the water even for one day, it 
being so low in the lake it was necessary to have it running con- 
stantly through the aqueduct, to keep up the head at Brookline 
Reservoir. 

Brookline Reservoir has received the usual amount of atten- 
tion during the year. The grounds and walks have been kept 
in good condition, and it still continues to be a place of consid- 
erable attraction to the public generally. 

Agreeably to your order, the work connecting Dudley Pond 
with the lake, has been commenced, and will be completed in a 
few weeks. 

You will find annexed a schedule of the tools, &c., belonging 
to the city, and used in this division.

CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


OFFICE OF City ENGINEER, Boston, January, 1862. 


EBENEZER JOHNSON, Esq., Pres’t of the Cochituate Water Board: 


Str: I submit the following Report of matters connected with 
the Water Works: — 


LAKE COCHITUATE. 


High-water mark in the lake is ten feet above Knight’s old 
flume. 

On the first of January, 1861, the water in the lake stood at 
eight feet four inches above the flume. It kept gradually rising 
until the middle of February, when it stood at extreme high- 
water mark, —that being as high as the water ever was in the 
lake. It stood at this height one week, after which it fell down 
to nine feet nine inches. On the ninth of March it again rose to 
ten feet above the flume, and from this time until the twelfth of 
May it stood clear up to high-water mark in the lake with the 
exception of only eight days; and in those eight days it was at 
no time more than four inches below high-water mark. 

Since the twelfth of May the water in the lake has been grad- 
ually falling, and on the first of January, 1862, it had fallen 
seven feet eleven inches below high-water mark, leaving only two 
feet and one inch depth of water in the lake above low-water 
mark. 


The daily average quantity of water brought to the city during 
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the past year has been 951,000 gallons over and above the daily 
average quantity of water brought in in 1860. 

Tt will be seen by the above statement that in the early part 
of the year there was an ample quantity of water in the lake, 
owing to the fact that large quantities of rain and snow fell in 
the latter part of 1860 and early in 1861. 

The lake being full, and the falls of rain and snow being 
heavy, made it necessary to allow the surplus amount of water to 
waste from the lake into Sudbury River. The amounts thus 
wasted were, in

Making an average daily waste for each of the three hundred 
and sixty-five days in the year of 9,253,586 gallons, nearly all 
of which we might now have on hand had we any place to store 
it in. The amounts shown above as having been wasted in July, 
June, and about ten millions of gallons of the amount in May, 
were lost because of leakages through the dam. 

Tt will be seen by this, and by reference to previous reports, 
that there is a much larger amount of water falling at and 
around the lake, taking one year with another, than the lake 
can hold; and I now renew my advice given some years since, 
that the lake should be raised at least two more feet in height. 
Had it been raised four feet, as suggested by the City Engineer, 
at the time when it was raised but two feet, we should now have 
two feet more water in depth in the lake, and consequently 
should not now be short of water, nor should we be menaeed 
with the danger of portions of the city suffering for the want of 
it, should the winter be a severe one. 
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As the consumption of water increases very fast, and as the 
lake supply will very soon all be used in the city, I most respect- 
fully suggest that no time be lost in having the necessary sur- 
veys made to determine a new source of supply for the city, as 
recommended by the Mayor in his Inaugural Address of the 
present year.

Conduit. 


By a comparison of the following table of heights of water in 
the conduit with the similiar table in last year’s report, it will be 
seen that there has been a much greater number of days this 
year during which there has been a large head of water on the 
conduit. 

The table shows the different heights at which the water has 
been running, and the number of days in each month at the dif- 
ferent heights. 

The height of the conduit is six feet four inches : —

That in the careful consideration of the subject entrusted to 
them, it became desirable firstly to ascertain wherein the proposed 
change might conflict with existing ordinances and rules and 
orders, your Committee, after carefully examining this point, 
having consulted with the City Solicitor, arrived at the conclusion 
that the change conflicts not at all with any existing ordinance, 
and cannot be controlled by the rules and orders now existing, 
although it undoubtedly would conflict with a portion of Section 
7th of the Joint Rules and Orders, wherein it is stated that “ after 
the annual order of appropriations shall have been passed, no 
subsequent expenditures, &c. &e.,” yet it is apparent that in this 
conflict, the change in favor of quarterly appropriations must pre- 
vail, for should there be no annual appropriation, the clause of 
Section 7th, referred to, must necessarily become null and void. 
Your Committee are therefore of the opinion that the measure in 
contemplation, if deemed expedient, can be carried through by 
the power vested in this body, even without the concurrent action 
of the other branch of the city government. 

The abclity of the Common Council to insist upon and carry 
out this or a similar measure, having been established to the sat- 
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isfaction of your Committee, the next point was to decide whether 
or not it was desirable to make the contemplated change, and 
upon this head, so far as the interests of this branch were con- 
cerned, so much was to be said in its favor, and nothing at all 
to its detriment, that your Committee does not feel necessitated 
to give in full the course of reasoning which brought them to 
a decision, but as concisely as possible, will endeavor to convince 
members that the conscientious discharge of duty, among other 
reasons, demands the change. 

The Common Council has been termed the “ popular branch of 
the city government,” for the reason that it has been supposed 
to act as a bulwark for the protection of citizens against extrava- 
gance in expenditures; the system of annual appropriations, as 
practiced of late years, has to a great extent rendered this belief 
fallacious, but your Committee are of the opinion that this body 
can and should keep a voice in the subject of expenditures 
throughout the entire year, not because of any power inherent in 
itself, for it is notorious that any agent of the city may incur 
debt for the city’s account, without a previous appropriation, and 
the debt thus contracted must be paid either directly by an ap- 
propriation, or later through legal measures, with costs of suit 
added to the original indebtedness; it is evident that an amend- 
ment to the City Charter can alone prove a perfect remedy, but 
this body, by keeping control of the city’s moneys, can periodi- 
cally arraign at the bar of public opinion, the wrongdoer, and 
this Committee doubt not that great improvements can be brought 
about by the exercise of this ability. 

In a few words, the practice for several years past has been as 
follows : — 

In the month of February, each year, the Auditor, by require- 
ment of the ordinance reports to the City Council, ‘an estimate of 
the amount of money necessary to be raised for the ensuing year, 
under the respective heads of appropriation.” In the procure- 
ment of this estimate the Auditor calls upon the different depart- 
ments for their estimates, each of its own wants for a year, and 
when received condenses the whole, and renders the total amount 
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as an estimate of the year’s requirements ; in a similar manner he 
gathers an estimate of the income of the city from the various 
sources, and at the same time reports the estimated income for the 
year. The estimates thus reported have been referred to a com- 
mitte for examination, and that committee reports to the Council 
its opinion as to whether any requirements are in excess of what 
they should properly be, or adds to such as it may consider less 
than will be needed. The subject is then acted upon by the 
Council, by the passage of an order appropriating for the several 
purposes specified, the several amounts as agreed upon; and an 
order levying a tax upon the polls and estates of the citizens 
of a sufficient amount to cover the difference between the esti- 
mated income and expenditure. 

These two orders being passed, the several Boards and Com- 
mittees have asswmed that the money thus appropriated had 
passed into their control, and that the City Council, as a body, 
had no further voice in the matter. This assumption is an 
abuse, as your Committee believe, and will shortly remark upon. 

Thus directly the money to be received by taxation or other- 
wise, for the whole year, is estimated, even before any portion of 
it is received, it has been immediately placed beyond the power 
of this body and into the control of the several departments, 
which departments, in the natural course of things, report when- 
ever they need more money, and as their supply has been predi- 
cated upon a year’s wants, seldom or never to the particular 
body which made the appropriation and to which they should be 
amenable, for the reason that the expiration of a year sees an 
entirely new city government in power. Such of the members 
as are returned for another year will be competent to understand 
when the yearly accounts are rendered, which of the boards, 
committees, or officers have used their power judiciously and 
faithfully ; but their power to punish faithlessness or incompe- 
tency, by bringing to bear upon it the force of public opinion 
has departed with the close of the previous year, which saw the 
faulty committees dispersed and others, under a new dynasty, 
established. 
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There seem to be two methods, the adoption of either of which 
will prove a partial remedy for the evils alluded to, and both will 
practically result in bringing the doings of those intrusted with 
the expenditure of money occasionally before the Council, where 
they may be made to undergo a healthy criticism. 

The first, by appropriating at any one time only a sufficient 
amount to carry on the city government for three months. 

The second, by passing, as heretofore, an annual appropriation 
bill, deyoting certain estimated sums for the purposes stated in 
said appropriation bill, but not giving any board or committee 
the power to expend any portion of the money thus appropriated 
without additional action from the Council empowering certain 
boards or committees to make the expenditures which naturally 
belong to their department; this additional order authorizing ex- 
penditure may include any portion of the whole appropriation 
which the Council may deem proper to grant at any one time, 
leaving the balance of the appropriation within the power of the 
Council, subject only to the terms of the appropriation. 

Your Committee favor the latter of these methods, principally 
for the reasons that it involves less change than would the former, 
does not conflict with established rules, and also remedies an abuse 
or error which has crept into the usages of the city. Your Com- 
mittee have not considered it worth while to inquire when the 
idea first obtained sway that an appropriation for a specific pur- 
pose carried with it authority to the committee or agent upon 
that especial subject, to expend all the money thus appropriated 
without additional authority for sodoing; but that such is not the 
case, your Committee know, and their knowledge is confirmed by 
the opinion of the City Solicitor, who states that, no matter what 
appropriation may be voted, or for what purpose, no committee 
has the right to expend one dollar of the money until that right 
has been expressly conferred by vote of the City Council. 

Thus we may appropriate, say ten thousand dollars for a specific 
purpose, and then authorize our agents to expend any portion of 
the amount we may desire or think proper; when such portion is 
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expended the agent must receive further power before the balance 
of the appropriation can be infringed upon. 

This Committee would therefore suggest that the annual appro- 
priations be voted as heretofore, but with the express understanding 
that no power is thereby conveyed to any agent of the city to ex- 
pend — that the several departments be called upon for an estimate 
of their wants for three months, to be rendered at the same time 
as their annual estimate, and in similar manner, and that this 
body then pass a vote empowering the agents to expend such portion 
of the whole amount as it may deem proper. 

A few of the advantages of this course are as follows: — 

1. It retains within the Common Council to the latest possible 
period, a power entrusted to it by the City Charter, for the pro- 
tection of the citizens against extravagant expenditure. 

2. It removes the consideration of the final disposition of a 
large portion of the year’s expenditures from a time when the 
Council is pressed with business, to a time of comparative leisure. 

3. A member, from lapse of time and consequent gain of 
experience, is enabled to vote more intelligently. 

4. Those entrusted with the expenditure of money, in asking 
for more, will be obliged to render an account of their steward- 
ship, and to the body who gave the power, and consequently will 
best understand whether or not it has been faithfully performed. 

5. The fact of not having to their credit at any one time so 
large an amount, may remove from agents some temptation to 
extravagance. 

Lastly. The members of this body will have abolished a cus- 
tom under which, almost directly, they have been entrusted with 
a power from their constituents, while yet in comparative igno- 
rance of their duties; they vote away nine tenths, at least, of 
their ability to check extravagance. 


Your Committee would apologize for the length of this report, 


were it not for a strong conviction entertained, that the subject 
should be one of especial and peculiar interest to this branch of 
the government, involving as it seems to do, the question whether 
the members desire to be a power in the government throughout 
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the year, or are content that their usefulness should cease with 
the passage of the annual appropriation bill, as heretofore prac- 
tised. . 
- The Committee recommend the passage of the accompanying 
resolutions and order.

RESOLVED: That it is the opinion of the Common Council 
that the appropriation, of money for specific objects does not in 
itself authorize any member, officer, board, or committee of the 
city government to expend the money thus appropriated; but 
that an ‘additional especial vote is requisite, authorizing and 
empowering agents to expend under the appropriation the whole 
or any portion thereof, as the Council may decide by vote. 


RESOLVED: That in the opinion of the Common Council, to 
properly and conscientiously discharge the duties entrusted to the 
members, requires that all possible control over expenditures 
should be retained, and therefore in voting power to agents to 
expend money previously appropriated, such power should be in- 
tended not to exceed an amount sufficient for the requirements of 
three months, particular cases excepted. 


ORDERED: That the various committees and boards send to 
the Auditor, as has been customary, and at the usual time, their 
estimate of the wants of their several departments for a year, 
and in addition an estimate of their requirements for the first 
three months of the financial year, and that the Auditor transmit, 
in similar form to the usual yearly estimates, and in addition 
thereto the estimates for three months.

Str: The Cochituate Water Board respectfully request you to 
lay before the City Council, for their consideration, the following 
extracts from a Report made by the Water Registrar to this 
Board, December 20, 1861: —

‘«‘ KBENEZER JOHNSON, Esq., Pres’t of the Cochituate Water Board: 

“Sir: In compliance with your request, | have carefully con- 
sidered the subject of Hopper Water Closets, and other objec- 
tionable styles of water fixtures contained within the premises of 
water-takers, and beg leave to report, that this matter was 
brought to the attention of the City Council in 1854, based upon 
a report made by the Water Registrar to the Water Board of 
that year, which contained a general summary of the quantity of 
water used in the various kinds of water-closets, together with 
other interesting facts, which I deem to be of importance to the 
Water Board, as well as useful for the City Council in reference 
to any future action that may be taken on the subject. I have 
therefore thought it proper to make the said report (Registrar’s, 
1858,) a component part of this, and add such facts and informa- 
tion as have transpired since that time. 

“During the year 1853, the Cochituate Water Board was re- 
quested by the City Council to revise the tariff of water rates, 
and report the same at an early day. After due consideration of 
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the subject by the Board, and to facilitate their endeavors to cor- 
rect such inequalities as might exist in the then present tariff, 
they (the Water Board) directed the Water Registrar to report a 
plan of operation by which the places of waste of water in the city 
could be ascertained and prevented. 

“At a subsequent meeting of the Board a plan was presented 
and adopted, and men employed to visit the premises of each 
water-taker to examine the water fixtures, and take an account 
of the different ways of using the water, also to take account of 
the places where the fixtures were out of order, and where water 
was running to waste. The following is a report of that exam- 
ination : — 

««¢The total number of fixtures contained within the premises 
of water-takers is 351,750,— of these, 3,968 were taps which have 
no connection with any sewer; 19,287 sinks; 3,149 wash hand 
basins; 1,838 bath-tubs, 1,622 pan water-closets ; 698 hopper 
closets; 159 self-acting hopper closets; 218 urinals; 476 wash 
tubs (these are permanently attached to the buildings); 14 
shower-baths (these were in houses where there was no bath-tub) ; 
9 hydraulic rams, and 312 private hydrants.’ 

“It should be remembered that Boston is more thoroughly 
drained than most other cities where the supply of water is suffi- 
cient to meet all the wants of the people. This gives our citi- 
zens an opportunity of placing more water fixtures within their 
premises than people of most other cities enjoy. 

«The original estimate of 283 gallons of water per day for 
each inhabitant, was based upon experience gained in the city of 
Philadelphia, at a time when there were but few, if any sewers 
within its borders; so it was a very unusual thing for a water- 
taker to have more than one tap from which to draw. This tap 
being generally placed in the yard, and the waste water running 
out over the sidewalk into the street, gave the agents of the 
Water Works an opportunity to easily ascertain if the water 
fixtures were in good order, or if the water was unnecessarily 
wasting. Those who had water-closets were obliged to dig wells 
into which their soil-pipes discharged, and they were obliged to 
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be very careful in the use of water for this purpose, or their 
wells would overflow. Whereas, in the city of Boston, most of 
the fixtures are so arranged as to discharge into the common 
sewer, and they may be left running, through negligence or wil- 
fulness, for days without discovery. 

“Take, for instance, the 19,287 sinks (see statement), and 
suppose that they have but one g-inch cock, discharging each of 
them into under an average head of 80 feet, and through pipes 
averaging 60 feet in length, and allowing that the water runs in 
each for one hour per day, the quantity of water discharged will 
amount to 10,414,918 gallons. Again, take the 3,149 wash 
hand basins (see statement), and allowing that the water runs in 
each for one hour per day under the same head and through the 
same length of pipe as before, the quantity of water discharged 
will amount to 425,015 gallons. This, added to the above, 
amounts to 10,839,955 gallons of water for one hour’s use of the 
sinks and wash hand basins in the city. 

“There are three kinds of water fixtures now in use in the 
city of Boston, which consume a large quantity of water without 
any corresponding benefit. J allude to the urinals, the hopper 
closets, and the self-acting closets. I would recommend that the 
further use of these fixtures be prohibited. The urinal, as gen- 
erally constructed, has a stream of water from one quarter to 
five eighths of an inch in diameter constantly running into it; 
but as this stream cannot be made to cover the whole surface of 
the pan, it does not prevent the salt in the urine from forming 
itself upon all its exposed parts, and thus making it nearly as 
filthy as those which have no water near them. The application 
of a bucket of water with a brush once a week, would do more to 
keep them clean, than a 1-inch stream of water constantly run- 
ning. 

“The hopper closet is so constructed that a person using: it 
must turn on a g-inch stream of water, which is kept running 
during the time that the closet is used, and as in many instances 
the stream is not shut off, the water runs until a person familiar 
with the construction closes it. Doubtless in about one case out 
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of four it is forgotten, and the water is thus left to run to waste. 
This closet takes about nine times as much water to do the same 
service as a pan closet. Suppose the average number in a fam- 
ily is seven, and that each person uses the closet five minutes per 
day: the quantity of water consumed in a closet of this kind 
would amount to 315 gallons. Whereas, the pan closet would do 
the same service with 35 gallons. 

«The self-acting closets use about the same quantity of water 
as the hopper closet ; but it is so constructed that it closes itself, 
so that the liability of waste is not so great. Were the 698 hop- 
per closets, and the 159 selfacting closets (see statement) taken 
out, and pan closets substituted in their places, the amount of 
water saved per day —not calculating the amount wasted by not 
closing the valve after using the closet — would be 239,960 gal- 
lons.” 

A few other fixtures might be named which use more water 
than is necessary ; but the amount of waste is very limited, in 
comparison to those above mentioned. The Water Board, after 
due consideration of the facts communicated in the foregoing re- 
port by the Water Registrar, fully agreed with him in the alter- 
ations proposed, and submitted the same to the City Council, 
together with a revision of water rates, in which they recom- 
mended a much increased rate upon all water-closets, particu- 
larly the hopper closets, in order that the rate for the same 
might bear some proportion to the quantity of water used, and 
uselessly wasted, and in the hope that they might to a consider- 
able extent hereafter be abandoned. The rate recommended 
was as follows, viz: For pan water-closets, $6.00; hopper clos- 
ets, $12.00; any other style, $8.00, and urinals, $10.00. By 
reference to the present tariff of rates, it will be seen that it was 
not the pleasure of the City Council to ordain these high rates, 
but all water-closets were put in at a uniform rate. For in- 
stance: the present tariff of rates for dwelling-houses, after pre- 
scribing the rate of charge upon the valuation of the premises, 
reads as follows: “In addition to the foregoing rates there shall 
be charged to each dwelling-house, in which a water-closet or 
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bathing-tub is used, the sum of $5.00.” By this arrangement 
you will perceive that the water-taker is at liberty to have as 
many water-closets as he pleases, without any additional charge. 
Probably for this reason parties have been induced to put in 
many more fixtures than absolutely necessary. The consequence 
is that the hopper and self-acting hopper closets, which have 
always been considered the most objectional, have increased 
about 560 per cent. in seven years, while the pan water-closet 
has only increased about 160 per cent. The only reason that 
can be assigned for the great increase of the hopper over the pan 
closet is that they can be procured at a much less price, besides 
the peculiar construction of them will allow of their being placed 
in situations exposed to the cold weather, and in which case a 
stream of water can readily be allowed to run in them to prevent 
their freezing ; whereas, the pan closet, as well as the apparatus 
appendant to it, is such that it must necessarily be situated in some 
place where they can partake of the general warmth of the house, 
in which case there is no necessity of wasting water to prevent 
their freezing. 

The following table exhibits the number and kind of water 
fixtures contained within the premises of water-takers in 1860, as 
compared with 1853: —

The total number of water-takers for the year 1853 was 
18,170, and in 1860, 24,316, that is, an increase of about 37 
per cent. 

The total number of water fixtures contained within the 
premises of water-takers in 1853 was 31,750 (see table), and 
in 1860, 64,526, showing an increase of about 100 per cent. 

The average daily consumption of water in 1853 was 8,542,- 
300 gallons, and in 1860, 17,238,000 gallons, being an increase 
of about 100 per cent. | 

By the above statement it will be readily seen that the in- 
creased consumption of water for seven years past, is about in 
proportion to the increased number of water fixtures, and very far 


’ 
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exceeds the proportional increase of water-takers. These results 
might be further illustrated, but I think that sufficient has been 
shown to satisfy the Board that the annual increased consump- 
tion of water is attributable to the great increased number of 
water fixtures of an odjecttonal kind, rather than to any other 
particular cause, and I know of no better method of reducing the 
daily consumption of water in this city, than to exercise more 
control than has hitherto been done to limit the number and style 
of water fixtures upon the premises of water-takers. The above 
result also shows that if the growth of the city and the facilities 
for distributing water should increase in years to come, in the 
ratio that they have in years past, the time is not far distant 
when the present source will be inadequate to supply the de- 
mand. 

There is one other fact connected with this subject that is 
worthy of notice at this time. About two months since I selected 
two public places where the waste of water was supposed to be 
unusually large, and caused meters to be attached to them, for 
the purpose of measuring the quantity of water actually drawn. In 
one case where there was nine hopper closets and six sinks sup- 
plied, there was an average daily consumption of 19,956 gallons 
for 35 days, which, at the tariff rate of two cents for each 100 
gallons for one year, amounts to $1,197.36. The meter in the 
other case, where there was five hopper closets supplied, indicated 
an average daily consumption of 24,690 gallons for 22 days, 
which, at the tariff rate of two cents for each 100 gallons for one 
year, amounts to $1,802.36. By the present tariff the former 
paid § 80.00, and the latter at the rate of $25.00 per annum. 

There are many other places where Cochituate water is taken 
similar in character to the two cited above, which, if meters were 
applied, a like result would probably follow. A great deal of 
waste results from the reckless and improper manner in which 
many water fixtures are put into and carried through the prem- 
ises supplied with water, and I know of no plan better calculated 
to check this evil than the system adopted by the cities of New 
York, Brooklyn, Albany, and others. The system adopted in 
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those cities require all plumbers to be licensed, by which means 
the Water Department is enabled to control, to a certain extent, 
the water-pipe and fixtures, contained within the premises of 
water-takers ; and my experience for several years past leads me 
to remark, that if this system had been adopted in this city at 
the completion of our works, a large quantity of water would 
have been saved to the city, as well as much inconvenience and 
expense to the citizens. 

A cursory review of the present New York system may be of 
interest to your Board at this time. Without a license no 
plumber is allowed to perform any service in any building where 
the Croton water is supplied. The party applying for a license 
must be a citizen of the United States, residing in the city, of 
the age of twenty-one years, and at the time of application fur- 
nish the Board with a satisfactory certificate signed by at least 
two licensed plumbers, that the applicant is known to them as 
a person regularly educated to the business, and qualified to re- 
ceive a license. The party is required to file a bond in accord- 
ance with the ordinance of the city, for the faithful performance 
of all his work. No alteration or addition is allowed to be made 
in any building where the water is taken without notice being 
previously given and permission had from the Water Department. 
Kach plumber is also required, on the first day of each month, to 
make a return to the office, of all work done by him calculated 
to effect, either by increase or decrease, a change in the water 
rate upon any premises, also a return of all work done in newly 
erected buildings. By this system it will be seen that the water 
is not allowed to be let on for the first time in any case until a 
certificate is received from some responsible person, stating that 
the pipes and fixtures are arranged in a suitable manner. If 
this system, or some other having the same object in view, can 
be brought into practical operation in this city, I have no doubt 
that a large quantity of water could be saved. In view of these 
facts, I would respectfully suggest to the Board the propriety of 
the Water Board of renewing the recommendations made to the 
City Council by the Board in 1854, that the rate for certain de- 
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scriptions of water fixtures be established to bear some propor- 
tion to the quantity of water used; also, that a system of licens- 
ing plumbers be established in this city.

Forty-six eliptical iron curbs and covers have been placed on 
manholes over sewers, thirty-one of which were to replace worn- 
out stone curbs. One hundred and ten worn-out oak covers to 
manholes have been replaced by new ones. 


CONTRACTS. 


Most of the sewers constructed the past year have been done 
by contract in preference to being done by the day. 

The contracts were awarded to the lowest responsible bidders, 
and the parties who obtained them were those who have been 
employed by the department for a number of years in the con- 
struction of sewers. The work has been faithfully performed, 
and generally at a less cost than heretofore. 


* 
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In one instance the city made a contract for the construction of 
an expensive sewer with a party who proved incompetent and 
unable to fulfil his contract, in consequence of the difficult char- 
acter of the work. The city found it necessary to employ expe- 
rienced workmen to complete said work by the day. 


PRIVATE DRAINS. 


The manner in which the streets are dug up for the purpose of 
constructing and repairing private drains, and the manner in 
which the drains are constructed has been the cause of considera- 
ble complaint, and I would recommend that some change be 
made in the ordinance respecting the opening of the streets for 
such purpose, for the better preservation of the sewers and 
streets. 

The ordinance, as amended in 1859, required a bond to be 
drawn up for each permit granted for the purpose of opening a 
street to construct or repair a drain therein. The work required 
in preparing bonds and permits under that ordinance occupied 
so much of the time of the Superintendent, and occasioned so 
much trouble and delay to the applicant, that it was found neces- 
sary to fall back upon the old system. 

Some of the private drains connecting stores and dwellings 
with the common sewers are constructed in the best possible man- 
ner, but there are a great many of them which are not properly 
connected with the sewers, of improper form, construction, and 
materials, the excavation not properly guarded and lighted at 
night, the earth and paving carelessly put back, and the streets 
left in a slovenly and dangerous condition. 

During the year, four hundred and ninety-four permits were 
granted to over one hundred different persons to open the streets 
for the purpose of constructing and repairing private drains. 

I have endeavored to confine the permits to master mechanics 
and responsible parties, but the number has become so large that 
it is doubtful if many of them are competent for the execution of 
such work, and it is very difficult for the Superintendent to exer- 
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cise that control over them which he could if there were a smaller 
number. 

With the past experience it would seem proper that the work 
of constructing and repairing private drains, and digging for 
that purpose in the public streets, should be restricted to a limited 
number of master mechanics, who should be licensed and placed 
under bonds for the faithful performance of the work, and any 
repairs which might be needed thereafter, and to save the city 
harmless from all damages and costs which might occur in con- 
sequence of their neglect. 

In connection with this subject requests have frequently been 
made that the city should construct private drains from the sewers 
to the line of the streets; the owner to pay the actual cost of the 
same. | 

For such. work it would be necessary to employ constantly a 
number of experienced workmen, and to keep in stock the proper 
materials. I think more uniformity is required in the style of 
house and store drains, and the manner of doing the work, and 
would recommend that it be required of every person constructing 
new drains, that they should be of a circular form, of brick, stone- 
ware, or iron, of proper size and quality, as being preferable on 
account of their form in keeping clean, not so liable to become 
stopped, and therefore would not require the frequent opening: of 
the streets to clean and repair as in the case with many of the 
present imperfectly constructed drains. 

By adopting an ordinance to meet the above suggestions per- 
sons applying for permits. could at their option have their drains 
constructed by the city, or employ any of those who were licensed, 
and rely upon the work being properly done, and the city could 
insure the streets being kept in a good and safe condition. 


PLANS. 


A new set of plans and records of the sewers of the whole city 
is being made for public use in the office of the department. — 
The old set of plans having become much worn, difficult for 
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easy reference, drawn to different scales, frequently incorrect, and 
without system, it was found necessary to construct a new set, 
obviating the above defects. 

In the new set each volume will consist of an index plan of a 
portion of the city upon a scale of 250 feet to an inch, showing 
at a glance the whole drainage of that part, with sectional plans 
upon a scale of fifty feet to an inch, showing the streets and 
sewers in detail, with their relative heights above low-water mark, 
and the names of the owners of the estates abutting thereon ; 
also references to records wherein are stated the date and circum- 
stances of construction, by whom constructed, description of form, 
size, materials, d&c. 

Annexed will be found a schedule of the property belonging to 
the department.

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Tue Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery, as required by the 
ordinance in relation thereto, respectfully present to the City 
Council their Fourth Annual Report. 

The extensive laying out and grading of lots in the year 1860, 
rendered further labor in that direction needless the past season. 
The unfinished condition in which the work of the former year 
was left, however, has required the levelling up and sodding of 
forty-five lots; and this, with the gravelling of two hundred rods 
of avenues, the grading and gravelling of one hundred and fifteen 
rods of walks, and the appropriate planting of trees in and about 
them, has been completed. 

Twelve rods of new avenues have also been made. Sixty-five 
rods of open drain have been dug and laid. Two acres of ground 
have been laid out and trenched for a flower garden. Twenty 
acres of forest have been cleared of brush and undergrowth, and 
the trees pruned. The many cavities about the grounds, from 
which rocks had been blasted for the grading of Central and 
other avenues, have been filled with gravel and loam. 

Fifty rods of public road in Mount Hope Street, on the south- 
west side of the Cemetery, (heretofore known as “ Back Street,” 
but recently renamed by the selectmen of Dorchester, at the 
request of the Trustees,) have been graded. ‘The receiving tomb 
has been thoroughly repaired, and a new, appropriate front of 
stone substituted for its former one of wood. 

There have been thirty monuments and tablets, some of them 
of noticeable character and construction, five iron fences and one 
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granite curb erected, and one hedge planted, within and around 
private lots, during the year. 

The number of interments during the year have been —in 
private lots, one hundred and twelve; in Cypress Vale ninety- 
five, and in the City Cemetery four hundred and eighty-seven. 

The order of the Board of Aldermen, passed in February last, 
_ for the removal of remains from Hull Street Cemetery —in fur- 
therance of one leading purpose of the city in its purchase of 
Mount Hope — was early complied with, in a manner satisfactory 
to all parties interested. 

Eight lots of full-size and nine of half-size, and eighty-two 
graves in Cypress Vale, have been sold. 

The number of lots of full-size, graded and now ready for 
sale, is two hundred and thirty-two. Of half-size, which have 
been most called for the last year, there are now none. 

The dwelling-house for the Superintendent, for which an appro- 
priation was made by the City Council, has been built on an eli- 
gible site, upon land owned by the city, and now without the 
limits of the Cemetery. In its erection the Trustees have had 
due regard to quality of material, character of workmanship, and 
style of finish, in every respect — mindful also, that, beside the 
accommodation of the Superintendent and family, such an edifice, 
like all permanent erections by the city, should evidence a recog- 
nition of the tasteful in design, as well as the durable in con- 
struction. 

To prepare the ground upon which to build; to dig the cellar, 
the cistern and drains, and lay the cellar wall; to grade and sod 
the needful embankments, and to plant the trees for appropriate 
embellishment, have also employed the regular labor-force of the 
Cemetery considerably from time to time, during the summer and 
autumn. 

The whole has been completed with great satisfaction to the 
Trustees, and they are confident, with proper consideration for the 
economical demand of the times. 

It is the disposition and intention of the Trustees to keep the 
expenditures of the coming year within the narrowest limits con- 
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sistent with true economy — having in view the purpose of the 
city in its purchase of this extensive property, viz: at the same 
time to supply a necessity of its own, and offer a place of burial, 
made so pleasant and appropriate as to invite private purchases, 
which should ere long reimburse all its outlays therefor. 

Reasons scarcely need be given why the progress towards that 
result has been less, the past year, than was anticipated; the 
business experience of most men, during the same term, will not 
fail to suggest them. 

There is, however, a necessity for the continuance of improve- 
ments already commenced, and which are to be of permanent 
utility, that cannot well be disregarded. 

Although a considerable number of full lots remain unsold, 
there is not one of the half-size graded for sale. It is proper to 
say, that the disproportion in sizes graded the last two years, is 
so large, because it was deemed important that the lots bordering 
on Central Avenue, near the front entrance —and which it was 
very desirable, on account of their locality, to grade and finish 
early — should be uniformly of full size. 

For the completion of what is considered really important for 
the increase in sale of lots, and for the gradual and needful im- 
provement of the Cemetery —even in these times, so suggestive 
of prudence in every public department — the Trustees will feel 
themselves justified in asking, at the proper time, for an appro- 
priation of five thousand dollars for the coming year. 

The required statement, in detail, of the receipts and expendi- 
tures for the past year, is hereto appended, and the whole is 
submitted, trusting that it will meet the approval of the City 


Council.

REPORT. 


The approach of the inclement season, and the falling of snow 
in considerable quantity in our streets, rendered it necessary that 
measures should be taken to keep the highways in condition to 
accommodate the public in the various modes of travelling. 
Therefore upon the 20th of January a notice was sent to the sey- 
eral horse railroad companies to the effect that the proper time 
had arrived when they were authorized to substitute sleighs or 
runners for the wheeled vehicles in ordinary use.** This notice 
signed by the Chairman of the Committee on Paving and Super- 
intendent of Streets was complied with by most of the companies, 
but was opposed by others as an encroachment upon their rights 
and privileges. Besides this, the order of the Superintendent of 
Streets, that no salt should be sprinkled upon the rails, and that 


*The following is a copy of the note addressed to the several horse rail- 
road corporations : — 


City Hall, Boston, January 20, 1862. 

You are hereby notified that no digger, plough, or vehicle of any kind 
whatever for the displacement of snow from the railroad tracks will be al- 
lowed to be run over the tracks of your road. No salt can be allowed to be 
used on curves or tracks. The time has arrived when the tenth of the rules 
of the Board of Aldermen must be enforced, and sleighs run instead of cars.

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the snow ploughs or diggers should not be used without permis- 
sion, (according to the rules,) was unnoticed or evaded. The 
representatives of the several roads were met by the Committee, 
and explanations were offered as to the cause of their non-com- 
pliance with the orders of the city authorities. They considered 
it a hardship that the snow should be levelled in that portion 
occupied by the tracks. It was pretended that the city had no 
authority to obstruct the passage of the cars, even though it was 
necessary for the protection of other travellers, by making the 
entire width of the street of a uniform level. It was submitted 
that it was the duty of the city to remove the snow so that the 
cars might be used; this was at once declined, as there is no 
warranty in law for the surveyors of highways to keep road- 
ways for wheel vehicles and sleighing vehicles at the same time. 
They also offered to remove the snow themselves at their own 
expense, but this also was declined, for the reason that if there 
should be a sudden change of weather, those streets where the 
snow had been partially removed might be left bare, and useless 
for vehicles upon runners, while in others the snow might be of 
sufficient depth to make good sleighing. It was also stated that 
if salt had been used, or the ploughs run contrary to the rules, 
it had been done by the inferior officers of the roads. But a 
more important objection than all was, that the Superintendent of 
Streets had no right to level the snow over their tracks ; but on 
the contrary, the statute in relation to obstruction of highways 
was quoted, as applicable to him, and his authority questioned as 
a city officer to exercise his discretion in rendering the roadway 
safe and convenient, as has been done in this city for many 
years. 

It was asserted that the corporation of the city of Boston had 
no right to interfere with another corporation, and therefore, as 
the railroads were chartered by the State, their use of the cars 
could not be prevented, or the tracks covered with snow in the 
levelling process, without infringing upon their privileges as a 
corporation, deriving their authority from the same source as the 
city of Boston. The Committee being clearly of the opinion that 
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the city has an undoubted right to extend its careful superinten- 
dence and protection over the streets and territory within its 
limits, so far as the safety and convenience of the people are con- 
cerned, directed a communication to the several corporations, 
that the Superintendent of Streets shall proceed to level the 
snow wherever the same shall be deemed dangerous. ‘This was 
done in several streets, but not without demur on the part of 
one of the railroad companies. In the middle of the night the 
plough was run over the track, displacing the snow, and render- 
ing the highway unsafe as before. The late driving rain-storm 
settled the snow in all the streets, except those in which the 
tracks have been kept open by the running of diggers, ploughs, 
and cars, and in those streets there 1s a canal on each side, bor- 
dered by ice, rendering it very unsafe for vehicles to pass over 
the roadway. The statute in relation to clearing the streets of 
snow, was plainly intended for those cases where drifts of great 
depth had fallen, so as to entirely obstruct the road, (or nearly 
so,) which in towns in the interior of the State might remain in 
that condition for a length of time unless the corporations were 
compelled to clear the road. Traveliers might thus be hindered, 
and their safety or convenience seriously affected through the 
neglect of proper supervision of town or city authorities. In 
cities where the travel is continual, the streets can seldom be in 
condition to require the removal of snow, — once in a season, or 
perhaps twice, is sufficient if an unusual fall of snow should occur. 
The city authorities have ever been ready to clear the streets at 
great expense, but to be thus taunted with the presumption that the 
city is obliged to clear away six or eight inches of snow, and spoil 
the sleighing for one class of citizens, that another may ride upon - 
wheels, is vexatious in the extreme. It is no greater hardship or 
expense for a corporation to keep vehicles suitable to run on the 
roadway when there is snow on the same, or when there is not, 
than for an individual. The rules and regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the horse railroads, prescribed by the Board of Al- 
dermen, are judiciously drawn and are sufficient for the purpose, 
except that no penalties are atlixed for refusal to comply with 
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them. But there should exist no doubt in the mind of any per- 
son whether connected with railroads or not, of the authority of 
the Board of Aldermen as surveyors of highways, to exercise 
supervision of the streets, and make all needful regulations for 
the safety of travellers who may have occasion to pass over them. 
If more legislation is desirable, it can easily be obtained. 

The horse railroads are certainly a great accommodation toa 
large class of our citizens, but on the other hand a larger number 
travel on foot, or in vehicles of their own, whose rights in the 
highway are just as sacred and as deserving the attention of the 
authorities. 

Should there be any difference of opinion as to the law in the 
case between the city and the railroad corporations, it can be de- 
termined by appeal to a legal tribunal. But if the directions of 
the city officers are to be disregarded, and their authority ques- 
tioned, it is time the issue should be made, and the validity of 
the regulations tested. 

The Committee submit no order, but desire that the Board 
should be officially informed of what has transpired between them 
and the horse railroad corporations upon the subject. They have 
done what they deemed advisable in the premises, and leave the 
subject for the consideration of the Board.

ORDERED: That notice be served upon the Metropolitan Rail- 
road Company, and the Cambridge Railroad Company, that if said 
companies do not comply with the rules and regulations for the 
government of street railroads in this city, passed by the Board of 
Aldermen June 27, 1857, and January 18, 1859, within forty- 
eight hours after the service of this notice, this Board will pro- 
ceed to remove such portions of their tracks within the limits of 
this city, as it may deem expedient and necessary.

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City Soxicitor’s OFrricr, Boston, February 3, 1862. 

Sir: The questions you have proposed to me, in regard to the rights 
and duties of the city authorities to regulate or control the use of the 
public streets by horse railroad corporations, at times when, from depth 
of snow or other cause, the common use of the railroad tracks becomes 
incompatible with the safety and convenience of the ordinary public 
travel, have been duly considered ; and they admit, as I think, of plain 
and satisfactory answers. 

Streets, or ways for public travel, are things of absolute necessity. 
The law has, therefore, provided for the making and maintaining of 
them. It imposes upon the City the duty of keeping them “safe and 
convenient for travellers, with their horses, teams, and carriages, at all 
and, if that duty is not performed, it subjects the 
City to indictment and penalties, and to the payment of damages to 
individuals who may be injured thereby. 

Horse railroads are not things of necessity ; they are things of con- 
venience only. Hence, the use of the streets by them must always be 


bd 


seasons of the year ;’ 


in subordination to their use for the ordinary public travel. That they 
are so restrained and regulated by law, is obvious from an examination 
of the charters of these corporations. Take, for example, the charter 
of the Metropolitan Railroad Company, which stands first in chronolog- 
ical order ; and all the others are substantially like it. 

This charter provides, that the Corporation may lay its tracks over 
such streets ‘‘as may from time to time be fixed and determined by 
vote of the Board of Aldermen,” &c,; that ‘all tracks of said railroad 
shall be laid at such distances from the sidewalks,” as the Board of 
Aldermen, in fixing the route, shall ‘‘determine to be for the public 
safety and convenience ;” that the Mayor and Aldermen “shall have 
power at all times to make all such regulations as to the rate of speed 
and mode of use of said tracks, as the public convenience and safety 
may require;” ‘that the road shall be constructed and maintained in 
such form and manner, and upon such grade, and with such guage,” as 
they shall prescribe and direct ; and that they may revoke the locations 
and order the removal of the rails, when circumstances in their judgment 
require it. The charter also provides, that if any person shall recover 
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damages from the City, on account of a street being defective, or out of 
repair, by reason of the carelessness, neglect, or misconduct, of the 
agents or servants of the corporation, the corporation shall indemnify 
the City, — implying clearly, that the City is responsible to any person 
who suffers damage from a defect in the street, caused wholly by the 
corporation. 

The statute of 1861, chapter 199, provides, that ‘if any horse rail- 
road corporation, within the city of Boston, shall violate any lawful rule 
or regulation of the Board of Aldermen, of said City, such corporation 
shall be liable to a penalty of not more than fifty dollars for each 
offence.” 

The statutes cited and referred to make it the clear and imperative 
duty of the Board of Aldermen to keep the streets safe and convenient 
for the public travel, and to permit no person or corporation, by any 
means, to make them unsafe or inconvenient, and the equally obligatory 
duty of the railroad corporations to obey all the rules and orders of the 
Board made for this purpose. 

If the railroad corporations allege, that they are chartered by the 
Legislature of the Commonwealth, for the purpose of building railroads 
and operating them in the streets, and therefore have their legal rights, 
they allege a truth. The question is not whether they have rights, but 
what are the extent and limits of those rights; and I have endeavored 
to show that those rights extend no farther than to entitle them to such 
use of the streets as is compatible with the public safety and ‘conven- 
ience ; and that, in case of difference of opinion between the Board and 
the corporations, in regard to this limit, the Board has the right of 
decision. 

You inquire, also, whether amy further legislative provision is neces- 
sary to enable the Board of Aldermen, properly to execute its duties in 
this respect, in case its authority should be resisted. I think none is 
needed. It has ample power already, —all the power it has in case of 
obstructions of the streets from other causes, and the power to remove 
the rails, when they are so used as to be detrimental to the public 
welfare.

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Tur Committee on so much of the Mayor’s Address, as relates 
to proposed amendments of the City Charter and a License Law, 
from a conviction, that if anything is to be accomplished this 
year, despatch is indispensable, inasmuch as the session of the 
legislature is drawing towards its close, would submit the fol- 
lowing 


REPORT. 


In the fall of 1860 an order passed the City Council, request- 
ing the Mayor to petition the General Court for certain amend- 
ments to the Charter, and the usual notice having been published 
in accordance with the rule, such a petition was presented to the 
legislature of 1861. From the press of other duties, no other ac- 
tion was taken in the premises than its reference over to this year, 
among the unfinished business. The amendments which we now 
propose are with slight exception the same as those prayed for 
in that petition, what is new being rather matter of form than of 
substance. In the opinion of the City Solicitor, the rule requir- 
ing notice does not apply to special laws amending municipal 
charters, when they are to be submitted, before they take effect, to 
the people for ratification. And this consideration is entitled to the 
greater weight, where action is to be taken upon a petition em- 
anating from the City Council, which represents all the inhab- 
itants. Should the legislature hesitate to adopt this view, and in- 
sist upon any farther notice before entertaining the prayer of any 
petition we may offer at this session, nothing will have been lost 
by bringing the subject seasonably before the Council and the 
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citizens, and by arousing public attention, it will receive full dis- 
cussion and deliberation, and time be given to mature such alter- 
rations as will stand the test 1f adopted. 

The present charter, principally dratted by the late Chief Jus- 
tice Shaw, and amended in some important particulars by Mr. 
Peleg W. Chandler, has been a model for its completeness and 
adaptation to the wants of the community. It should not be dis- 
turbed without extreme caution. We must not however forget, 
that during the forty years it has been in operation, great chang- 
es have taken place in our condition and numbers, and what was 
well suited to a city of forty-five thousand people, may be im- 
proved to advantage, now that our population has increased four- 
fold. The alterations suggested will for the most part be found to 
grow directly and naturally out of the heavier pressure of public 
business, and the more enlarged experience indispensable to the 
efficient charge of concerns, which are annually becoming more 
complicated as the city increases in magnitude. We would not 
however advise any change, which should not, after being first 
authorized by the deliberate wisdom of the legislature, also re- 
ceive the sanction of the City Council and of the citizens. With 
these safeguards, we need not apprehend that any crude, vision- 
ary, or inconsistent provisions will be suffered to mar the admi- 
rable completeness of our municipal system. 

An important object in view in proposing a change of the 
Charter, was to secure not only intelligence and honesty in 
office, but experience. The judicious management of private af- 
fairs depends upon the continued attention of successive years, 
and a familiarity with every controlling circumstance that can 
teach us what to do or what to avoid. Where those who haye 
charge of public affairs are annually changed, it is obvious that 
these cannot be conducted with much efficiency or judgment. It 
is true that the public is wise enough to realize this, and to re- 
tain each year a large portion of those in official station, but at 
times, in our experience in this city, nearly every member of the 
government has been displaced. Where this often occurs no 
course of public policy can be pursued. Contractors take advan- 
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tage of the unavoidable ignorance of new incumbents, and claims 
which have been examined and rejected, are again presented, 
plausibly urged, and finally allowed. 

Another objection to frequent changes in municipal bodies is, 
that at the commencement of each year, the whole business of 
the city government is thrown into confusion, and must very 
imperfectly, and after delays most prejudicial to the public, be 
restored to its appropriate channels. During the warm months 
of the summer, in consequence of the customary vacation of the 
Council, it necessarily undergoes another serious interruption ; 
and in the fall, the approaching’ elections occasionally influence 
the independent and impartial action of members when less than 
perfect. Were the official tenure made more permanent, much of 
this would be avoided. We ought not of course to lose sight of 
the fundamental principle of republican government, responsi- 
bility to the public through frequent elections. But we should 
also remember that many of the functions of municipal author- 
ity are in their nature judicial, and should endeavor to combine 
as much independence as is consistent with securing fit men for 
their discharge. As the members of the City Council give their 
time to their fellow-citizens, without other recompense than their 
approval, or other motive than a sense of public duty and a wish 
to be useful, we need not fear that any selfish desire to perpetu- 
ate power will be gratified, by prolonging the periods of service. 
The experiment is not a new one. It has been tried in the case 
of school committees, county commissioners, boards of directors, 
and overseers of the poor, and with full success; and the belief 
that it would apply equally well to city councils and selectmen, 
has been long entertained by many who, from their connection 
and extensive acquaintance with municipal affairs, are well able 
to judge of its practical operation. 

Were the term of service of members of the Board of Alder- 
men made triennial, with alternate vacancies, as in the School 
Committee and Board of Directors, there would be only four to 
be annually elected, and less probability of unsuitable persons 
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being offered as candidates than when there are twelve vacancies. 
to be annually filled. 

This Board represents the whole city, and should have no local 
partialities. We are therefore of opinion, should the triennial 
tenure with alternate vacancies be adopted, the four to be an- 
nually chosen should be still elected by general ticket. We see 
obvious objections to officers of such powers, duties, and respon- 
sibilities, being chosen by the wards. This has been tried else- 
where, only to be condemned. We need the best men in the 
city for aldermen. The interests in their charge, the opportu- 
nities for usefulness, the capacity required make the position 
worthy of any man’s ambition, who has time to devote to its 
duties. And if the four each year to be chosen were to be 
elected by the suffrages of all the citizens, they would be se- 
lected more carefully, than if the constituency were the voters of 
a single ward, or the inducement for selection were a pledge to 
promote a local object. The consequence given to the office by 
its lengthened tenure, would induce many, whose successful 
prosecution of their own concerns has resulted in competence 
and leisure, to cheerfully accept a trust imposed upon them by 
all their fellow-citizens. The law does not now provide that the 
members shall be from different wards, and yet it is the inva- 
riable custom, in making up the list of candidates for election, 
to have all the wards represented. There would be no less 
reason to presume this would be done upon the proposed system. 
If the just rights and pretensions of any party, class, interest, 
or section should be disregarded in the selection, the consequent 
discontent and retaliation would soon restore the equipoise. Kast 
Boston and South Boston, the extreme northerly and southerly 
portions of the city, would be always sure of their representatives 
in the Board, while for all the other more central sections, where 
there is but seldom any local conflict of interest, the candi- 
dates would probably be selected for other than sectional con- 
siderations. Provision might be made, that the vacancies shall 
be filled from residents of wards not to be represented by the 
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members holding over; but we do not see its necessity, or indeed 
believe in its wisdom. 

This post of duty is one of trust and public confidence, and can 
be abused; so can most other important offices. Legislators 
and judges, the managers of business and finance may improve 
their opportunities to their own advantage. But the character 
of the persons selected for these distinguished positions, places 
them beyond suspicion. By making the office more honorable 
and permanent, the incumbents may be safely trusted with 
all the powers confided to them by law. If men are corrupt 
in office, it is because public opinion is not sufficiently sound to 
choose such as are honest and reliable. Where business is 
transacted by sixty persons, more or less participating by fre- 
quent debate or more private discussion, prejudice, resentment, 
or selfishness may swerve, but open fraud or corruption are 
hardly possible. An indirect interest in a contract, the tm- 
provement of a neighborhood by widening a street, or erecting 
a public building, in order to enhance the value of private 
property, or the numberless ways in which valuable favors may 
be mutually reciprocated, are less easily detected. But these 
deviations from integrity will be of less frequent occurrence, 
as we elevate the dignity of the office and make it more de- 
sirable. 

We have already alluded to the disadvantage, under which 
the city labors from the want of permanence in those who pro- 
tect its interest in contracts, and from a want of perseverance in 
any decided course of public policy. Numerous circumstances 
and considerations, as we know from our own every day private 
experience, must be remembered, or we can neither be just to 
ourselves or to others. It is true that the superintendents of the 
several departments, though annually elected by the City Coun- 
cil, virtually hold during good behavior, and preserve much 
that is important, and would more, were there any direct and im- 
mediate responsibility of these officers to the City Council, through 
their respective committees. But even this would not remedy the 
great evil which is experienced in this particular, from the 
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extensive changes made each year in the City Council. Where 
members remain in office several years, from a sense of duty 
and the force of habit, they become as tenacious of what is for 
the public advantage, as for their own; and though this may 
degenerate into a fault, if allowed too long to continue, it cer- 
tainly secures a zeal and attention all important to protect the 
public from unjust and ungrounded aggressions. 

The other branch of the City Council is in its functions, for the 
most part, deliberative. But as all appropriations, and a large 
proportion of all important measures, as well as the choice of the 
principal officers of the government must have their concurrent 
action, the public suffers when, from any want of information or 
experience, they are open to the interested misrepresentations of 
such as seek office or have objects to accomplish. As under the 
present system the average of new members for the last twelve 
years has been about two thirds of its number, we conceive that 
the proportion re-elected, and who have consequently become 
familiar with their duties, is not sufficient to protect the publie 
against mistakes, and that the tenure of office of its members 
should be biennial, one half in each ward being annually re- 
newed. 

The office of chief magistrate, also a co-ordinate branch of 
the City Council, requires not only the highest ability, the most 
elevated integrity and the soundest judgment, but a thorough 
knowledge of municipal affairs, of the character of all publi ser- 
vants, and of the traditional policy of former years, and these are 
only to be acquired by continued observation and experience. No 
act or motive should be in the slightest degree swerved by any 
regard for popularity, unless it be the natural wish to leave 
behind a record, which will bear the scrutiny of time, and secure 
the approbation of all good men. Were the Mayor chosen for a 
term of two or three years, and made ineligible for that which 
follows, the utmost independence would be secured. There is no 
probability that any one would ever be elevated by an enlight- 
ened community to so distinguished a position, that would disap- 
point their expectations. In the most perfect system there will 
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be deficiencies to be supplied, abuses to be remedied, for which 
time is often requisite. All reforms to some extent disturb and 
disaffect, and encounter opposition only to be surmounted by 
prudence and perseverance. If the direction is subject to con- 
stant change, there can be no consistent effort adequate to over- 
come the resistance of rooted prejudice or the tenacity of inter- 
ested selfishness. Any apprehension that the power thus vested 
may be excessive and become arbitrary has little foundation, as 
the Mayor can initiate no measure without the co-ordinate action 
of one or both of the other branches of the City Council ; can 
prevent no action which one or both see fit to carry over his veto. 
His most important prerogative, if we except his veto and power 
of appointment, that of filling the committees from the Board of 
Aldermen, is annually conferred by a vote of that branch, and 
ean be at any time withheld. 

To prevent the possibility of even a suspicion, that any undue 
influence should in the slightest degree be brought to bear, by the 
hopes or fears of the ballot-box, upon their independence, we should 
recommend, that all the members of the City Council should be 
ineligible, at the next succeeding election after their respective 
terms of service expire. The wish to stand well with their fellow- 
citizens, and a possibility of being returned again at a subsequent 
period, should be all the motive permitted to exercise over their 
minds any influence whatever, of a less exalted nature than a 
conscientious desire to do their duty. 

We have carefully weighed the various arguments for and 
against this conclusion. In a republican system, government 
emanates from, and belongs to the people, and as many of the 
citizens, as may consistently with the judicious and economical 
management of affairs, should in turn be permitted to participate 
in its administration. Intelligence, experience, and fidelity in of- 
fice are paramount considerations, and the lengthened tenure and 
alternate vacancies will secure these qualifications. But where 
education is so generally diffused, and those competent for public 
positions are so numerous, the claims of all should be respected. 
Under monarehical or aristocratic institutions power vests in a 
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few individuals, and the masses are hopelessly subject to their 
rule. If maladministration or unpopular measures produce dis- 
content, the ballot may remove, but only to transfer authority to 
others of the same class. But where all who are competent and 
disposed are suffered to share in the conduct of affairs, greater 
interest is taken to secure good government, the community is 
better able to judge of the wisdom of its course, and those in office 
will cautiously avoid, what they would themselves disapprove 
were others in their place. 

If the hope of obtaining the mark of public approbation by 
re-election, may stimulate many to do well, in more instances the 
fear of defeat operates to discourage from following the path of 
duty. Measures are determined rather by their popularity than 
by their merits, and the interests or prejudices of influential men, 
who can control votes, are more regarded than what is just or 
conducive to the public advantage. We attach the less impor- 
tance to the consideration, that the hope of re-election will pre- 
vent abuse of privilege or power, since every one in a community 
like ours is subjected to scrutiny, and depends upon character for 
social as well as political position. 

The application of last year to the legislature is understood 
to have originated in a prevailing conviction in the Common 
Council of 1860, that too much power vested in the Board of 
Aldermen, too little in their own branch. It is well that no 
misapprehension should exist on this point. or thirty years as 
the town of Boston was developing into importance as a great 
centre of commercial and social prosperity, from a belief that its 
existing municipal government was ill adapted to its necessities, 
and to its increasing numbers, constant efforts were made to have 
it erected into a city. A deep seated veneration for the ancient 
system, which was associated with many precious recollections in 
the minds of such, as had taken a leading part in affairs in peri- 
ods of unusual interest, as constantly served to render these efforts 
of no avail. When our Charter, the first in the Commonwealth, 
was framed, respect was paid to this feeling, as also to the pro- 
priety of deviating as little as possible from the general forms 
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existing elsewhere, and while the duty of the Selectmen were trans- 
ferred to the Board of Aldermen, in the Common Council were 
vested most of the powers previously lodged in the town meeting. 
By its control over appropriations, elections, and over all ordi- 
nances or by-laws, this branch has a complete check over the 
action of the government. 

Little analogy exists between legislative and municipal bodies. 
The functions of the latter are for the most part judicial or ex- 
ecutive, they administer the law as it exists, in simple obedience to 
the statutes, which provide for the public safety and convenience, 
by prompt and efficient compliance with their requirements. To 
do this effectually and with despatch, and without unnecessary 
or prejudicial publicity, the power should be lodged in a body 
of limited numbers, and were, as proposed, large committees of 
both branches employed, there would be conflicting opinions, and 
a difficulty in securing the requisite number for the transaction 
of business, rendering impracticable the performance of their 
multiplicity of duties, to the satisfaction either of individuals or 
of the public. Besides, this would be out of harmony with the 
general provisions of law. The duties of county commissioners, 
of surveyors of highways, and those devolving on the Board of 
Aldermen as a board of health and conservators of the public 
peace, would not only be out of place in so large a body as one 
composed of sixty members in two co-ordinate branches, but be 
repugnant to ordinary and approved distinctions between execu- 
tive and legislative powers. We are inclined to doubt the expe- 
diency of subjecting each special order for paving, or other ex- 
penditures, to save the city from liability, to the ordeal of both 
branches when exceeding five thousand dollars. But this rule 
has been adopted to limit the powers of the Board as county 
commissioners, in widening highways or erecting county build- 
ings, and might be extended to their other functions without any 
more serious objections, than that of the delay it might occasion. 
The creation of corresponding committees in the Council as this 
year initiated, will keep this branch informed of all the proceed- 
ings of the Board of Aldermen, and be all that is needed to keep 
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them under due control. If any such limitation should be judge 
expedient, it might prove more judicious to provide for it by ordi- 
nance than by statute, as it could more easily be repealed if it 
led to unexpected embarrassments. 

There are other changes more or less important, needed in the 
Charter, which should be brought to the notice of the legisla- 
ture. The number of inspectors now fixed by the seventh sec- 
tion should be left to the discretion of the Board of Aldermen. 
In the more populous wards, one has often to take charge of tw 
or more voting boards, to the great delay and inconvenience of 
voters, many of whom are discouraged and go away without de- 
positing their votes, as also to the great hazard that the record 
will be inexact as to who may have voted. In Ward Seven 
three voting boards are sufficient for the whole list of voters ; in 
Ward Eleven eight are required. The number now fixed at five 
we propose should be extended to eight— the precise number 
in each ward to be determined by the Board of Alderman when 
they issue the warrants for election. 

It would be well if the number of wards, with their limits, 
after 1865 — the period when the senatorial districts are to be 
re-adjusted — instead of being determined by statute, should be 
established from time to time by ordinance, as the changes of 
population in different parts of the city in a very few years make 
the representation in the Council extremely unequal. 

The Treasurer must now be chosen by concurrent action in 
May. This was so provided, that he might make up his ac- 
counts before the date fixed for election, or at least for surren- 
dering his office to his successor. The limit fixed hardly allows 
time for unforeseen contingencies; and if allowed to pass by 
might prevent any election whatsoever. We propose that the 
period during which this election can be made, be extended to 
May and June. Provision should also be made for the direction 
of affairs when the mayor is absent from the city, or disabled 
from illness, longer than some given period, by vesting the pow- 
ers temporarily in the chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

We should gladly see other limitations attached to municipal 
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powers. We believe the provision elsewhere adopted, prohibit- 
ing the assessment of more than one per cent. on the last pre- 
ceding valuation for municipal expenditures, or of four per cent. 
on this valuation as the aggregate of debt, would be a great 
safeguard against the possibilities of the future. This would 
induce greater economy, subject officials to a more searching 
scrutiny, and add to the security and value of property. This 
check could be so arranged as rather to improve than impair 
the public credit. Of course the legislature would at any time 
repeal the provision, if any unexpected depreciation of property 
should render it necessary ; and neither limit ought to affect our 
liability to bear our share of State or Federal obligations. 

Our city takes its place in general estimation from its substan- 
tial prosperity, its historical interest, from its moral and hterary 
reputation. The excellence of its municipal system is of course 
secondary to these, as a claim to consideration. But she has al- 
ways been highly favored in the able and worthy men who have 
successively composed her councils. While other cities, as they 
have grown in numbers, have been deprived of many priv- 
ileges of self-government from distrust in those selected for of- 
fice, we can look back with much satisfaction upon our own rec- 
ord. Should we still be permitted to prosper, let us hope that 
this character, instead of degenerating, will keep pace with our 
progress. Let us take warning by the experience of others, and 
while retaining all the essential elements of popular and re- 
publican government, by a wise forecast, introduce, while in our 
power, all needful safeguards against abuse. 


LICENSE LAW. 


For ten years a law prohibiting the sale of spirituous and in- 
toxicating liquors has been upon our statute books. The legisla- 
ture has exhausted all its constitutional authority in removing 
every obstacle to its enforcement. Its friends have, during these 
ten years, marshalled all their forces, have had the first place 
in our courts of justice, and have been backed up to an extent 
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hitherto unknown, by the whole moral and legal power of the 
Commonwealth. The result, so far as the city of Boston is con- 
cerned, appears in the annual report of the Chief of Police, just 
submitted. 

In 1850 the number of liquor shops in the city of Boston was 
1,500 —in 1860 there were 2,220. The number of persons 
arrested for drunkenness in 1850 was 1,318 —%in 1860 the 
number was 14,434, and in 1861 the number increased to 18,598, 
although the number of liquor shops, for some reason evidently 
not connected with any decrease of intemperance, has been re- 
duced to 1,904. The enormous increase in the number of ar- 
rests, conclusively shows that the larger proportion of the in- 
crease of sales has been in those made by the glass in PH 
worst form and of the worst quality of liquor. 

Are there, under the present law, indications of any improye- 
ment? Dowe see any increased efforts to enforce the law? Do 
we find any public sentiment growing up in its favor? Your 
Committee look in vain to find them. 

The friends of the law seem to be fewer in number, and their 
efforts are feebler than ever before. There is every probability 
that with the revival of business and the return of our soldiers 
from the war, the sale of liquor and the amount of intemper- 
ance will enormously increase. 

Under these circumstances it becomes our duty to consider 
whether something cannot be done -properly to regulate a traffic 
which the legislature has tried in vain to destroy. 

Your Committee believe that all attempts to regulate this 
traffic in this city should be directed mainly to the accomplish- 
ment of two purposes:—1. To prevent the sale of impure, 
poisonous hquors. 2. To prevent the sale to improper persons, 
or under such circumstances as to lead to disorder, breaches of 
the peace, and so far as possible to prevent the excessive use of 
liquor. 

It is certainly within the proper scope of legislation to prevent 
the sale of poisonous and adulterated liquors. The sale of pois- 
onous food has long been a criminal offence. That some, if not 
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a large part of the gross intemperance in the community is to 
be attributed to the use of poisonous drugs in liquor, is admitted 
by all. Why, then, should not the sale of such liquors be made 
a distinct offence ? 

The provision in the present law establishing in every town 
agencies for the sale of pure liquors —thus putting it within 
the power of every citizen to obtain such an article near his own 
home — has undoubtedly proved beneficial to some parts of the 
Commonwealth. With the liberal interpretation which has been 
given to the word “ medicinal,” as used in the Statute, your 
Committee have no doubt that the supply of pure liquor fur- 
nished in many sections is sufficient for the reasonable wants of 
the community, and that the prohibitory features of the law do 
not, therefore, in those sections, operate injuriously. It may be 
that the present law will answer the purpose in most of the towns 
in this Commonwealth, and your Committee do not therefore 
propose to suggest any change in the present law, except so far 
as it applies to this city. 

Even in this city they do not propose any repeal of the law, 
but only that persons who shall have been licensed by the Board 
of Aldermen, and who comply with certain requirements as to 
the quality of liquor sold, and the mode of selling it, shall be 
exempt from its provisions. But in case the parties fail to com- 
ply with such requirements, they at once become subject to the 
provisions of the present law, and subject to its penalties. Your 
Committee therefore propose the following amendments to the 
present law: — 


1. The Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston 
may license such persons as they shall deem suitable, to sell 
spirituous and intoxicating liquors for one year from the date of 
such license ; but such license may be revoked by said Mayor and 
Board of Aldermen at any time during the year. 

2. No person shall be so licensed unless he shall first have paid. 
the sum of one hundred dollars, one half into the treasury of the 
Commonwealth, and the other half into the treasury of the City 
of Boston. 
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3. The City Council of the City of Boston may make such 
ordinances or authorize the Board of Aldermen to make such 
rules and regulations respecting the sale of spiritous and intox- 
icating liquors within the limits of the city, by persons holding 
licenses as aforesaid, with such penalties attached to the viola- 
tion of such ordinances or rules and regulations, not exceeding 
fifty dollars for any one offence, as they shall deem proper. 

All of which we respectfully submit, and recommend the pas- 
sage of the accompanying order.

The Committee entered upon the duty of investigating, and 
in a measure, arbitrating the respective claims of esteemed of- 
ficial associates, and of another gentleman of high standing in 
the community, to a seat in this Board, with a feeling of great 
delicacy and reluctance, and some of our number would have 
expressed a desire to be relieved of it, had not the declinations 
of gentlemen who had been previously designated to serve upon 
the Committee, made it apparent that the task was equally 
thankless to all, while at the same time it could not be 
avoided, and ought to be frankly and impartially met. The 
delay which has occurred in arriving at a decision has not been 
owing, however, to any hesitation in looking at the question in 
all its bearings, but only from the fact that the personal con- 
venience of the contestant required a postponement of the hear- 
ing intended for an early day. The Committee do not feel, 
either, that the lack of haste has been unproductive of good 
results, for it has given our legal adviser better opportunity to 
mature his judgment upon the questions at issue; and owing to 
the anomalous character of the investigation, the Committee 
feel obliged to rely much on his unprejudiced instructions. 

The petitioners in behalf of Mr. D. D. Kelly, claiming a seat 
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for him at this Board, were represented by able counsel, who laid 
before the Committee all the facts they desired bearing upon the 
question ; but as the seat of no particular member of the Board 
was directly contested, there was no response in behalf of any 
person likely to be unseated by the instalment of the contestant. 
The considerations urged by the counsel for Mr. Kelly were 
therefore presented without heat or antagonistic discussion, but 
at the same time without opportunity for counter-statement, 
cross-examination, or argument in, reply. The City Solicitor 
was present, however, and being thus made acquainted with all 
the facts relied upon by the petitioners to support their case, was 
fully able to advise the Committee upon all questions of law 
involved. 

The facts presented, about which we believe there can be no 
controversy, are simply these: At the election for municipal 
officers, on the 9th of December, 1861, the votes were counted 
in the several wards, and returned to the City Clerk on the same 
or the next day. The votes for Aldermen being cast upon a 
general ticket, should be duly counted by the ward officers, and 
the count being certified to the City Clerk as correct, should be 
entered in books for that purpose by that officer. 

By the terms of the City Charter, Sect. 16, the Board of Al- 
dermen are required “as soon as conveniently may be within 
three days”’ of the municipal election, to meet and examine the 
returns of votes for Mayor and Aldermen. 

On the day after the election, and after the return for Ward 
Eleven was made, the officers of that ward notified the City Clerk 
of a desire on their part to present an amended return. The law 
upon the subject is as follows— General Statutes, Chap. 7, 
Sect. 16: ‘The Mayor and Aldermen, and the Clerk of each 
city shall forthwith after an election examine the returns made 
by the returning officers of each ward in such city, and if any 
error appears therein, they shall forthwith notify said ward 
officers thereof, who shall forthwith make a new and additional 
return, under oath, in conformity to truth, which additional re- 
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turn, whether made upon notice or by such officers without no- 
tice, shall be received by the City Clerk at any time before the 
expiration of the day preceding that on which by law they are 
required to make their returns, or to declare the results of the 
said election in said city; and all original and additional re- 
turns so made shall be examined by the Mayor and Aldermen, 
and made part of their returns of the results of such election. 
In counting the votes in an election, no returns shall be rejected 
when the votes given for each candidate can be ascertained.” 

It thus plainly appears, that ward officers may amend their 
returns of votes for the municipal election at any time within 
two days, and not afterwards. The City Clerk therefore received 
an amended return of Ward Eleven, on December 11, 1861, and 
entered it upon his record, and the Board of Aldermen so count- 
ed the votes, and ordered certificates of election to be issued ac- 
cordingly. The report of the committee appointed to count the 
votes was as follows: —

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But as appears by the above report of the Counting Commit- 
tee, a document, intended by the signers, to be an amended re- 
turn from Ward Two, was handed to the City Clerk on the 
afternoon of December 13, one day later than the limit fixed by 
law for the reception of returns. It was as follows: —

This document, not being made under oath, and not being re- 
ceived in season, was not a return within the meaning of the law, 
and was necessarily rejected. If it were received, it would make 
the total count of votes as follows: —

thus electing Messrs. Kelly and Richards, and defeating Mr. 
Norcross. 

The petitioners now come forward and ask the Board to take 
cognizance of the facts, and in the exercise of their prerogative 
of judging of their own elections, to declare that Mr. Kelly is 
rightfully entitled to a seat at the Board. To hear the reasons 
for their petition, this Committee was appointed, and they have 
heard the evidence offered upon it. 

The return of Ward Two, made in due time, received and 
acted on as the return of Ward Two, was certified and sworn to 
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by the full number of ward officers, that is, a warden, clerk, and 
five inspectors, the first two being officers chosen pro tempore. 
They then supposed that was a correct return, and there is no 
suspicion of fraud or collusion, for any purpose, in the count. 
Four days subsequently, however, a recount of the votes was made. 
It does not appear at whose instigation this was done, or what 
the motive was. So far as we know, none of the officers felt any 
want of confidence in the correctness of their return, and if any 
such feeling existed, there was undoubtedly some other incentive 
for such count. It is readily inferred, and will doubtless be ad- 
mitted, that the motive was an idea in the minds of persons 
friendly to Mr. Kelly that some mistake must have been made ; 
the foundation for this idea being, as intimated by the counsel, a 
mathematical demonstration of an unaccountable discrepancy be- 
tween the votes thrown for Aldermen and for Mayor. But this test 
was fallacious and insufficient, for, upon applying a proper rule 
of calculation, the Committee find that no discrepancy of any 
moment existed ; and if any did exist, the change in the count of 
the votes does not affect it sufficiently to prove anything except 
that a further count of the votes, for all the candidates, would 
be necessary to establish the basis of inquiry suggested by the 
petitioners. 

Whatever reason actuated the recount, however, it does not 
affect its correctness, and no intimations have been made of any- 
thing but honest intentions and actions on the part of the ward 
officers. The matter of counting votes is at all times laborious 
and difficult, resulting in accuracy only with the greatest care; 
and it has been often remarked that the most cautious persons 
could scarcely make a count of large numbers of votes with abso- 
lute certainty. Thus the first return of Ward Two was believed 
by those who made it to be as nearly correct as ordinary accuracy 
would require; but they subsequently made a statement changing 
their count in respect to three persons whose votes they recounted. 
Upon coming before the Committee, some of the ward officers 
made statements in relation to this matter, showing that at the 
time of their making the first return, their confidence in its fidel-

ity was as great as that which they now feel in respect to the 
new count. Indeed, the clerk of the ward states in effect that 
he signed the statement of the second count with a protest, be- 
-eause he had not personally counted all the votes. His signa- 
ture was made upon the statement of a prominent citizen to him, 
that “their count would amount to nothing, as the Board of Al- 
dermen were to count the votes.” Two other officers, however, 
the warden and one inspector, testified to the Committee their en- 
tire satisfaction with the second count. One of the inspectors 
who signed the first return, but had no part in the second count, 
stated that there was considerable noise in the room when the 
counting was going on, and excitement and confusion enough to 
render the officers hable to mistakes. The second count was 
made under less trying circumstances, the votes having in the 
mean time been kept in the custody of the clerk. 

On this state of facts, it was argued to the Committee that, 

1. The second return of Ward Eleven should not have been 
received, and not being received, Mr. Kelly would have been 
elected over Mr. Richards. 

2. If the second count of Ward Eleven was properly re- 
ceived, no mere legal technicality as to the time of reception, 
or form of return, should, prevent the admission of the second 
paper from Ward Two, which would elect Mr. Kelly instead of 
Mr. Norcross. 

Being thus in possession of all the facts and arguments in be- 
half of the petitioner which they have stated as briefly as they 
were presented, the Committee have endeavored to examine them 
with impartiality, with a view to secure justice, measured by the 
conservative safeguards of law. 

In support of the two propositions of Mr. Kelly’s coun- 
sel, it was urged that the second return from Ward Eleven was 
rendered illegal by not being declared in open ward meeting, 
and by being certified by pro tempore officers, whose functions 
expired on the day of the election. The law settles both 
these arguments so decisively in favor of the propriety of re- 
ceiving the amended return, that discussion upon it is deemed 
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unnecessary. The question is then confined to the second propo- 
sition, that technicalities ought not to obstruct the officers of 
Ward Two from an equal privilege with those of Ward Eleven 
to have their amended count received. 

In the first place the Committee find that the statute excludes 
any returns after a certain length of time — sufficient, especially 
where partizan spirit and official aspiration run high, to discover 
any errors of haste and permit their corrections; but they accept 
as a basis of action, the right and practice of all elective 
bodies to go behind the returns and get at the true intent of 
the citizens. In doing this, however, they are guided and limit- 
ed by two considerations. One —as to what extent the safety, 
purity, and prompt knowledge of elections will permit a leg- 
islative committee to go in the exercise of this rule, — and the 
other as to whether the facts completely establish that the inten- 
tion of citizens is more nearly met by revision of first action. 

In considering the facts, the Committee are impelled to the 
conclusion that they came in such shape as to lack some ele- 
ments of the essential proof required in so grave a proceeding 
as that of unseating a legislator appearing upon properly certi- 
fied returns to rightfully hold his office. There was no idea of 
any fraud committed, or of connivance at mistakes, but upon a 
vague inference of error, on a fallacious basis, the recount was 
undertaken, and was confined to the three names which were 
supposed to have received so nearly the same number of votes as 
to make it uncertain which one of the three was defeated. It is 
said that the greatest care was exercised in the count, and two 
of the ward officers will swear to its correctness. But the same 
officers did swear to a previous count which is proved erroneous 
if the second is admitted, and no reason is offered by them for a 
supposition that there was room for mistakes to occur on the first 
ballot. Again, if a recount was to be made it should include all 
the officers voted for, or at least all the candidates for Alder- 
men. No reason is offered, and we can imagine none, why, if 
inaccuracies are developed on a re-investigation, in one portion 
of a previously supposed correct return, they should not as well 
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be found in the remaining portion of the same return, perhaps 
to a greater extent and even sufficient to complicate still further 
the doubtful question as to the actual result of the election. 
And to carry the reasoning to its full extent, there can be no 
reason, why, upon the same basis for a new inquiry, a canvass 
should not be made of the votes of the whole city. The mis- 
take discovered in this case was not that which was sought for, 
although it accidentally serves the desired purpose; and proves 
only that one set of officers may honestly make an incorrect re- 
turn, and that eleven other sets of officers may honestly do the 
same thing. There is no proof that such carelessness may not 
have been permitted, in other wards, that if now discovered and 
and now corrected would unseat one half the present Board of 
Aldermen. | 

The evidence, as it comes before the Committee, is scarcely 
definite enough in their opinion to fix the inaccuracies of the 
first, or to establish the infallibility of the second count. One of 
the inspectors swearing to the first return has no part in the sec- 
ond. The clerk expressly disclaims any value to his certifi- 
cate upon the revised count, and questions whether it is after 
all absolutely right. But two of the remaining officers testify 
to the Committee in accordance with the supplementary paper, 
and the Committee feel that the Board will, with themselves, 
regard this branch of the inquiry as incompletely satisfied. 

The importance of the greatest safeguards upon elections and 
the ballot have been so often discussed and are so apparent to all 
of us, that it seems scarcely worth while to occupy time or space 
in the discussion of it here. But in this case, the question, — how 
far will the rights of the people and of their public officers per- 
mit us to go beyond the requirements of the law, — is one which 
must weigh much in its decision. It is manifestly wise that a 
limit should be set within which returns of elections may be 
made. It should not restrict the officers to a time too short for 
the proper counting of the votes and the seasonable transmission 
of the return to the recording clerk; and it should not be long 
enough to admit of tampering by unscrupulous men, who may, 
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even in the city of Boston, gain access to the supervision of bal- 
lots and election returns. Our own law seems to fix a proper 
and reasonable time when returns should be filed, and the pres- 
ent case proves its applicability. In Ward Eleven, an error in 
the return became apparent to persons conversant with the prob- 
able state of the vote, as soon as it was made public. The offi- 
cers were seasonably collected, and on examination found that 
they had in one instance recorded tbe votes for one person to the 
credit of another, and the correction, discovered in an examination 
of all the votes, was made in the form of a timely return, properly 
drawn and duly sworn to. On the contrary, a supposed error in 
Ward Two was vaguely inferred from an untrue mathematical 
calculation, and was not found; but certain mistakes were dis- 
covered and were corrected with respect to a small portion of 
the candidates voted for, — the whole proceeding occurring after 
the expiration of the legal limit for returns to be made. If the 
precedent asked for were established there might never be an 
end to re-examinations of the votes cast at our elections. One 
day, or one week, or one month after the proper time for making 
returns, any person who can persuade the ward officers that there 
might possibly have been a mistake in one or more given wards 
respecting one or all the candidates in the canvass, may procure 
a recount, which may unseat one or all the persons before certi- 
fied to the positions in question; and all, perhaps, to serve the 
fraudulent purpose of the inspecting officers, influenced by what- 
ever motives unprincipled men may be subjected to. Such a 
case would be extreme, but it illustrates the necessity of adher- 
ing to the limits and safeguards established by law, and sanc- 
tioned by time, as the only sure protection of all our rights, as 
citizens and public officers. 

The Committee cannot conclude without drawing attention to 
the apparent laxity and carelessness which characterizes the dis- 
charge of duty by many of our ward officers. Elected without 
reference to their capacity as methodical and accurate men, they 
often fail to meet the requirements of the impartial and exact 
performance of their duty, and it is hoped that the attention 
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drawn to this case will be a means of informing the present ward 
officers and those citizens who are liable to become such, of the 
importance and often vital consequence of thoroughness in the 
discharge of their duties which will at least prevent such errors, 
as in the present case, are attributed to two equally “correct 
returns.” 

The Committee, from the considerations adduced, are unani- 
mously of the opinion, 

1. That the second count of the votes of Ward Two was made 
without proper cause, and was in itself imperfect and partial; 
and that the evidence of the alleged errors is incomplete and un- 
satisfactory. 

2. That the same reason exists for suspecting the accuracy 
of the returns of other wards as that of the returns of Ward 
Two, and to receive a recount from one ward after the expiration 
of the legal time for its reception, would involve the repetition of 
the same action, should the votes be recounted in other wards 
at a still later date, with continually changing results. 

3. That the accuracy, stability, and purity of the ballot sys- 
tem must be maintained by a strict adherence to the require- 
ments of Jaw, unless fraud or error, suspected with reason, is 
discovered and amply proved. 


For these reasons they recommend that the petitioners have 
leave to withdraw.

AN ORDINANCE 


In addition to an Ordinance providing for the care and management of 
the Boston Water Works. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City of 
Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows: — 


Section 1. When this ordinance shall take effect, the 

2 City Council shall proceed to elect, in the manner provided 
& by law, nine suitable persons, resident citizens of the city of 
4 Boston, to be the Cochituate Water Board, of whom six shall 
4 be citizens at large, one shall be a member of the Board of 
5 Aldermen, and two shall be members of the Common Council. 
6 The persons so elected at large shall be divided by the City 
7 Council into three classes, and each class shall consist of two 
S persons; and the persons composing the first class shall hold 
9 their office for the term of one year; those composing the 
10 second class, for the term of two years; and those composing 
11 the third class, for the term of three years, from the first 
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Monday of January, in the year eighteen hundred and sixty- 
two. And the persons so elected from the Board of Alder- 
men and the Common Council shall respectively hold their 
offices for the term of one year from the same date. And 
after the first election, annually in the month of January or 
February, there shall be elected in the same manner, to be 
members of said Cochituate Water Board, two citizens at 
large, to hold their office for three years, and one member of 
the Board of Aldermen and two members of the Common 
Council, to hold their office for one year, from the first Mon- 
day of January in the year of their election. Said members 
shall, in addition to their said term, hold their office until 
others are elected in their places; but each of said members 
shall, at all times, be subject to removal from office by the 
City Council for cause. Any vacancy in said Cochituate 
Water Board, caused by non-acceptance of office, removal, 
resignation, death, or otherwise, may be filled by the City 
Council, whenever such vacancy shall exist, by concurrent 
vote; and the person elected to fill any vacancy shall hold 
his office during the term for which his predecessor was 
elected. 


Sect. 2. The first section of the ordinance providing for 
the care and management of the Boston Water Works, passed 
on the thirty-first day of October, eighteen hundred and fifty, 
and the Ordinance in relation to Water, passed on the fifth 
of Mareh, eighteen hundred and fifty-six, and all ordinances 
and parts of ordinances inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

10. That in ease of illncss of the Mayor and inability to at- 
tend to his duties, or in his absence from the city, his powers by 
a vote of the City Council, may be devolved upon the Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen; or if the Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen be also absent or unable to exercise said powers, upon 
the President of the Common Council; or the Mayor may dele- 
gate any or all of his powers to either of said officers as atore- 
said, if no such action be taken by the City Council. 

11. That not more than one per cent. on the last preceding 
valuation for taxes, shall be assessed in one any year for muni- 
cipal expenses. 

12. That no debt shall be contracted by the city of Boston, 
to a larger amount than five per cent. on its last preceding val- 
uation, except for renewals; this not to impair the liability of 
the city for any such debt, but to subject the Mayor to impeach- 
ment for signing the bonds. 


Also to have it provided in any act that may pass for the said 
purpose, that no alterations of the City Charter, authorized as 
aforesaid, shall take effect, until they shall have been adopted 
by the City Council, and by the vote of the citizens.

REPORT, 


That this petition was presented to the City Council of 1861, 
and, upon a cursory examination, the Committee on the Assessors’ 
Department were disposed to look with favor upon the applica- 
tion, but they felt that the matter was one of some importance as 
establishing a precedent in a new class of cases, and ought not to 
be hastily determined. They, therefore, advised the continuance 
of its consideration to the present City Council, which course being 
adopted, the present Committee have re-examined it with some 
care, and have endeavored to reach a correct conclusion. 

The law exempts from taxation all incorporated charities ; that 
is, all originated and controlled by a regularly organized cor- 
poration, having a distinct and prescribed field of operations, 
devoting its whole income thereto, and complying in all respects 
with the statute requirements. The City Council may sometimes 
have stepped beyond the precise limits of the law, by authorizing 
the non-assessment of taxes on property owned or leased by un- 
incorporated societies, officered by well-known benevolent citizens, 
and the extent of whose transactions is matter of public notoriety. 
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JAMES LAWRENCE AND ALS. P 5 


These associations assimilate so nearly to the character of those 
contemplated by the statute, that the City Council have felt that 
injustice would be done by adhering too closely to the legal dis- 
tinction where no real difference existed. When itis asked, how- 
ever, that in a case like that presented by the petitioners, this 
liberal custom shall be indefinitely extended, it is apparent that 
caution and discrimination are required. This is especially true 
in a city like Boston, where munificent benevolence is so general, 
and the institutions founded by our wealthy citizens, for charita- 
ble purposes, are of so permanent a character. - 

By the will of the late Abbott Lawrence, a certain sum of 
money was bequeathed for the purpose of building Model Lodg- 
ing Houses, the excess of income to be devoted to charitable pur- 
poses. The Trustees, however, have discretion to accumulate 
income and erect still other houses, if they deem it expedient. 
They also use their own judgment in selecting the charity which 
shall be assisted by their trust. The object selected may be 
most worthy, but there is no guaranty that, sooner or later, pur- 
poses less desirable and less likely to secure the approval of the 
Municipal authorities, may not be served by the use of this prop- 
erty. The only security in this case, and in others likely to arise, 
would be in the personal character of the Trustees; and although 
the gentlemen now in question are of the highest financial ca- 
pacity, and could never be actuated by any other than the best of 
motives or the wisest judgment, no certainty exists that their suc- 
cessors, or persons holding like positions with reference to similar 
charitable trusts, would possess equal claims upon our confidence. 
The scheme is one entirely of private benevolence, with no re- 
sponsibility to the public or to the law, and although the present 
case might seem to be exceptional, the precedent established by 
granting an abatement of taxes would involve us in concessions 
to other demands ostensibly of equal merit, but perhaps really 
less deserving. And if, as in this instance, the acquisition of 
property may be continued without limit, the magnitude of the 
danger is still more conspicuous. 
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The opinion of the City Solicitor has been procured by the 
Committee, and is appended hereto. It is in the most decisive 
terms against the authority of the City to grant the petition. 

It will thus be seen that the City Council would exceed its 
powers in permitting a deviation in this case from the general 
rules of taxation. And the Committee consider the law salutary, 
for the reasons they have given; and if any discretion existed in 
the City Council to grant the petition, the Committee would still 
be averse to opening a door for the access of all real and nominal, 
responsible and irresponsible charities, to the privilege of exemp- 
tion from taxation. 

They, therefore, recommend that the petitioners have leave to 


withdraw.

The Salaries of the several City and County Officers, for the 
year beginning on the first day of April, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-two, shall be as herein mentioned, to be paid 
quarter-yearly, unless herein otherwise ordered. 

Srction 1. The salary of the Mayor shall be as fixed by the 
Convention of the City Council, on the 12th day of November, 
°1857, viz: at the rate of Four Thousand Dollars per annum, 
commencing with the first Monday of January last; and he shall 
be allowed a sum not to exceed One Thousand Dollars per annum 
for clerk hire in his office. 

Srot. 2. The salary of the City Treasurer shall be at the 
rate of Three Thousand Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars per 
annum, for performing the duties of City and County Treasurer 
and Collector; and there shall be allowed him the sum of Siz 
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Thousand Five Hundred Dollars per annum, to be paid his 
clerks; and he shall account for all fees, moneys, and commis- 
sions which he shall receive in said capacity. 

Sect. 8. The salary of “the City Engineer shall be at the rate 
of Lwenty-five Hundred Dollars per annum. ‘The salary of the 
Assistant Engineer shall be at the rate of Twelve Hundred Dol- 
lars per annum. 

Sect. 4. The salary of the City Solicitor shall be at the rate 
of Hour Thousand Dollars per annum, it being understood that 
he shall, out of the said salary, retain all counsel necessary for 
the professional service of the City to which he cannot give his 
personal attention, unless otherwise ordered by the Committee 
on Claims. He shall be allowed, for clerk hire and _ his office 
expenses, the sum of Zwelve Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Sect. 5. The salary of the Auditor of Accounts shall be at 
the rate of Twenty-five Hundred Dollars per annum; and he 
shall be allowed the sum of Two Thousand Seven Hundred and 
Twenty-five Dollars per annum, to be paid to two permanent 
clerks and one assistant clerk; and he shall account for all 
sums of money received by him in said capacity. 

Suct. 6. The salary of the City Clerk shall be at the rate of 
Twenty-five Hundred Dollars per annum; and he shall be al- 
lowed the further sum of Twenty-seven Hundred Dollars, to be 
paid to his assistant clerks, (one of whom shall be required to 
prepare the annual voting list,) and he shall account for all fees 
for recording mortgages of personal property, and for all other 
sums of money received in his official capacity. 

Sect. 7. The salary of the Clerk of the Common Oouneil 
shall be at the rate of Uhirteen Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Sect. 8. There shall be paid to a Clerk, who shall act as 
Secretary to any Joint Standing or Special Committees of the 
City Council, when requested to do so, and perform such clerical 
duties as may be required of him by the Mayor or Aldermen, a 
salary at the rate of Zwelve Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Szct. 9. The salary of the City Registrar shall be at the rate 
of Lifteen Hundred Dollars per annum, and he shall be allowed 
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Hight Hundred and Fifty Dollars per annum, to be paid his 
principal clerk, and One Hundred and Fifty Dollars per annum 
for an assistant clerk ; and he shall account to the City for all 
fees for entering and publishing intentions of marriage, and for 
interments of the dead; and for his Assistant Registrars he shall 
be paid a sum not exceeding ten cents for information furnished 
concerning each birth. 

Sect. 10. The salary of the Water Registrar shall be at the 
rate of Seventeen Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Snot. 11. The salary of the Harbor Master shall be at the 
rate of One Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Szot. 12. The salary of the Lzbrarian of the Public Library 
shall be at the rate of Lifteen Hundred Dollurs per annum. 

Sect. 18. The salary of the City Physician shall be at the 
rate of Lwelve Hundred Dollars per annum, and in addition to 
his present duties, he shall be required to perform such services 
at the Jail, Tombs, or Lock-ups, and Crier’s House, as may be 
necessary. 

Sect. 14. The salary of the Port Physician shall be at the 
rate of Two Hundred Dollars per annum, and he shall be allowed 
sufficient house-room, free of rent, for himself and his family. 

Sect. 15. The salary of the Messenger of the City Council 
shall be at the rate of Zwelve Hundred Dollars per annum. 
The salary of the Assistant Messenger shall be at the rate of 
Five Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Sect. 16. There shall be paid to a Porter, whose duty it shall 
be to make all the fires, and do all the cleaning necessary in the 
City Hall, the sum of Seven Hundred and Pifty Dollars per 
annum ; and there shall be paid to a Porter, whose duty it shall 
be to make all the fires and do all the cleaning necessary in the 
City Building, (so called,) the sum of Two Hundred Dollars 
per annum; the whole to be done to the satisfaction of the 


Superintendent of Public Buildings. 
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POLICE. 


Sect. 17. The salary of the Chief of Police shall be at the 
rate of Two Thousand Two Hundred Dollars per annum ; and 
he shall be allowed the use of a horse and chaise at the City’s 
expense. 

The salary of the Deputy shall be at the rate of Fifteen Hun- 
dred Dollars per annum. 

The salary of the Clerk of the Police Department shall be 
at the rate of One Thousand Dollars per annum, payable 
monthly. 

The salary of the Captains of Police shall be at the rate of 
Three Dollars per day, payable monthly. 

The salary of the Lieutenants of Police shall be at the rate of 
Two Dollars and Fifty Cents per day, payable monthly. 

The salary of the Captain of the Detective Officers of the Police 
shall be Three Dollars per day, payable monthly. 

The salary of the other Officers of the Detective Force shall be 
Two Dollars and Fifty Cents per day, payable monthly. 

The salary of the officers of the lock-ups under the Court House 
shall be at the rate of Zwo Dollars and Fifty Cents per day, pay- 
able monthly. 

The salary of the Superintendent of Hacks and Carriages shall - 
be at the rate of Zwo Dollars and fifty Cents per day, payable 
monthly. 

The salary of the Superintendent of Zrucks and Wagons shall 
be at the rate of Two dollars and Fifty Cents per day, payable 
monthly.

Sect. 18. The salary of each of the officers appointed by the 
Mayor and Aldermen to take charge of Truant and Vagrant 
Children, shall be at the rate of Zwo Dollars per day, to be paid 
monthly. 

All fees received by the officers mentioned in this and the pre- 
ceding section, for attendance as witnesses or any other service, 
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shall be returned by the officer paying the same to the City 
Treasurer, who shall first deduct the amount thereof from their 
salaries aforesaid, before paying the same. 


SUPERINTENDENTS. 


Sect. 19. The salary of the Superintendent of the Public 
Library shall be at the rate of Two Thousand Dollars per 
annum. 

Sect. 20. The salary of the Superintendent of Common Sewers 
shall be at the rate of Vhirteen Hundred Dollars per annum ; 
and he shall act as Secretary to the Committee on Sewers and 
Drains ; and he shall be allowed to hire, at the expense of the 
City, a horse and chaise, provided the bills for the same be ap- 
proved by the Chairman of the Committee on Sewers and 
Drains; but the amount shall not exceed Two Hundred Dol- 
lars per annum.

and he shall act as Secretary to the Committee on Public Build-

Sect. 34. The salary of the Superintendent of /ire Alarms 
shall be at the rate of Twelve Hundred Dollars per annum. 

The salary of the Chief Engineer of the Lire De- 
partment shall be at the rate of Fifteen Hundred Dollars per an- 
num; that of the Asststant Hngineers shall be at the rate of

Sect. 36. The Salary of the Superintendent of the Boston 
Lunatic Hospital shall be at the rate of Fifteen Hundred Dol- 
lars per annum ; and he shall be allowed sufficient house-room, 
free of rent, and board for himself and his family in said Hospi- 
tal, which compensation and privileges shall be in full for his 
services as Superintendent of said Hospital, and also as Physi- 
cian to all the Public Institutions at South Boston. 

Srct. 37. The salary of the Master of the House of Correc- 
tion shall be at the rate of Thirteen Hundred Dollars per annum, 
and he shall be allowed sufficient house-room in said building, 
free of rent, and board for himself and his family; but no other 
fees or perquisites shall be allowed him. 


ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 38. The salary of each of the Principal Assessors 
shall be at the rate of Sivteen Hundred Dollars per annum, 
including the allowance provided for by the General Statutes of 
the Commonwealth, and there shall be allowed this department 
the further sum of Forty-eight Hundred Dollars, to be paid for 
Clerk hire. 

The Assistant Assessors shall be allowed Three Dollars for 
each and every day which they shall severally devote to the ser- 
vice, but no pay shall be allowed for revising assessments. 

The salary of the Per Diem Assessors shall be at the rate of 
Four Dollars for each and every day which they shall severally 
devote to the service on street duty; but no pay shall be allowed 
for revising assessments. 

The number of said days’ service of the Assistant Assessors 
and Per Diem Assessors shall be certified, according to the 
Ordinance. 
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COUNTY OFFICERS. 

Sect. 39. The salaries of the Assistant Clerk of the Supreme 
Judicial Court and of the Assistant Clerk of the Superior Court 
for civil business, shall be paid at the rates established by stat- 
ute, to wit: — 

To the Assistant Clerk of the Supreme Judicial Court, Fifteen 
Hundred Dollars per annum.

TuE Committee on Public Instruction beg leave respectfully 
to represent, that they have received from the City Auditor a 
communication that the appropriation for the incidental expenses 
of Grammar Schools is exhausted. The original appropriation 
for this item of expenditure was Thirty-five Thousand Five Hun- 
dred and Highty Dollars. During the year it has been increased 
to Fifty-five Thousand Five Hundred and Highty Dollars, by the 
transfer of Twenty Thousand Dollars from another appropria- 
tion; and it appears that to meet the bills now due and likely 
to accrue before the end of the financial year, an additional sum 
of Thirteen Thousand Dollars will be needed. The Committee 
were of opinion that this large appropriation ought not to be 
granted without some scrutiny into the causes for its necessity, 
and upon examining some of the items of expenditure in this 
department, were convinced that these had been permitted to in- 
crease in a ratio disproportionate to any actual requirements, and 
to an extent indicating that proper care had not always been ex- 
ercised to prevent too lavish use of the public funds. The item 
of printing for the School Committee, for instance, has, in the 
last year, been doubled; and it is a matter of serious inquiry 
with the Committee, whether this large expenditure may not be 
judiciously curtailed. The use of the city printing office by the 
masters of the schools is unrestricted, and needs to be regulated. 
They regard the expense of the general distribution of the School 
Committee’s Report, to the number of fourteen thousand copies 
annually, as one which can well be considerably reduced. In the 
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purchase of stationery, also, for the use of teachers, there seems 
to have been an outlay greatly beyond the proper limit® 

The Committee would also respectfully suggest that in some 
cases where repairs have been done upon school apartments, suffi- 
cient care has not been exercised in ascertaining their necessity, 
and recommend that a more rigid economy be practised, if con- 
sistent with the health and comfort of the scholars. Upon this 
point, however, the information of the Committee is not com- 
plete, and they only desire to attract attention to it, that if there 
is any tendency to extravagance, it may be seasonably and effect- 
ually checked. 

The expenditures of the closing fiscal year cannot now be 
affected, but the Committee desire thus to enter their remon- 
strance against profuse expenditures in a department, where the 
magnitude and importance of the interests involved are such 
that there is danger of carrying liberality to excess, or of dis- 
couraging it altogether, by imposing burdens upon the public 
purse, which, in times like these, it is little able to bear. They 
recommend that the appropriation asked for be granted, and 
that the Committee on Finance be requested to provide the 


means.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


In the year One Thousand Hight Hundred and Sixty-two. 
Aw Act concerning the Harbor Master of the Port of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : — 


Section 1. The Harbor Master for the Port of Boston shall 
hereafter be appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen of the City 
of Boston, instead of the City Council of said city; and he shall 
continue to have all the powers, and be subject to all the duties, 
liabilities, and obligations which now appertain by law to the 
said office. 

Sect. 2. The City Council of the City of Boston may make 
and ordain all such ordinances, rules, orders, and regulations for

prescribing the duties and controlling the action of the said 
Harbor Master, as they shall deem expedient; provided such or- 
dinances, rules, orders, and regulations are not repugnant to 
law; and they may, if they shall deem it expedient, provide by 
ordinance for adding to the duties of the said Harbor Master the 
duties of Captain of the Harbor Police. 

Sect. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Srot. 4. This act shall take effect as soon as the same shall 
be accepted by the City Council of the City of Boston.

No. 9, that the pay of the firemen be made uniform throughout 
the city, have given the subject due consideration, and beg

They find that by the rules of the Fire Department, the firemen 
at South Boston are not required to turn out for a fire in “ Boston 
proper,” south of Dover Street, until the second alarm, and not 
until the third alarm when north of said street. 

The firemen at Hast Boston are not required to come to “ City 
proper” until the third alarm is given. 

‘The Committee are aware of the plea that the men hold them- 
selves ready at all times to answer the call of the department, 
yet if there is any considerable difference in the number of times 
the East and South Boston firemen are required to turn out as 
compared with Boston proper, whereby they are enabled to con- 
tinue their employments or remain at their homes, it seems just 
that their pay should be in proportion. It appears from tables 
prepared from returns made to the Chief Engineer for the year 
1861, that during that year the engines at Hast Boston turned 
out upon an average 27 times; at South Boston 28 times, and 
in Boston proper 112 times. It also appears that the firemen of 
the City of Boston received $125 for 87 hours labor during the 
year; those at South Boston received $75 for 20 hours, and those 
at Kast Boston $75 for 51 hours. 
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The difference in service at East and South Boston was in con- 
sequence of the large fire at Hast Boston on the 4th of July. 

It should be borne in mind that the enginemen, driver, and 
fireman attached to each engine at East and South Boston whose 
duties require their attendance constantly at the engine house, 
receive the same pay as those attached to the engines in the 
City proper. 

After careful investigation of all the facts, the Committee 
were unanimous in the opinion that the salaries now paid are 
equitable. 

And for these reasons recommend that the petitioners have 
leave to withdraw.

In Committee on the Auditors Estimates, 
for the Financial year, 1862-63, 
March 28, 1862. 


The Joint Special Committee on the Auditor’s Estimates for 
the ensuing financial year, having duly considered the same, have 
unanimously concluded to recommend to the City Council the 
following deductions, viz: — 

From the County of Suffolk and from Unliquidated Claims the 
sum of § 20,000 each. With this reduction each of these appro- 
priations will be the same as for the present year, and which 
appears to have been sufficient, viz: $180,000 for the County 
and § 30,000 for Unliquidated Claims. 

From Public Institutions they propose to take $5,000, leaving 
them $170,000, which amount the Committee think will be suffi- 
cient for all the expenditures which need be incurred this year 
by that Department. 

From Overseers of the Poor they strike off all the proposed 
expenditure for the temporary relief of “ Horeign Poor.” This 
is an item which the State is bound to provide for as much as 
for foreign paupers, and there is no good reason why the City 
should be called upon to provide for it. 

They also cut off the item of $1,500 for supplying the School 
Teacher with shoes for the destitute among poor children, an ex- 
pense for which there appears to be no legal authority. 

The reductions here proposed amount to $86,500, and will 
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a 


reduce the amount required to be raised by taxation from 
§ 2,706,875 to § 2,620,375. 

The Committee recommend the passage of the two annexed 
Orders; one for making the Appropriations and the other for 
assessing the necessary Tax to meet the same.

ENGINEER’S OFrFicr, Fire DEPARTMENT, 
Boston, January 1, 1862. 


To the Honorable Mayor and Oity Council: 


GENTLEMEN: As provided in the 8th section of the Fire Ordinance, 
passed on the 20th day of August, 1861, I herewith submit to your 
Honorable Board the second Annual Report of the Steam Fire Depart- 
ment, in which is contained a list of the Officers and Members of the 
Department complete, together with their ages and residence ; also an 
account of all the apparatus under my charge; the number of alarms of 
fire since the presentation of the last Report, with an account of the loss- 
es and insurance on the same so far as could be ascertained ; list of the 
reservoirs, number of hydrants, &c., from which water can be obtained in 
case of fire; also the Fire Ordinance as passed by the last City Council, 
to which is appended the account of the Secretary of the Board of En- 
gineers of the expenditures on account of the Department for the year 
ending January 1, 1862. 

This Department as at present organized consists of 9 Steam Fire 
Engines, 9 Horse Hose Carriages, 1 Hand Hose Carriage, 3 Hook and 
Ladder Carriages, 32 Horses with the various equipments and appurte- 
nances. The number of Members of the Department is 253, exclusive of 
the Board of Engineers, divided as follows: 9 Enginemen, 9 Firemen, 
19 Drivers who are permanently employed, and are paid monthly, and 
216 Members, who do fire duty only when alarmed, and are paid quar- 
terly. 

During the past year a new house has been built at Washington Vil- 
lage for the accommodation of a hand hose carriage. A company has 
also been organized to take charge of this carriage for the protection of 
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property in the vicinity of its location ; they do duty in no other section 
of the city. 

Within the past year Twenty-four Reservoirs have been thorough- 
ly cleaned, and so arranged that water can be supplied to them from the 
Cochituate water pipes; they are located as follows, viz: — 

Bowdoin Square, opposite Bulfinch Street. 
Broad, near State Street. 

Batterymarch, near Broad Street. 

Clinton, opposite Fulton Street.

Washington Street, corner of Avon Place. 
Central Square, corner of Liverpool Street.

This arrangement will at times enable us to bring more force to bear 
directly upon fires than formerly, and through comparatively short lines 
of hose. It is to be hoped that the government will deem it prudent to 
continue to make this a matter of interest to them, and that the day is 
not far distant when the remaining one hundred and seven reservoirs 
will be arranged in the same manner. 

In this connection I wish to call the attention of the government to 
that portion of East Boston known as the 4th Section. In this locality 
there are in the neighborhood of one hundred houses which are supplied 
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with water from wells only, and as a protection against fire they have 
nothing; any house taking fire in this locality must necessarily be de- 
stroyed. My desire is that pipes should be laid in this section of the 
city, that our apparatus may be supplied with water, if occasion should 
require it. 


HOSE. 


The shortness of the supply of Hose is again called to the attention 
of the government, and the request is again renewed for an increased 
quantity of the best quality which can be supplied for use on our Steam 
Fire Engines. 


APPARATUS. 


In the annual report of last year I recommended the purchase of two 
light Steam Fire Engines, — one to be located on River Street, at the foot 
of Mount Vernon Street, and the other to be kept as a relief. 

I again renew this recommendation, and further that the two heavy 
Engines numbered 6 and 7 be exchanged for engines capaBieE of doing 
the same amount of work, but light enough to be drawn by two horses. 

I also recommend that Engine No. 8 be taken from the Department, 
and that she be used for a Relief Engine, and her place be supplied by 
an Amoskeag Engine. 

I do this for the reason that she is unreliable, and likely to be out of 
service from this cause more than any other Engine belonging to the City 
of Boston. 


POLICE AT FIRES. 


The subject of Police at fires has been a source of considerable dis- 
cussion in the community during the past year, and it gives me pleasure 
to say that the members of the Police Department, as a general thing, 
seem to be disposed to perform the duties required of them; but there 
scems to be a want of system or management of the men at fires, for 
which there can be no excuse. 

Especially do I wish to call your attention to the neglect of the Police 
to obey that portion of the Fire Ordinance (see Section 48) which requires 
them “in the night-time to spring their rattles, crying ‘fire, and men- 
tioning the district and box of the district in which fire exists.” 

As stated in my last report each Station House is provided with a 
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quantity of ropes and stakes with which to close the streets in case of 
fire, but Iam sorry to say that they are seldom used even in cases where 
they have been needed for some hours. 

It is to be hoped that these defects will be speedily remedied by the 
Police Department. 


BUILDINGS. 


I desire to call the attention of the government to the desireableness 
of having a building law enacted for this city, by which some person or 
persons shall have a gencral supervision over buildings in process of 
erection, thus compelling the erection of substantial buildings for storage 
and safe buildings in case of fire. 

I would also suggest that an ordinance, making it an offence punish- 
able by fine to leave scuttle ways open in buildings from one loft to an- 
other or doorways from one building to another, would be a great pre- 
ventative to the spread of fire. 

The attention of owners and occupants of stores is called to the fol- 
lowing suggestions : — 

1. Itis often desirable in case of fire to ventilate buildings, and a 
great facility may be furnished by so arranging the skylights that they 
may be raised near the door on the lower floor. 

2. I suggest that ‘short shutters” answer all the purpose of longer 
ones on lower stories of stores, at the same time giving better opportu- 
nity for early discovery in case of fire. 

3. Where iron shutters are in use, that they be so arranged on all 
above the lower story that they can be opened or closed from the outside 
of the building, for in cases where they do not a large loss of property 
may result before they can be opened by the Department.

A constant watch is kept at the office, Court Square, by the opera- 
tors. Each operator serves two alternate terms of fowr hours each, as 
principal, and the same as assistant operator; so that sixteen hours’ 
service at the office in every twenty-four, is required from each opera- 
tor. No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless ex- 
pressly relieved by some one else, and by consent of the Superintend- 
ent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintencent for any omissions 
or mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours of duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each alarm, and 
of the District and Station from which it originates, and all other nec- 
essary information. 

The city is divided into seven alarm districts. Each district is sub- 
divided into stations, at each of which is a signal-box. There are now 
fifty-two signal-boxes, or stations, the number in a district varying from 
six to twelve. 

Alarms are transmitted to the office from the signal-stations or boxes, 
by turning the crank in the box. The police officers and one other 
person resident near each box, have keys to the boxes. 

Alarms are usually given in less than a minute from the time the 
crank is turned in any box.

DIRECTIONS TO THOSE HOLDING SIGNAL KEYS. 


1. If a fire is discovered in your vicinity, go to the nearest box in 
the District. | 

2. Turn the crank ¢wenty-five times, rather slowly at first, and in- 
creasing gradually to the last. If possible, wait at the box and direct 
the firemen to the fire. 

3. If you hear no reply at the box, or on the bells, turn again. If 
no reply after the ¢izrd turning, go to another box in the District. 

4. The Police, upon hearing the bells, will spring their rattles and 
call the number of the District and Station. 

The alarms will be given from the office by striking the number of 
the District on the bells, and tapping the number of the Station in the 
boxes. 


CAUTIONS. 


1. Be sure that the box is locked before leaving it. 

2. Never open the box, except in case of fire. 

3. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless called for by 
the Superintendent.

MERIDIAN BELLS. 


Forty-one bells, at their various locations on churches and _school- 
houses, and in engine houses and police stations, are struck from the 
Fire Alarm Office precisely at noon every day. Care is taken to secure 
the utmost accuracy in the time, for which purpose a chronometer and 
transit instrument of the first quality are in use, and observations of 
the sun are made as often as is necessary. 
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The following interesting tables and diagrams, showing the number 
of alarms which have occurred each hour, day, week, month, and year 
since the Fire Alarm Telegraph was established, in April, 1852, to 
January 1, 1862, have been computed by J. B. Stearns, Esq., Super- 
intendent of Fire Alarms. 

T'aBieE 1— shows the number of alarms in each hour during the 
twenty-four hours of the day in each year, from April 28, 1852, to 
January 1, 1862, and the totals for the same period.

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THE FIRE ORDINANCE. 


AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council of the 
City of Boston in City Council assembled : 


Srotion 1. The fire department shall consist of a chief engineer, 
nine assistant engineers, and of as many foremen, enginemen, hosemen, 
-and hook and ladder men, and other persons, to be divided into com- 
panies, as the number of engines and the number and quantity of other 
fire apparatus, belonging to the city, shall from time to time require. 


BOARD OF ENGINEERS. 


Sect. 2. There shall be chosen annually, by the city council, on 
the first Monday of January, or within sixty days thereafter, a chief 
engineer, nine assistant engineers, one at least from each fire district, 
and a secretary to the board of engineers, who shall receive certificates 
of appointment, of the form heretofore used; shall hold their offices 
for one year and until others are chosen in their places; and who shall 
receive such salaries as the city council shall from time to time deter- 
mine; and the board of engineers may recommend to the city council 
a suitable person to fill the office of secretary of engineers. ‘The assist- 
ant engineers shall rank according to seniority of service, and all ques- 
tions relative to such seniority shall be determined by the board of 
aldermen. 

Szot. 3. The city council may, by a concurrent vote, at any time, 
remove from office the chief engineer, any of the other engineers, or the 
secretary to the board of engineers. 

Sect. 4. ‘The engineers so chosen shall, immediately after their 
election, meet and organize themselves into a hoard of enginecrs. ‘They 
shall, at such times as they may by their by-laws determine, hold such 
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meetings as may be necessary for the prompt transaction of all business 
coming before them, at which the chief engineer or, in his absence, the 
senior engineer in service present, shall preside. A majority of the 
whole board of engineers shall be necessary to constitute a quorum ; 
they may make such rules and orders for their government as a board 
of engineers as they may see fit, subject to the approval of the board of 
aldermen. They shall be responsible for the discipline, good order, and 
proper conduct of the whole department, both officers and men, and for 
the care of all houses, engines, hose-carriages, hook and ladder ecar- 
riages, horses, furniture, and apparatus thereto belonging. They shall 
have the superintendence and control of all the engine and other houses 
used for the purposes of the fire department, and of all the horses, fur- 
niture, and apparatus thereto belonging, and of the engines and all other 
fire apparatus belonging to the city, and over the officers and members of 
the several companies attached to the fire department, and over all per- 
sons present at fires; and they may make such rules and regulations for 
the better government, discipline, and good order of the department, and 
for the extinguishment of fires, as they may from time to time think ex- 
pedient ; — such rules and regulations not being repugnant to the laws 
of this commonwealth, nor to any ordinance of the city, and being sub- 
ject to the approbation of the board of aldermen, and to alteration or 
rescission by them at any time. The assistant engineers shall report 
their absences from fires to the chief engineer, with the reasons therefor, 
who shall keep a record of the same, and once every three months, and 
oftener if required make a report thereof, stating all the facts to the city 
council. In the absence of the chief engineer, the secretary shall make 
said record and‘ report. 

Sect. 5. The secretary to the board of engineers shall perform the 
ordinary duty of clerk to the board, and such other duties as the board 
of aldermen or the chief engineer may from time to time direct; and 
also such other duties as the board of engineers, by their rules and 
orders, to be approved by the board of aldermen, may from time to time 
determine. He shall keep an account of the appropriations made by 
the city council for the use of the fire department, and of the expendi- 
tures on account of the same, and shall compare his account monthly 
with the auditor's books, and sce that the expenditures of the fire de- 
partment do not at any time exceed the amount of the appropriations at 
their disposal. He shall also keep a separate account of the expenses of 
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each engine, hose-carriage, and hook and ladder carriage, and of the 
horses, furniture, and apparatus thereto belonging, and all other inci- 
dental expenses, and shall present to the city council, in the annual re- 
port of the chief engineer, full and detailed statements thereof. 

Snot. 6. Itshall be the duty of said engineers, whenever a fire shall 
break out in the city, immediately to repair to the place of such fire, and 
to carry with them a suitable staff or badge of their office; to take 
proper measures that the several engines and other apparatus be ar- 
ranged in the most advantageous situations, and duly worked for the 
speedy and effectual extinguishment of the fire; to require and compel 
assistance from all persons, as well members of thé fire department as 
others, in extinguishing the fire, removing furniture, goods, or other 
merchandise from any building on fire, or in danger thereof, and to ap- 
point guards to secure the same ; and also in pulling down or demolish- 
ing any house or building if occasion require, and further to suppress 
all tumults and disorders. It shall also be their duty to cause order 
to be preserved in going to, working at, or returning from fires, and at 
all other times when companies attached to the department are on 
duty. 

Sect. 7. Whenever any fire occurs in either of the adjoining cities 
or towns, it shall be the duty of only such and so many of said engi- 
neers to repair thither, as shall have been previously designated for such 
purpose by the chief engineer. 

Sor. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole command at fires, 
over all the other engineers, and all officers and members of the fire de- 
partment, and all other persons who may be present at fires, and shall 
direct all proper measures for the extinguishment of fires, protection of 
property, preservation of order, and observance of the laws, ordinances, 
and regulations respecting fires; and it shall be the duty of said chief 
engincer torexamine into the condition of the engines and all other fire 
apparatus, and the horses connected therewith, and of the engine and 
other houses belonging to the city, and used for the purposes of the fire 
department, and of the companies attached to the said department, as 
often as circumstances may render it expedient, or whenever directed so 
to do by the board of aldermen, or by the committee of the board of 
aldermen, on the fite department. Whenever the engines or other fire 
apparatus, engine or other houses used by the fire department, require 
alterations, additions, or repairs, the chief engineer, under the direction 
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of the board of aldermen or of the committee on the fire department, 
shall cause the same to be made. It shall also be the duty of the chief 
engineer to receive and transmit to the board of aldermen all returns of 
officers, members, and fire apparatus, made by the respective companies. 
as hereinafter prescribed, and all other communications relating to the 
affairs of the fire department ; to keep fair and exact rolls of the respec- 
tive companies, specifying the time of admission and discharge, and the 
age of each member. He shall also critically examine all the bills and 
accounts against the fire department, and certify, in writing, to the 
correctness of each item thereof before sending them to the auditor’s 
office for payment. He shall annually, in the month of January, and 
oftener if thereto requested, report to the city council an account, to be 
prepared by the secretary to the board of engineers as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, of the condition of the engine houses, engine, fire apparatus, and 
other property under his charge; of the income and expenditures of the 
fire department for the whole of the previous year, specifying particularly 
the expenditure on each engine, hose carriage, and hook and ladder car- 
riage, and of the horses, furniture, and apparatus connected therewith, 
as required in section 5, together with the names of the officers and 
members of the various companies; the number and location of the fire- 
alarm stations ; the number of fires since his last report, and the causes 
thereof, and the extent of damage as near as can be ascertained; the 
general description of the buildings and property destroyed or injured 
since his last report, together with the names of the owners or occupants ; 
the amount of insurance, if any; all accidents by fire which may hap- 
pen within the city, with such other information or suggestions as may 
in his opinion be of general use; the same to be published as the city 
council may direct. 

Suot. 9. In case of the absence of the chief engineer, the engineer 
next in rank who may be present shall execute the duties vf his office, 
with full powers. ae 

Sect. 10. ‘It shall be the duty of the chief engineer, and of the other 
engineers, to report to the board of aldermen the name of every person, 
not a member of either of said companies, who shall, contrary to law, 
refuse or neglect to obey any orders of arly engineer, given at any fire. 

Sect. 11. Whenever it shall be adjudged at any fire, by any three or 
more of the engineers present, of whom the chief engineer, if persent, 
shall be one, to be necessary, in order to prevent the further spreading 
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of the fire, to pull down or otherwise demolish any building, the same 
may be done by their joint order. 

Snot. 12. It shall be the duty of the chief and other engineers, to 
inquire for and examine into all shops and other places where shavings or 
other such combustible materials may be collected or deposited, and at all 
times to be vigilant in taking ‘care of the removal of the same, whenever. 
in the opinion of any two of them, the same niay endanger the security 
of the city from fires, and to direct the tenant or occupant of said shops 
or other places to remove the same; and, in case of such tenant’s or oc- 
cupant’s neglect or refusal so to do, to cause the same to be removed at 
the expense of such tenant or occupant, who shall, in addition, be liable 
to a penalty of not less than two nor more than twenty dollars for such 
neglect or refusal; and any person who shall obstruct the engineers or 
any of them in carrying out the provisions of thts section, shall also be 
liable to a penalty of not less than two nor more than twenty dollars. 
It shall also be the duty of said engineers to take cognizance of all 
buildings in the city in which any steam-engine shall be used, and of 
all buildings in the city in process of erection or alteration, and to make 
a record of such thereof as in their judgment may, from any cause, be 
dangerous, and report the same to the board of aldermen forthwith. It 
shall also be the duty of said engineers to cause prosecution to be insti- 
tuted in all cases of infraction of the laws relative to the erection of 
wooden buildings, or of any other laws or ordinances in relation to the 
fire department, or for the prevention of fire within the limits of the 
city. | 

Sect. 13. The power of making and establishing rules and regula- 
tions for the transportation and keeping of gunpowder within the city 
of Boston, and of granting licenses for the keeping and sale thereof in 
the city, according to the provisions of an act entitled ‘ An act further 
regulating the storage, safe-keeping, and transportation of gunpowder in 
the city of Boston,” and of any other act or acts on the same subject, 
shall be exercised and performed by the chief and assistant engineers, 
and. the power and duty of seizing any gunpowder kept or being within 
the city or harbor thereof, contrary to the provisions of the said act or 
acts, shall be exercised and performed by the said engineers or any of 
them ; and in any case of any seizure being made by any engineer other 
than the chief, he shall forthwith report to the chief engineer, and the 
chief engineer shall cause all gunpowder which may have been seized as 
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aforesaid to be libelled and prosecuted in the manner prescribed in the 
said acts; and all the other powers and duties granted and enjoined in 
and by the said act or acts, shall be performed oe the said chief or one 
of the assistant engineers. 

Snot. 14. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures, and penalties 
arising under this ordinance or the laws of this commonwealth, regulat- 
ing the storage and transportation of gunpowder, or the erection of 
buildings within the city of Boston, or the prevention and extinguish- 
ment of fire, unless by such laws otherwise specially provided, shall be 
paid into the treasury of the city, to be applied in such way as is pro- 
vided in the acts of this commonwealth. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS CONCERNING OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF THE 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Snot. 15. No person under twenty-one years of age shall be an offi- 
cer or member of the fire department; nor shall any person be an officer 
or member who is not a citizen of the United States, and a legal voter 
in the city of Boston. 

Sxot. 16. Every officer and every member of the fire department 
shall sign the following statement, to be deposited with the board of en- 
gineers; ‘I, A B, having been appointed a member of the Boston fire 
department, hereby signify my agreement to abide by all the ordinances 
of the city council, and the rules and regulations of the board of alder- 
men and the board of engineers relating thereto.” And any officer or 
member who shall neglect or refuse to sign the same, shall not be enti- 
tled to any compensation whatsoever. 

Srot. 17. It shall be the duty of the board of engineers to report 
from time to time to the mayor the names of such officers or members, 
of the department, if any, as in their judgment should be removed or 
discharged, with their reasons therefor; aud whenever, from any cause, 
a vacancy shall occur in the department which is to be filled by the 
mayor and aldermen, the board of engineers shall recommend to them 
for their consideration the name of some proper person to fill the 
same. : 

Sect. 18. Any officer or member of the fire department, except 
the chief and assistant engineers, and the superintendent of fire alarms 
and his assistants, may at any time by the mayor be removed or dis- 


missed from the department, or deposed from any office that he may 
hold therein. 
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Snot. 19. In all cases of removal from the department, the name 
of the party removed, with a statement of the reasons therefor, shall 
be entered on the records of the engineers, and a copy of the same shall 
be transmitted to the board of aldermen before their next regular 
meeting. ; 

Snot. 20. There shall be paid to each officer and member of the 
department such sum as the city council may, from time to time, de- 
termine ; and in case of the temporary absence of any member from the 
city, or inability to perform his duties, in consequence of sickness, he 
shall provide a substitute, whose name he shall return to the foreman of 
the company for approval, failing in which he shall be subject to all 
deductions which may accrue for his absence. 

Sxuot. 21. Neither the members nor the officers of any of the com- 
panies shall assemble in any of the engine or other houses belonging to 
the department, except as herein prescribed, and for taking the engine 
or other apparatus on an alarm of fire, and of returning the same to the 
house, and taking the necessary care of said apparatus after its return. 

Snot. 22. Any officer or member of the fire department who shall 
wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or shall be guilty of dis- 
orderly conduct or disobedience to his superiors in office, shall for such 
offence, besides being subject to the penalty hereinafter provided, be 
dismissed from the department. 

Sect. 23. Every person who shall have served according to law in 
the fire department for seven successive years, shall be entitled to re- 
ceive a certificate thereof, signed by the mayor of said city; and all per- 
sons who shall receive said certificate as aforesaid, shall be entitled to 
wear the badge of the department, and to do duty therein, when desired 
so to do by the mayor, with the advice and consent of the board of 
aldermen, under such organization and management as they may deter- 
mine. 


ENGINE, HOSE, AND HOOK AND LADDER COMPANIES, AND DUTIES OF 
OFFICERS AND MEN. 


Sror. 24. As many engine, hose, and hook and ladder companies 
shall from time to time be formed by the board of aldermen as they 
shall deem expedient, and each engine, hose, and hook and hadder com- 
pany shall consist of as many men as shall be appointed from time to 
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time by the mayor with the advice and consent of the board of alder- 
men. 

Snot. 25. The officers and members of the fire department shall be 
paid quarterly ; and every officer or member thereof who shall not serve 
the whole of the quarter, except in case of sickness, death, or removal 
from the city, or who shall be removed from the department or deposed 
from his office for cause, shall forfeit any and all compensation that 
would otherwise have been due to him at the time when such service 
ceased, or such deposing or removal took place. 

Sot. 26. Every engine company shall have an engineman, fireman, 
and driver, who shall be permanently employed, and who shall, at all 
times, be in or about the engine house, except when unavoidably absent, 
or when going to, or remaining at, or returning from fires, and, until 
otherwise ordered, including the foreman; eight hosemen; and the en- 
gineman, fireman, driver, and hosemen shall be appointed by the mayor, 
with the advice and consent of the board of aldermen. 

Snot. 27. Hach hose company shall have a driver, who shall at all 
times, except when unavoidably absent, or when going to, or remaining 
at, or returning from fires, be in or about the house, and shall, until 
otherwise ordered, also have, including the foreman, eight hosemen. 
The driver and hosemen to be appointed by the mayor, with the advice 
and consent of the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 28. Each hook and ladder company shall have three or more 
each of axemen and rakemen; the axemen and rakemen to be ap- 
pointed by the mayor, with the advice and consent of the board of 
aldermen. 

Snot. 29. The board of engineers shall make rules and regulations 
in respect to a driver and steward, either permanent or temporary, of 
hook and ladder carriages, and define their duties; such rules and reg- 
ulations however being subject to approval, alteration, or rescission, as 
provided in the fourth section of this ordinance. 

Sror. 80. Every engine, hose, and hook and ladder company shall 
have a foreman and clerk, and every hook and ladder company an as- 
sistant foreman in addition; the foreman and assistant foreman to be 
nominated, annually at least, or, whenever a vacancy occurs, by the 
members of the respective companies, from among their own number, 
and a return of the same made to the board of engineers; and in case 
of rejection by them, the name of the person so rejected shall be returned 
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to the company, who shall select another person for approval ; and when- 
ever any person so nominated shall be approved by the board of engi- 
neers, his name shall be sent to the board of aldermen for approval or 
rejection, and in case of rejection, another person shall be nominated, as 
aforesaid, before the next regular meeting of the board of aldermen, and 
the like proceedings had as before ; and these officers, when approved, 
shall receive certificates of appointment, signed by the mayor, and shall 
hold their places until removed, or others shall be appointed in their 
stead. If, upon rejection by the board of engineers or board of alder- 
men of any person nominated and returned as aforesaid, a suitable per- 
son is not nominated and returned by the company as aforesaid, within 
one week from the date of reception of notice of such rejection, the board 
of engineers shall themselves send to the board of aldermen, for their 
approval or rejection, the name of some suitable person for the place, to 
be selected from the same company. And if any hook and ladder com- 
pany shall not have a driver, a clerk of such company shall be nominated 
and selected in the same manner as the foreman. 

Sect. 31. ‘The engineman shall, under the direction of the board of 
engineers, have the sole care of the engine house intrusted to him, and 
of all the property therein belonging to the city. He shall be held 
personally responsible for the care and good order of the engine, and 
shall work and manage the same, and see that it is at all times in con- 
dition for immediate use. He shall be accountable for the proper per- 
formance of all duties required of the fireman and driver, and in case of 
any neglect or delinquency on their part, shall report the same to the 
chief engineer. 

Sect. 32. The foreman of each engine shall, at fires, direct the 
placing of the engine at a suitable place to obtain a supply of water, 
and have the charge and direction of the hose and hosemen; and the 
foreman of each hose company or hook and ladder company shall have 
charge of the apparatus belonging to his company, and the direction 
thereof, and of the driver and men belonging to his company. And 
the foreman of every company shall preserve order and discipline, 
at all times, among the members of the company under him, and 
require of them and enforce a strict compliance with the city ordi- 
nances, the rules and regulations of the department, and the orders 
of the engineers. 

Sror. 33. In the absence of the foreman of any company, the assist- 
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ant foreman, if there shall be one, otherwise the senior hoseman, or hook 
and ladder man in service present, as the case may be, connected with 
the same company, shall perform the duties of the foreman. 

Snot. 34. The fireman shall be under the immediate direction of the 
engineman, and shall perform all the duties that may be required of him 
by the engineman, on the engine and in the house, including cleaning 
the house, the engine, and other apparatus belonging to the company, 
and the snow from the sidewalk. 

Sect. 35. The drivers belonging to the respective companies shall 
take care of, and properly groom the horses belonging to their respective 
companies, see that the same are at all times ready for immediate use, 
convey the apparatus to the place of the fire on an alarm being sounded, 
and perform the duties of and be clerks of their respective companies. 
And it shall, in addition, be the duty of such of the drivers as shall be 
connected with hose or hook and ladder companies to see that the hose 
or other apparatus is ready at all times for immediate use, and to keep 
such hose and apparatus, and the house and stable neat, clean, and | 
tidy, and clear the snow from the sidewalks of the respective houses, 
and they shall be under the immediate direction of the foreman of their 
respective companies. The driver of each engine shall be under the 
immediate direction of the engineman, and shall besides the duties 
herein prescribed to be performed by him, assist the fireman in the 
performance of his duties, and perform such other duties as may be 
required of him by the engineman. 

Sxot. 36. The clerks of the respective companies shall keep fair and 
exact rolls, specifying the time of admission, discharge, and age of the 
respective members of their companies, and shall also keep, in books 
provided by the city for that purpose, correct and faithful accounts of 
all city property intrusted to or connected with their respective compa- 
nies, and of all absences and tardiness of the officers and members 
thereof, which rolls and record books shall always be subject to the 
order of the board of engineers, or of the board of aldermen. Said clerks 
shall also make, or cause to be made to the chief engineer, true and ac- 
curate returns, whenever called upon so to do, of all the members, with 
their ages, and of the apparatus belonging to or connected with their re- 
spective companies, and shall also report monthly, at least, to the chief 
engineer, all absences and tardiness aforesaid. 

Sxct. 37. The hoseman of each engine company and of each hose 
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company, and the axemen and rakemen and other members of each hook 
and ladder company, shall perform such duties as shall be required of 
them by their respective foremen. 

Sror. 58. The board of engineers, whenever in their judgment it 
may be expedient, may employ or permit to stay or sleep in the house, 
wherein a hose carriage or hook and ladder carriage is kept, one member 
from the same company in addition to the driver. 

Sror. 39. It shall be the duty of the officers and members of the 
several engine, hose, and hook and ladder companies, whenever a fire 
shall break out in the city, to repair to the place of the fire with their 
respective engines, hose, hook and ladder carriages, and other appara- 
tus, in as orderly a manner as may be according to the directions, if 
any given, of the board of engineers, and exert themselves in the most 
orderly and efficient manner possible, in working and managing the 
said engines, hose, hooks and ladders. and other apparatus, and in per- 
forming any duty that they may be called upon to do by any engineer ; 
and, upon permission of the chief or other engineer, in an orderly and 
quiet manner to return said engines, hose, hook and ladder carriages, 
and other apparatus, to their respective places of deposit. Provided 
that, in the absence of all the engineers, such direction or permission 
may be given by the respective foremen. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Srct. 40. Whenever any person shall have received his certificate 
of appointment to any office under this ordinance, he shall thereby be 
immediately invested with all the authority conferred, and subject to 
all the duties imposed by the laws, the city ordinances, and the rules 
and regulations of the fire department ; and whenever a vacancy shall 
occur in the department, the same shall be filled as soon as conven- 
iently may be. 

Snor. 41. The engineers, officers, and members of the several com- 
panies regularly appointed shall, when on duty, wear such badges or 
insignia, as the board of aldermen shall from time to time direct, to be 
furnished at the expense of the city, and no other person or persons shall 
be permitted to wear the same, except under such restrictions and regu- 
lations as the mayor and board of aldermen may direct. 

Suct. 42. No uniform, except such badges and insignia as are pre- 
scribed from time to time by the board of aldermen, shall be worn upon 
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any occasion, as firemen, by either officers or men belonging to the 
department. 

Sect. 43. No company shall have power to appoint or discharge any 
officer or member. 

Sect. 44. Nocompany shall leave the city, in case of fire in the 
neighboring cities and towns, except by the express order of the chief 
engineer or one of the assistant engineers; and no company shall leave 
the city on an excursion. 

Sect. 45. No associations, or organized societies or clubs of firemen, 
as such, shall be allowed in the department, except by the express per- 
mission of the city council. 

Sect. 46. No company shall be allowed to impose fines upon its 
members. For every absence or tardiness, except in case of sickness, 
and except those cases in which he shall fail to hear the alarm in the 
night-time by reason of the omission to give or sound the alarm in the 
fire district in which he lives, there shall be deducted from the pay of 
the absent or tardy officer or member the sum of twenty-five cents, which 
amount so deducted shall be paid over at the end of each quarter to the 
treasurer of the company to which such officer or member shall belong, 
to meet the incidental expenses of the company. And if any officer or 
member shall have been absent or tardy at more than one third of the 
fires, or alarms of fires occurring during the month, if more than five, 
except in case of sickness, such absence or tardiness shall be considered 
good cause for his discharge from the department. 

Snot. 47. The board of engineers, notwithstanding the provisions 
herein contained, may, with the approval of the mayor, grant to any 
officer or member of the fire department, if they shall think it compati- 
ble with the interests of the department, a vacation not exceeding two 
weeks in any one year upon such terms, if any, as they shall think 
expedient. 

And the mayor, with the advice and consent of the board of aldermen, 
may, if they see fit, whenever any member or officer of the fire department 
shall, by reason of such vacation, or sickness, or otherwise, not attend to 
his duties in the department, select a substitute. 


DUTIES OF POLICE IN REGARD TO FIRES. 


Srot. 48. Immediately upon an alarm or discovery of fire, it shall 
be the duty of the members of the police department to communicate 
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the fact to the central station by means of the signal boxes in the dis- 
trict in which the fire may be, in accordance with the rules and regula- 
tions in regard to fire alarms. And it shall be the duty of the police- 
men in the night-time, immediately upon an alarm of fire being given 
or sounded upon the bells connected with the fire-alarm apparatus, to 
give further notice thereof within their respective districts by springing 
their rattles, crying “fire,” (and in East Boston by ringing a bell,) 
and mentioning the district and box of the district in which the fire 
exists. And if any policeman shall neglect so to do, he shall forfeit 
and pay a fine of not less than two nor more than twenty dollars for 
every offence. 

Srcr. 49. It shall be the duty of such of the police officers of the 
city as may be selected for that service, to repair with their staves, or 
such other badges of office as the board of aldermen shall direct, on the 
alarm of fire, immediately to the place where the fire may be, and there 
to use their best skill and power, under the direction of the engineers, 
for the preservation of the public peace, and the prevention of theft and 
destruction of property, and the removal of all suspected persons. 


FIRE ALARMS. 


Sror. 50. In the month of January in each year, there shall be ap- 
pointed a joint committee of the city council, to be called the committee 
on fire alarms, to consist of two aldermen and three members of the 
common council. 

Suct. 51. The said committee shall have the care and management 
of the rooms, apparatus, and machinery connected with the system of 
telegraphic fire alarms, and shall also have the power to appoint, upon 
the nomination of the superintendent of fire alarms, suitable persons to 
assist in the management of said system of fire alarms and also to dis- 
charge the same, and to establish the compensation of the same, unless 
the same shall be specially provided by the city council: and the said 
committee shall have power to determine the persons to whom shall be 
intrusted keys of the signal-boxes connected with said system of fire 
alarms, and, generally, shall have charge of said apparatus, and control 
over the management of the same, subject to any special order of the 
city council. 

Snor. 52. There shall be annually appointed by the city council, on 
the first Monday of January, or within sixty days thereafter, a suitable 
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person to be superintendent of fire alarms, who shall have charge of the 
system of telegraphic fire alarms, under the direction of the committee 
on fire alarms, and see that the same is kept in good repair and in 
working condition, and be considered responsible for the same. The 
said superintendent shall hold his office for one year and until a suc- 
cessor is elected, and he shall be at all times removable by the city 
council, and he shall receive such compensation as the city council shall 
determine. 

Sect. 58. Alarms of fire shall be given by means of the system of 
telegraphic fire alarms, in accordance with the rules and directions es- 
tablished by the joint special committee on fire alarms, in the year 
1853, and amended May 12, 1855, which are hereby declared to be the 
rules for giving alarms of fire within the city of Boston. 

Sot. 54. The joimt committee on fire alarms shall have power from 
time to time to alter or change said rules and directions, and the same 
shall be binding upon all persons after said rules and directions, as 
altered, shall be placed on file in the office of the engineers of the fire 
department, and with the city clerk. And the same shall then be pub- 
lished in the same manner as ordinances of the city are published; but 
the city council shall at all times have power to alter, amend, or annul 
the same. 

Srot. 55. No person shall open any of the signal-boxes connected 
with the telegraphic fire alarms, for the purpose of giving a false alarm, ° 
or interfere in any way with said boxes, by breaking, cutting, injuring, 
or defacing the same, or turn the cranks therein, except in case of fire, 
or tamper or meddle with said boxes or any part thereof. 

Sect. 56. Any person who shall be guilty of a breach of any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall forfeit and pay a fine of not less than 
two dollars nor more than twenty dollars for each offence. 

Suot. 57. The present chief engineer and other engineers, and offi- 
cers and members of the fire department, shall continue in the depart- 
ment and to hold their respective offices therein; subject, however, to 
the provisions of this ordinance. 


REPEALING CLAUSE, ETC. 


Sxor. 58. The ordinance entitled ‘ An ordinance establishing a fire 
department, and providing for preventing and extinguishing fires,” 
passed on the eighth day of June, A. D. eighteen hundred and sixty, 
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and all ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, are hereby repealed; but this repeal shall 
not revive any ordinance or any part of any ordinance previously 
repealed. 

Sect. 59. This ordinance shall take effect from and after its 
passage.

OrpERED: That the Committee on the Fire Department be authorized 
to procure a Hand Hose Apparatus, to be located at Washington Vil- 
lage, and that a company be organized and established, to consist of a 
Foreman, Steward, and six Hosemen; the Foreman to receive fifty dol- 
lars annually, the Steward fifty dollars annually, and the Hosemen 
thirty dollars annually.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Of the Board of Engineers in respect to the Duties of Stewards of Hook 
and Ladder Companies. 


Section 1. Every hook and ladder company to which no perma- 
nent driver is attached, shall have a steward, who shall be selected in 
the manner prescribed in Section 30 of the Fire Ordinance for selecting 
other officers of hook and ladder companies, whenever vacancies shall 
occur in consequence of removal for cause or resignation. 

Snot. 2. It shall be the duty of the stewards of hook and ladder 
companies to see that the apparatus in charge of the company is at all 
times ready for immediate use, and the house provided for its storage 
kept neat, clean, and tidy, and to clean the snow from the sidewalk of 
the respective houses under the immediate direction of the foremen of 
their respective companies. 

Sror. 3. It shall be the duty of the steward of Hook and Ladder 
Company No. 2, in addition to the duties prescribed in the preceding 
section, to drive the horse provided by the city for drawing the appara- 
tus, and he shall be required to sleep in the building where the horse is 
kept, and to have his employment in the immediate vicinity of the 
same.

AN ORDINANCE 


Regulating the use of the Ward Rooms for Political Meetings. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Srction 1. That whenever there shall be made to the Board 
of Aldermen or Superintendent of Public Buildings a written 
application by not less than five legal voters of any ward for the 
use of the ward room in such ward for the purpose of holding 
a meeting therein, said Board or said Superintendent (either by 
the special order of said Board or under established rules or reg- 
ulations of said Board) may grant for a time and purpose speci- 
fied in the permit upon the terms and subject to the provisions 
of this Ordinance, the use of said ward room to said applicants 
who shall be for such time in possession thereof. But such per- 
mit shall not extend to any adjournment or adjournments of said 


meeting unless so stated in such permit, and such permit shall — 


be revocable at any time by the Board of Aldermen, and every 
such application shall state the kind of meeting proposed by the 
applicants to be held in the ward room, and also the call for 
such meeting, and all notifications of such meeting shall specify 
that the invitation or request to persons to be present thereat is 
subject to the provisions of this Ordinance. 

Sxct. 2. If any person not a legal voter in such ward, and 
not included in the eall for such meeting, shall mark or vote at 
such meeting, or if any person, whether a legal voter in such 
ward or not, against the expressed consent of such applicants, or 
of a major part of them present, shall mark or vote in choice of 
candidates, or otherwise vote or speak or remain at said meeting 
or any adjournment thereof, he shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars for each offence; and in case the notifi-

cations of said meeting shall have contained the specification 
aforesaid, making the invitation or request to persons to be pres- 
ent thereat subject to the provisions of this Ordinance, it shall be 
the duty of any police officer, if so directed by said applicants or 
by a major part of them present, or by the presiding officer of 
said meeting, to remove from the ward room any person offend- 
ing against the provisions of this section, who, being requested 
by said applicants or a major part of them present, or by the 
“presiding officer of said meeting, to leave the room, he shall 
neglect or refuse so to do. 

Srxct. 3. Whenever any permit aforesaid shall have been 
granted as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of the Superintendent 
of Public Buildings to notify the Chief of Police thereof, who 
shall thereupon detail a sufficient police force to be present and 
keep the peace at such meeting, and any adjournment thereof, 
and obey the lawful orders of the applicants or of the major 
part of them present, and also of the chairman or presiding offi- 
cer of the meeting, and enter complaints for all violations of this 
Ordinance. 

Szot. 4. Assoon as the list of voters in any ward is prepared 
for any National, Congressional, State, County, or Municipal elec- 
tion, a copy of such shall be posted or hung up by the Superin- 
tendent of Public Buildings inside of the ward room in such 
ward, and a like copy be posted or hung up by him in some con- 
spicuous place on the outside of such ward room, so as to be 
readily accessible to the public, and there remain till after the 
next election, and until new and revised lists shall be substituted 
therefor. 

Sect. 5. The applicants to whom any such permit shall be 
granted shall before the issuing thereof pay to said Superinten- 
dent such sum of money as he shall think sufficient to defray the 
expense of opening and closing and lighting and heating the 
ward room during the time specified in such permit, which sum 
shall be accounted for and paid by him as the City Council shall 
direct. | 

Sect. 6. Any person other than the City Clerk, or some per- 
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son by him duly authorized, who shall carry away, destroy, break, 
or mutilate any copy so posted or hung up, shall be punished by 
a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offence. The pro- 
visions of this section, however, shall not apply to the mere era- 
sure of the name of any person from the lists in any ward who 
shall at the time of such erasure have actually ceased to be a 
legal voter in such ward. 

Sect. 7. It shall be the duty of the said Superintendent to 
cause to be suitably framed and hung up in some conspicuous 
place in each of the ward rooms of the city a printed copy of 
this Ordinance. And it shall be specified in all permits, granted 
as aforesaid, that the same are granted upon the terms and sub- 
ject to the provisions of this Ordinance. 

Srot. 8. This Ordinance shall take effect from and after its 
passage, and all ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Ordinance are hereby repealed.
